His Parents, who liv’d a moft Chriftis 
an Life, infpird him with the fear of 
God from his Infancy, and took a parti- 
cular care of his Education. - He was no 
fooner arrivd to an age capable of In- 
ftruction, than inftead of embracing the 
Profeffion of Arms, after the example of 
his Brothers, he turn’d himfelf, of his 
own motion, on the fide of Learning ; 
and, as he had a quick Conception, a hap- 
py Memory, and a penetrating Mind, 
he advanced wonderfully in few years. 

Having gain‘d a fufficient knowledgein 
the Latin Tongue, and difcover'd a great 
propenfity to Learning, he was. fent to 
the Univerfity of Paris, the moft cele- 
brated of all Europe, and to which the 
Gentlemen of Spain, Ltaly and Germany 
reforted for their Studies. 

He came to Paris in the eighteenth 
year of his age, and fell immediately on

During the courfe of her life, fhe had 
great Communications with God; and 
one day, he gave her to underftand, 
that fhe fhou’d dye a fweet and eafie 
death : But on the contrary, one of her 
Nuns was preordain’dto dye in ftrange 
. torments. The intention ef God was 
not thereby to reveal to the Abbefs, what 
was really to happen, but rather to give 
her an opportunity of exercifing an he- 
roick act of Charity. She comprehend- 
ed what her Heavenly Father exacted 
from her, and petitiond him for an ex- 
change. 7 : 
God granted to her what himfelf had 
infpir'd her to demand ; and was pleasd 
toaflure her by a new Revelation, that he 
had heard her Prayers. She made known 
to her Ghottly Father, what had pafsd 
betwixt God and her, and time verify’d 
it. For the Sifter above mention d, dyd 
without ficknefs, and appeard in ‘dying 
to have had a foretafte of the Joys to 
come. Onthe other fide, the Abbefs 
was 
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was {truck with a terrible difeafe, which 
took all her Body, as it were in pieces, 
and made her fuffer intolerable pains; 
yet even thofe pains were lefs cruel to 


her, than thofe inward torments which. 


God at the fame time inflicted on her, 
She endur‘d all this with wonderful Pa- 
tience and Refignation, being well affur'd, 
that inthe whole feries of thefe Difpenfa- 
tions there was fomewhat of Divine. 

For what remains concerning her,from 
the firft years of her entry into a Religi- 
ous Life, the gift of Prophecy fhone fo 
vifibly in her, that none doubted but 
that fhe was full of che Spirit of God; 
and ’tisalfo probable, that the left a Le- 
gacy of her Prophetick Gifts to her Spi- 
ritual Daughters. For, after her deceafe 
the Nuns of Gandia foretold many things, 
which afterward the event confirm’d. 
As, amongft others, the unhappy fuccefs 
of the Expedition to Algier ; of which 
the Duke of Borgia Viceroy of Catalonia, 
gave the Advertifement from them to 
Charles the Filth, when he was making 
his Preparations for that Enterprife. 

It was fix years before. the death of 
Magdalen, that Don Faffo her Father writ 
to her concerning Xavier. After the 
had receiv'd the Letter, fhe was ilumi- 
nated from above, and according to the 
B 4 dictates

He if 
He had not continued long in the Uni- We | 
verfity of Paris, before he heard talk of ea a 
Xavier, and grew acquainted with him. Ha 
Our new Proteflour, who taught at the ee 
Colledge of Beauvois, though he dwelt Hb fi 
in the Colledge of St. Barbe, with Peter | MN 
le Feure a Savoyard, was judg’ d by Lzua- ee 
tius to be very proper for the preaching i} ii 
of the Gofpel, as well as his Companion. 1 
To gain the better opportunity of infi- 4 
nuating 
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nuating himfelf into their acquaintance, 
he took Lodgings with them, and was 
not wanting to Exhort them to live up 
to the Rules of Chriftianity. 

Le Fevre, who was of a traGtable na- 
ture, and was not enamour’d of the 
World, refign'd himfelf without oppofi- 
tion. But Xavier who was ofa haughty 
Spirit, and whofe head was filf'd with 
Ambitious thoughts, made a fierce Re- 

‘fiftance at the firit. The Difcipline and 
Maximes of Jguatius, who liv’d in a mean 
Equipage, and valued nothing byt that 
Poverty, made him pafs for a low min- 
ded Fellow in the Opinion of our young 
Gentleman. And accordingly Xavier 
treated him with much contempt; rally- 
ing him on all accafions, and making it 
his bufinefs to ridicule him. 

This notwithftanding, Jgnzatius omit- 
ted no opportunities of reprefenting toa 
him the great confequence of his Eternal 
welfare, and urging the words of our 
Blefled Saviour, What profit is it toa Man 
to gain the whole World, and ta lofe bis 
ews Soul 2 But perceiving that he cou'd 
make no impreflion, on a heart, where 
felf-conceit was fo very prevalent, and 
which was dazled with vain-glory, he 
bethought himfelf of affaulting him on 
the weaker fide.

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When he had often Congratulated 


| with him for thofe rare talents of Nature 
| with which he was endow’d, and parti-

cularly applauded his great Wit, he made 
it his bufinefs to procure him Scholars,

Xavier was too vain,not toreceive with 
a greedy fatisfaction, what ever Incenfe 
was given him of that kind: Applaufe 
was welcome from what ever hands it 
came; and withall, he was too grateful, 
not to acknowledge thofe good Offices 
which were done him, by a Perfon whom 
he had us‘d fo very ill: He was the more 
fenfible of fuch a kindnefs, by being con- 
{cious to himfelf how little he had de- 
ferv'd it. He began to look with other 
eyes, on him who had the appearance 
of fo mean a Creature, and at the fame 
time, was inform’d that this Man of fo 
defpicable a prefence, was Born of one 
of the Nobleft Families in Gaypafcoa; that 
his Courage was correfpondent to his 
Birth, and that onely the fear of God 
had infpir'd him with the choice of fuch 
a Life, fo diftant from his Inclination, and 
his Quality. ons

While things were paffing in this 
manner, Xavier's Money began to fail 
him, as it frequently happens to Fos 
reigners, who areat a great diftance from 
their own Country : And Ignatius who. 
was newly return’d from the Voyages 
which he had made’ into Flanders and 

_Exgland, from whence he had brought 
back a large contribution of Alms; af 
fifted him in fo preffingan occafion, and 
thereby made an abfolute Conqueft of 
his affections. 

_,, the Herefy of Luther began to fpread 
ha shetel it felf in Europe: and it was an artifice 
to es clic of thofe Sectaries, to procure Profelytes 

in the Catholique Univerfities, who by 
little and little might infinuate their new 
Opinions into the Scholars, and their 
Matters. Many knowing Men of Germa- 
ny, were come on that defign to Paris, 
tho’ under the pretence of feconding the 
intentions of Francis the firft, who was 
defirous to reftore Learning in his King- 
dom. They fcattered their Errours in

- fo dextrous a manner that they made 
them plaufible, and principally endea- 
vour'd to faften on young Scholars, who 
had the greateft reputation of Wit. .Xa- 
viér who was naturally curious, took 
_ pieafure in thefe Novelties, and had run 
into them of his own.accord, if Jgnatias 
had not withdrawn him. He gave an 
account of this very thing not long af- 
terwards in a Letter to his Elder Brother, 
Don: Azpitcueta, of which Zgnacius hime. 
felf was the Bearer; who made a Voyage 
into Spain, for thofe Reaions which I 
have fet down in another place. And 
thefe are his words, which well deferve 
to be related. 

“He has not onely relieved me, by 
* himéelf, and by his Friends, in thofe 
““neceffities to which I was reduc’d; 
“but, which is of more importance, he 
“has withdrawn me from thofe oc- 
“cafions which I had to contract a 
“Friendfhip with Young Men of my 
“own ftanding, Perfons of great Wit 
“and well accomplifh’d, who had fuck’d 
“in the Poyfon of Herefie, and who hid 
“the corruptions of theirheart, under a 
“ fair and pleafing outfide. He alone has 
“broken off that dangerous commerce 
“in which my own imprudence had en- 
“gaged me: And has hindred me from 
“following 
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“ following the berit of my eafy Na- 
“ture, by difcovering to me the {nares 
* which were laid for me: If Dox Igua- 
“ +7us had given me no other proof of his 
“ kindnefs, I know not how I coud be 
“‘ able to return it, by any acknowledg- 
“ments I could make. For, in fhort, 
‘without his affiftance, Icou’d not have 
“defended my felf from thofe young 
“men, fo fair in their outward carriage, 
“and fo corrupt in the bottom of their 
** hearts. 

We may conclude from this Authen- 
tique Teftimony, that Xavier, far from 
carrying the Faith'to the remoteft Na- 
tions of Idolaters, was in danger to make 
Shipwrack of his own ; had he not fallen 
into the hands of fuch a Friend as was» 
Ignatius; who detefted even the leaft ap- 
pearance of Herefy; and whofe fight 
was {harp enough to difcover Heretiques, © 



































how fpecioufly foever they weredifguisd. 


It was not fufficient to have onely pre-

The directions of a 
Guide fo well enlighten’d, made eafie to 
Xavier the Paths of that Perfection, — 
which were hitherto unkriown to him, 
He learnt from hisnew Mafter, that the 
firft ftep, which a fincere Convert is to © 
make, is to labour in the fubduing of his’ 
darling Paffion. As vain-glory had the 
greate{t dominion over him; his main 
endeavours from the very beginning, 
were to humble himfelf,and to confound 
his own pride in the fence of his empti- 
 nefs, and of his fins, But well know- 
ing that he could not tame the haughti- 
ne{s of the Soul, without mortifying the 
Flefh, he undertook the Conqueft of his 
Body, by Haircloath, by Fafting, and

Matters. And an Ancient Memorial af- 
{ures us, that he went to his Devotions 
with his hands and feet tyed; either to 
fignifie, that he was defirous to do no- 
thing, but by the Infpiration of the Holy 
Spirit, or to give himfelf the fame ufage, 
which was given to the Man in the Pa- 
rable of the Gofpel ; Who dar’d to appear 
in the Wedding-Room, without Cloathing 
himfelf in Wedding. Garments. _ 

By meditating at his leifure on the 
great truths of Chriftianity, and efpe- 
cially on the Myfteries of our Saviour, 
according to the Method of Jgvarius, he 
was wholly chang’d into another Man; 
and the humility of the Crofs ap=- 


peard to him more amiable than all the } 


Glories of the World. Thefe new in- 
fights, caus‘ him without the leaft re- 
pugnance to refufea Canonry of Pampe- 
luna, which was offer'd him at that time; 
and was very confiderable, both in re- 
gard of the Profits and of the Dignity. 
He form’d alfo, during his folitude, the 
defign of glorifying God by all poffible 
means, and of employing his whole Life 

for the Salvation of Souls 
On thefe foundations, having finifhed 
the courfe of Philofophy which he read, 
and which had lafted three years and a 
G half;

times, he ftudied in Divinity, by the 
Counfel of JZgvatius, whofe Scholar he

In the mean time /gvatius, who found 
in himfelf an inward Call to the Holy- 
Land, for the Converfion of fFews and 
Infidels ; difcovered his intentions to Xa- 
vier, which he had already communica- 
ted to Le Fevre, and four other Learned 
young men, who had embracd his form 
of Lite. 

Allthe feven, engag’d themfelves, by 
promife to each other, and by folemn 
Vows to God Almighty, to forfake their 
worldly goods, and undertake a Voyage 
to Ferufalem; or, in cafe, that in the 
compafs of a Year they cou’d not find 
an accommodation of paffing the Seas, 
that they would caft themfelves at the 
feet of our Holy Father, for the Service 
of the Church, into what ever part of 
the World he would pleafe to fend them. 


>on the day of our Ladies Affumption, 
inthe year 1534. That holy place, which 
has been waterd withthe Blood of Mar- 
tyrs, and where their Bodies are ftill 
depofited , infpir’d a particular Devotion 
into Xavier, and poflefsd him with a 
fervent defire of Martyrdom. 

Towards 
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Towards the end of the year follow- 
ing, he went from Paris, in the Com- 
pany of Le Feure, Laynez, Salmeron, Ro- 
driguex, Bobadia, and three other Di- 
vines, whom Le Fevre had gain’d in 
in the abfence of Jgvatius, who for im- 
portant Reafons, wasobligd to go before, 
and who was waiting for them at Ve- 
nice. 

Somewhat before their departure, 
Xavier, who was fometimes too far tran- 
fported, by the fervency of his Soul, had 
tied his Arms and Thighs with little 
Cords, to mortifie himfeltf, for fome kind 
of vain fatisfaction which he took in 
out-running and overleaping his young 
Companions; for he was very active ; 
and among ft all the Recreations usd by

Scholars, he lik’d none but the exercifes — 


of the Body. 

Though the Cords were very ftraight 
about him, yet he imagin’d they woud 
not hinder him from travelling on foot: 
But he had fcarcely begun his journey, 
when he was taken with extream pains. 
He bore them as well as he was able ; 
and diffembled them, till his ftrength 
fail’d him. His motion had fwelld his 
Thighs, and indented the Cords fo deep 


‘into his flelh, that they were hardly 


vifible: Infomuch that the Chirurgions, 
. % to 
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to whom his Fellows difcoverd them, 
plainly faid, that any incifions which 
coud be made, woud ferve onely to 


‘ increafe his pains, and that the ill was 
_ incurable. | 


In this dangerous conjuncture, Le 
Fevre, Laynez, and the reft, had recourfe 
to Almighty God, and not in vain. Xa- 
vier waking the next morning, found 
the Cords fallen down, the {welling 
wholly taken away from his Thighs, and 
the marks of the Cords only remaining 
on his Flefh. They joynd in actions of 
Thankfgiving to the Almighty, for his 
providential care already {hewn in their 
behalf ; and though the ways were very 
rugged, in the inclemency of that Seafon, 
yet they chearfully purfud their Jour- 
ney. 

ae was ferviceable to his Compa- 
nions on all occafions, and was always 
before hand with them in the duties of 
Charity: whether it were,that being na- 
turaly officious, and of a warm temper, 
he was more eager to employ himfelf for 
them; or that his health, miraculoufly 
reftor’d , renderd him more obligeing 
and charitable towards thofe by whofe 


_ prayers it was recover'd. | 


When they were arriv'd at Veuice, 
their breathings were only after the holy 
if places, 
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places. Jgvatius, whom they were ra- /, 
vifh’d to fee again, and whom they ac-’ ~~ 
knowledg’d for their common Father, 
was of opinion that while they were 
waiting the opportunity, of going to re- 
ceive the Pope’s blefling for their Vovage 

to Ferufalem, each of them fhou'd em- 
ploy himfelf on works of Charity, in the 
Hofpitals of the Town. 


Xavier whofe lott fell, inthe Hofpital Wat he did at 


of the Incurable,'was not fatisficd onely Venice: 


with bufying himéelf all day, in dreffing 
fick men’s fores, in making their Beds, 
and doing them more inferiour fer- 
vice, but alfo pafsd whole nights, in 
watching by them. But his care and 
pains were not confind to the fuccour 
‘of their Bodies. Tho’ he was wholly 
ignorant of the Jtalian Tongue, he tre- 
quently {poke of God tothem, and above 
all things exhorted the greateft Liber- 
tines to repentance, by caufing them to 
comprehend, in the beft manner he was 
able, that though their corporal maladies 
were incurable, yet the difeafes of their 
Souls were not fo: that how enormous 
foever our offences were, we oughr al- 
ways to rely on God's mercy, and that 
a defire of being fincerely converted, 
was ‘ontly requifice in Sinners for ob- 
taining the grace of their Convertion. 
C3 One 
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One of thefe fick Alms-men had an Ul- 
cer, which was hortble to the fight, but 
the noyfomnefs of the ftench was yet 
more infupportable: Every one fhun‘d 
the miferable Creature, not enduring fo 
much as to approach -him: And Xavier 
once found a great Repugnance in him- 
felf to attend him: But at the fame time, 
he call’d to his remembrance a Maxim of 
Tenatius, that we make no progrefs in 
Vertue, but by vanquifhing our felves.; 
and that the occafion of making a great 
Sacrifice, was too precious to be loft. 
Being fortify’d with thefe thoughts, and 
encourae’d by the example of St. Catha- 
rine de Sienna, which came into his Mind, 
he embrac’d the fick perfon, apply’d his 
Mouth to the Ulcer, furmounted his na- 
tural loathing, and fuckd out the Cor- 
ruption ; at thefame moment, his Re- 
pugnance vanifh'd ; and afterthat,he had 
no farther trouble in the likecafes; of fo 
great importance it is tous, once to have 
throughly overcome our felves. - 

Two Moneths were pafsd away in 
thefe exercifes of Charity. After which 
he fetyforward on his Journey to Rome 
with the other Difciples of Zgvatius, who 
himfelf {tay’d behind alone at Veuice. 
They underwent great hardfhips in their 
way. Ic rain’d continually, and Bread 
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was often wanting to them, even when 
their ftrength was wafted. Xavier en- 
courag’d his.Companions, and fuftain‘d 
himfelf, by that Apoftolick Spirit, with 
which God replenifi’d him from that 
time forwards; and which already made 
him in love with pain and fufferings. 
Being arrivd at Rome, his firft care 
was to vifit the Churches, and-to confe- 
crate himfelf to the Miniftry of the Go- 
{pel, upon the Sepulchre of the Holy A- 
poftles. He had the opportunity of 
{peaking more than once before the Pope. 
For the whole Company of them being 
introduc’d into the Vatican, by Pedro 
Ortiz, that Spanifb Doctor, whom they 
had formerly known at Paris,and whom 
the Emperour had fent to Rome for the 
Affair concerning the marriage of Ca- 
tharine of Arrazon, Queen of England, 
Paul the Third, who was a lover of 
Learning, and who was pleas to be en- 
tertain’d at his Table, with the Conver- 
{ation of learned Men, commanded that 
thefe Strangers, whofe Capacity he had 
heard fo extreamly prais’d, fhou'd be ad- 
mitted to fee him for many days fuccef- 
fively; and that in his prefence they 
fhou'd difcourfe concerning divers points 
of Schoo!-Divinity.

Having receiv’'d the Benediction of 
our Holy Father for their Voyage to the 
Holy Land, and obtain’d the permiffion 
for thofe amongft them who were not in 
Sacred Orders, to receive them, they re- 
turnd to Venice. Xavier there made 
his Vows of Poverty and perpetual Cha- 
ftity, together with the reft in the hands 
of Ferontmo Verali the Popes Nuncio, 
and having again taken up his Poft in the 
Hofpital of the Incurable, he refum’d 
his Offices of Charity, which his Jour- 
ney to Rome had conftrain’d him to inter- 
rupt, and continued in thofe Exercifes 
till the time of bis Embarquement. 

In the mean time, the War which 
was already kindled betwixt the Veneri- 
ans and the Zurk, had broken the Com- 
merce of the Levant, and ftopt the paf- 
fage to the Holy Land. Infomuch, that 
the Ship of the Pilzrims of Jerufalem 
Went not out that year according to the 
former Cuftom, AY 

This difappointment wonderfully af- 
flictted Xavier, and the more, becaufe 


‘he not only loft the hope of feeing thofe 


places which had been Confecrated by 
the prefence and the Blood of Fe/us Chrif, 
but was alfo bereft of an occafion of dy- 
ing for his Divine Mafter. Yet hecom- 
forted himfelf in reflecting on the method

‘time, not to be wanting in his duty to his 
Neighbour, he difpos’d himfelf to receive 

the Orders of Priefthood, and did receive 

them with thofe confiderations of awful

Thus accommodated, he pafs’d 
forty days, expos’d to the injuries of the 
Air, lying onthe cold hard Ground, 
rigidly difciplining his Body, fafting all 
the day, and fuftaining nature only with 
a little pittance of Bread, which he begg’d 
about the Neighbourhood : But tafting 
allthe while, the fweets of Paradife, in 
contemplating the Eternal Truths of 
Faith. As his Cabin didnot unfitly re- 
prefent to him the Srable of Bethlehem, 
{o he propos'd to himfelf, frequently, the 
extreme poverty of the Infant fFefus, as 
the pattern of hisown; and faid within 
| himitelf 
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himfelf, That fince the Saviour of Man- 
kind, had chofen to be in want of all 






things, they who labour’d after him for 


the Salvation of Souls, were oblig’d by 


his example to poflefs nothing in this 


World.

Being now freed from his Quartan © 
Ague, and his ftrength being again re- 
ftor'd, he preach’d with more vigour and 
vehemence thanever. _ . 

Death, the laft Judgment, and the 
pains of Hell, were the common Subject 
of his Sermons. He propos'd thofé ter- 
rible truths after a plain manner, but — 
withal, fo movingly, that the People, 
who came in Crowds to hear him preach, : 
departed out of the Church ina profound 
filence; and thought lefs of giving 
Praifes to the Preacher, thari of Conver- 
ting their own Souls to God. 

The Famine which laid wafte the City 
of Rome, at that time, gave opportunity 
to the ten Stranger-Priefts, to relieve an 
infinite number of miferable People, op- 
prefsd with want, and unregarded. 
Xavier was ardent above the reft, to 
find them places of accommodation, 
and to procure Alms for their Subfiftance. 
He bore them even upon his' Shoulders 
to the places which were provided for 
them, and attended them with all ima- 
sinable care.

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Ignatius, Xavier, and Le Fevre at Parw, 
and who was Principal of the Colledge 
of Saint Barbe, when they liv'd together 
there, being come to Rome on fome im- 
portant bufinefs for which he was fent 
thither by $obz the Third, King of Pors 
tugal, and feeing the wonderful effects of 
their Miniftry, wrote tothe King, ashe 
had formerly done from: Pars, on the 
Reports which werefpread of them, that 
fuch Men as thefe,. Knowing, Humble, 
Charitable, inflam’d with Zeal, indefa- 
tigable in Labour, lovers of the Crofs, 
and who aim’d at nothing but the Hos 
nour of Almighty God, were fit to be 
employ’d in the Ea/?-Indies, to plant, and 
propagate the Faith.. Headjoin’d, That 
if his Majefty were defirous of thefe ex- 
cellent Men, he had only to ask them, 
from the Pope, who had the abfolute dif 
pofition of them. | 

Folm the Third, the moft Religious 
Prince then living, wrote thereupon to 
his.

The Pope having heard 
the Propofition of Mafcaregnas, remitted 
the whole bufinefs to Father Zguatius, for 
whom he had already a great confiderati- 
on ;

Iguatius who had prapos’d to himfelf no 
lefs a defign, than the Reformation ofthe 
vvhole World, and who favv the urgent 
neceffities of Europe, infeéted vvith He- 
refie on every fide, return’d this anfvver 
to Mafcaregnas, that of ten, which vvas 
their vvhole number, he cowd fpare him 
at the moft but tvvo perfons. The Pope 
approvd this anfvver, and order’d Jgna- 
tius to make the choice himfelf. There- 
upon Ignatius named Simon Rodriguez a 
Portuguefe, and Nicholas Bobadillaa Spa- 
aiard. The firft of thefe was, at that 
time employ’d at Siezza, and the other 
in the Kingdom of Naples, asthey had 
been Commiffioned by the Holy-Father. 
Though Redriguez vvas languifhing un- 
der a Quartan Ague, ‘when he was re- 
calfd from Siezna, yet he fail'd not to 
obey the Summons ; and fhortly after 
embarking on a Ship of Lisbonne vvhich 
vvent offtrom Civita Vecchia,carried with 
him Paul de Camerin, yyho, fome months 
before,had joyn’d himéelfto their Society.

undertaking. Telling him for his en- 
couragement, that the eternal wifdom, 
is never failing to fupply us with ftrength, 
to profecute the labours to which it’ has 
ordain’d us, even though they fhou’d fur- 
pafs all humane ‘abilities... He muft, in- 
deed prepare himfelf for many fufferings, 
but the affairs of God, fucceeded not, 
but by the ways of fuffering, and that 
none cou'd pretend to the honour of an 
Apoftlefhip, but by treading in the fteps 
of the Apoftles, whofe Lives were but 
one continual crofs, and a daily death: 
That Heaven had employ'd him in the 
miffion of St. Zhomas, the Apoftle of the 
Indies, for the Conqueft of Souls ;- That 
it became him to labour generoufly, in 
reviving the Faith in thofe Countries, 


\where it had been planted by that great 


Apoftle ; and that if it were’neceflary 
for him to fhed his blood, for the glory 
of Chrift Jefus, he fhou’d account it his 
happinefs to die a Martyr. 

It feem’d that God himfelfhad fpoken 
by the mouth of his Vice-gerent, fuch

arrivd. Therefore the moft Holy. Fa- 
ther, having wifh’d him the fpecial af- 
fiftance of God in all his Labours, ten- 
derly embrac’'d him, more than once, 
and gave him a moft ample Bene- 
diction. 

Xavier departed in the company of 


year 1540, without any other equipage 
befides his Breviary. In giving his laft 
adieu to Father Jguatius, he caft himfelf 
at his feet, and with all humility defir'd 
his blefling. And in taking leave of Lay- 
wez, he putinto his handsa {mall Memo: 
rial, which he had written, and fign’d. 
This Memorial, which is ftill preferv’d 
at Rome, contains, that he approves, as 
much as depends on him, the Rules and 
Conftitutions, which {hall be drawn 
up, by Jgvatius and his Companions ;

The conclufion of that affair, was dai- 
ly expected; and indeed it was happily 
finith’d, before the ending of the year, 
in that almoft miraculous manner, as 1s 
related in the Life of St. Zguatius. 

His Journey from Rome to Lisbonne, 


was allthe way by Land: and was above p 
three months. Xavier had a Horfe ai- au 


low’d him, by order from the Embafla- ~~ 


dour ; but they were no fooner on their 
way, than he made him common. ‘The 
Father often alighted to eafe the Servants 
who follow’d on foot; or exchangd his 
Horfe; with others who were not fo 
well mounted. At the Inns he was.e- 
very man’s Servant, even to the rub- 
bing of the Horfes, by an excefs of hu- 
mility, which, on thofe occafions, caus d 
him to forget the Dignity of his Cha- 
racter. He refign’d his Chamber and 
his Bed, to thofe who wanted them; 
and never lodg’d but either on the ground 
or on the litter in the Stable. in the 
reft-of his actions, ever chearful, and 
pleafant in difcourfe, which made all 
men defirous: of his Company: but al- 
waysmixing fomewhat with that gayety, 
3 | which 
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which was edifying both to the Mafters 
and the Servants, and infpir'd them alike 
with thoughts of Piety. 3 

They went by Loretto, where they 
refted at the leaft eight days; after which 
they continued their Journey by Bolog- 
nia.

sews concerning us. I have: taken my ope 
wortunity of feeing the Cardinal of Invrea, 
las you gave me in command, and have di- 
Meours'd at leifure with him. He receivd 
Jme withmuch goodnefs, and offer'd me with 
\great Civility, hisintereft, for our common 
caufe. Inthe midft of the difcourfe which 
we had together, I threw my felf at his feet, 
‘and kifs'd his band, in the name of all our 
‘Society. As much as I can gather by his 
words, he extreamly approves the manner 
of our Living. 
As concerning my Lord Ambaffadour, he 
loads me with fo many Favours, that I 
howd never conclude, if I began to relate 
them. And I know not how I coud fuffer 
the many good Offices he does me, if I had 
_ not fome hope of repaying him in the \ndies, 
_at the expence of my Life it felf. On Palm- 
Sunday J heard his Confeffion, and after 
him many of his Domeftick Servants ; I 
communicated them afterwards, in the oly 
Chappel of Loretto: where I faid Mafs. I 
likewife Confefs'd them, and gave them the 
Communion, on Batter Sunday. My Lord 
| Ambaffadour’s Almoner, recommends bim- 
Jelf to your good Prayers ; and has promis’d 
to bear me Company to the Indies. I am 
more taken up with Confeffions here, than I 
was in Rome, at St. Lewis. . Z heartily

Ferome Cafalini, Curate of St. Lacy, 
who had lodg’d him the year before. 
was moft particularly kind to him at hi: 
return: He obligd him to accept of hi: 
Houfe once more; and his Church be: 
came as it were the publick Rendezvous. 
where Xavier heard an infinite numbe! 
of Confeffions. | 

Inthe reft of this long Journey, theri 
happen’d two or three paflages, whicl 
were fufficiently remarkable. A dome

‘Lodgings for the Train, a. violent and 
brutal. Man, being reprehended by his 
iLord, for having been negligent in his 
duty, fell into a horrible fit of Paffion, 
Ins foon as he was out of Majfcaregnas 
his prefence. Xavier heard him, but 
Hook no notice of it, at that time, for 
fear of provoking him to any farther ex- 
itravagance. But the next morning, when 
"the fame perfon, fet out before the Com- 
ipany, according to his cuftome, he 
Mfpurrd after him at full {peed. He found 
whim, lying .under his Horfe, who was 
fallen with him froma Precipice, the Man 
forely bruis'd, and the Horfe kill'd out- 
‘right. Wretched creature, faid the Father 
'to him, what had become of thee, if thou 
\hadft dy’d of this fall? Thefe few words 
imade him fenfible of his furious exprefii- 
}ons, for which he fincerely ask'd pardon 
Yof Almighty God. And Xavier alighting, 
mounted him on his own Horfe, and 
j walked on Foot by him, to their Lodg- 

| ing. 
| ‘ Another time. the Gentleman of the 
| Horfe attempting to pafsa {mall River, 
i which was very deep and rapid, the 
| Current carryed away both Man and 
-Horfe, and the whole Company gave him 
for loft. Xavier, movd with Gompafii- 
on, 
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on, for the danger of his Soul, becaufe 
having had acall from Heaven, to enter 
into a Religious Life, he had not follow'd 
the motions of Grace, but remain‘d in 
the World, began to implore God in his 
behalf The Embafladour, who had a 
great kindnefs for him, join’din that de- | 
vout Action, and commanded the whole | 
Train to follow their Example. They | 
had fcarcely open’d their Mouths for 
him, when the Man and Horfe, who | 
were both drowning, came again above | 
Water, and were carryd to the Bank. 
The Gentleman was drawn out, pale in| 
his Countenance, and half dead. When | 
he had recover'd his Senfes, Xavier des | 
manded of him, what thoughts he had, 
when he was at the point of perifhing 2 
He freely acknowledg'd, That the Relis 
gious Life, to which God had call'd him, | 
then ftruck upon his Soul; with difmal 
apprehenfions, for having neglected the | 
means of his Salvation. | 
He protefted afterwards, as Yavier' ' 
himfelf relates, in one of his Letters, 
That, in that dreadful moment, the re- 
morfe of his Confcience, and the fence 
of Gods Judgments, on Souls unfaithful 
to their Vocation, were more terrible to’ 
him, than the horrours even of Death it | 
felf.

ing Pampeluna, Mafcaregnas bethought 
himfelf, that Father Francs, for by that 
name Xavier was ufually call'd, had not 
{poken one word of going to the Caftle 
of Xavier, which was but little diftant 
from their Rode: He remember d him of 
it, and was even fo importunate with 
him, astofay, That fince he was about 
to leave Exrope, and perhaps never more 
to fee it, he cou’d not in decency difpence 
with giving a vifit to hisFamily, and ta- 
king his laft leave of his Mother, who 
was yet living. . 

But all the Arguments of Ma/careguas, 
wrought no effect upon a Man, who ha-

Mafcaregnas had already a high Idea of 
Xavier's Vertue; but this wonderful dif- 
ingagement from the World, yet more 
increasd the efteem which he had of 
him; infomuch, that before they reach’d 
Portagal, he fent an Exprefs to King Fohx 
the Third, with no other errand, thanto 
inform him of the Holinefs of this fecond 
Miffioner to the Zvdies, 

They arriv’d at Lisbonne towards the 
end of Fue: And Xavier retir’d to the 
Hofpital of All-Saints, where Rodriguez, 
who came by Sea, had taken up his 
Lodging.

Divinity, in the Univerfity of Coimbra, 
having heard the news of his Nephew’s 
arrival, wrote earneftly to the King, 
That it woud pleafe him to fend Father 
Francis to him. He added, Zhat in cafe 
the Father might have leave to remain with 
him till the departure of the Fleet, he 
wou'd oblige himfelf to make two new Le- 
clures, at his own expence, the one in 
Canon-Law, the other in My/lical Divinity. 
And farther, That in few years afterwards 
he wouw'd follow Xavier to the indies, and 
preach the Gofpel in conjunction with him, to 
the Eaftern Idolaters. 

~Thefe Letters prevaild nothing ; the 
Man, who had refus'd fo much as to turn 
out of his way, to fee his Mother, was 
bent againft the taking of a Journey, and 
forfaking his important bufineds, to vifit 
one of his Relations. The King retain’d 
Xavier at Lisbonne, at the requeft of 
Xavier himfelf: And the father wrote 
a Lettter of excufe to the Doctor of Na- 
varre, who had written two to him full 
of tendernefs and friendthip. As that 
Doctor was unfatisfy d with that kind of 
Life, which his Nephew had embraced, 
fo Xavier refolv'd him, on that point, in 
this manner. For what concerns cnr I:- 
fiitute, of which fo many reports are now 


raisd, I have but one word, at prefeni, to 
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The LIFE of Bookl. 
fay of it. "Tis of little confequence, Il- 
luftrious Dottor, to be judg d by Men, efpe- 
cially by fuch, who will needs be judging 


before they underftand the matter, and 


know the merits of the caufe. 

As to his intention of going to the 
Indies, he defir’d him to think no farther 
of it, for thus Navarre relates that paflage 
in his Manual. Z had refolv'd to have ended 


my days in thofe parts, if Xavier in conft- 


deration of my great Age, had not thought 
me uncapable of thofe labours which attend 
his Miffion: and if he had not written to 
me at his departure, that I fhoud comfort 
my felf for his abfence, by the hope of feeing 
each other in the Celeftial Kingdom.

All Men ran 
to the blefled Sacrament, which before, 
was never thought on, but in Lext: And 
this holy Cuftom diffus'd it felf infenfi- 
bly through all the Towns of Portugal. 
Many, who had deferrd their Converfi- 
on from time to time, now on the fud- 
den gave themfelves up to God, and even 
renounc’d the World. The moft invete- 
rate Enemies were fincerely reconcild, 
andthe moft impudentHarlots abandon’d 
their proflitute way of living,

But this change of Manners, was moft BH 
| particularly apparent at the Court: the WH || 
| King, who was truly Religious, and full We 
| of goodnefs, was the firft to declare him- Hy 
| felf againft thofe Vices, which ufually HH] 
_ infect the Palaces of Princes. And that 
\ he might introduce a Reformation by 
_ degrees, not only into his Houfe, but al- 
| fo dilate it through his whole Kingdom, 
| he oblig’d all the young Courtiers tocon- 
| fefsthemfelves once a week; for he faid, 
That if the Lords and Gentlemen, woud 
accuftom themfelves from their tender 
years, tothe fervice and fear of God, they 
| wou'd live with greater Chriftianity in their 
| riper age: and if Perfons of Quality came Way 
once to give good examples of Religion, ne 
the Commonalty, who form themfelves Hi 
according to their Model, wou'd not fail to WN 
regulate their manners ; and therefore Ha 1. 
the reformation of all degrees in the King- 
dom, confifted chiefly in the vertuous edu- 
cation of young Noblemen. 

The example of the Prince, and the Li y 
young Courtiers drew the reit; and a ie 
thereupon Xavier writes to Zgeatius in i || | 
thefe terms. { 














Othing can be more regular than the He ie 
ON Ccart of Portugal: i refembles ra- hal 
ther a Religions Society, than a Secular ut 
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Court. The number. of Courtiers who come to 
Confe(fion, and are afterwards communicated, 
every eight days, is fo very great, that we 
are in admiration of it, and are in perpe- 
tual thanksgiving for it. We are fo taken 
up with hearing Confefions, that if we were 
twice fo many as we are, there wokd be 
employment more than enough for us. We 
are fitting. on the Confefton-Seat all the 
day long, and part of the night, though 
none but Courtiers are permitted to come 
to us. 

LI remember, that I obferu'd, when 
the King was at Almerin, -thofe who 
waited on him, from all parts of the 
Kingdom, about their own Affairs, as the 
cuftom is, were in great admiration at 
this new Court-mede; and when they 
beheld the young Gentlemen at the Sa- 
crament of the Altar, every Sunday and 
Holiday, with great reverence , they. 
thought themfelves in another World. 
But the greateft part of them cmitating 
that which they admird, drew near to 
the Tribunal of Penance, and the Holy 
Table. Had we Confeffours enow ita 
attend the Crowds that come to Court, 
no Man woud venture to apply himfelf 
ta the King for any bufinefs, before he 
had been firft with God, and were well 
with him.

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|. The two labourers in God’s Harvett | 
were fo exhaufted with their pains, that 
) at length they were conftrain’d to accept 
of the Diet which was provided for them 
“by the Kings appointment. For they 
_judg'd their time was better employ’d in 
| the fervice of Souls, than in begging their 
/ daily Bread about theStreets. Yet they 
| omitted not to ask Alms once or twice 
| a week, that they might not difufe them- 
felves from the Spirit of Mortification 
and Poverty. With thefe confiderations 
they referv'd but little of what was fent 
them from the Palace, and diftributed the 
re{t among the poor. 
| On the other fide, the perpetual labour 
of Confeffions, reduc’d them to preach 
but very feldom, for want of leifure, 
But all things ‘duly examind, they 
thought it of more confequence to Gods 
Service, to adminifter the Sacrament of 
Penance, than to preach the Word; be- 
caufe the Court of Portugal was furnifh’d 
with able Preachers, but was much want- 
ing in judicious Conteflors ; which was 
the very obfervation that Yav/er made 
inthe Letter above cited.

Our whole Society ftands oblig'd to his 
Majefty, fer his fingular favour tous; as 
mel the ret of you at Rome, as we ix Por- 
tugal. Jam given to underfland from 
the Ambaffadour Mafcaregnas, that the 
King told him, he fhou'd be very glad, thag 


all the Members of our Company might be 
gather d together, and eftablifh’d here ; tho 


on that condition he employ'd a good part 
of his Revenue for our entertainment. 

This Pious Prince, {ays Xavier in ano- 
ther of his Letters, who has fo tender an 
inclination for our Society, and who wines 
our advancement as much as if he were one 
of us, has thereby engag’d us for ever to 


bis fervice. And we fhou'd be guilty of ai 


moft horrible ingratitude, even to be un-— 


worthy of Life, if we made not a publick 
profefiion of our Service to him, and if every 


day of our Lives, we endeavoured not to 


acknowledge by our Prayers, as far as our 


weaknefs will give us leave, al the favours | 
of fo generous a Protector, and fo magnifi- 


cet a Beuefactor.

driguez having been nominated for the | 
new World, by the Vicar ofour Saviour, | 
it Was in a manner to difturb the Order — 
of Providence, if he thwarted their in- 
tended Voyage: that the Zudies were 
equally to be confider’d with Portugal it | 
felf, fince they had been Conquer’d by 
the Portuguefe, and were annex’d to the 
Imperial Crown.

This refolution 
afflicted them the more fenfibly, becaufe

tion of Father Jgvatius. He according- 
ly movd the Pope in their behalf, but 
His Holinefs refus’d to make an abfolute 
decifion, and remitted the whole affair 
to Portugal. Infomuch that Zguatius {ent 
word to the two Fathers, that the King, 
was to them in the place of God, and 
that it was their duty to pay hima blind 
obedience. At the fame time he alfo 
wrote to Don Pedro Mafcaregnas, that 
Xavier and Redriguez were wholly at the 
King’s Command : Andthatthey fhoud 
always remain in Portugal, in cafe his 
Majefty defir'd it... Notwithftanding 
which, he thought a temperament 

might be found, which was, that Ro- 

driguez might be retain’d in Portugal, and 

Xavier permitted to go for India.

He 
likewife gave him in charge, to vifit the 
Fortrefles of the Portuguefe, and take no- 
tice how God was feryd inthem: and 
withal to give him an account of what 
more was requifite to be done for the 
eftablifhment of Chriftianity in thofe 
new Conquefts; and to write frequently 
on that Subje@, notonely to his Mini- 
fters, but to hisown perfon. 

After this he prefented him the four 
Briefs, which had been expedited from 
Rome the fame year : in two of which, 
our Holy Father had conftituted ¥Yz- 
vier Apoftolical Nuncio, and endued 
him withampte power for the extending 
and maintenance of the Faith, through- 
out the Eaft. In the third his Holinefs 
recommended him to David Emperour 
of Ethiopia; and in the fourth to all the | 
Princes who pofiefsd the Ifles of the Sea, | 
or the Continent from the Cape ofGo0d-

time nothing was heard amone‘tt them, 
which was offenfive to the honour of 
God, or that wounded Chriftian Chari- 
ty ; or touchd upan obfcenenefs, or ill 


manners. ‘They had a’ profound venera- 
tion for He with one word only, he

One of the Principal Inhabitants, and 
wonderfully bigotted to his Sect, pre: 
vented him,. and immediately demanded 
of him, if Piety were not wholly. extin- 
guilh'd inthe Towns of Europe, as it wag 
in Melinda. For to confels the truth; 
faid he, of feventeen Mofgues which we 
have, fourteen are quite forfaken; there’ 
are but three remaining, at which we 
pay our Devotions; and even thofe three 
are but littlé vifited, and by few Pers 


_ fons. 


_ This proceeds, without all queftion: 
added the Mahometan, from fome enor- 
mous fin, but what it is, I know not: 
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The LIFE of Book Ik 
and whatfoever refleGtions I can make, I 
am not able to find what has drawn up- 
on us fo dreadful a misfortune. There 
is nothing more clear, reply'd Xavier ; 
God, who detefts the Prayer of: Infidels, 
has permitted a worfhip to moulder away, 
which is difpleafing to him; and gives 
you thence to underftand, that he con- 
demns your Sect. The Sacracen, was 
not fatisfy’d with this reafon, nor with 
any other argument which Xavier usd 
againft the [Alcoran. While they were 
thus difputing, a Caciz, or Doctour of 
the Law, joind company with them, 
having made the fame complaint concer- 
ning the Mofquees, how little they were 
frequented, and how cold wasgrown the 
devotion of the People. I have taken my 
meafures, faid he, and if in two years 
Mahomet comes not in Perfon to.vifit the 
Congregations of the Faithful, who ac- 
knowledge him for God's true Prophet, 
I will certainly look out for fome other 
Religion. Xavier took pity onthe folly 


of the Caciz, and endeavour’d all he 


coud to convert him at that inftant 
from Mahometanifm; but he coud not 
prevail upon an obftinate mind blinded 
with the opinion of its own reafon; and 
therefore the Father acquiesd in theDe- 
erees of that Providence, which nee

the beft, which grows in thofe Eaftern 
Parts, even the name of Secotora wou'd 
not be mention’d. ’Tis not certainly 
Known what Religion they profefs, fo 
monftrous is their Belief. They hold 
from the Saracens the Worfhip of Ma- 
homet, from the Fews the ule of Circum- 
cifion and Sacrifices, and yet give them- 
felves the name of Chriftians. ‘The Males 
bear the name of fome or other of the 
Apoftles, the moft part of the Women 
are call'd Mary, and yet they have no 
knowledge of Baptifm, They adore the 
: G 2 Crofs, 
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Crofs, and hang it-in: little about their 
necks, They chiefly venerate St. Zho- 
mas; and it is an ancient Tradition ‘a- 
monegft them, that this Holy Apoftlein 
soing to/the Jndies, was caft by a Tem- 
peft. on their Coaft: that being come 
alhore, he Vreachd Fefus Chrift to thofe 
of Socorora, and that from the, wreck of | 
that Ship which brought him thither, 
they built a. Chappel in the middle of 
their Ifland. . 

The condition of thefe Hlanders; fen- 
fibly affliéted Father Xavier; yet he 
defpaird not of reducing them toa right: 
underftanding of the Faith, becaufe as 
barbarous asthey were, they ftill: pre- 
fervd fome footfteps of Chriftianity a- 
mongft them. Having no knowledge 


| of their Tongue, which bears not the 


_teaft refemblance to any of our Europe: 


an Languages, and is alfo wholly diffe- 


| rent from the Erhiopian, and Arabique ; 
' atthe firft, he was conftrain’d to teftifie 


his forrow to them by dumb figns, for 
their ignorance and errours. Afterwards, . 
whether it were, that fome oneamongtt 
them underflood the Portuguefe, and 
ferv’d as Interpreter to all the reft, or 
that counting from this very time, he 
began’ to receive from above, «the firft 
fruits of the gift of Tongues, which was 


{fo 
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fo abundantly beftow’d on him in the 
{ndies, on {undry occafions, he fpoke-to 
them concerning the neceflity of Baptifm, 
and let them know, that there was no 
poflibility of Salvation, without a fincere 
belief in Fefas Chrif?: but that the Faith 
allow’d of no mixture, and that to be- 
come Chriftians, they mutt of neceffity 
ceafe to be Fews or Mahometans. 

His words made a wonderful impref 
fion on the Souls and Hearts of thofe 
Barbarians : Some of them made him pre- 
fents of their wild Fruits; in token of 
their good will; others offer’d him their 
Children to be Baptiz’d; All promis’d 
him to receive Baptifm themfelves, 
and to lead the Life of true Chriftians, 
on condition he wou’d remain with them. 
But when they beheld the Portuguefe 
Galeon ready to depart, they ran in 
crouds to the Water-fide, and befought 
the Holy man with tears in their eyes, 
not to forfake them. © | fa 
_ So moving a Spectacle wrought com- 
paffion in Xavier, he was earneft with 
the Viceroy for leave to ftay upon the 
Ifle, at leaft tillthe arrival of the Veftels, 
which he had left at Mozambique. But 
he cou'd obtain no part of his requeft: 
and. So/atold him, that Heaven having 
defign'd him for the Zrdies, it was to be 
ete G 3 wanting 
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wanting to his Vocation, if he endea- 
vourd this Exchange; and ftop’d in 
the beginning of his race. That his 
Zeal woud: find a more ample field, 
wherein to exercife it felf, than in Soco- 
tora; and People of better inclination 
than thofe Ilanders, naturally uncon- 
ftant, and as ready to forfake the Faith, 
as they were eaiie to receive it. 

Xavier fubmitted to thefe reafons of 
the Viceroy, which on this occafion 
feem’d to interpret to him thegood plea- 
fure of Almighty God. Inftantly they 
hoifted Sail, but the Saint was pierc’d 
with forrow to behold thofe poor crea- - 
tures, who follow’d him with their eyes, 
and held up their hands from afar to 
him ; while the Veflel was removing in- 
to the deep, he turn’d his head towards 
them, breathing out profound fighs, and 
looking mournfully upon them. But 
that he might leave nothing upon his 
confcience, to upbraid him concernin 
the Socotorins, he engap’d himfelf fo- 
lemnly before Almighty God, to return 
to them, fo foon as poffibly he cou‘d: 
or in cafe he cou’d not, to procure for 
them fome Preachers of the Gofpel,to in- 
{truct them in the way of their Salvation. 

This laft part of his Navigation was 
not long... After having crofs'‘d the Sea 
of 
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of Arabia, and part of that which be- 
longs to Zrdia, the Fleet arriv’d at the 
Port of Goa, on the fixth of May, in the 
year 1542, being the thirteenth Month, 
fince their fetting out from the Port of 
Lisbonne. 

The Town of Goa, is {cituate on this 
fide of the Ganges,in an Ifland bearing the 


fame name. ‘Tis the Capital City ofthe — 
Indies, the Seat of the Bifhop and the | 
Viceroy, and the moft confiderable place | 
ofall the Eaft for Traffick. It had been | 


built by the Moors, forty years before 
the Europeans had pafs'd into the Zndies : 
and in the year 1510, Don Alphonfo 
dl Albuquerque, farnam’d the Great, took 
it from the Znfdels, and {ubjected it to the 
Crown of Portugal. 

At that time was verify’d the famous 
Prophecy of St. Zhomas-the Apoftle, that 
the Chriftian Faith which he had plant- 
ed in divers Kingdoms of the Eaft,fhou’d 
one day flourifh there again ; which very 


Prediction he left graven on a Pillar of li- 


_ving Stone, for the memory of future A- 
ges. The Pillar was not far diftant from 
the Walls of Meliapore, the Metropolis 
of the Kingdom of Coromandel; and it 
was to be read in the Characters of. the 
Country, Zhat whew the Sea, which was 
forty Miles diftant from the Pillar, fhowd 
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The LIFE of  Bookli. 
come up to the. foot. of it, there fhowd ar- 
rive in: the Indies, white (Men, and Fo-

Indeed, looking on it asa kind of impof-

Hy plith'd, and that fo juftly, that. when 


Don Vafco de Gama fet foot on the Ladies, 
the Sea; which fometimes ufurps upon the 
Continent, and gains by little and little 
onthe dry land, was by that time rifen 
to the Pillar, fo. as to bathe its lower

. Xet it may be truly faid, that the Pro- 
phecy of St. Zhomas had not its full ef- 
tect, tillafter the coming of Father a- 
vier ; according to another Prediction 
of that holy Man Peter de Ccuillan, a 
Religious of the Zrizity, who going to 
the Judies with Vafco de Gama, 1n quali- 
ty of his Ghoftly Father, was Martyrd 
by the Zudiays on the feventh of Fuly 
1497, forty three years before the begin- 
ning of the Society of fefus, who being 
piercd through with Arrows, while he 
was fhedding his Blood for Chri, die 
flin@ly pronounc’d — thefe following 
words. fx few years there fhall be born

Atter. Xavier was Janded, he. went 
immediately to the Hofpital, and. there 
took his Lodging, notwithftanding the 
inftances of the Viceroy, who was de- 
firous to have had him in his Palace, 
But he woud not begin his. Miffionary 
Function, till he had. paid his refpects to 
the Bilhop of Goa; whofe name was Fuaz 
d Albuquerque, of the Order of St. Fran- 
cis, a moft excellent perfon, and one of 
the moft vertuous Prelates which the 
Church has ever had, ; 7 
The Father having inform’d him of 
the reafons for which'his Holinefs and the 
King of-Forrugal had fent him to theJudies, 
prefented to him the Briefs of Pope Pau/ 
the Third, at the fame time declaring to 
| | him,

him, that he pretended not to ufe them, 
without his approbation and good liking : 
After this, he caft himfelf at his Feet, and 
defir'd his Bleffing. | 

The Prelat, edify’d with the modefty 
of the Father, and {truck with that ve- 
nerable Air of Sandétity which appear’d in | 
his Countenance, took him up imme- | 
diately, and embrac’d him with great | 
tendernefs. Having often kifsd the 
Briefs, he reftor'd them to the Father, 
with thefe words, 4s <Apoftolical Legat, 
Sent from the Vicar of Jefas Chrift, has no 
need of receiving his Mifton from any other 
hand: Ofe freely that power, which the 
holy Seat has conferr'd upon you: and reft 
affur'd, that if the Epifcopal Authority be 
needful to maintain, it fhall never be 
wanting to you. 

From that moment they contracted a_ 
moft facred friendfhip, whofe Union 
was fo flrict, that ever after, they feem’d 
to have but one Heart, and one Soul: 
Infomuch that Father Xavier undertook 
not any thing, without confulting the 
Bifhop firft; and the Bifhop on his fide, 
imparted all his defigns to Father Xavier: 
and it is almoft incredible, how much 





































this holy Correfpondence, contributed 
to the Salvation of Souls, and exaltation 
of the Faith.

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) Before we pafs farther, ’tis of confe- 
quence to know the eftate of Religion at 


according to the Prophecy of St. Zhomas, 
| they who difcover'd the Eaft-Jndies, had 
/ new planted Chriftianity in fome parts of 
them, where all was in a manner quite 
} forgotten. But Ambition and Avarice, 
Hin fhort time after, coold the ‘zeal of 
| thefe new Conquerours ; inftead ‘of ex- 
| tending the Kingdom of Fefus Chrif?, and 
of gaining Souls to him, they thought of 
| nothing more, than of enlarging their 
| Dominion, and inriching themfelves. It 
ihappen’d alfo, that many Jndians newly 
converted to the Faith, being neither 
cultivated by wholfome Inftru€tions, nor 
| edify’d by good Examples, forgot infen-

__ And if any amongft them kept con- 
ftant to his Chriftianity, and declar’d 
himfelf a Believer, the A4ahometans, who 
were uppermoft in many places, along the 
Coaft, and very wealthy, perfecuted 
him with great cruelty, without any op- 
pofition on the part of the Portugnefe 
Governour or Magiftrates.

This fo fudden a change of manners, 
was none of thofe tranfient fits of Devo- 
tion, which pafs away, almoft as foon 
as they are kindled ; Piety was eftablith’d 
in all places;and they who formerly came 
to confeffion once a year,to {peak the beft — 
of it, now perform’d it regularly once a 
month. ‘They were all defirous of con- 
feffing themfelves to Father Xavier, fo 
that Writing from Goa to Rome on that 
Subject, he faid, shat if it had been po/- 
fible for him, to have been at once in ten 
places, he fhoud not have wanted for em- 
ployment. Wis Catechifing having had 
that wonderful fuccefs which we have 
mention’d, the Bifhop Dow fobn d’ Albu 
querque ordain‘d, that from thence for- 
ward, the Children fhou’d be taught the 
Chriftian Do@trin® in all the Churches 
of the Town. The Gentlemen and Mer- 
chants applyed themfelves to the regula- 
tion of their Families, and banifhment of 
vice. They gave the Father confidera- 
ble Sums of Money, which he di- 
{tributed in their prefence, in the Hof 
pitals and Prifons. The Viceroy accom- 
panied the Saint thither’ once a week, 
to hear the complaints of the Prifoners

fomuch, that beingask’d, if fhe believ’d. 
in Jefus Chrift 2. and if fhe defir’d to be

The two Church-men 
who accompanied him, ferv'd him in the 
nature of Interpreters: But Xavier re- 
flecting within himfelfthat thefe Churche 
men frequently alter’d thofe things, 
which pafsd through their mouths ; 
and that our own words, when {po- 
ken by our felves, have more vigour 
in them, bethought himfelf of finding 
fome expedient, whereby to be under- 
ftood, without the affiftance of another, 
The way he took was to get together 
forme People of the Country, who under- 
ftood the Portuguefe Language: and to 
joyn them with the two Ecclefiaftiques, 
who were knowing in the Malabar.’ He 
confulted both Parties for many days 
together, and drudging at his bufinefs, 
Tranflated. into the Paravas tongue, 
the words of the fign of the Erofs, the Apo- 
files Creed, the Commandments, the Lords 
Prayer, the Salutation of the Angel, the Con- 
fiteor, the Salve Regina, and in fine, the 
whole Catechifm. | 
The Tranflation being finifh’d, the 
Father got without book,what hecou’d of 
it and took his way about the Villages of 
the Coaft, innumber thirty, about half 
of which were baptiz’d, the reft Idolaters.

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iBook II. Sy» Francis Xavier. 
| I went about, with my Bell in my 
jhand, fays he himfelf, and gathering 
| together allI met, both Men and Chil. 
i dren, I inftructed them in the Chriftian 


| Doétzin: The Children learnt it eafily 


| by heart, in the compafs of a month, 
| and when they underftood it, I charg’d 
| them to teach it their Fathers and Mo-

| thers, all of their own Family, and even 
| their Neighbours. 
___ On SundaysTaffembled the Men and 
| Women, little Boys and Girls inthe Chap- 
pel; all came to my appointment, with 
| anvincredible joy, and moft ardent de- 
| fire to hear the Word of God. I began 
with the confeffing God to be one in na- 
ture, and trine inPerfons. Tafterwards 
repeated, diftinétly, and withan audible 
voice, the Lords-Prayer, the Augelical 
Salutation, and the Apoftles Creed. All 
of them together repeated after me; and 
‘tis hardly to be imagin’d, what pleafure 
they tookinit. This being done, I re- 
peated the Creed fingly ; and infifting on 
every particular Article, ask’d if they 


certainly believ’d it 2 They all protefted 
to ne with loud cries, and their hands 
acrofs their breafts, that they firmly be- 
hiev'd ‘it, My pra@tice is to make 
them repeat the Creed cftner than the 
other Prayers; and I declare to them,

His manner 


of teaching the 
Chriftian faith. 
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at the fame time, that they who be- 
lieve the Contents of it are true Chriftians. 

From the Creed I pafs to the Zen Com-. 
mandments, and give them to under- 
ftand, that the Chriftian Law is com-. 
prisd in thofe ten Precepts, that he who 
Keeps them all according to his Duty, is 
a good Chriftian ; and that Eternal ‘Life 
is decreed to him : That on the contrary, 
whoever violates one of thefe Command- 
ments, is a bad Chriftian, and that he 
fhall be'damn‘d eternally, in cafe he re- 
pent not of his Sin: Both the new Chri- 
{lians and the Pagans admire our Law, 
ds. Holy, and Reafonable, and confiftent 
with it felf. | 

Having done as I told you, my cuftom 
is to repeat with them, the Lords Prayer, 
and the Angels Salutation. Once again 
we recite the Creed, andat every Article, 
befides the Pater offer and the Ave Ma- 


ria, We intermingle fome fhort Prayer : 


for having pronounc’d aloud the firft 4r- 
ticle, I begin thus, and they fay after 
me, Jefus, thou Son of the living God, 
give me the Grace to believe jirmly, this 
firft Article of thy Faith, and with that 
intention we offer thee that Prayer, of 

which thou thy felf. art. Author. We — 
add, Holy Mary, Mother of our Lord Je- 
fus Chrift, obtain for us, from thy belowd 
Sou, 
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Son, to believe this Article, without an 
i doubt concerning it. ‘The fame method is 
|obferv'd in all the other Articles, and al- 
| moft in the fame manner, we run over 
ithe Zen Commandments. When we have 
jointly repeated the firft Precept, which 
is, Zo love God, we pray thus: O Jefu 
|Chrift, thou Son of the living God, grant 
us thy Grace to love thee above all things! 
-and immediately after we fay the Lords 
Prayer: Then, immediately we fubjoin, 
0 holy Mary, Mother of Jefus, obtain for us, 
from thy Son, that we may have the Grace 
to keep this firft Commandment. After 
which we fay the Ave Maria. We ob- 
ferve the fame method through the other 
‘nine Commandments, with fome little 
Variation, as the matter requires it. 

Thefe are the things which I accuftom 
them to beg of God, in the common 
Prayers, omitting not fometimes to affure 
them, that if they obtain the thing for 
which they pray, even that is 2 means 
for them to obtain other things more am- 
ply than they cou’d demand them. 

I oblige them all to fay the Coxfiteor, 
but principally thofe who are to receive 
Baptifm, whom I alfo enjoin to fay the 

Belief. At every Article I demand of 
them, if they believe it without any 
{cruple, and when they have affur’d ie 
that 
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The LIFE of BookIl. 
that they do, I commonly make them 
an Exhortation, which I have compos’d 
in their own language; beingan Epitome 
of the Chriftian Faith, and of the:necef- 
fary duties incumbent on us in order to 
? our Salvation. In conclufion, I baptife 
them, and fhut up all, in finging the Salve , 
Regina, to implore the afliftance of the 
bleffed Virgin. 

“Tis evident, by what we havealready 
faid, concerning the inftruction of the 
Paravas, that Xavier had not the git of 
Tongues, when he began to teach them. | 
But it appears alfo, that after she had 
made the Tranflation, which coft him 
fo much labour, he both underftood and 
{poke the Malabar Tongue, whither he 
had acquir’d it by his own pains, or that 
God had imprinted the Species of it in — 
his Mind, after a fupernatural manner. 
“Tis at leaft probable, that being in the 
Indies, when he ftudied any Tongue, the 
holy Spitt feconded his application, and 
was in fome fort his Mafter. For ’tis 
conftantly beliew’d, that in a very little 
time, he learnt the moft difficult langua- 
ges; and by the report of many perfons, 
{poke them fo naturally, that he cowd 


He eftabihes Mot have been taken for a Foreigner. 
Catechifis and Father Xavier having for the {pace of 


Teachers of the : ¢ 17 
Fath tops 2 Month, inftructed the Inhabitants of 
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fone Village, in the manner above faid, 
before he went farther, call’d together 
ithe moft intelligent amongft them, and 
igave them in writing what he had 
taught, to the end, that as Mafters of 
the reft, on Sundays and Saints days, 
they might congregate the people, and 
caufe them to repeat, according to his 
‘Method, that whichthey had learnt for- 
) merly. 

| Hecommitted tothefe Catechifts, who 
‘in their own Tongue are call’d Camacoe 
poles) the care of the Churches, which 
he caus‘ to be built in peopled places ; 
_and recommended to them the ornament 
of thofe Sacred Buildings, as far as their 
poverty woud allow. But he was not 
willing to impofe this task on them, 
without fome kind of Salary; and there- 
fore obtain‘d from the Viceroy of the Zu- 
dies, a certain Sum for their fubfittence, 
which was charg’d upon the annual Tri- 
bute, payable to the Crown of Portugal, 
from the Inhabitants of that Coaft. 





‘Tis hardly to be exprefs'd, what a Zhe fruit of bis 


Harvelt of Souls was reap’d from his en- 
deavours ; and how great was the fervour 
of thefe new Chriftians. The holy Man, 
writing to the Fathers at Rome, confefles 
himfelf, that he wanted words to tell ir. 
He adds, Lhat the multitude of thofe Phe 
ha 
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had receiv'd Baptifm, was fo vaff, that 
with the labour of continual Chriftnings, he 
was not able to lift up his Arms = and that 
his Voice often fail’d him, in Saying fo 
many times over and over, the Apottles 
Creed, and the Ten Commandments, 
with a foort inftruction which he always 


made concerning the duties of a true Chri- 


Stian before he baptis'd thofe who were of | 


Age. 
The Infants alone, who dy’d after 


Baptifm, amounted according to his ac-_ 


count to above a thoufand. They who 


liv'd, and began to have the ufe of Reafon, 


Were {o affected with the things of God, 
and fo covetous of knowing all the My- 
fteries of Faith, that they fcarcely gave 


the Father time to take a little nourifh- : 


ment, or a fhort repofe. ~They fought 
after him every minute, and he was fome- 
times forc’d to hide himfelf from them, 
to. gain the leifure of faying his Prayers, 
and his Breviary. 


He makesufeog By the adminiftration of thefe Chil-

dren, who were fo fervently devout, he 
perform’d divers extraordinary works, e- 
ven many of thofe miraculous Cures, 
which it pleas'd God to operate by his 
means. ‘The Coaft of Fi/hery was never 
fo full of Difeafes, as when the Father 
was there. It feem’d, as he himfelf has 
expre{s'd 
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Book Il. +. Féancis Xavier. 
exprefsd it in a Letter, that God feng 


 thofe Diftempers amongit that People, to 


draw them to him almoft in their own 
defpight. For coming to’ recover on an 
inftant, and againft all humane appear- 
ance, fo foon as they had receiv’d Bap- 
tifm, or invok’d the name of Fefus Chrift, 
they clearly faw the difference betwixt 
the God of the Chriftians and the Pagods, 
which is the nathe given in the Indies; 
both to the Temples and the Images of 
theirs falfe Gods. : 

No one fell: fick amongft the Gentils, 
but had immediate recourfe to Father 
avier. As it was impoflible for him to 
attend them all; or to be in many places 
at the fame time, he fent there Chriftian 
Children where he cou’d not go himéelf. 
In going from him one took his Chape: 
let, another his Crucifix, athird his Res 
liquiary, and all being animated with a 
lively Faith, difpers’d themfelves through 
the Towns and Villages. There garhe- 
ring about the fick as many people as 
they coud aflemble, they repeated ofterr, 


the Lords Prayer, the Creed, the Conis 


mandments, and all they had learnt by 
heart of the Chriftian Faith ; which being 
done, they ask’d the Sick, If he belied 
unfeignedly in Jelus Chritt, and if he de» 
fiv'd to be baptisd? When ‘he had’ ane 

J iwerd, 
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fwerd, Yes, they touch’d him with the 
Chaplet, or Crucifix belonging to the 
Father ; and he was immediately cur’d. 

One day, while Xavier was preacha 
ing the My‘fteries of Faith to a great 
Multitude, fome came to bring him word 
from Manapar, that one of the moft con: 
fiderable perfons of that place, was pol 
fefsd by the Devil, defiring the Father 
to come to his relief. The Man of God 
thought it unbecoming of his Duty; to 
break off the Inftruction he was then 
making. He only call’d to:him fome of 
thofe young Chriftians, and gave them 4 
Crofs which he wore upon his Breaft ; 
alter which he fent them to Manapar with 
Orders to drive away the Evil Spirit. 

They were no fooner arriv’d there, 
than the poflefs'd perfon fell intoan ex- 
traordinary fury, with wonderful con- 
torfions of his Limbs, and hideous yel- 
lings.’ The little Children, far from be- 
ing terrify’d, as ufually Children are, 
made a ring about him, finging the Pray- 
ers of the Church. After which they 
compelled him to kifs the Crof; and at 
the fame moment, the Devil departed 
out of him, Many Pagans there prefent, 
vifibly perceiving the Vertue of the Crof, 
were converted on the inftant, and be- 
came afterwards devout Chriftians, 
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Thefe young Plants, whom Xavier Ue? 
employ d on fuch occafions, were in per- 
petual Difputations with the Geuti/s, and Iolaters. 


broke in pieces as many Idols as they 
coud get into their power: and fome- 
times burnt them, throwing their Afhes 
into the Air. When they difcover’d any, 
bearing thename of Chriftianity,and yet 


' keeping a Pagod in referve to adore in 


fecret, they reprov'd them boldly ; and 
when thofe rebukes were of no effed, 
they advertisd the holy Man, to the end, 
he might apply fome ftronger remedy. 
Xavier went often in their company, to 
make a fearch in thofe {ufpected Houfes ; 
and if he difcover’d any Idols they were 
immediately deftroy’d. 

Being inform’d, that one who was 
lately baptis’d, committed Idolatry fome- 
times in-private, and that the admonitions 
which he had receiv’d were ufelefs, he be- 
thought himfelf to frighten him; and in 
his prefence commanded the Children to 
fet Fire to his Houfe: that thereby he 
might be given to underftand, how the 
the worfhipers of Devils, deferv’d eter- 
nal burning like the Devils: they ran 
immediately to their task, taking the 
Command in a literal fenfe: which was 
not Yuviers intention: But the effe@ of 
it was, that the Infidel detefting, and

thathe, who hop’d for fafety ina holy

only defire which he had, to fhew him-. 
{elf, he conceiv’d a Son, who came out 
at his Mouth, and wascalld Mazfo. He. 
had two others after him, one of them 
whofe name was V7i/nu, was born out of 
his Breaft, the other call'd Brama, out,of 
hisBelly. Before he return‘d to his invie 
fibility, he affign’d Habitations and Em- 
ployments to his three Children. He 
plac’d the eldeft in the firft Heaven, and 
gave himan abfolute Commandover the 
Elements, and mix’d Bodies. He lodg’d. 
Vifnu beneath his elder Brother, and e- 
ftablith’d him the Judge of Men, the Fa- 
ther of the Poor, and the Protectour of 
of the Unfortunate. Brama had for his In- 
heritance the third Heaven, withthe fu- 
perintendance of Sacrifices, and other Ce- 
remonies of Religion. Thefeare the three 
Deities which the J#diaus reprefent by 
one Idol, with three Heads growing out 
of one Body, with this myfterious figni- 
fication, that they all proceed from the 
fame principle. By which it may be in- 
ferr'd, that in former times they have 
heard of Chriftianity; and that their Re- 
ligion is an imperfect Imitation, or rather 
a Corruption of ours. 

< They 
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They fay that Vifzu has defcended a 
thoufand times onearth, and every time 
has chang’d his fhape; fometimes ape 
pearing in the figure of a Beaft, fome- 
times of a Man; which is the Original 
of their Pagods, of whom they relate fo 
many Fables. 

They add, that Brama, having like- 
wife a defire of Children, made himfelf 
vifible, and-begot the Brachmays, whofe 
Race has infinitely multiplied: The Peo- 
ple believe them demi-Gods, as poorand 
muferable as they are. They likewife i- 
magine them to be Saints, becaufe they 
lead a hard and folitary life ; having ve- 
ry often no other Lodging than the hol- 
low of a Tree, or a Cave, and fome- 
times living expos'd to the Air on a 
bare Mountain, or in a Wildernels, {uf- 
fering all the hardhips of the weather, 
keeping a profound filence, fafting a 
Whole year together, and making pro- 
feffion of eating nothing which has had 
Life in it. 

But after all, there was not perhaps a 
more wicked nation under the Canopy 
of Heaven. The fruit of thofe aufteri- 
ties which they practice in the defart, is 
to abandon themfelves in publique, to 
the moft brutal pleafures of the Fleth, 
without either fhame or remorfe of con- 

I 4 {cience. 
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{cience. For they certainly, believe, that 
all things, how‘abominable foever, ‘are. 
lawful to be done, provided they are fug- 
gefted to them, ‘by the light: which is 
within them. Andthe People are fo in- 
fatuated with them,- that’ they believe 
they fhall become holy, by partaking in 
their crimes, or by fuffering any outrage 
from them. £3) TH 

On the other fide, they are'the erea- 
teft Impoftours in the world; their ta- 
lent confifts in inventing new Fables e- 
very day, and making them pafs amoneft 
the vulgar for wonderful mifteries. One 
of their cheats is to perfwade the fimple, 
that the ‘Pagods eat like men ; and'to the 
end they may be prefented with’ good 
cheer, they make their Gods of4 Gi- 
gantique figure, and are fure to endow 
them with a prodigious paunch. If thofe 
offerings, with which they maintain 
their Families come to fail,they denounce 
co the People that the offended Pagods 
threaten the Country with fome’dread- 
ful judgment, or that their Gods indif- 
pleafure, will forfake them, becaufe they 
are fufter'd to die of hunger. ea 1G 

The Dodtrin“of thefe Brachmans is 
nothing better than their Life: one of 
their grofleft errours is to believe that

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Father Xavier, who faw how large a 
Progrefs the Gofpel had made among ft 
the People, and that if there were no 
Brachmans in the Jndies, there wou'd 
confequently be no Idolaters, in all thofe 
vaft Provincesof Afa; fpard no labour 
to reduce that perverfe Generation, to 
the true knowledge of Almighty God. 
He convers'd often with thofe of that 
Religion, and one day found a favoura- 
ble occafion of treating with them: paf- 
fing by a Monaftery, where abovetwo 
hundred Brachmans liv’d together, he 
was vifited by fome of the chiefeft, wha 
had the curiofity to fee a man, whofe 
Reputation was fo univerfal. He res 
ceiv'd them with a pleafing countenance, | 
according to his cuftom, and having 
engagd them by little and little, in a| 
difcourfe concerning the eternal happi- 
nefs of the Soul; he defird them to 
fatisfie him what their Gods commanded 
them to do, in order to it after death, 
They look’d a while on one another, 
without anfwering.

| Father Yavier' took compaffion on this 

‘their miferable blindnefs, and the tears 

‘came into hiseyes. Herofe on the fud- 

dain, (for they had been all fitting ) 

jand diftiné@tly repeated, in an audible 
|tone, the Apoftles Creed, and the ten Com- 

_mandments, making a paufe at the end 

of every Article, and briefly expounding 
it, in. their own language, after which 

he declar’d to them, what were Heaven 
and Hell, and by what actions the one 
and other were deferv’d. 

The Brachmans who had never heard 
any thing of Chriftianity before, and had 
been liftning to the Father with great ad- 
miration, rofe up, as foon as he had done 
{peaking, and ran to embrace him, ac- 
knowledging that the God of the Chri- 
ftians was the true God, fince his Law 
was fo conformable to the Principles of 
our inward light. Every one of them 
proposd divers queftions tohim; if the 
Soul were immortal, or that it perifh’d 
with the Body, and-in cafe that the Soul 
died not, at what part of the Body it 
went out, if in our fleep we dreamt we 

were

were ina far Country, or convers’d 
with an abfent Perfon,, whether the Soul 
went not out of the Body for that time ; 
of what colour God was, whether black 
or white, their Doctours being divided 
on that point: the white Men maintain- 
ing he was of their colour, the black of 
theirs: the greateft part of the Pagods for 
that reafon being black. 

The Father anfwerd all their queftions, 
ina manner fofuitable to their grofs un- 
derftanding, which was ignorant alike of 
things divine and natural, that they were 

highly fatisfied with him. Seeing them 
inftructed and difpos’d in this fort, he 
exhorted them to embrace the F aith of 
Fefus Chriff, and gave them to under- 
fiand, that the truth being made known 
to them, ignorance coud no longer fe- 
cure them from eternal Punifhment. 

But what.victory can Truth obtain,o- 
ver Souls which find their intereft in 
following Errour; and who make pro- 
feflion of deceiving the common people? 
They anfwerd ( {aid the Saint in one 
of his Letters.) that which many Chrifti- 
ans anfwer at this day, what will the world

his honour, asa holy-day, and that day | 
they only faid this Prayer, O God Ladoré | 
thee at this prefent, and for ever. That | 
they pronouncd thofe words foftly, for 
fear of beitig ovet-heard, and to preferve | 
the Oath which they had made, to keep | 
them fecret. In fine, faid he, ‘tis to be | 
read in our ancient Writings, that all rhe | 





falfe Religions fhou'd one day ceafe, and the | 


whole world {how'd obferve one only Law. | 
The Brachman having difclosd thefe 
Myfteries to Father Xavier, defir'd him 
in his turn, to reveal to him, what was 
moft myfterious in the Chriftian Law; 
and to. engage him to deal the more 
freely with him, and without the leaft | 
difguife, fwore, that he woud inviolably, 
and for ever, keep the fecret. I am fo} 
far, faid the Father, from obliging you | 
to filence, that I will mform you of no- | 
thing you defire to know, but on con-| 
dition that you fhall publifh in all pla-. 
ces What I tell you. The Brachman ha-| 
ving given him his word, he began to 
inftruét him, by thefe words of Fe/us 
Chrift,.

This he expounded 
fo him at large; at the fame time de- 
@laring to him, how Baptifm Was necef-

sight before him, that the Brachman de- 
lar’d upon the place, he wou'd become 

Chriftian, provided he might be {o in 
ecret; atid that he might have a Difpen- 
ation from fome certain duties of Chri- 
lanity. 

This fo wicked a difpofition made 
im unworthy of the Gracé of Baptifm; 
e remaind unconverted. Notwith- 
ftanding which, he defir’d to have in 
Writing, the Apoftles Creed, together 

vith our Saviour’s words, which had 
me expounded to him. 

He faw Father Yavier a fecond time, 
nd told him he had dreamt he was 
baptis'd, and that afterwards he became 
his Companion, and that they travell’d 
together preaching the Gofpel in. far 
Countries: but this Dream had no effect, 
and the Brachman wou'd never promife to 
teach the people, that there was one 
only God, Creatour of the World, for 
fear, fays he, that if he broke that Oarh 
which oblied him te Secrecy, the Devil 
fhou'd punifh him with death, Thus 
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Thus the Mafter, though convinc’d, 
yet not fubmitting, the Scholars all ftood — 
out, and in the fequel, of fo great a)

The procefs of the Saints Canonization, | 
| makes mention of four dead perfons, to} 
_ whom God reftor’d their life, at this time |

who had been ftung in the night, by] 
one of thofe venemous Serpents of the’

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But thefe Miracles, which gaveto the 


Father the name of Saint amonegft the 
Chriftians, and caus’d him to be call’d, 
The God of Nature among(t the Gentils, 
had no other effect upon the Brachmans 
than to harden their Hearts, and blind

fing of their Converfion, thought him- 
felf bound to publith all their wicked 
Actions, and bring them into difrepute. 


| And he perform’d it fo fuccefsfully, that 


thofe Men, who were had in veneration 
by the people, came to be defpis’d by 
all the World; infomuch, that even the 
Children Jaught at them; and publickly 
upbraided them with their Cheats, 
They began at firft to threaten the Peo- 
ple, according to their cuftom, with the 
anger of their Pagods ; but feeing their 
menaces turnd to fcorn, they made ufe 
ofanother Artifice, to regain their Cre- 
dit. 

What malice foever they harbour’d in 
their Hearts againft Father Xavier, they 
manag d it fo well, that to fee their con- 
duct, they might have been taken for 
his Friends. They made him vifits, de- 
fird him to have fome kindnefs for them, 
they gave him many Commendations : 
they prefented him fometimes with Pearls 
and Money. But the Father was inex- 

K orable, 
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exorable, and for their Prefents, he re- 
turnd them, without fo much as look 
ing on, them. 7 ; 
The decrying, of thofe Idol-Priefts, 
contributed not a little tothe dettruction 
of Idolatry, through all that Coatt. 
The life which Xavier led, contributed 


fullas much. His Food, was the fame 


with that of the pooreft people, Rice 
and Water. His Sleep was but three hours 
at the moft, and; that ina Fifhers Cabin 
onthe Ground: for he had foon »made 
away with the Matterefs and Coverlet, 
which the Viceroy had fent him from 
Goa. The remainder of the night he 
pafs'd with God, or with his Neighbour. 
He owns, himfelf, that his labours were 
without intermiffion; and that he had 
funk under fo great hardfhips, if God 
had not fupported him. For to fay no- 
thing of the Miniftry of Preaching, and 
thofe other Evangelical Functions, which 
employd him day and night;. no quarrel 
was ftirring, no difference. on foot, of 
which he was not chofen Umpire. And 
becaufe thofe Barbarians, naturally chole- 
vick, were frequently at odds, he appoint-\ 
ed certain hours, for clearing up their 
mifunderftandings, and making Reconci- 
liations. There was not any Man fell 
fick, who fent not for him; and as there 
. were

Were always many, and for the moft 
part diftant from each other, inthe feat- 
tering Villages, his greateft forrow was, 
that he could not: be prefent with them 


all. In the midft of all this hurry, he 
enjoy'd thofe Spiritual Refrethments and 


Sweets of Heaven, which God only be- 
{tows on Souls, who regard nothing but 


_ the Crofg: And the excef of thofe des 
_ lights was fuch, that he was often forc’d 


to defire the Divine Goodnefs to mode- 
rate them: according to what him(elf 
teftifies in a Letter to his Father Tenatius, 
though written in general terms, and in 
the third perfon. 

Having related what he had perform’d 
in the Coatft of the Fifhery, I have no 
more to add (_/fays he) concerning this 


Country; but only that they, who 


come hither, to labour in the Salva. 
tion of Idolaters, receive { much Con- 
folation from above, that if there be 
a perfeé Joy on Farth, “tis that they 
feel. He gots on, I have fometimes 
heard a Man faying thus to God, O my 
Lord, give me not fo much Comfort in this 
life; or if, by an excels of Mercy, thon 
wilt heap it on me, take me to thy felf, 
and make me partaker of thy *Glory, for, 
‘tis too great a puailbment, to live with- 
out the fight of thee. 
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He returns to 


Goa, and for 
what reajon. 
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A year and more was already pait, 
fince Xavier had labour’d in the Cons 
verfion of the Paravas: and in all this 
time, his two Companions, Paul de Ca- 
merine, and Francis Manfilla; were not 
come to his affiftance, though they had 
been arriv’d at Goa fome. months fince. 
The number of Chriftians daily multi: 
plying to a Prodigy, and one only Prieft, 
not being fufficient to cultivate fo many 





. new Converts in the Faith, or advance 


them in Chriftian Piety, the Saint thought 
it his duty, to look out for fuccour. And 
befides, having felected fome young Men, 
well natur’d, and of a good Underftand- 
ing, qualify’d for the Studies of Divinity, 
and Humane Sciences, who being them- 
felves well model’d, might return with 
him, to inftruét their Country-men, he 
was of Opinion, that he ought to con- 
duct them himfelf, without deferring his 
Voyage any longer. 

On thefe contiderations he put to Sea, 
on his return, about the conclufion of the 
year 1543. and having got to Cochin, 
by Mid-famuary, he arrivd at Goa not. 
long after. For the better, underftand- 
ing of what relates to the Education of 
thofe young Indians, whom Xavier | 
brought, ic will be neceflary to trace that 
matter from its Original.

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Before the coming of Father Francis hey ne

biting the Ifle of Goa, and the parts ad- 
joining, fcarce any Man thought of for- 
faking his Idolatry. In the year 141, 
James de Borba, a Portuguefe Preacher, 
and Divine, whom King Fohz the Third, 
had fent to India, fearching out the caufe 
of fo great a misfortune, found, that it 
was not only becaufe the Europeans 
coud not eafily learn the Zudian Tongue, 
but alfo, becanfeif an Zzdian happen’d to 
be converted, they exercis'd no Charity 
towards him; and that the Children of 
the Faithful, who dy’d poor, were defti- 
tute of fuccour intheir wants. 

He gave notice of this to the Grand 
Vicar, Michael Vaz, to the Auditour 
General, Pedro Fernandez, to the Deputy- 
Governour, Rodriguez de Caftel Blanco, 
and to the Secretary of State, Cofmo Au- 
nex, Who were all of them his particular 
Friends, and vertuous Men. Thefe be- 
ing in the Government, confider’d of 
the means to remedy the growing evil, 
the Foundation of which had been difco- 
verdto them by Borba; and he himfelf 
excited the people to be inftrumental in fo 
good a work. For one day, preaching, 

Hug he 
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he paffionately bemoan’d the daimnation 
of fo many Jndians, and chare’d it on 
the Confcience of his Auditory, that the 
Salvation of that Idolatrous People de- 
pended, in fome fort on them. J pre- 
rend not, faid he, that you fhow'd go your 
Selves to the conqueft of Souls, nor learn 
barbarous Languages on purpofe, to labour 
in the Converfion of Gentiles. What I 
beg of you, in the name of Jefus Chrift, 
25, that each of you, wou'd contribute fome- 
thing towards the maintenance of she nem 
Chriftians. Tou will perform by that, 
what it is not in your power to do, by the 
preaching of the Gofpel ; and gain by your 
temporal goods, thofe immortal Souls, for 
which the Saviour of the World has fhed his 
Blood. 

The holy Spirit, who had infpir'd his 
Tongue, gave efficacy to his Werds, by 
touching the Hearts of thofe who heard 
them. Many of them being joyn’d to- 
gether, it was refolv'd to form a Compa- 
ny, which fhou'd provide for the fubf- 
ftence of thofe young Indians newly 
converted ; and that Society, at firft was 
call'd, the Brother-hood of St. Mary of the 
Light, (or LHumination) from the name 
of that Church where the Fraternity af- 
fembled, to regulate that new Eftablifh- 
mene. | 
rth Tis 
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"Tis true, that as great works, are not 
accomplifh’d all at once ; in the beginning 
of this, there was only founded a {mall 
Seminary, forthe Children of Goa, and 
thofe of the Neighbour-hood: but the 
Revenues were increasd fo much after- 
wards by the liberality of Dox Effevan de 
Gama, Governour of the Indies, and by 
the bounty of fohx the Third, King of 
Portugal, that all the Idolatrous Children, 
who turn’d Chriftians, of what Country 
foever, were receiv'd into it. 

There was alfo aFund fufficient for the 
building a fair Houfe and a magnificent 
Church ina larger Plot: and the Semi- 
nary, over which Borba prefided, was 
then call’d, The Seminary of holy Faith. 

Matters being thus difpos’d, above 
threefcore Children, of divers Kingdoms, 
and nine or ten different Languages, 
were aflembled, to be educated in Piety 
and Learning. But it was foon perceiv’d, 
that thefe Children wanted Matfters, ca- 
pable of inftruGing and forming them, 
according to the intention of the Infti- 
tute. God Almighty had pre-ordain’d 
the Seminary of Holy Faith, for the So- 
ciety of Fefus: and it wasby a particular 
difpofition of the Divine Providence, that 
the fame year, wherein the Seminary was 
eftablith’d, brought over the Sons of Jga- 
tius to the Tra lies, K 4 Ac- 
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Accordingly, when Xavier, firft ar- 
riv'd at Goa, Borba ofter'd him the con- 
duct of this new Eftablifhment, and us’d 
his beft endeavours to ingage him in it. 
Xavier, who found an inward call, to 
fomething more important, and who'al- 
ready was conceiving in his Mind, the 
Converfion of a Heathen World, wou’d 
not coop himfelf up within a Town, but 
in his fecret intentions,defign’d. one of his 
Companions for that employment, which 
was prefented to himfelf. In the mean 
time Borba wrote into Portugal, to Simon 
Redriguez, and earneftly defir’d from him, 
fome Fathers of the new Society, for: 
whom, he faid, the Almighty had prepar'd 
a FLoufe in the new World, before their 
coming. 

During thefe Tranfactions, Paul de 
Camerin, and Francis Manfilla arriv’d at 
Goa, {rom Mozambique: Borba retain’d 
them both inthe Seminary, by permiffi- 
on from the Viceroy; and that was the 
reafon,why they follow’d not Father ¥a- 
vier, to the Coaft of Fifhery. | 

Xavier put into the Seminary, thofe 
young Indians, whom he had brought 
along with him ; and whatever want he 
had otherwife of his Companions, he 
gave the charge of the Seminarifts to Fa- 
ther Pawl de Camerin, at the requeft of 
Pe ae Tb | Borba, 
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} Borba, who had the chief Authority in 
}the Seminary. For it was not till the 
dyear 1548, after the death of Borba, 
ithat the Company poffeft it in pro- 
| priety, and without dependence. It 
i then receiv'd the name of a Colledge, 
jand was call’d rhe Colledge of Sz. Paul, 
from the title of the Church, which was 
| dedicated to the Converfion of the Apo- 
) ftle of the Gentils. From thence it alfo

But the {mall num- 
ber of Companions which he had, ‘was 
not fufficient for the Indies; and it was 
not till three or four years afterwards, 
that he fent Father <Alphonfo Civrian to 
Socotora: 
Befides Manfifa, who had not yet re- 
: ra! ceivd

ery; his actt- 
ons there. 
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ceiv'd the Order of Priefthood, he car- 
ried with him to the Coaft of Fiery, 
two Priefts; who were Indians by na- 
tion, and one Bi/cayner, call’d Fohn Dor- 
tiaga; when they were arrivd there, he 
vifited all the Villages with them ; and 
taught them the method of converting 
Fdolaters tothe Faith, and of confirming 
thofe who were already Chriftians, in 
it. After which, having affign’d to each 
ofthem a divifion at his particular Pro- 
vince in the Coaft, he enterd farther 
into the Country, and without any other 
Guide, than the Spirit of God, penetra- 
ted into a Kingdom, the Language of 
which was utterly unknown tohim, as 
he wrote to Manfil/a in thefe terms. 
lou may judge, what manner of Life I” 
Fead here; by what I fhall relate to you. 
J am wholly ignorant of the Language of 
the People, and they underftand as little 
of mine; and I have no Interpreter. AL 
I can perform, is to Baptife Children, and 
ferve the Sick, an Employment eafjly un- 
derftood, without the hetp of an-Interpre- 
ter, by only mindinz what they want.

war with their Neighbours, after they 
had feiz’d by force of arms on the King- 
dom of Pande, which is betwixt Mala- 
bar, and the Coafts of Fiery, made an 
irruption into the faid Coaft, in the ab- 
fence of Yavier; The Paravas were un- 
der a terrible confternation at the fight 
lof thofe Robbers, whofe very name was 
formidable to them, not daring fo much 
jas to gather intoa Body, norto hazard 

iid the 


ys fhery. 
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the firft brunt of War; they took flight, 
and abandoned their Country, without 
any other thought than of faving their 
Lives. In order to which, they threw 
themfelves by heaps into their Barques, 
fome of them efcaping into little defart 
Iflands, others hiding amongft the Rocks 
and Banks of Sand,betwixt Cape Comori, 
and the Ifle of Ceylan. ‘Thefe were the 
places of their retreat, together with 
their Wivesand Children, whilethe Ba- 
dages overran the Coaft, and deftroy’d 
their Country. 

But what profits it to have efcapd the 
Sword, when they muft dye of hunger 2 
Thofe miferable Creatures, expos’d to 
the burning heats of the Sun, wanted 
nourifhment in their Ifles, and on their 
Rocks, and numbers of them daily pe- 
rifhd. : 

In the mean time, the news of this’ 
Excurfion of the Robbers, and the flighe , 
of the Chriftians was fpread about, and 
Xavier heard it, in the Country where, 
he then refided. The misfortunes of his) 
dear Pargvas touchd him in the moft | 
tender part, he made haft to their re-) 
lief, and having been inform’d, that} 
they were prefs‘ withFamine, he pafsd | 
fpeedily to the weftern Coaft, and ear-

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Sthem in this their extream neceffity. He 
iobtain’d twenty Barks, laden with all 
manner of Provifion, and himfelf brought 
it to their places of retreat, where the 
Hpoor Paravas, as many as were left alive 
fof them, were languifhing without hope 
fof comfort, and expecting death to end 
their mifery. 
| The fight of the Holy man, whom 
fall of them regarded as their common 
iFather, caus'd them to forget fome part 
jof their misfortune ; and Jeem‘d to re- 
Mftore them to Life. He gave them all 
jimaginable confolation, and when they 
thad fomewhat recover’d their ftrength, 
)he brought them back to their Habita- 
Ntions, from whence the Badages were 
iretir'd: Thofe Plunderers had {wept all 
vaway, and the Chriffians were more poor 
'than ever; he therefore procurd Alms 
for them, and wrote a Letter earneftly 
ito the Chriftians of another Coaft, to 
ifupply their Brethren in diftre(s. 

The Paravas being refetled by de- 
igrees, Xavier left them under the con- 
}duct of the Miffioners, whom he had 
| brought for them,and turn‘d his thoughts

In order to execute their’ 
defign, they fecretly engag’d fome Ido- 
laters to lyein wait for him, and dif-) 
patch him privately. The Murtherers’ 
Jay in Ambuth more than once, and in! 
the filence of the night endeavour'd to” 
fhoot him with their Arrows. But di-) 
vine Providence woud not fuffer their” 
malice to take place: of all their Ar- 
rows, one only wounded him, and that 
but flightly ; as it were rather to give 
him the fatisfaction of thedding fome™ 
blood, in teftimony of the Faith, than” 
to endanger his Life. 
Enragd, and defperate for having 
mifsd their aim, they fought him e-' 
very where, and not finding him, they 
fet fire on three or four houfes, where 
they thought he might poffibly be lodg’d. 
The Man of God was conftrain’d one 
day, to hide in the covert of a Foreft, 
and pafs'd the following night upon a 
Tree, to efcape the fury of his Enemies, | 
who fearch’d the whole Foreft to have :

In the mean time, the Badages, who 


had ravag’d the Coaft of Fifbery, the 
| year before, animated of themfelves a- 
| gainft the Chriftians, and perhaps pufh’d 
| forward by the Devils, who faw their 


Empire decaying day by day, excited 
alfo by the defire of glory, and above 
all things by the hope of booty, enter’d 


| into the Kingdom of Zravancor, on the 
| fide of one of thofe Mountains, which 


confine on the Cape of Comorin: Their 
former fuccefs had render’'d them fo 
haughty, and {fo infolent, that they flat- 
terd themfelves with an imagination 


that every thing woud bend before them. 


But not having now to do as they had 
before, with fimple Fifhers, they were 
come in good order, and well arm’d un- 
der the conduct of the Naiche, or Lord 
of Modure, a valiant, and experienc’d 
Captain. 

The Inhabitants of the Maritime Vil- 
lages, took fright at the noife of an ho- 
{tile Army ; and retiring, for the moft 
part with great hafte and confufion, into 
the Inland Country; carried even to the 
Court the news of the invafion.

Portuzuefe call the great Monarch, be- 
caufe indeed, he isthe moft powerful of 
all the Kings'of Malabar, ‘recollecting his 
Army with-all peed; put himfelfat the 
head of it, “and march’d towards the E- 
nemy. ©The Bartel, in all appearance, 
was likely to be bloody, “and the Victo-:

Robbers, who were moréin number, and: 
better Difciplin’d. | 
He ores tomer Father Xavier fofoonas heunderftood, 
the Arm; ofroe that the Badages weredrawing near, 
ee falling proftrate on the ground, O Lord, 
fight. faid he, Remember that thou art the God of 
Mercies, and Protettoar of the Faithful: 
give not up to ‘the fury of thefe Wolves 
that Flock, -of which thow hat appointed me 
the Paffour. Phat thefe new ‘Chriftians, 
who are yet fo feeble in the Faith, may not 
repent their embracing it} and thatthe In- 
fidels may aot have the? advantage of op- 
prefing hole, who répofe their confidence 
in none but thee. 

His Prayer being ‘ended, he -arofe, 
and infpird with a‘moré than humane 
courage, which made‘ hitincapable of 
fear, he takes a troop of fervent Chris 
ftians, and with a Crucifix in his hand; 
runs with'them towards the Plain,where 
the Enemies were marching in Battalia : 
: When 
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) When he arriv’d within diftance of being 
heard, he ftop’d and faid to them, ina 
| threatning voice, LZ forbid you in the name 
| of the Living God, to pafs farther, and on 
bis part, command you to return the wa Ly 
) you came, 

Thefe few words caft a terrour into 
j the minds of thofe Souldiers who were 
pat the head of the Army; they remain’d 
confounded, and without motion. They 
jwho march’d after them, feeing the 
}foremoft advanc’d not, ask’d the reafon 
pofit: anfwer was return’d from the firtt 
franks, that they had before their eyes 
jan unknown Perfon habited in black, of 
a more than humane Stature, of a ter- 
prible afpect, and darting fire from his 
eyes. The moft hardy were defirous to 
fatisfie theméelves concerning what was 
itold them: they were feiz’d with amaze- 
ment at the fight, and all of them fled

Travancor ; and .after he had publickly 


thank’d him for fo eminent a fervice, he 
faid thus to him: JZ am call’d, the Great 
Monarch, and. from henceforth you fhall 
be call’d, The Great Father. 

The Saint gave the King to underftand, 
that it was only Fefus Chriff, to whom 
he ought to pay his acknowledgments ; 
and as for himfelf, he ought only to be 
regarded as a weak inftrument, who 
coud do nothing of his own power. 
The Pagas King comprehended nothing 
of his meaning, and the two Vices which 
are the common Obftacles to the Con- 
verfion of the Great, that is to fay, the 
Concupifcence of the Flefh and Pride of 
Heart, hindred him, afterwards, from 
embracing of the Faith: which notwith- 
{tanding, he caus’d an Edi& to be pub- 
lift’d throughout his Kingdom, where- 
by all Men were commanded to obey 
the Great Father, as they wowd his pro- 
per perfon: and that whoever defir’d to. 
be aChriftian, might be fo, without  a- 
ny apprehenfion of danger toenfue. He 
went fo far, as even to call Xavier his 
Brother ; and beftow’d on him large 
fums of Money, all which the Servant: 
of God employ’d in Charities on the 
poor. ' 
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jour Belief, made many Chriftians even 
fin the Court, though contrary to the

preach, Atthefe words the Dead arofe of 
himfelf, and appear’d, not only. living, 
but vigorous, and in perfect health. 
All who were prefent, cry’d out, witha 
loud voice, That the God of the Chriftians 
was Omnipotent: and thatthe Law which 
the great Father preach dy was true In 
confequence of which, they threw them- 
felves at his Feet, defir'd Baptifm, and 
receiv'd it on the place. 

The other dead perfon, whom the A- 
poftle rais’d to life, was a young Man, 
and a Chriftian, who dy’d at Mutan, on 
the fame Coaft, betwixt Carjapatan and 
Alicale. We had been dead above four 
and twenty hours, ofa peftilential Fever. 
Xavier met the Corps by chance, as they 
were carrying it to the Grave. ‘The Pa- 
rents of the dead man, who were of the 
L 4 oreat- 
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greateft quality in all the Country, ac-_ 
companied the Funeral-Pomp, with all 
their kindred, according to the cuftom 
of that Nation. As comfortlefs as they 
were, yet upon fight of the Saint, they 
recover'd courage ; and embracing. his 
Knees, implor'd him to reftore their Son 
to life ; being perfwaded, that what was 
not to be effected by the power of Na- 
ture, wou'd coft him only a word fpeak- 
ing. Xavier movd by: their affliction, 
and excited by their Faith, beg’d the affi- 
{tance of the Moft High, made the fign 
of the Crofs, and threw Holy-Water on 
the Dead; after which he took him by 
the Hand; rais’d him up:in the name of 
the Lord, and reftor'd him living to his 
Father and Mother. 

To preferve the memory of an Ad@i- 
on, fo wonderful, and fo authentick, the 
Parents of the Man they rais’d, erected 
a great Crofs, on the place where the 
Miracle was done; and were accuftom’d 
afterwards to go often thither, and pray 
to God before it: Thefe: Refurrections 
were fo famous through all-the Country, 
and made fo great impreffions, on the 
Souls of the Inhabitants, that the people 
came thronging from all parts to behold 
the great Father, and to receive Baptifm 
from his hands. -Infomuch, ‘that the 
Lf Hi whole 
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lwhole Kingdom of Zravancor, was fub- Hilt 
Hiected to Chrift Fefus, in few Months: 
‘And the King with fome few of his chief 
Courtiers, were the only remaining Ido- 
Jaters in the Land; by a terrible Judg- 
ment of Almighty God, who fometimes 
abandons Princes, to their unruly Paffi- 
‘ons; and departs from the Great, while 
he communicates himfelf, to thofe of the

King, then threefcore years of age, was 
converted, with ai! hisFamily and Court. 
That another King of the fame Iflaad, 
call’d, the King of Sion, follow’d his Ex- 
ample; and that thefe two Princes, who 
were folemnly baptis’'d by the:hand of 
Payva, not being able to retain him with 
them, defird him to fend them fome 
Priefts, who might adminifter the Sacra- 
ments, and baptife their Subjects. 

Thefe pious inclinations, appear’d to 
Father Xavier, as an excellent ground- 
work for the planting of the Gofpel. He 
wept for joy at the happy news; and a- 
dor’d the profound judgments of the Di- 
vine Providence, which after having re- 
fus'd the Grace of Baptifmto the King of 
Travaucor, when.all his Subjects had re- 
ceiv'd it, began the Converfion of Siow 
and of Supa, by that of their Sovereigns. 
He even *béliev'd, that his Evangelical 
Miniftry, exacted from him, to put the 
laft hand to the Converfion of thole King- 
doms.

far. form it as he ought, it came into his 
mind toimplore the enlightnings of Gods 
Spirit at the Sepulchre of St. Thomas, 
the ancient Founder, and firft Father of 
Chriftianity in the Zndzes, whom he had 
taken for his Patron and his guide, in the 
What happend courte of all his Travels. He therefore - 
2 ae en ie refolv'dsto go in Pilgrimage to Meliapor, 
oor. which is diftant but fifty Leagues from ’ 
ee Negatapan, where the Wind had driven 
him back. And imbarking in the Ship 
af Michael Pereyra, on Palm-Sunday, 
which fell that year 1545, on the 29th 
of March, they thap‘d their Courfe along 
the Coatts of Coromande/, having at firft 
a favourable Wind, but they had not 
made above twelve or thirteen Leagues, 
when the Weather chang’d on a fudden, 
and the Sea became fo rough, that they 
were forcd to make to Land, and caft 
Anchor under covert of a Mountain, to 
put their Ship into fome reafonable fecu- 
rity.

His Houfe was a Se- 
raglio, in little: and the greateft part of 
his bufinefs was making a Collection of 
beautiful Slaves. Xavier went one day 
to 
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to vifit him about Dinner time: Are you Ha 
willing, {aid the Father, that we fhou'd 
begin an acquaintance by dining together > 
The Portuguefe was fomewhat difcom- 
posd, both at the Vifit andthe Compli- 
ment: yet he fore’d himfelf into good 
humour, and made fhew of being very 
glad of the honour which the Father had 
donehim. While they were at Table, Xa- 
vier {poke not one word to him, concern- 
ing hisdebauchery, and only entertain’d 
him with ordinary talk: though they 
had been ferv’'d by young Daméels, 
whofe Habit was not over modeft; and 
whofe Air was very impudent. He con- 
tinu'd in the fame way he had began, 
after they were rifen from Dinner, and 
in-conclufion, took his leave, without ma- 
king him the leaft' reproach. 

The Gentleman, furpris’d’ at the con- 
duct-of Father Francis, believ’d his Gilence 
to be a bad: omen to him; and that he 
had'nothing elfe to expect, but an unhap- 
py Death, and a more unhappy Eternity. ae At i 
In this thought he went with all dilj- a 
gence to find the Father, and falling With 
down before him, Your filence ({aid he) 1 
has fpoken powrfully to my Efeart : Ihave ei 
not enjoy’d one moment of repofe, fince ‘yout Hi ee 
parted from me: Ab, Father, if my ever- i 
lafting Damnation be Asis already fixd, I 
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The LIFE of Book Ii. 
put my felf into your hands, do with me 
what you fhall judge ueceffary for rhe Sal- 
vation of my Soul, bebold me ready to pay 
you a blind obedience. | 

Xavier embrac’d him,. and after he 
had given him to underftand, that the 
mercies of the Lord are infinite, . that it 
is our duty never to defpair, that he 
who fometimes refufes to Sinners. the 
hour of repentance, always grants par- 
don to the Penitent; he causd him.to 
put away. thofe.occafions. of his fin, and 
difpos'd him toa general Confeffion, the 
fruit of which, wasa chaft and Chriftian | 
Life. Be 

In fhort, the Father did what he cou’d 
defireto be done at Meliapore; and Wit- 
neflesof known Integrity have deposd on 
Oath, that he left the Town fo different 
from what it was, at his coming thither, 
that it was hardly to be known, forthe 
fame place : which alfo gave him fo en- 
tire a fatisfaction, that giving it a thou- 
{and Benedictions, he faid that there was 
not in all the Jzdies, a more Chriftian 
Town. And at the fame time he Pro- 
phecy’d, that one day it.fhoud be- 
come flourifhing and wealthy; which 
Prediction was accomplifh’d fome few 
years afterward. )

cis, it feem’d that God took pleafure in 4% Fame. 


making the name of his Servant yet 
more illuftrious, by certain wonderful e- 
vents. A Merchant of AMelzapore, being 
jatt ready to imbark for Malacca, went 
to take his leave of him. In receiving 
his bleffing, he beg’d of him fome lit- 
tle token of his friendfhip. The Father 
who was very poor, cou’d find nothing 
to give him, but the Chaplet which was 
hanging at his neck: This Chaplet, * faid 
he to the Merchant, fhall not be unpro- 
fitable to you, provided you repofe your 
truft in the Virgin Mary. The Mer- 
chant went away, in full affurance of 
the Divine Protection, and without fear 
of Pyrates, Winds, or Rocks: but God 
woud make a tryal of his Faith. He 
had already almoft crofs’'d, without the 
leaft hazard, the great Gulph, which is 
betwixt Meliapore and Malacca, when 
fuddenly there blew a furious Storm, the 
Sails were torn, the Rudder broken, and 
the Matt came by the Bodrd; and the 
Veflel, afterwards being driven againft 
the Rocks, was {plit: The greateft part 
of the Seamen and Paflengers were 
drown'd; fome of them held upon the 
Rocks, where they were caft away ; and 
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the, Merchant himfelf was of that num- 
ber. But, being upon the wide Sea,and 
not. having wherewithal to fupply Na- 
ture, to avoid dying by. hunger, they 
took a refolution, which. only. defpair 


~ cou'd have infpir'd: having gather'd up 


fome floating Planks of their wreckd 
Veflel, and joyning them together the 
beft they cou’d, they. put themfelves up- 
on them, and abandon’d, their fafety to 
the mercy of the Waves, without. other 
hope, than of lighting on fome cuts 
rent, which might poflibly carry, them 
on fhore. 

The Merchant. full of confidence: in 
the Blefled Virgin, had. {till preferv'd the 
Chaplet of Xaver,and fear'd, not drown: 
ing, while he held it in-hishand. The 
float of Planks was. hardly. adrift upon 
the waves, when he found he was tran- 
fported out of himfelf, and believ:d he 
was at Meliapore with Father. Francés. 
Returning from his extafie, he was 
{trangely furpriz’d, to. find himfelf on an 
unknown. Coaft, and not.to. fee.about 
him the Companions of his, Fortunes, 
nor the Planks to which he had intrufted 
his Life. He underftood from fome Peo- 
ple, who cafually came that way, that 
it was the Coaft of Negapatan, and, inja 
tranfport mix’d with joy and amaze- 

ment, 
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ment, hetold them, in how miraculous 
a manner, God had deliver’d him from 
death. 

Another Portuguefe, by profeffion a 
Souldier, call'd ferome Fernandez de Men- 
doza,. receiv’d a confiderable affiftance 
from Xavier, in a different manner, but 
full as marvelous. Feruandez, havin 
put off, from the Coaft of Cormandel, 
ina Ship belonging to him, wherein was 
all his wealth, to go to another Coaft 
more weftward, was taken near the Cape 
of Comorin, by the Malabar Pyrates, e- 
qually covetous and cruel. To fave his 
life, in lofing his goods, he threw him- 
felf into the Sea, and was happy enough, 
in fpight of his ill fortune, to fwim to 
laid; on the Coaft of Meliapore. Meet- 
ing there Father Francis, he related his 
misfortune to him, and beg’d an Alms. 
The Father was almoft forry, at that 
time for his being fo poor himéelf, that 
he had not wherewithal to relieve the 
miferable man, yet he put his hand into 
his Pocket, as if he were fearching there 
for fomething, but finding nothing, he 
lifted up his eyesto Heaven, and after- 
wards turning to Fernandez, with looks 
fuli of compafiion; have courage, Bro- 
ther, faid he to him, Heaven will pro- 
vide for you. After which, walking for- 
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ward .four.or’ five paces, he once more | 
put his hands into his Pockets, and.pull’d 
out fifty pieces of Gold, recezve added 
he, what Heaven fends you: Make ufe of — 
it; but {peak not-of it: The furprize and | 
joy of Fernandez were fo great, that it « 
was impoffible for him to. keep-filence. 
He publith’d in all places, the bounty of 
his Beneiactour;. and the pieces of Gold 
were: found to be. fo. pure. and: fine, 
that it was not doubted byt they: were 
muraculous. 

He serfwades. But perhaps nothing is more admira- 
arich Mer ble, than what pafsd betwixt the Fa; 
os [perfoet- ther, and. Fhn Duro, or Deyro, as fome 
ow. |’ havecall’d him,. He was a man, of a- 

bout five and thirty years of age,° who 
had formerly born arms; afterwards be- . 
came a Merchant, and owner of a Ship; 
very wealthy, and fortunate in all his 
Sa traffick: all which notwithftanding, he 
Sa was ill fatisfrd with the world, uneafie 
Be to himfelf, unquiet in the midft of all 
Baa his wealth, and perfwaded that God a- 
ae lone. cou’d content his Soul. He went 
ft | 1h one day to fee the Holy man, and told 
ae him, that for many years he had a de- 
et! fire of changing his condition; and of 
| ferving God'as perfectly as he was able, 
a but, that two reafons had always hin- 
et ie der'd him; the one was, that he never 
mw | yet 
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yet, coud meet with any perfon, who 
was capable of fhewing him the way of 
perfection ; the other was, that he was 
affraid of falling into Poverty. He ad- 
ded, that he was now out of pain con- 
cerning thofe two points. That for the 
firft, he hop’d he shoud walk furely in 
the way of Heaven, having fo able a 
guide as he ; and for the fecond, he had 
got fufficiently, for his maintenance in 
an honeft and comfortable way, du- 
ring the remainder of his life. Hebeg’d 
leave of Father Yavier, that he might 
follow him, and promisd on all occafi- 
ons to defray his charges. 

The Father made Deyro underftand, 
how far he was yet from the Kingdom 
of Heaven; that to arrive at perfection, 
he muft perform what our Saviour coun- 
feld the-young man, who feem’d wil- 
ling to follow him, that is to fay, he 
muft practife thefe words in the litteral 
fence, fell all thou haft, and give it to the 
Poor. Deyro, thus undeceiv’d, immedi- 
ately defir’d the Father to take all this 
goods, and diftribute them amongft the 
Poor ; but the Father, woud neither do 
what Deyro had proposd to him, nor 
-permit-that he fhou’d himfelf difpofe of 
any thing, before he had made Confef- 
fionto him. Forefeeing, without doubt, 
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The new Con- 
‘Bed hid jrom attended with any anfwerable fruit, and 
fupected that Spirit of Retirement, of Mortifica- 


tothe Saint. tion, and of Powerty, was foon extin- 
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that being fo Rich, he fhoud be oblig’d 
to, make reftitution of fome part of that 
which he had gain. 

The Confeffion of the Merchant, was 
three days in making: after which, ha- 
ving, fold his Ship, and his Merchandife, 
he reftor'd what he had got unjuftly, and 
gave great Alms. And in confequence 
of this, under the direction of the Saint, 
he gave himfelf to the exercifes of Piety 
and Penitence, thereby 'to lay a. folid 
foundation of that perfetion, to which | 
he afpird. 

But thefe fair beginnings, were not 


suifh’d in. a. man accuftom‘d to the tur- 
moyls of the world, who had always 
liv’d in plenty, and who paffionately 
lov’d his profit. He return’d to the 
thoughts of his former condition, and 
having recover d fome Jewels, and bought 
a {mall Veffel in fecret, he fet himfelf to 
follow his former way of living. 

When he was juft on the point of fet- 
ting Sail, a Catechift, call’d Axtonio, 
came and told him, that Father Xavier 
defir'd to fpeak with him. Deyro, who 
thought of nothing more, than of ma- 
king his efcape, and who had not in- 
) | trufted 
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) trofted his defign to the knowledge of 
any perfon, made as if he took him for 
another. But Antonio perfifting in it, 
that it was himfelf, whom the Father 
‘meant, he durft not diffemble any lon- 
ger, and went to findhim, refolv’d how 
ever of denying all, as thinking the Fa- 
ther at moft cou’d have buta bare {ae 
{pition of his change, and intended flight. 
He therefore affum’d an air of Confi- 
dence, and prefented himfelf boldiy be- 
fore the Saint, but God had given him 
knowledge of Deyro’s intentions. Tox 
have find, {aid Xavier, as foon as he 
beheld him, you have fir'd. Thefe few 
‘words fo deeply ftruck him, that he 
threw himfelf at the feet of the Father, 
all trembling, and crying out, ’Zés true, 
my Father, I have finds Penitence then, 
my Son, reply’d the Father, Penitence ! 
Deyro confefs'd himfelf immediately, 
went to fell off his Ship, and diftribu- 
ted all the money to the Poor; He re- 
turn’d afterwards, and put himfelf once 
‘More under the conduét of the Father, 
with a firm refolution of following his 
counfels more fincerely, and of ferving 
God more faithfully. } 
How unfeign’d foever the repentance 
Of Deyro feem’d, Xavier had no confi- 
dence in it; and thefe new fervours were 
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fufpected by him. He would not re- 
ceive him into the Company of Fefusy 


which requires folid Spirits, and fuch as | 


are firm-to their Vocation. ) 
Vet he refus'd not to admit him for 


his Companion, in quality of a Cate- 
chift, and carried him with him to Ma= | 


lacca: for having continu’d four Months 


at Meliapore, he parted thence in Sep- 


tember 1545, notwithftanding the tears 
of the people, who were defirous of re- 
taining him; and held the courfe of Ma- 
Jacca, defigning from thence to pafs to 
Macaffar. 

Before he went on Board he wrote to 
Father Paul de Cameriue at Goa, that 


when the Fathers of the Society, who 
were daily expected from Portugal,fhowd | 
arrive,two of thofenew Miffionersthowd — 


accompany the Princes of Fafanatapaz, 
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whenfoever the Portuguefe fhou’d think | 


fit to re-eftablith the lawful King. For 
there was a report, that the expedition 
fhou’d be renew’d, which a bafe intereft 
had fet afide. 


But this Proje& was not | 
put in execution; and both the Princes | 


died one after-the other, inlefs than two | 


years after their Converfion, which was’ 


only profitable to their Souls.

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+ While the Ship that carried Xavier His Charity to 
was crofling the Gulph of Ceylaz, an oc- oe had hae 
cafion of Charity was offer’d to the his Money at 
Saint, which he wou'd not -fuffer to e- P/a. 
{fcape. The Mariners and Souldiers pafs'd 
their time, according to their cuftome, 
in playing at Cards. Iwo Souldiers 
fet themfelves toit, more out of ava- 
rice than pleafure, and one of them 
plaid with fuch ill fortune, that he loft 
not only all his own money, but the 
{tock which others had put into his 
hands to traflick forthem. Having no- 
thing more to lofe, he withdrew, cur- 
|} fing his luck, and blafpheming God, 
| His defpair prevail’d fo far over him, © 
that he had thrown himéelf into the Sea; 
or run upon the point of his Sword, if 
whe had not been prevented. Xavier 
had notice of thefe his mad intentions, 
and execrable behaviour, and immedi- 
_ately came to his relief, He embracd 
him tenderly, and faid all he cou’d to 
comfort him: But the Souldier who was 
{till in the tranfports of his fury, thruft 
him away, and forbore not. even ill 
Language tohim. Xavier ftood recol- 
lected for fome time, imploring God’s 
affiftance and counfel; then went and 
borrow’d fifty Royals of a Paflenger, 
brought them.to the Souldier, and oe 
| vis 
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He arrives at 
Malacca, a di- 
greffion concern- 
it. 


At this the Souldier took heart, 


Saint, who look’d on, took out of the 
overplus of the winnings, what he had 
borrow'd for him; and feeing the Game- 


ftér, now returnd to a calm temper, — 
wrought tpon him fo fuccefsfully, that | 
he, who before refus'd to hear him, was 
how overpowr'd by his difcourfe, never — 


after handled Cards, and became exem- 
plary in his Life. 


~ ‘They arriv’d at Malacca, the 25th. of | 
September. As this is one of thofe pla-_ 


cés in the Jvdies, where the Saint, whofe 
Life I write, had moft bufinefs, and whi- 
ther he made many Voyages, it vvill 


not be unprofitable to fay fomewhat of 
it. “Tis fcituate beyond the Gulph of | 
Bengale, towards the head of that great | 
Peninfula, vvhich from the mouth of | 


the Ara, is extended to the South, al- 


moft to the Equinodtial Line; and is of | 


two Degrees and a half of Elevation, o- 
ver againft the Ifland of Sumatra, which 
the Ancients, who had not frequented 
this Channel, believ’d to be joynd to 
the Continent. 

Malacca was under the Dominion of

the ‘{econd: Affault, by eight hundred’ 


brave Portuguefes, fecondedby fome few’ 
Malabars. \t- was given’ up to pillage, 


for three days;and the Moor King, after’ 
all hisendéavours, ‘was forc'd tofly with 
only fifty Horfemen to attend him. The 
Portuguefes built a Cittadel, which the 


fucceeding Governours took care to for- 


tifie: yet not fo ftrongly, as to be proof 
againft the attempts of the Barbarians ; 


who many ‘times attacqd it, and half 


ruin d it. 


As foon as Yavier came on fhore, he 


went to vifit theGovernour of the Town, 
to inform ‘him of his intended Voyage 
to Macaffar.’ ‘The Governour told him, 


that he had ‘ately fent: ‘thither a Prieft, 
of holy life, with fome Portuguese Soul- 


diers: and that he expected to hear of 
them very fuddenly. Thatin the mean 
time he was of opinion, that the Father 
and his Companion, fhou’d ftay at Malacca, 
till the prefent condition: of the Chrifti- 
ans in Macaffar were fully known: Xa- 
vier gave credit to the Governodt, ‘and

Wives, according to his former method. 
As for the Children, who had no know- 
ledge of God, and who learnt Songs of 
Ribaldry, and Obfcenenefs, as foon as 
they began to fpeak, he form’d them fo 
well in a little time, that they publick- 
ly recited the Chriftian Dodtrine, and fet 
up little Altars in the Streets, about 
which they fung together the Hymns of 
the Catholick Church. But that in which 
he was moft fuccefsful, was to reftore the 
practice of Confeffion, which was almoft 
entirely loft. But now, Men and Wo- 
men crowded the Tribunal of holy Pevi- 
tence ; and the Father was not able to fup- 
ply the neceffities of fo many. 

He labour'd in the knowledge of the 
Malaya Tongue, which is {poken in all 
the Ifles beyond Malacca, and is as it 
were the Univerfal Language. His firft 
care wasto have a little Catechifm tran- 
flated into it, being the fame he had com- 
posd on the Coaft of Fi/hery: together 
with a more ample inftruction, which 
treated of the principal duties of Chrifti- 
anity. He learnt all chis without Book, 
and to make himfelf the better under- 
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The LIFE of Book Ill. 
ftood, he took a particular care of the 
Pronunciation. | 
With thefe helps, and the affittance of 
Interpreters, who were never wanting to 
him at his need, he converted many Jdo- 
laters, as alfo Mabometans and Fews ; a- 
moneft the reft, a famous Rabbi, who 
made a publick Abjuration of  Fudaifm. 
This Rabbi, who before had taken for fo 
many Fables, or juggling tricks, all thofe 
wonders which are reported to have been 
done by ‘Xavier, Now acknowledgd 
them for Traths, by the Evidence of his 
own Eyes. For the Saint never wrought 
fo many Miracles as at Malacca. ‘Lhe 
Juridical Depofitions of Witneffes then li- 
ving, have aflur'd us, that all fick per- 
fons, whom he did but touch, were im- 
mediately curd; and that his Hands had 


an healing vertue, againft all Diftempers. .

iis Mother, a Chriftian by pro» 
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rations, on a Lace brayded of many 
thrids, and tyd it about the Arm of the 
Patient. But inftead of the expected 


cure, Fernandez \oft his Speech, and was 


taken with fuch violent Convulfions, that 


the Phyfitians were call’d again; who 


all defpair'd of his recovery. It was ex- 
pected every moment he fhou’d breath 
his laft, when a Chriftian Lady, who 
happend to come in, faid to the Mother 
of thedying Youth, Why do you not fend 
for the holy Father? he will infallibly cure 
bim. She gave credit to her words, and 
fent for Xavier. He was immediately 
there: Fernandez, who had loft his Senfe, 
and lay gafping in death, began to cry 
out, and make violent motions, fo foon 
as the Father had fet his Foot within the 
Doors: but when he came into the 
Room and ftood before the Youth, he 
fell into howlings, and dreadful wreath- 
ings of his Body, which redoubled at the 
fight of the Crofs, that was prefented to 
him. Xavier doubted not but there 


_ was fomething of extraordinary in his 


Difeafe, nor even that God, for the pu- 
nifhment of the Mother, who had made 
ufe of Diabolical Remedies, had deliver’d 
her Son to the evil Spirits.

Paflengers affrighted, ran about him, en- 
quiring what Maflacre he meant; be- 
caufe for their part, they coud fee no- 
thing. But the Saint was ravifh’d in 
Spirit, and in this extafie, God had im- 
power'd him to fee this fad {pectacle. 

He was no fooner come to himfelf, » 
than they continud_prefling him, to 
know the occafion of his fighs and cryes. 
But he, blushing for the words which 
had efcap’d him in his tranfport, woud 
fay no more, but retird to his Devo- 
tions. It was not long before they be- 
held with their own eyes, what he re- 
fas'd to tellthem; having caf Anchor 
before an Ile, they found on the fhore 
the Bodies of eight Portuguefes, all bloody, 
and then comprehended, that thofe un- 
happy creatures, had movd the com- 
paffion of the holy man. They buryd 
them in the fame place, and erected a 
Crofs over the grave; after which they 
purfu'd their Voyage, and in little time 
arrivd at the Ifle del Moro. 

When they were come on fhore, a-

lage, the greateft part of the Inhabitants

j were Baptis'd; but there remaind in 


them only a confusd notion of their 
Baptifm: and their Religion was no- 
thing more, than a minglecof Mahometa- 


xifm and Idolatry. The 
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The Barbarians fled, at the fight of 
the ftrangers, imagining they were come 
to revenge the death of the Portuguefe, 
whom they had kill’d the precedent 
years. Xavier follow’d them, into the 
thickeft of their Woods; and his counte- 
nance full of mildnefs, gave them to be- 
lieve, that he was not an Enemy who 
came in fearch ofthem. He declar‘d to 
them the motive of his Voyage; {peak- 
ing to themin the Malaya Tongue. For 
though in the Ifle del Moro, there were 
great diverfity of Languages, infomuch 
that thofe of three Leagues diftance, did 
not underftand each other in their I- 
fland Tongues, yet the Malaya was com 
mon to them all.

barbarity of thefe Iflanders, neither of 
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thofe qualities were of proof againft the Moro. 


winning and foft behaviour of the Saint. 
He brought them back to their Village, 
ufing all expreffions of kindnefs to them 
by the way ; and began his work, by 
finging aloud, the Chriftian Doctrine, 
through the ftreets. After which he 
expounded it to them, and that ina 
manner fo fuitable to their barbarous 
conceptions, that it pafsd with eafe into 
their under{tanding. 
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By this means he reftor’d thofe Chri- 
{tians to the Faith; who had before for- 
faken it : and brought in to it thofe Ido- 
laters, who had refus’d: to embrace it, 
when it was Preach’d to them by Simoz 
Vaz, and Francis Alvarez. There was 
neither Town nor Village, which the 
Father did not vifit; and where thofe 
new Converts, did not fet up: Crofles, 
and build Churches. Zolo; the chief 
Town of the Ifland, Inhabited by twenty 
five thoufand Souls, was entirely con- 
verted, together with Momoya.

For fometimes, he led them 
to the brink of thofe Gulphs, which thot 
out of their bowels, vaft mafles of burn- 
ing Stones, into the air, with thenoife 
and fury of a Cannon; and at the view 
of thofe Flames which were mingl'd with 
a dusky fmoak, that obfcur’d the day, 
he explain’d to them the nature of thofe 
pains, which were prepar’d in an Abyfs 
of fire; not only for Zdolaters and Ma- 
hometans, but alfo for the true Believers, 
who liv’d not according to their Faith.

of the Damn'd, to People who had otherwife 
no knowledge of him. 

During their great Earthquakes, when wie exhorts 
no rman cou'd be fecure in any place, tone. 
either in his houfe, or abroad in the o- 
pen air, he exhorted them to penitence ; 
and declar’d to them that thofe extraor- 
dinary accidents ‘were causd, not by 

the Souls of the dead, hidden under 
sround, as they imagind, but by the 
Devils who were defirous to deftroy 
R. 4 them, 
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them, or by the Omnipotent hagsd_ of 
God, who adds activity to natural Cau- 
fes, that he may imprint more deeply 
in their hearts, the fear of his juftice and 
his wrath.

that day, confecrated to the honour of -

In the midft of the Sacrifice, 
the Earth was fo violently fhaken, that 
the People ran in a hurry. out of the 
Church, The Father fear’d Jeft. the 
Altar might be overthrown, yet he 
forfook it not, and went through with 
the Celebration of the Sacred Myfteries, 
thinking, as he faid himfeif, that the 
blefled Arch-Angel, at that very time 
was driving the Devils of the Ifland 
down to Hell; and that thofe Infernal 
Spirits made all that noife and tumult, 
out of the indignation which they had, 
to be banifh’d irom that place, where 
they had held dominion for fo many 
Ages. . ' 

The undaunted refolution of Father 
Kavier amazd the Barbarians, and gave 
them to believe, that a man who re- 
maind immoveable, while the Rocks 
and Mountains trembled, had fomething

Catechifing the Children every day in 
the week, excepting Wednefday and 


Friday, which ‘he fet apart for the in- _ 


{truction of the Portuguefe Wives. For 
feeing thofe Women, who were either 
Mahometans or Idolaters by birth, and 
had only receiv’d Baptifm in order to 
their Marrying with the Portuguefes, 
were not capable of profiting by the 
common Sermons, for want of fufficient 


underftanding in the Myfteries and Max- 
| imes 
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| imes of Chriftianity ; he undertook to 
-expound to them the Articles of Faith, 
the Commandments, and other Points of 
_Chriftian Morality. The time of Lent 
was pafs’d in thefe Exercifes of Piety, 
_and Penitence, which fitted them for the 
Blefled Sacrament at Eaffer. All Peo- 
ple approach’d the Holy Table, and ce- 
lebrated that Feaft° with renew'd Fer- 
-vour, which refembled the Spirit of Pri- 
mitive Chriftianity. 
But the chief Employment of Father #é endeavours 
‘ the Conver fion 
Xavier, was to endeavour the Conver- of the xing of 
fion of the King of Zernate; commonly Ternate. 
call’d- King of the Molucca’s. This Sara- 
cen Prince, whofe name was Caci/ Aerio, 
was Son to King Boleife, and his Con- 
cubine, a Mahometan, and Enemy to the 
Portuguefe, whom Triftan d’Atayda Go- 
vernour of Zerzate, and Predeceffour of 
Antonio Galvan, caus'd to be thrown out 
of a Window, to be reveng’d of her. 
| This unworthy and cruel ufage, might 
| well exafperate Caci/; but fearing their 
power who had affronted him in the 
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| perfon of his Mother, and having the 

violent death of his Brothers before his 
| eyes, he curbd his refentments, and 
| broke not out into the leaft complaint. 
The Portuguefe miftrufted this over-acted 
moderation, and affected filence; and 
according 
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according to the Maxim of thofe Polititi- 


ans, who hold, that they who do tthe: | 
injury fhowd never pardon, they usd | 


him afterwards as a Rebel, and an Ene- 
my, upon very light conjectures. Fore 
dan de Treitas, then Governour of the 
Fortrefs of Zernata, .a man-as rafhand 
imprudent, as Ga/van was moderate and 
wife, feiz’d the perfon of the Prince, 
ftript him of all the Ornaments of Roy- 
altry, and fent him Prifoner to Goa, in 


the year 1546, with the Spavifh Fleet, of | 


which we have formerly made mention. 


The Caufe having been examin‘d, ia 
the Soveraign Tribunal of Gos, there | 
was found nothing to condemn, but the 
injuftice of Zreitas: Cacil was declar'd | 


innocent ; and the new Vice-Roy of the 


Indies, Don Fobn de Caftro, tent him 


back to Zervata, with Orders to the 


Portuguefes, to re-place-him on the | 
Throne, and pay him fo much the more | 
refpect, by how much more they had_ 


injurd him. As for 7Zre#tas, she loft 


his Government, and being recall'd to 
Goa, was Imprifon’d as a Criminal of 


State. 


The King of Zerrata was newly re- | 
{tor’d, when Xavier came into the Ifle | 
for the fecond time. King Yabarigza, 
Son of Boleife, and Brother to Cacz/, 


had 
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| had fuffer’d the fame ill fortune, fome 
years before. Being accusd of Felony, Ca 
and having been acquitted atGos, where Bile 
he was Prifoner, he was alfo fent'back in 
tohis Kingdom, with a {plendid Equi- Weta 
page; and the equity of the Chriftians-fo 
wrought upon him, ‘that he*became ‘a 
Convert before his departure. 

Xavier was in hope, thatthe exam- 
ple of Yabarigia, wowd make an 4m- 
'_preffion on the Soul of Cacz/, after his 

reftoration; at leaft if any care were 
taken of inftru@ting ‘him. And the 
hopes of the Saint, feem’d not at the firft 
to be ill grounded. For the Barbariaz Wii 
| King receiv’d him with all civility, and By die 
_ was very affectionate to him, infomuch i 
that he cou’d not be without his compa- ma 
| ny. He heard him fpeak of God, whole BI 
hours together; and there was great Hi 
appearance, that he woud renouncethe Hi 
Mahometan Religion. et ey 
But the fweet Enchantments of the wit hinderd | 
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number of Concubines, the King of Wi 


Ternata, had an hundred Women in his 
Palace, who retain’d the name and qua- 
lity of Wives. ‘To confine himfelf to 
one, was fomewhat too hard to be di- 
gefted by him. And when the Father 
endeavour’d 
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endeavour'd to perfwade him that the 
Law of God, did abfolutely command 
it. He reaforrd on his fide, according 
to the Principles of his Seét, and refin’d — 
upon it in this manner, Zhe God of the 
Chriftians and of the Saracens is the 
fame God: why then fhou'd the Chriftians 
be confin'd to one only Wife, fince God has 
permitted the Saracens to have fo many. 
Yet fometimes he chang’d his Lan- 
guage; and faid that he woud not lofe 
his Soul, nor the friendfhip. of Father 
Xavier, for fo fmall a matter. But, in 
conclufion, not being able to contain 
himfelf, within the bounds of Chriftian 
purity, norto make the Law of Jefus | 


 Chrift agree with that of Mahomet; he 


continu d fix’d to his pleafures, and ob- 
{tinate in hiserrours. Only he ingag’d, 
his Royal word, that in cafe the Portz- 
guefes, woud inveft one of his Sons in 
the Kingdom of the Ifles del Moro, he 
woud on that condition receive Baptifm. 

Father Xavier obtain’d from the Vice- 
Roy of the /ndies, what ever the King 
of Zernate had defir'd; but the Barba- 
rian, far from keeping his promife, be- 
gan from thence-forward a cruel Perfe- 
cution againft his Chriftian Subjedts, | 
And the firft ftrokes of it, fell on the | 
Queen Neachile, who was difpofletsd jf | 
all | 
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all her Lands, and reduc’d to live in ex- 
tream poverty, during the remainder of 
her days. Her Faith fupported ‘her in 
thefe new misfortunes : And father Ya- 
vier, who had baptis'd her, gave her fo 
wellto underftand, how happy it was to 
lofe all things, and to gain Chri, ‘that. 
fhe continually gave thanks to God, for 
the total overthrow of her Fortuné. ©

A devout 
Chriftian Woman, knowing what they 
were about, ran thither, and having 
fharply reprehended thofe impious Crea- 
tures; As if, faid fhe, having a Crofs fo 
near us. we had no expectations of fuccour 
from it! and that the holy Father had wot 
promis d us, That whatfoever we pray d for 
at the foot of that Crofs, foowd infallibly 


be granted. Upon this. the led, thofe o- 


ther Women towards a River-fide, where 
Xavier had fet up a Crofs with hisown 
Hands, and falling down with them be- 
fore that facred fign of our Salvation, 
fhe pray’d our Saviour, to ‘give them 
Water, to the fhame and confufion of 
the Idol. At the fame moment the 
Clouds began to gather on every fide, 
and the Rain pour’d down in great abun- 
dance.

The conftancyof A Faith thus lively, anfwerd. the 


hopes which the Saint had conceivd, 
of the Faithful of Amboyna. He com- 
pard them fometimes, to the Primi- 
| 3 tive 
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tive Chriftians; and believ’d their con- 
ftancy was of proof againft the ‘cruel- 
ty of Tyrants. Neither was he de- 
ceivd in the judgement he made of 
them: and they fhewd themfelves, 
when the Javefes, provok'd, by their 
renouncing the Law of Mahomet, came 
to invade their Hland. While the Sa- 
racene Army deftroy’d the Country, 
fix hundred Chriftians retir’d into a 
Caftle, where they were prefently be- 
fieg'd. Though they were to fear all 


things, from the fury of the Barba- 


rians , yet what they only apprehend- 
ed, was that thofe Enemies of fe/us 
Chrift, might exercife their malice again 
a Crofg, which was rais'd in the midft 
of all the Caftle ; and which Father Xa- 
vier had fet up with his own hands. 

To preferve it therefore, inviolable 
from their attempts; they wrapt it up 
in Cloath of Gold, and buried it in the 
bottom of the Ditch. 

After they had thus fecur’d their 
treafure, they open’d the gate to the 
Unbelievers, who knowing what had 
been done by them, ran immediate- 
ly in fearch of the Crofs, to revenge 
upon it the contempt which had been 
thown.to Mahomet.

Mahometan Souldiers cut off one Man’s 
Leg, another's Arm, tore out. this 
Man’s eyes, and the others tongue. So, 
the Chriftians dyed by degrees; and. 
by a flow deftraction ; but without 
drawing one figh, or cafting outa 
groan, or fhewing the leaft apprehen- 
fion; fo ftrongly were they fupport- 
ed in their Souls, by the all-power- 
full grace of Fefus Chrift, for whom they 
fuffer’d. , 

Xavier at length parted from Am- 
Loyna ; and probably it was. then; if we 
confider the fequel of his Life, that he 
had the opportunity of making the 
Voyage of Macaffar. 

For though it benot certainly known, 
at what time he vifited that great I- 
fland, nor the-fruit which his Labours 
there producd; ‘tis undoubted that he 
has been there ; and in confirmation of 
it, we have, in the procefs of his Canoni- 
zation, the juridical Teftimony of a 
Portuguefe Lady, of Malacca, call’d Fane 
Melo; who had many times heard from 
the Princefs E/eonor, Dapghter to the 
King

Thefe three Miffioners above men- 
tiond, had been brought to the Jndies 
in the Fleet, by Don Perez de Pavora, 
with feven other Sons of Jgvatius; part of 
whom was already left at Cape Comorine, 
and the Fifhing Goaft, to culvitate thofe 
new Plants of Chriftianity, which were 
fo belov’d by Father Xavier: Now the 
Ships which were bound for the Moluc- 
cas, being not in a readinefs to fail be- 
fore the end of Auguft, Beyra, Riberaand 
Nugnezx had all the intermediate time, 
which was a month, to enjoy the Com- 
pany of the Saint, in which fpace they 
were form'd by him, for the Apoftolick 
Function. « For himfelf, he remain’d four 
‘months at Malacca, in’ expegtation of a 
Ship to ‘carry him‘ to Goa ;.and during 
all that time, was taken up with con- 
tinual fervice of his Neighbour. 

He-had brought with him from Am- 
boyna, his old Companion Fobn Deyro. 
Though Deyro was in his attendance, yet 
he was nota Member of the Society ; 
for 
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forthe caufes already fpecify'd, and -de- 
ferv'd not to be ,of it, for thofe which 
follow. Some rich Merchants having 
‘put into his Hands'a {um of Money, for 
the fubfiftance of the Father, he .con- 
ceald it from him... Xavier, who. liv’d 
only on the Alms which were daily gi- 
ven him, and who hated Money as much 
as his, Companion lov’d it, look’d on 
this Action of Deyro, as an injury done 
to Evangelical Poverty, and. the refent- 
ment which he had.of it, causd him to 
forget his ufual mildnefS to Offen- 
ders. Not content to make hima fharp 
‘reprimand, he confind him to a little 
defart Ifle not far diftant fromthe Port;

the Habit of St. Francis. Which was fo} 
fully accomplifh’d, that when the Infor-| 
mations were taken in the Jvdies, con-| 
cerning the Holinefs and Miracles of Xa 
vier, Deyro then wore the Habit of St.) 
Francis, and liv'd a moft religious life. 
After the three Miffioners were gone’ 
for the Molucca’s, Xavier alone bore the’ 
whole burden of the work. The know-| 
ledge which the Portuguefes and Indians 
had of his Holinefs, made. all Men defi- 
rous of treating with him, raat |

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ithe bufinefs of their Confcience. Not 
ibeing, able to give audience to all, 
imany of them were ill fatisfy’d, and 
imurmur'd againft him: But fince their 
‘difcontent and murmurs proceeded from 
/a good principle, he comforted himéelf, 
‘and rather rejoyc’d than was offend- 
ed, ashe fays himfelf exprefly in his Let- 
‘ters. His ordinary Employment, ‘was

igrew jealous of their Power; and made pie againf 
many attempts to drive that Nation out Malacca. 


J} of the Zudies, which came to brave them 
jat their own Doors. Thereupon,they fet on 
jfoot many great Armies, at divers times, 
| but always unfccefsfully, and learning by 
dear-bought experience, that’ multitude 
can hardly prevail againft true valour. 
Thefe 
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Thefe difgraces provok’d the Sulzan) 
‘Alaradin, King of Ache, inftead of hum- 
bling him. Achin, is the greateft King- 
dom of the Ifland of Sumazra, diftant. a-) 
bove twelve Leagues from the terra jir- 
ma of Malacca. ‘This: Prince was a Ma- 
hometan, an. implacable Enemy of the 
Chriftians by his Religion, and of the’ 
Portuguefe by intereft of State. Yet he’ 
durft not immediately affault the Fortrefs’ 
of Malacca. All his Fury was fpent ini 
cruifing about the Coafts, with a {trong 
Fleet, thereby to break the trade of the 
Portuguefes, and hinder the Succours’ 
which they had from Europe. His de- 
fign was then to attack the Town, when 
it fhou’d be bare of Defendants, and un- 
provided of Stores of Viétuals: But to: 
compafs his Enterprife, he was to affure 
himfelf of a Port, which was above Ma- 
lacca towards the North; which might) 
ferve for a convenient retreat to his Fleet, 
and had alfo occafion for a Fortrefs,-to 
fecure himfelf from the Enemy. He 
therefore made himfelf Mafter: of that 
Port, and order’d the building of a Cita- 
del. ) 

As for his Preparations of War,’ he 
made them fo fecretly, that the Porta-

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fand Souldiers, train’d up in Wars, and 
well experienc'd in Naval-Fights, were 
chofen out, for this glorious Expedition ;

lity ; and accordingly wore Bracelets of 


Gold, as a diftinguifhing mark of their 


high Extra@tion. There was befides a 
great number of fannifaries, newly 
arrivd at the Court of <Achex, who 


ferv'd as Volunters, and were eager of 


fhewing their courage againft the Chri- 
{tians. ‘The Fleet confifted of fixty great 
Ships, all well equipp’d, and man’d, 
without reckoning the Barks, the Fre- 
gats, and the Fire-fhips. It was com- 
manded by the Saracen, Bajaja Soora, a 
great Man of War, and fo famous for 
his Exploits in Arms, that his Prince 
had honour’d him with the Title of King 
of Pedir, in reward of his taking Ma- 
lacca, even before he had befieg’d the 
Town. | 

There was no other intelligence of 
this at Malacca, but what the Army of 
Achew brought it felf. They came before 
the place, and enter’d the Port, on the 


oth of October, in the year 1547, about 


two a Clock in the morning, refolv’d 

to affault it, while they were favour’d 

by the darknefs.

Though the Letter of Sora, was in 
it felf ridiculous, and full of*fuftian Bra- 
vades according to the ftyleof the Bar 
barians, yet it put the Governour and 
Officers of the Fortrefs to'a fhrewd: de- 
murr: for how fhou’d they accept the 
Challenge, without Ships to fight him, 
and how cou’d they refufe it with their 
honour 2 A Council of War was fum- 
mon’d to deliberate on this weighty and 
nice affair; when Father Xawer came 
among{t them. He had been faying 
Mafs, at the Church of our Lady Del 
Mente; fo call'd, from its being built on 
a Mountain near the City ; and dedica- 
ted to the Bleffed Virgin. Dou Francifco, 
who had fent for him, to confult him

The Mafters of the 
Ship, feeing the man of God, receiv-d 

him. with. refpe@. He made them un- 

derftand the prefent juncture of affairs, 

and .earneftly befought them, by the in-

were retird, The Admiral I fay was 
difposd to have gone back, when the 
Moon fuddenly went into an Eclipfe, | 
It was one of the greateft which had | 
ever been obferv’d, and feem’d to them | 
to Prognofticate the total defeat of the | 
Mahometans. But the fame night there | 
arofe fo violent a wind, that they were | 
fore'd to flay upon their Anchors, for | 
the fpace of three and twenty days fuc- 
ceflively. |

ining to grow fhort, and the Wind not 
uffering them, to turn to the Coaft of 
‘Malacca, they refolv'don taking in frefh

| defign, by concealing it, he wrote from 
thence to the Governour Melo, That he 
had armd a Fleet againft the King of Pa- 
tan, his Enemy,but that having been inform'd 
| of the defeat of the Portuguefe, he was

| of Portugal, to fuccour Malacca, againft 
| the King of Achen, who wou'd not fail to 
| mafter the Town, if the courfe of his Vi-

querour ; after which he had no farther

Fortrefs.. This news fill'd the Portuguese 
with joy: And Deza infinitely pleasd, 
to have found the Enemy, of whom he 
had given over the fearch, putting on his 
richeft Apparel, fir'd all his Cannon, to 
teftify his joy, without confidering that 
he fpent his Powder to no purpofe, and 
that he warn’d the Barbarians to be up- 
on their Guard. What he did with 
more prudence, wageto fend three Gal- 
lies upthe River, to difcover the Enemy, 
and obferve their Countenarice, while he 


put all things in order for the Fight. 


The three foy/s, in their paflage, met 
with four Brigantines, which the Enemies 
had detach'd, to know the meaning of 
the Guns which they had heard. Before 


| they had taken a diftincét view on either 





fide, the three Foy/ts had grappel’d each 
a Brigantine, and feizd her; the fourth 
efcap'd. The Souldiers put all the Ene- 
mies to the Sword, excepting fix, whom 
they brought off, together with the Brz- 
gantines. Thefe Prifoners were all put 
to the Queftion; but whatfoever Tor- 
ments they endurd, they coud not at

the remaining couple, either more mor- 
tify’d with their Torments, or lefs refo- 
lute, being fepardted from each other, 
began at laft to open. And told the fame 
things apart; both where the Achenois 
were lying; and that their number, was 
above ten thoufand, reckoning into it, 
the Mariners, which were of more con- 
fideration than the Souldiers; that the 
King of the Country, where now they 
lay, had been conftrain’d to avoid a 
fhameful death, by flight; that having 
maflacred two thoufand of the Natives, 
and made as many Captives, they were 
building a Citadel, on the paflage which 
the Ships ordinarily make, from Bexgale 
to Malacca, and that their defign was 
not only to block up that Rode, but to 
murther all the Chriftians, who fhou’d 
fall into their hands. 

This report inflam‘d anew, the Zeal 
and Courage of the Souldiers. The Ad- 
miral was not wanting to encourage them 
to fight. Entring into a Skiff, with his 
drawn Sword, he went from Veflel to 
Veffel, exhorting his Men, to have Chri 
crucify’d before their Eyes; while they 
were in fight, as Father Francis had en- 
joynd them, and ever to keep in mind 
the Oath which they had taken; but a- 
bove all things, to have an aflurd hope

of Victory, from the interceffion of the 
holy Father, who had promis’d it. 

All unanimoufly anfwer'd, Zhat they 
woud fight it out to death ; and fhou'dbe bap- 
py to dye in defence of their Religion. Dexa, 
animated, by this their anfwer, pofted 
himfelf advantageoufly on the River, fo 
as to be able from thence to fall upon the 
Enemy, without indangering his little 
Fleet, to be incompafs'd by their numbers. 

The Achenois no fooner were inform’d 
by their Brigantine, of the Portuguefe 
Navy, than they put themfelves into a 
condition of attacking it. They were 
not only infolent by reafon of their 
ftrength, but provok'd alfo by the late af- 
front, they had receiv'd in their Brigan- 
tines; fo that full of fury, without the 
leaft ballancing of the matter,they fet Sail 
with all their Navy, excepting only two 
Veflels, and two hundred Land-Souldiers, 
which were left in Guard of two thou- 
fand Slaves, and all their Booty. Ha- 
ving the Wind for them, and coming 
down the River, they were carry’d with 
fuch fwiftnefs, that. Deza was hardly got 
aboard the Admiral, when he heard 
their Drums, and their yelling fhouts, 
which re-ecchod from the Shores, and 
neighbouring Mountains. They were 
divided into ten Squadrons, and each of

them composd of fix Veflels, excepting 
only the firft, which ‘confifted but of 
four, but thofe the ftrongeft of the Fleet. 
The Admiral, on which the King of Pedér 
was on board; was in the firft Squadron, 
and with him were three Zurki/h Galzons. _ 

That fury which tranfported the Bar- 
arians, causd them at the firft fight of 





it their whole Artillery. But they aim’d 
foill, that they didthem little or no mif- 
chief; Immediately after, the two Ad- 
mirals met, and ftemm’d ‘each other. 
They ingag‘d on either fide with fo much 
refolution, that the advantage was not 
feen, tilla fhot was made from the Vef- 
fel of Fohn Soarez, and out of the Cannon, 
call’d the Camel. It took place fo juftly, 
that Sofra’s Velie] funk to rights. The 
three Galions which were in Front with 
him, on the fame time, immediately 
chang’d their order, and left off fighting, 
to fave their General, and the principal 
Lords of his Retinue. But thefe Galzons 
which were acrofs the Stream, and took 
up half the breadth of it, foppd their 


own Veflels, which follow’d File by File.

fnfomuch, that thofe of the fecond rank 
{triking againf{ the firft, and thofe of 
the third againft the fecond, they fell 
foul on each. other, with a terrible con- 
ali a a The 
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The Portuguefe, feeing the Army of the 
Enemy, ona heap together, without be- 
ing able to difingage their Ships, incom- 
pa{s’d them, and batter’d them with their 


Cannon. ‘They ‘difcharg’d every tyre, 


three rounds fucceflively, and fo to pur- 
pofe, that they funk nine great Ships, 
and difabled almoft all the reft. Then 


| four of the Portuguefe Foy/ts, fet upon {ix 


Mahometans, which the Cannon had usd 
more favourably than the reft; the Soul- 


| diers boarded them with their Swords in 


their Hands, and calling on the name of 
Fefus; in \efs than half an hour they de- 
ftroy'd above two thoufand Men. The 
fright and the diforder of the Enemies 
was redoubled, at the fight of this 
flaughter, and at the thundring of the 
Guns, which did fuch’ dreadful Executi- 
on: Infomuch that the Achenois leapt in- 
to the River of their own accord, chufing 
rather to die inthat manner, than by the 

hands of the Chriftians. | 
Their General being taken up, when 
he was juft drowning, and drawing new 
Courage from defpair, endeavourd to 
have heartn’d up, the remainder of thofe, 
who were about him. But having him- 
felf receiv’ a Musket-fhot, he loft all 
manner of refolution, and made away 
with only two Veflels. The five hun-

dred Gentlemen Orobalans, were either | 
flain or drown’d, with all the favifaries. 
None efcap’d, but thofe who follow’d 
Soora in his flight. On the fide of the 
Chriftians, there were fix and twenty 
flain, of whom, four only were Por- 
tuguefe by Nation. The Spoil was 
great; for befides the two Guard-fhips 
which came into the power of the Con- 
querours, and wherein was all the Pillage, 
which the Enemy had gain’d; they took 
at leaft forty five Veflels, which might 
again be made ferviceable. There was 
found amongit the Spoils, a prodigious 
quantity of Saracen and Tarkifh Arms; 
three hundred pieces of Cannon of all 
forts: And what was yet more pleafing, 
fixty two pieces of Ordnance, whereon 
were graven the Arms of Portugal, and 
which had been loft in divers Wars, re- 
turnd at length to the pofleffion of their 
Jawful Lord and owner. 3 
The King of Parlez, no fooner had no- 
tice of the Enemies defeat, than ifluing 
out of the Woods where he lay conceal’d, 
he came with five hundred Men, and fell 
upon the Workmen, who by Soéra’s Or- 
ders were building a Fortrefs, and-on the 
Souldiers appointed for their Guard. 
Having cut them in pieces, he went to 
vifit Captain Deza, and congratulated the 
ar ie | Valour 
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Valour of the Portuguefe, and their fuc-

cefs: He own’d the prefervation of 
his Kingdom to their Arms; and offer’d 
by way of acknowledgment,a yearly Tri- 


bute to the King of Portugal. 


Deza immediately order’d a Frigat, to

Having continu‘d in that 
pofture for fome time, he fprung up, on 
the fudden, ‘and faid aloud, with all the 
motions of Joy, which he cou’d not ma- 
fler.. Afy Brethren, Jelus Chrift, has 
vanquifo'd for you.

But that 
neither the folitude, nor the converfa- 
tion of thofe Hvearhey Priefts, had been 
able to reftore him the tranquillity of 
his Soul, and that thereupon, he had re- 
turn’d into the World, more difquieted 
than ever, with his remorfe of Con- 
{cience. 
_ Some other Portuguefe Merchants, who 
at that time came to Cangoxima, and 
who had feen Father Frauczs at Malacca, 
the firft Voyage he had made thither, 
made an intimate acquaintance, and 
friendfhip with Auger. And this Fapon- 
nefe, difcovering tothemthe perplexity 
of his Soul, which augmented daily,

ners, and comforter of troubled minds: 

Anger found himfelf pofleft with a 
{trong defire of going to fee the holy) 
man, but the length of the Voyage, 
which was eight hundred leagues, the 
dangers of a tempeéftuous Sea, and ‘the 
confiderations of his family, fomewhat 
cool'd him. A troublefome affair, which 
he had upon his handsat the fame time, 
at length refolvd him. For having kill'd: 
aman ina quarrel, and being ‘purfu’d’ 
by Juftice, hecou'd not find a more fe- 
cure retreat, thanthe Ships of Portagal, 
nor a furer way of preferving his life, | 
than-to accept the offer they had made 
him. sth 

Alvarez Vaz, who had moft impor-| 
tund him to take this Voyage, and who 
had many times’ offer'd to bring him to 
Father: Xavier, had not yet finifhd alt} 
his bufinefs, when this fapounefée came to | 
take fantuary in his Ship. He therefore | 
gave him Letters of recommendation to | 
another Portuguefe, calld Ferdinand Al- | 
varez, who was at another Port of ‘Fa- | 
pan, and who: was fuddenly: to fet ‘fail | 
for Malacca. : 

Anger departed by night; attended by 
two Servants ; being arrivd at the Port, 
and enquiring for Ferdinand Alvarez, hé 
lighted -accidentally on George “Alvarez, 
who. 
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who was juft ready to weigh Anchor. 
This George was a wealthy Merchant, a 
man of probity, and. who. had. an ex- 
tream affection for the Father. He re- 
ceivd the Letters of A/varez,. as.if they 
had been addrefs'd to himfelf,. took. the 
ithree Faponians into his Ship, entertaind 
them with all kindnefs, and brought 
ithem to Malacca, taking great fatisfacti- 
fon in the good Office he fhou'd do. in 
| prefenting them, to, the man of God, who 
jmight perhaps make them the firft Chri- 
jf{tians of their Country. _But.the misfor- 
|tune was, that they mifs'‘d of the Father, 
jwho was juft gone for the Molucca’s : 
Anger, more difquieted ina foreign land, 
‘than he had been at home, and defpair- 
| ing, of ever feeing him,. whom he had 
| fo often heard of from his friends, had 
}it in his. thoughtsgto have return’d to 
| Fapan, without confidering the danger 
| to which he expos’d himfelf, and almoft 
forgetting the murther which had caus‘d 
| his fight ; according to the cuftom of

ready fome Faponian Mlands were in fight 
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. ? 
when there arofe a furious Tempeft, 


which indanger’d the finking of the Ship, 
and which in four days brought him 
back into the fame Port of China, from 
whence he -had fet out. This was to 
Anger a favourable effect of Gods Pro- 
vidence; for the fame hand which drives 
the guilty to the Precipice, fometimes 
preferves them from ‘falling into it, 
and pulls them back, after a miraculous 
manner. 

The Faponnefe very happily for him- 
felf, met there, Alvarez Vaz, juft ready 
to fet fail for Malacca. The Portuguefe, 
who lov’d Axger, -reprov’d him for his 
impatience, and ofter’'d to re-conduét 
him to the place, which he had fo ab- 
ruptly left; withall telling him that 
according to.all appeafances, the Father 
by this time was return’d from the Mo- 
lucca’s. Anger, who ftill carried about 
him a troubled Confcience, and thereby 
was eafily induc’d to any propofition 
which tended to compofe it, follow’d 
the advice of Vaz, and return’d with 
him.

means, the Gofpel fhou’d be Preach’d in 
it, was tranfported with joy at the firft 
fight of him, and embrac’d him withex- 


ceeding tendernefs. The fight of the 


Saint, and his embracements, gave fuch 
confolations to Ager, that he no longer 
doubted of receiving an entire fatisfacti- 
on from him. Underftanding in fome 
meafure the Portuguefe Language, .Yavier 


-himéelf affur'd him, that the difquiets of 


his mind fhowd be diffipated, and that 
he fhou'd obtain that Spiritual repofe, in 
fearch of which, he had undertaken fo 
long a Voyage: But that before hecou’d 
arriveto it, it concern d him firft to un- 
derftand and practife the law of the true. 
God, who alone cou’d calm the troubles 
of his heart, and fet it ina perpetual 
tranquillity. Ager, who defir'd nothing 
fo much, as to have his Confcience in 
repofe, and who was charm’ with the 
sreat goodnefs of the Father, offer'd him- 
felf to be directed in all things by him. 
The Servant of God, inftructed him in 
the Principles of Faith, of which his

But 
at the fame time, I concluded that I cond 
not be filent, without betraying my Minifte- 
rial Funttion: and it alfo feewd to me, 
that God gave me not thofe thoughts with- 
out fome particular defign ; which probably 
was, that I might communicate them to 
your Majefty, and this Opinion, as the more 
likely, has at length prevail’ d with me. Ne- 
werthele(s, I always feard, that if I fhou'd 


freely give you all my thoughts, my Letter _ 


wou'd only ferve for Evidence againft you, 
at the bour of your death, and woud aug- 
ment again/? your Majefty the rigour of the 
aft Judgement, by taking from you the ex- 
cufe of ignorance.  Thefe confiderations 
gave me great anxieties, and your Majefty 
will eafily believe me. For in fine, my heart 
will anfwer for me, that I deftre not to em- 
ploy all my flrength, or even my life it 
{elf for the Converfion of the Indians, oat 
of any other profpect, than to free your Ma- 
jefties Confcience, as much as in me lies, 
and to render the laft Fadgement lefs ter- 
rible to you. I do in this but that which 
is my duty; and the particular affection 
which you bear our Society, well deferves, 


that I fhou'd facrifice my felf for you.

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After‘ he had inform’d his Majefty, how 
much the jealoufies and fecret divifions 
of his Officers, had hinder’d the Pro- 
grefs of the Gofpel, he declares,. that he 
cou'd with the King woud bind himfelf 
by a folemn Oath, to punith feverely, ~ 
whofoever they thou’d be, who fhowd 
occafion any prejudice to the farther 
propagation of Faith in the Judies.

I preach'd alfo, every day, 
ia the Fortreffes, the Principles of Religion, 
to the Sons and Daughters of the Souldzers, 
to their Servants of both Sexes ; in fine, 
to the Natives of the Country, who were 
bora Chriftians: and thefe Inftrudtions had 
fo good effedt, that they totally renounc'd 
ihe Superftitions and Sorceries, which were 
in ufe among ft thofe ftupid and ignorant 
mew Convers. 
Z defcend into all thefe petty circumftan- 
ces, to the end your Majefty may judge, 
according to your prudence, what number 
of Preachers may be neceffary here: and 
that you may not forget to fend many to 
us. Hor if the Miniftry of Preaching, be 
not more exercisd amongft us, we have rea 
fon to apprehend, that uot only the Indians, 
who have embrac'd the Faith, will leave it, 
but that the Portuguefes alo may forget the

whofe Prayers are heard in Heaven, though

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After he had written thefe Letters, 
and given fome timeto the fervice of his 
Neighbour, he took the way of Ccmorine, 
doubled the Cape a fecond time, and ar- 
riv'd at the Coaft of Fifbery. The Pa-- 
ravas, who were his firft Children in Fe- 
fus Chrift, were overjoy’d at the fight of 
their Saint, and Good Father, as they 
call’d him. All the Villages came to 
meet him, finging the Chriftian Dottrine, 
and praifing God for his return. The fa- 
tisfaction of the Saint was not lefs than 
theirs: but above all things his Confola- 
tion was unfpeakable, to fee the number 
of Chriftians fo much augmented, by the 
labours of his Brethren, . There were in 
that place, many of the Society, of 
whom the chief were Antonio Criminal, 
Francis Hlenriquez, and Alphonfo Cyprian; 
for Father Yavier, having written from 
Amboyna, for the greateft number of - 
Miffioners whom they cou'd {pare, to- 
wards the cultivation of thofe new Plants 
at the Coaft of Fifhery, all thofe who 
came from Portugal, after his own arrt- 
valin the Jndies, went thither, excepting 
the three, who went to the Molucca’s, and 
two who ftay’d at Goa, forthe inftructi- 
on of the Youth. 

The fervency of thofe new Converts, 
did not lefs edify Xavier, than their num- 

ber, 
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‘ber. In vifiting a certain Village, they 
fhew’d him a young Man, a Native of 
‘the Country, who having imbark’d in 
‘company of a Portuguefe, had been caft 
by Tempeft, on the Coaft of Malabar. 
The Saraceas, who inhabit that place, ha- 
ving murther'd the Portuguefe, woud 
‘have forc’d his Companion to renounce 
“his Faith. Thereupon they brought him 
intoa Mofquee, where they promisd him 
great ftore of Money and Preferments, 
in cafe he wou’d forfake the Law of Fe- 
| fus Chrift, and take up that of their Pro- 
phet Mahomet. But feeing their Promiles 
| cowd not prevail, they threatn’d him 
| with Death, and held their naked wea- 
pons over his Head, to fright him. But 
neither cou’d they fhake his Refolution, 


with that dreadful fpectacle ; then they

loaded him with Irons, and usd him with 
extraordinary cruelty, till a Portuguefe 
Captain inform’d of it, came fuddenly 
upon them, with a Troop of Souldiers, 
and refcu’'d the young Man out of their 
hands. Xavier imbracd him. many 
times, and blefs’d Almighty God, that 
his Faith was imprinted fo lively, in the 
Heart of a Barbarian. He heard alfo 
with great fatisfaction, of the conftancy 
of fome Slaves, who having fled from the 


Houfes of their Portuguefe Mafters, and 
living 
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living among't Gentdls, far from being 
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corrupted with the fuperftitions of the — 


Infidels, comply'd exaé&tly with the obli- 
gations of their Baptifm, and liy’d in a 
mott religious manner. It was reported 
to him of thefe Slaves, that when any of 
them died, they fuffer'd not his Body to 


be burnt, according to the cuftom of | 


the Pagans, neither wou’d they leave it 
without Sepulture; but buried it ae- 
cording to the Ceremonies of the Church, 
and fet up a Crofs over the Grave. 
Though thefe Infidels, whom they 
ferv'd, did not hinder them from conti- 
nuing in Chriftianity, and that every one 
of them in particular, was refolv’d to 
perfevere in his Faith, even in the..midft 
of Idolatry, yet they had a longing de- 
fire, to return into the company of the 
Faithful, where they might be fupply’d 
with thofe Spiritual Succours, which they 
wanted, and lead a life yet more confor- 
mable to their Belief. So, that as foon 
as they had the news of Father XYevier’s 
return, who had baptis’d the greateft 
part of them, they came to defire him, 
That he woud make their peace with 
their Mafters, whom they had left to 
free themfelves from flavery, and de- 
elar'd, that they were content, once more 


» to lofe their Liberty in profpect of the

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Salvation of their Souls. Xavier re- 
ceiv’d them with open Arms, as his: well- 
belov’d Children, and afterwards obtain’d 
their Pardon. - ) 
After he had vifited all the Villages, 7 fays at

the only end, which he propos’d to him- 
felf, was to plant the Gofpel in the Z,- 
dies; and that in order to it, he muft 
there eftablith the Society, he began to 
regulate all things, according to the 
. Principles, and in the Spirit of Father 
| Ignatius, General of the Order. Having 
| reaffembled all the Labourers in the Go- 
| fpel, of that Coaft, heexamin’d their fe- 
_veral Talents, and Vertues, in familiar 
converfation with them, by caufing them 

| to give an account of what pafs'd be 
_ twixt God and them in their own Hearts, 
| After he had affign’d to each of them, 
_ the places which were moft convenient 
_ for them, both in regard of their bodily 
_ ftrength, and of their fpiritual endow- 
| ments. He conftituted Father Axtonio 
Criminal, {uperiour of all the reft: And 
to the end they might be more capable 
of ferving that people, he order’d every 
one of them, with all poffible care, to 
apply himfelf to the ftudy of the Afula- 
ar Language; which obtains through 
all 
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all that Coaft. Upon this account he 
commanded Father Francis Hlenriquez, to 
reduce that Tongue into the Rules of Art, 
and to compofe anexact Grammar of it, 
according to the method of the Greek 
and LatinGrammars. The work feem‘d 
impoffible, efpecially to one, who was 
newly come from Europe, and who had 
little knowledge in the Jvdiav Tongues: 
Neverthelefs Hewriquez compafsd it ina 
fmall time, which was apparently a Mi- 
racle of Obedience. Inthe mean while, 
Xavier judging, that the Expofition of 
the Chriftian Doctrine, which he had 
made for thofe of Molucca, might be of ufe 
to his dear Paravas, orderd a Malabar 
Prieft, who was well vers‘ in the Por- 
tuguefe, to tranflate it into his own Lan- 
guage. But tothe end that the conduct 
of the Miffioners might be Uniform, and 
that the fame Spirit might animate all of 
them, befides the inftructions which he > 
gave them by word of Mouth, he gave 
them the following Rules in writing.

After the great concernment of grving 
Baptifm, you ought to be careful of nothing 
more, than of entring, thofe little Children 
into the principles of Faith, who are grown 
capable of Inftruttion. Not being able to 
be in all places, you fhall caufe the Cana- 
capoles, and the Teachers of the Catechi{m, 
to perform their duty, and religioufly to ob- 
ferve the Cuftoms eftablifh'd. Zo which 
purpofes, when you vifit the Villages, to 
take an account of what paffes there, affem- 
ble the Maffers, with their Scholars, and 
know fromthe Children, in the prefence of 
thofe who are accuftom’d to inftract them, 
what they have learnt, or forgotten fince 
your laff vifit; this will double the ardency 
of the Scholars, and the diligence of their 
Teachers. yi 

Ox Sundays, gather the Men together in 
the Church, to repeat their Prayers, and 
obferve well, whether the Pantagatins, or 

chief of the people are there prefent. 1 Ou 
are to expound the Prayers which they re- 
peat; and reprove them for the Vices then 
in fafbion : which you are to make them 
comprehend by ufing familiar Examples.

tell them, that if they do uot reform their 
lives, their days fhall be fhortend, by all 
manner of Difeafes : that the Pagan Kings 

all inflave them, and that their immortal 
Souls fhall become fuel to the everlafting 
flames of Fell. 

‘When you come to any place, you foall in 
form yonr felves, what quarrels are flirring 
in it, and who are the parties; after which | 
you hall’ endeavour to reconcile them, | 
Thefe Reconciliations are to be made in the 
Church, where it will be fitting to affemble 
all the Women on Saturdays, asthe Menon 
Sundays. 

When the Malabar Prieff, fhall have 
tranflated the Expofition of the Creed, ‘you 
fhall take Copies of it, which you fball caufe 
to be carefully read to the- Women on Sa- 
turdays, tothe Men ow Sundays. If you 
are there prefent, you fhall read it your 
felves, and add to the Expofition, what 
you think .convenient for the farther clears 
ZnZ tf. 

Diftribute to the Poor thofe Collections 
which are made for them in the Churches, 
by the Charity of the Congregation; and 
beware of taking any part of them for your 
mn ufes. 

Fail not every Saturday and Sunday, 
to put the Faithful in mind, of giving you 

notice, 
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notice, when any one falls fick, to the end 


you may vifit them, And give them to 


know, that if they do not advertife you, 
and that. the fick perton dies, you will not 
allow him burial amongft Chriftians, in pu- 
nifbment of their neglect. | 

When you vifit the fick, take efpecial 
care that they repeat to you, the Apoftles 
Creed ia their Mother Tongue. Interro- 
gate them on every Article, and ask them, 
af they believe fincerely. After this make 
them fay the Confiteor, and the other Ca- 
tholick Prayers, and then read the Gofpel 
over them. 

For the burial of the dead, you fhall af- 
femble the Children, and coming out of the 
Charch with them, the Crofs being at the 
head of the Proceffton, you fhall fing the 
Chriftian Doctrine, coming and going. You 
fhall fay the Prayers of the Church, at the 
Lloufe of the dead perfon; and before he is 
put into the ground. Tou fhall alfo make a 
fhort Exhortation to the Affembly, before 
the Corps, upon the necefity of death, the 
amendment of life, and the practice of 
Vertue. | 

Tou [hall give notice to the Men on Suns 
day, avd to the Women on Saturday, to 
bring their fick Children into the Church, 
that yon may read the Gofpel over them, for 

their cure; and that the Parents from 
b'gae? thence 
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thence may receive increafe of Faith, and 
refpect to the Temples of our Lord. : 
Tou fhall your felves determine all litt- 
gious canfes; and if you cannot end them 
on the place, defer them to the next Sun- 
day ; and after Divine Service caufe them 
to be expedited by the principal Inhabi- 
tants of the place. Tet I will not that 
thefe fort of Affairs| fhou'd take up too 
much of your time: Nor, that you prefer 
the care of your Neighbour's temporal Con- 
cernments, before works of Charity, which 
refpeil the Salvation of Souls; and am of 
opinion, That when any important bufinefs 
of that kind fhall happen, you foow'd remit 
it to the Portuguefe Commandant. 
Do all things in your_power, to make your 
felves belov'd by thofe people ; for by that 
‘you will be able to do more good upon them, 
than by being fear'd. Decree no punifh- 
ment againft any perfon, but by the advice 
of Father Antonio Criminal : And if the 
Commandant of the Portuguefe be prefent, 
do nothing without his order. In cafe any 
Man or Woman, hall make a Pagod, or I- 
dol, banifh them from the Village if Fa- 
ther Criminal confent to it. Teftify great 
affettion to the Children wha frequent the 
Chriftian Schools ; pardon, and wink at their 
faults fometimes, left a fevere ufage foou'd 
fright them from us. 
In 
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the Countrey, who are Chriftians ; on the con- 
trary, commend and excufe them, on all 


occaftons. 
have embracd the Faith, and what aff- 


tance is wanting to them, to live like good 
Chriftians, “tis only to be admir'd, that they 


are not more Vicious . 

Be ferviceable in all you can to the Ma- 
labar Prie/fs, in what relates to their Spi- 
ritual Advantage : take care that they confefs 
themfelves, and fay Mafs, and give good 
Examples, and write nothing againft them 
to any perfon whatfoever. 

Live fo well with the Portuguefe Com- 
mandauts, that no mifunderftanding be e- 
ver perceiv d betwixt you, and them. For 
the reft of the Portuguefes, ufe all fort of 
means, to make them your Friends: Fave 
never any quarrel with any of them, though 
they foowd bring you into Law, or quar- 
rel with you without the leaft provocation 
on your part. If they ufe the wew Chri- 
ftians hardly, oppofe them, but with much 
mildnefs; and if you find your oppofition 
may be likely to fucceed, make your Com- 
plaint to the Portuguele Commandant ; with 
whom, I once again befeech you, never to 


have any difference.

What. above all. things I recommend 
-t0 you, and which I can never fuficient- 
ly repeat, wu, That .whatfoever Voyage

to Goa. His defign was to gather the 
fruit of that precious Blood, which two 
years before was fhed by the King of Fa- 
fanatapan . or at leaft to fee what incli- 
nation thofe people had to ‘receive the 
Gofpel, who had beheld the conftancy 
of the Martyrs. Indeed, the death of 
the two young Princes converted, who 
pretended ‘to the Crown of Fafanatapan, 
deftroy’d almoft all hopes of planting 
Chriftianity in that Ile. | Notwithftand- 
ing which, Xavier converted the King 
of Candé; whoisone of the Kings of Cey- 
Jan. After which he went to the Tyrant, 
wihio had treated’ the Chriftians with fo 
much cruelty, to try if he coud work 
him, though againft all humane appea- 
rances, to fuffer the Law of Fe/us Chrit, 
to be preach’d in his Dominions, and to 
bring him alfo tobe a Chriftian. 

As Reafons of State prevail moft with 
Princes, fo the Father reprefented to this 
Infidel, That his Throne cou’d never be 
éftablith’d, but by the Arms of the Por- 
ruguefes; that if he once contracted with 
hein a ftrict alliance, he had nothing 
farther to apprehend, either from his E- 
nemies or his Subjects. The Barbarian, 
who fear’d all things, both from within 
and from without, forgetting that Dox

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Alphonfo de Sofa, wou'd have made War 
upon him, in favour of the two baptisd 
Princes, hearken’d to the Propofitions of 
Peace, and even permitted the Father to 
explain to him, the Myfteries of the 
Chriftian Faith. The inftructions of the 
Saint wrought fo much upon the Tyrant, 
that being chang’d, in a very.fhort {pace 
of time, he promisd to embrace the 
Faith, and labour to bring his Subjects 


into it, offering for the pledge of his” 


word, to put his Kingdom into the Hands 

of the King of Portugal, and to pay him 

fuch Tribute as fhou’d be thought fitting, 

without any farther demand in his own 

behalf, than of two things.

For Segueyra 
having committed'a Murther at Malacca, 
when the Father made his firft Voyage to 
the Town, retird into the ‘Hofpital toa- 
void the purfuit of Juftice. There it was 
that the Father knew him, and grew in- 
to hisFamiliarity, by his‘engaging ways 
of Mildnefs and Courtefy ; which always 
fucceeded with him. When lie had gain’d 
the affection ‘of Segueyra; the {poke to 
him of Eternity, with: fo'much power, 
that the young Gentleman}; entred into 
ferious- thoughts, and made‘a general 
Confeffion to him. Xavier, ‘to ingage 
him the more in the ways of ‘Goodnefs, 
and to free him from that ‘confinement 
of the Hofpital, where” his Crimes had 

forcd him to take Sandtuary; made up 

the bufinefs with his Adverfaries, and ob: 

tain’d his pardon from ‘the Governour of 
Malacca; But feeing the foft and diflolute 

manner of living in Malacca, was gn

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of ruining all his good intentions, he 
advis'd him. to leave the Judies, and _re- 
turn into Europe. Segueyra; who was fenfi- 
ble of his own weaknefs;. and: defir'd. to 
fave his Soul, promis'd the Father to obey 
him, and. put himfelf into. a. condition, 
of executing his promife. In effect he 
took the way of Goa, with defign from 
thence to go for Portugal. But being 
made a Receiver ofthe publick Re- 
venues..by the Viceroy Don fou de 
Cafiro, he thought no more of, Por- 
tugal, but relaps'd into his firft Debau- 
ches. . , 
Xavier, was wholly loft to his re- 
membrance, when he happen‘d to . meet 
him at Bazain, the fight. of the Father 
furprisd him at firft, and almoft con- 
founded him. But ftraight recovering, 
he came up boldly to him, and took his 
hand, to have kiffed it: according to his 
former cuftom. The.Father as courteous 
and civil ashe was, yet thruft him back, 
fternly enough; yet mollifying himielfa 
little, AZow, my Son, faid he, are you fli 
in the Indies? were you not advisd to 
leave Malacca, and return to Portugal 2. 
The Portuguefe, in great diforder, and 
not knowing how to. excufe hunfelf ; 
laid all the blame upon the Governour, 
who had detain'd him, in fome fort a- 
gaintt

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gainfthis will. Bat, reply’d Xavier with 
a holy indignation, zs i the Governour 
who has oblig'd you to lead the life of a 
Beaft, and to continue for ‘two years with- 
out going to Confefion? However it be, con- 
tinu’d the Father, know that we two fhall 
never be well with one another, ‘fo long as 
you are upon ill terms withGod. — At thefe 
words Segueyra piercd with a lively for- 
row, askd pardon of the Father, for 
his breach of promife, and his unfaith- 
fulnefs to the Divine Grace. He Con- 
fefs'd himfelf the fame day ; and wholly 
chang'd his life,under his direction,whom 
God had fent to bring him back into a 
better wav. | 

Don Fohn de Caftro, who was defirous 
of profiting by the Father’s Counfels, 
for the regulation of his own life, wou'd 
have been glad, to have retaind him 
longer; but feeing him refolvd on go- 
ing, gave him leave to depart; yet beg- 
ging him at the fame time, that he 
woud pafs the Winter at Goa, that after 
his own return thither, he might ufe

The Father return’d, very feafonably, 
for the good of Cofmo de Torrez, a Spa- 
nifh Priett, and Native of Va/eutia; one 
of the greateft Wits, and moft knowing 
Perfons 
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Perfons of that Age. Zorrez, was im- 
 bark’d on theFleet, which came from 


Mexicoto the Molucca lands ; and:which, 
having fail'd over fo many Seas, to lit- 


tle purpofe, ftay’d at Amboyna, as we 


have already related. . He there:-met 
Xavier, and was fo charm’d with his 


«manner of life, that he had thoughts of

becoming his Difciple. But befides, that 
the labours which are unfeparable from 


the Miniftry Apoftolical, fomewhat 


fhock’d him, hejudg’d, that he ought 
to undertake nothing, but by the Coun- 
fel of the Bifhop of the Indies. Info- 
much, that he left Amboyna, without 
forming any refolution, and even with- 
out opening himfelfto Father Xavier. 
When the Spani/b Fleet was arriv'd at 
Goa, he prefented himfelf to the Bifhop, 
who being in want of Spiritual Subfti- 
tutes, gave him one of the chief Vica- 
riats of his Diocefs. Zorrez was of O- 
pinion that God requir'd nothing far-

But the con- 
tinual difquiets of his Soul, render’d him 
fufpitious. of his own condition, and 
brought him to believe, that God had 
punifh’d him, for not following the new:

He adordalfo the wifdom of the fame 
Providence, which taking the occafion 
of a man who fled from Juftice, and 
fought repofe for his troubled Confcience, 
had led three Faponians from their native 
Country, and brought them to Goa, that 
they might ferve for Guides to a Mif- 
fioner.

Thefe Difcourfes, did not at all daunt 
the Father. He faw his 5ouldier playing

The Souldier, brutal as he was, grew 
infenfibly to have a kindnefs for 2 man, 
who was fo much concern’d in his ad- 
vantages, and took pleafure in, hearing 
him difcourfe not only of War, and Sea 
Affairs, but alfo of Religion and Mora- 
lity. In conclufion, he made fome re- 
ficctions on the horrour of his life, and 
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felt even fome remorfe of Confcience 
for it. Being one day together with the 
Father, ina private part of the Ship, 
Mavier ask’d him, to whom he had Con- 
fefs'd himfelf before he went on Ship- 
board? Ah Father, faid the Souldier, I 
have not been at Confeffion thefe many 
years. And what do youimagine woud 
become of you, faid the holy man, fup- 
pofing you fhou’d be kill'd in this action, 
and in the condition you now are? | 
wou'd once have Confefs'd my felf, re- 
ply’d the Souldier, at leaft for fafhion, 
and decency, but the Vicar of Goa wou'd 
not fo much as hear me, but told me I 
was a Reprobate, and defervd nothing 
but Hell-Fire.

After which 
his thoughts were wholly employ’d on_ 
death, andthe great concernments of 
Eternity. He had many long converfa- 
tions with Father Xavier, on that Sub- 
ject, and refus‘d to fee any one but him. 
During thefe Tranfactions, a Ship, which 
came from Lisbonne, brought Letters to 
the Viceroy from the King of Portugal, 
who gave great praifes to his manage- 
ment, and continu‘d him for three years 
longer, in the Government of the Jz- 
dies. As Don Fobn was much belov’d, 
fo on this occafion, publick rejoycings 
were made over all the Town. But the 
Sick Viceroy, hearing the difcharge of 
the Artillery, and feeing almoft from his 
Bed the Bonéfires that were made, cou’d 
not forbear laughing at it, though he’ was 
almoft in the agonies of death. How 
deceitful and ridiculous is this World, faid 
he, to prefent us with honours of three 
years continuance, when we have but a mo- 
ment more to live! ‘The Father affifted 
him, even to the laft drawing of his 
breath, and had the confolation to be- 
hold a great man of this world, expiring 
with

Ihe Cap- 
tain of the Ship, and’the Governour of 
one of the chief Citadels, which the Por- 
tuguefe enjoy in India, were of the num- 
ber. He admitted fome of them before 
his departure, .and deferr’d the reft till 
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his return: but he woud that all of them 
fhou'd perform the Spiritual Exercifes of 
Father Jgnatius.

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Father Xavier fitice his return, had 
fent Nicholas Lancilotti to Coulan, Mel- 
chier Gonfalez to Bazain, and AlphonfoCy- 
prian to Socotora. Before his departure, 
he fent Gafper Barzeus to Ormuz, with 
one Companion, who was not yet in Or- 
ders. This famous Town, {fcituate at 
the entry of the Perfian Gulph, was then 
full of enormous vices, whichthe mingle 
of Nations and different Seéts had intro- 
duc’d.

And befides, you will gain the more lei-

_ to Confeffion, exhort ‘him to take three or

) his Confcience throughly, and for the affift- 
| ance of his memory, caufe him to write 
i down the Sins which he has obferv'd in all 
| the Courfe of his Life, from his Childhood 
| to that prefent time. Being thus difpos d, 
_ after he has made his Confeffion, it will 
_ not be convenient, that you fhouw'd be too 
| hafty in giving him abfolution. But it will 
| be profitable to him, to retire two or three 
| days, and abftain from his ordinary cone 
| verfation, and dealings with men, and to 
excite himfelf to forrow for his fins, in

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for example, to Faft,. or to Difcipline him- 
Self, which mill help him to conceive a true 
forrow for bis offences, and to fhed the 
rears of Penance, Befides this, if the 
Penitents have enrich'd themfelves by fini- 
fter ways,,or if by their malitious talk, 
they. bave, blafted the. reputation of their 
Neighbour, caufe them to make reftitution 
of their ill-gotten Goods, and make reparas 
tions of their Brethren’s honour, during 
the [pace af thofe three days. If they are 
given to unlawful Love, and are now.in 
an actual commerce of Sin, caufe them to 
break. off thofe Criminal ingagements, and 
forfake the occaftons of their Crime. There 
zs not any time more proper, to exact from 
Sinners thofe duties, the performance of 
which is as necelfary as it is diffcult; for 
when once their fervour zs paft away, it 
will be in vain to demand of them the exe- 
cution of their promife; and perhaps you 
will have the trouble of feeing thera fall 
Lack into the Precipice, for want of remo- 
ving them to a diftance from it. 

La adminiftring the Sacrament of Pe- 
nance, take heed of difcouraging thofe, whe 
begin to. difcover the wouads of their Souls 
to you, by appearing too rafbly and too ba- 
FTow enormous foever their 
Sins may be, hear them, not only with: pa- 
tience, but with milduefs; help out, ever 
their 
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their bafbfulne[s, by teftifying tothem your | 


compafion, and not feeming to be amax'd at 
what you hear. . Infinuate into them, that 
you have heard in Confefion fins of a much 
more crying mature: and left they fhou'd 
defpair of Pardon for their faulis, Speak 
ta them of the infinite Mercies of the 
Lord. 

When they declare a crime in fach a 
manner, that you may perceive they are in 
trouble how to {peak, interrupt them, by 
letting them know, that their fin is not 
altogether fo great as they may think: that 
by God's affiftance you can heal the moff 
mortal wounds of the Soul; bid them go on 
without any apprebenfton, and make no dif- 
ficulty of telling all. You will find fome of 
them, whom either the weakne(s of their 
Age or Sex will hinder from revealing to 
you their more fhameful fins. When you 
percerve that bafbfulnefs has tyd their 
tongue, be before land with them, and by 
the way of acharitable prevention, let them 
know, that they are neither the firft, nor 
the only Perfons, who have fallen into dif- 
order, that thofe things which they want 
the confidence to tell you, are little in com- 
parifon of what you have heard from others, 
on the fame Subject. Impute fome part of 
their offence to the corruption of Nature, 
to the violence of the Temptation, and to 

, the 
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the unhappinefs they had to be ingag'd in 
fuch. Occaftons and preffing Circumftances, 
where their fall was\ almoft. unavoidable. 
In fine; T muft advertife. you, thar to-re- 
move from fuch Perfons, that unfeafonable 
fhame-fac'dnefs, which keeps them Silents 
from fuch Perfons, I fay, whom the Devil 
has made as bafbful after a Crime, as they 

_ were impudent before it, it may be necef- 

| fary fometimes, to difcover to. themin-ge- 
neral, the frailties of our own paft Lives. 
For what cana true and fervent Charity 
refufe, for the fafety of thofe Souls. who 
have been redeem'd with the blood of Je- 
fus Chrift / But to underfland, when this 
is proper to be done, how far to proceed, 
and with what precautions, is what the in- 
teriour Spirit, and your experience muft 
teach you; in thofe particular Conjunttures.

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The LIFE of  Booklv. 
dealings, have by indirett ways ferapd to- © 
gether, the greateft part of their Eftates. 
But in things, where money has to do, many 
are fo harden'd, that being chargd with 
rapine, they have either no feruple: conceru- 
ing it, or fo very light, that it never breaks 
their fleep. GASES 
Ule particularly this Method, towards 
the Governours, the Treafurérs, the Re- 
ceivers, and other Officers belonging to 
the Revenue. Whenfoever they prefent 
themfelves before you in the Sacred T ribu- 
nal, interrogate that fort of People, by 
what means they grow fo rich, what fecoret 
they have to make their Offices and employ- 
ments bring them in fuch mighty Sums ? if 
they are flye_of telling, you, turn and wind 
them every way, and the moft mildly that 
you can, make them fpeak, in fpight of 
themfelves. You (ball foon difcover their 
tricks, and fecret ways of management, by 
which, an inconfiderable number of thofe 
they call men of Bufinefs, divert to their 
own private advantages, what was defign'd 
for the publick proftt. They buy up Com- 
modities with the King’s Money, that by 
felling them again, they may be able to 
make up their Accompts. And by taking 
up all the Commodities in the Port, they | 
put the people upon a neceffity of buying at) 
their Price, that is, at moft intolerable | 
Rates. Too 
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_ Loo. often alfo, they make men languifb 
at the Treafiry, with long delays, and cun- 
ning foifis, or fome other captious Tricks 
ment fay, to whom the Exchequer is owing, 
that they may be driven to Compound with 
thofe Sharks of State, for half their due, 
aud let them go off with the other half ¢ 
this open Robbery, this manifeft Vi illany, 
thofe Gentlemen call by a mollifyd name, 
the fruits of their induftry. When yom 
have {queez'd out of them the Confefion of 
thefe Monopolies, and the like, by wire- 
drawing them, with apt queflions, you wall 
come more eaftly to the knowledge of their 
ungodly gains, and what they ought to make 
reftitution of, to their Neighbour, in order 
to their being reconcil'd toGod, than if in 
general, you fhowd interrogate them con- 
cerning their injuftice. For example, de- 
mand of them, what perfons they have 
wrougd, they will immediately anfwer, 
that their memory upbraids them not with 
wrouging any man; and bebold the reafon! 
Cuftom is to them, in the place of Law; 
and that which they fee done before them 
every day, they perfwade themfelves ma 
be prattisd without Sin. As if Cuftom 
can authorize by I kuow not what kind of 
pre(cription, that which is vitious and Cri- 
minal in its own nature. You fhall admit 
of no fuch rights but fhall declare to fuch

Remember ‘efpecially, to obey the Vicar 
of the Bifbop: When you are arrivd at 
Ormuz, you fhall go to wait on him, and 
falling on your knees before him, you fball 
humbly kifs his hand. You fhall neither 
Preach, nor exercife any other Employment 
of our Inftitute, without his permiffion, a- 
bove all things, have no difference with 
him, for any, whatfoever caufe: on the con- 
trary, endeavour by all fubmiffions, and all 
pofible fervices, to gain his friend{bip, in 
fuch fort, that he may be willing to be 
taught by you, to make the meditations of 
our.

Be yet more cautious in charging your 
felf, with bearing to him the complaints of 
particular Perfons, and abfolutely refufe 
that Commiffion, by excufing your felf on 
your Evangelical Functions, which permit 
you not to frequent the Palaces of the 
| Great, nor to attend whole days together, 
for the favourable minutes of an Audience, 
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which is always eificult to obtain. Tom 
fball add,., that when you fhowd have the 
leifure to make your Court, and that all 
the doors of the Palace were open to you 
at all hours, you fooud have léttle hopes 
of any fruit from your remonfirances ; an 
that if the Governour be fich a man as 
they report, he will have fmall regard to 
you, asbeing no way touch’d, either with 
the fearvéf God, or the duties of his own 
Con{cience.

Tou foal give Copies of that Practice, to 
thofe whofe Confeffions you hear ; and {ball 
enjoyn them for their holy Penance, todo 
for certain days, that which is coxtain'd 
in it. By this means they fhall accuftom 
themfelves to a Chriftian Life, and fhall 
come to do of their own accord, by the 
force of Cuftom, that which they did at 
the firft, only by the command of their 
Confeffour.

ten out in a fair large band, and expofe 
it in fome publick Place, that they who 
are willing to make ufe of it, may read, 
and Tranfcribe it, at their own conve- 
n1ence.

them to Goa, with a Letter, which fhall 
point out their Defhgn, and their Talents 
for it, or elfe you may retain them with 
you. Inthis laftCafe, after youhavecausd 
them to perform the Spiritual Exereifes 
for a month togetker, you foal make a 
tryal of them, in fome fuch manner, as 
may edify the People, without expofag 
them to bé ridiculous. Order them, there= 
fore, to ferve the Sick in the Flofpitals, 
and to debafe themfelves to the meaneft, 
and moft diftaftful Offices. Make them — 
wifit the Prifoners, and teach them how 
to give comfort to the miferable. In fine, 
Exercife your Novices, in all the pratti- 
fes of humility, and mortification, but per~ 
mit them not to appear in publick, im ex 
travagant habits, which may caufe them 
to be derided by the multitude; fuffer it 
got, I fay, far from impofing it upon them, 
Togage not all the Novices, indifferently 
to thofe tryals, which their wature moft 
abhors; but examine well the firength of 
each, and fute their mortification to their 
temper, to their education, to the ad- 
vance they make in. Spirituals, in fach 
fort, that the tryal may not be unprofitable, 
bur that it may produce its effect, accord= 
ing to that meafure of grace, which ts gi- 
wen them, If be who directs the Novices, 
bas wot all thefe confiderations, at-will fall 
out, 
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out, that they who were capable of making, 
a great proficience in. Vertue, with good 
mawagement, will lofe their courage, and 
go backward, And behdes, thofe indif- 
creet tryals, too dificult for Beginners, 
take: off the love of the Mafter from his 
| Novices, and caufe his Difciples to leffen 
| their confidence in his directions. In the 
| mean time, whoever forms young People to 
| a Religious Life, ought to leave nothing 
_ untryd, to bring them to a candid and 
| free difcovery of their evil inclinations, 
and the fuggeftions of the Devil, at the 
| fame moment, when they are tempted, for 
| without this, they will never be able to 
| difintangle themfelves, from the Snares. of 
the Tempter; never will they arrive to a 
religious perfection. On ithe contrary, thofe 
| firft feeds of evil being brooded over, and 
| nourifl’d, as I may fay, by filence, will in- 
| fenfibly produce, moft lamentable effects ; 
| even fo far, *till the Novices come to 
grow weary of regular Difcipline, to nau- 
feate it, and at length throw off the yoke of 
Jefus Chrift, and re-plunge themfelves in 
the pollutions of the World. 

They, amongft thofe young men, whom 
yousfhall obferve, to be moft fubjett to vain 
glory, and delighted with fen{ual pleafures, 
|. and other vices, ought to be curd, inthis 
| following manner. Make them fearch for

reafons,

reafons, and for proofs, againf? thofe Pi 
ces, to which they are inclin’d: And when 
they bave found many, help them to com- 
pole fome fbort Difcourfes on them. Caufe 
them afterwards to pronounce thofe Dif 
courfes, either to the people inthe Church, 
or in the Flofpitals, to thofe who are ina 
way of recovery, fo as to be prefent at 
them, or in other places; there is reafon 
to hope, that the things which they have 
Jix'd in their Minds, by conftant ftudy, 
and ftrong application will be at leaft as 
profitable to themfelves, as to their Au- | 
dience. Doubtle{s they will be afbam'd, 
not to profit by thofe Remedies, which they 
propofe to others, and to continue in thofe 
Fices, from which they endeavour to dif- 
Juade their Flearers. You fhall ufé pro- 
portionably the fame induftry, towards thofe 
Sinners, who cannot conquer themfelves fo 
far, as they commonly fay, to put away 
the. octaftons of their Sin, or to make re- 
Stitution of thofe goods, which they have 
gotten unlawfully, and detain unjuftly from 
other mew. After you have indear’d your 
felf to them, by a familiar acquaintance, 
advife them to fay that to their own 
fTearts, which they wou'd fay to a Friend, 
on the like occafion, and ingage, as it were 
for the exercife of their parts, to devife 
Such Arguments, as condemn their Actions

Be upon your guard againft fuch 
people; yet I am not of opinion, that you 
fhoud wholly reject them, or altogether de- 
Spife their Courtefy’: Tf they fooud invite

Prefents of fmall value, 
Such as are ulually made in the \ndies, by 
the Portuguefes to each other, and which 
one cannot refufe, without giving an affront s 
as for example, Fruits, and Drinks. At 
the fame time, declare to them, that you 
only receive thofe little Gifts, im hope 
they will alfo receive your good Advice ;

Paul de 
Sainte Foy, and his two Servants, Fohn 
and: Anthony. 

Tis true, there imbarkd with him, in 
the fame Galley, Emanuel Moralez, and 
Alphonfo de Caftro, but it was only that 
the Father might carry them to Malacca, 
from whence both of them were to be 
tranfported to the Molucca’s. "The Ship, 
which attended the Father at Cochzu, 
being juit ready. to fet fail, they made 
but afhort, flay, in that place: but it 
was not unprofitable. The Saint walk- 
ing one day, through the Streets, hap» 
pend to meet a Portuguefe of hisacquain- 
tance ; and immediately ask d him, how 
he was in health? The Portuguele an- 
{werd, he was very well: yes, reply‘d 
Aavier, inrelation to your body, butin 
regard of } your Soul, no man can 'be in a 
worle condition, ce his man, who was 

then defigning in his heart a wicked a- 
ction, knew ‘immediately that the Fa- 
ther faw into the bottom of it; and fe- 
rioufly reflecting on it, follow d. Yavier, 
Confefsd himfelf, and changd his evil 

ife. The! Preaching of Caro, fo charmed « 
the 
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the People, that they defir'd to have.re- 
taind himiat Cochiz, there to have efta- 
blifh’d the Colledge of the Society - But 
Xavier,who had defign'd him for the Mo- 
lucca’s, opposd it. And Providence,which 


| deftin’d the Crown of Martyrdom to 


that Miffioner, fuffer'd him not to con- 


tinue in a place, where they had nothing 


but veneration for him. ’ © | 
They left Cochin on the 25th of April, 
and atrivd at Malacca‘on the aft of 


May, All the Town came to meet Fa- forms there, 


ther Xavier, and every particular Per- 
fon was overjoyd at his return. A/- 
phonfo Martinez, grand Vicar to the Bi- 
fhop, at that time lay dangeroufly Sick, 
and in fuch an Agony of Soul, asmovd 
compaffion. For having beenadvertisd 
to put himfelf in condition of giving up 
his Accounts toGod, of that Minittry 
which he had:exercis'd for thirty years, 
and of all the ations of his life, he was 
fo ftruck with the horrour of immediate 
death, and the difordersof his life, which 
was not very regular, for aman of his 
Profeffion, that he fell into a deep Me- 
lancholly, and totally defpaird of in 
Salvation. He caft outlamentabie crye: 
which affrighted the hearers ; they heard 
him name -his Sins aloud, and dereft 
them, witha furious regret, not that 
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he might ask Pardon for them, but only 
to declare their enormity. When they 
woud have fpoken to him of Gods infi« 
nite mercy, he broke out into a rage, 
and cry'd out as loud as he was able, 
that there was no forgivenefs for the 
Damn‘d,. and no mercy in the Bottom- 
leis Pit. The fick man was told, that 
Father Francis was juft arriv’d ; and was 
ask'd if he fhou’d not be glad to fee him 2 
Martinez, who formerly had been very 
nearly acquainted with him, feem’d to 
breathe anew, at the hearing of that 
name, and fuddenly began to raife him: 
felf, to go fee (faid he.) the man of 
God. But the attempt he made, ferv’d 
only to put him intoa fainting Fit. The 
Father, entring at the fame moment, 
found him in it. It had always been his 
cuftom, to make his firft vifit, to the 
Ecclefiaftical Superiours ; but befides 
this, the ficknefs. of the Vicar, haften’d 

the Vifit. When the fick man, was 

come by little and little to himfelt; -¥a- 

vier began to fpeak to him of Eternity, 

and of the conditions requifite to a Chri- 

{tian death. This difcourfe threw Mar- 

timez back again, into his former ter- 

rours; and the Servant of God, in this. 
occafion, found that to be true, which 

he had often faid, that nothing is more - 


difficult, 
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difficult, than to perfwade a dying man 
to hope well of his Salvation, who inthe 


-courfe of his life, had flatter’d himfelf 


with the hopesof it, that he might Sin — 


with the greater boldnefs. 





Seeing the evil to be almoft paft re- 
medy, he undertook to do violence to 
Heaven, that he might obtain for the 
Sick man, the thoughts of true repen- 
tance, andthe grace of a religious death. 
For he made a Vow upon the place, to 
fay a great number of Maffes, in honour 
of the moft Holy Zrinity, of the Blefled 
Virgin, of the Angels, and fome of the 
Saints, to whom he had a particular de- 
votion. His Vows were {carcely made, 
when Martinez became calm ; began to 
have reafonable thoughts, and receiv'd 
the laft Sacraments, with a lively {for- 
row for his Sins, and a tender relyance 
on Gods Mercies; after which, he dy'd 
gently in the armsof Yavier, calling on 
the name of Fefas Chrift. 


His happy death gave great confolas wis iy fay the 
tion to the Holy man; but the Apofto- fucce/s of his 


lick labours of Francis Perez, and Roch 
Oliveira, increas his joy. He had fent 
them the year before to Malacca, there 
to found a Colledge of the Society, ac- 
cording to the defire of the People, and 
they had been very well receiv'd. Pe- 
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rez had begun to open a publick School, 
for the inftrudtion of the youth in Learn- 
ing, and Piety, according to the Spirit 
of their Inftitute. O/ivezra had wholly 
given himfelf to the Miniftry of Preach- 
ing, and the conduc of Souls, but ty- 
ing himfelf more efpecially to the care 
of Zurks and Fews, of which, there was 
always a vaft Concourfe in the Town. 
For the firft, came exprefly from Mecca, 
and the laft from Malabar, to endeavour 
there to plant Mabomerifm, and Fudaifm, 
where Chriftianity then flourith’d, 

He veceivesa . ‘The Example of the two Miffioners, 
Joung Saag drew many Portuguefes to that kind of 
man, into the = Sorte 
Society. life, of which they both made profeffion. 
The moft confiderable of all, was a 
young Gentleman, whofe name was 
Fuan Bravo; who by his noble Birth and 
Valour, might juftly hope to raife his 
fortunes in the World.

of the Kings of that Ifland, had defir'd 
fome Preachers to be fent to him,by an ex- 
prefs Embaffy to the Viceroy of the Zudies. 
That this King had learnt fomewhat of 
the Chriftian Law, and that a ftrange ac- 
cident had made him defirous of knowing 


more. 
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more. This accident was related in thofe 
Letters, after this following manner, 
__ Some Portuguefe Merchants,being land- 
ed at the Port, belonging to the Capi- 
tal City of one of thofe Kingdoms of Fa 
pan, were lodg’d by the King’s order, ire 
a forfaken Houfe, which was thought to 
be haunted by evil Spirits; the commor 
opinion was not ill grounded, and the 
Portuguefes foon perceiv’d, that their 
Lodging was difturbd. They heard a 
horrible rumbling all the night; they 
felt themfelves pulld out of their Beds, 
and beaten in their fleep, without feeing 
any one. One night being awaken’d, 
at the cry of one of their, Servants, and 
running with their Arms towards the 
place, from whence the noife was heard, 
they found the Servant on the ground, 
trembling for fear. They ask’d him the 
occafion of his out-cry, and why he 
fhook in that manner: He anfwwer’d, 
That he had feen a frightful Apparition, fuch 
a one, as Painters ufe to draw for the pitture 
of the Devil As this Servant was not 
thought either faint-hearted, or a liar, 
the Portugucfes no longer doubted, what 
was the meaning of all that ratling and 
clutter, which they heard every night; 
to put an end to it, they fet Crofles in 
all the Rooms, after which they heard 
no more of it, Dd The

The Faponnefes were much furprisd, to

The Matter of the Veffel, call’d Neceda, 
wasa famous Pirate; a Friend to the Por- 
tuguefes, notwithftanding the War which 
was newly declard againft them: fo 
well known by his Robberies at Sea, that 
his Ship was commonly call'd; Zhe Ro- 
bers Veffel. Don Pedro de Sylva, Gover- 
nour of Malacca, got a promife from the 
Chinefes Captain, that he wou’d carry the 
Father,fafely,and without injury,andtook 
Hoftages,to ingage him inviolably to keep 
hisFaith; but what can be built on the 
word of a Pirate, anda wicked man>- 


Xavier, and his Companions imbark’d 2 goes from 
on the twenty fourth of fuze, in the Seige J 
dusk of the Evening; and fet Sail the what happens 
next Morning at break of day witha fa- i 


vourable Wind. When they were out” 


at Sea, the Captain, and Ships Crew, 
who were all Idolaters, fet up a Pagod 
on the Poop; facrifis’d to it in fpight of 
Xavier, and all his Remonftrances to 
the contrary, and confulted him by Ma- 
gical Ceremonies, concerning the fuccefs 
of their Voyage. The anfwers were 
fometimes good, and fometimes ill: In 
the mean time they caft Anchor at an 
Ifle, and there furnith’d themfelves with 
Timber, againft the furious gufts of thofe 
uncertain Seas. At the fame time they 


Dd 2 renew d 
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renew d-their Interrogatories to their 
Idol; and ‘caft Lotts, toknow whether 
they fhou'd have good Winds. The Lotts 
promis d them a good paflage, whereup- 
on the Pagans purfu'd their courfe merri- 
ly.) But they were no fooner got out to 
Sea again, when they drew Lotts the 
third time, to know, whether the Funk 
fhou'd return fately from Fapan to Malac- 
ca..-’The anfwer was, That they fhou’d 
arrive happily at fapan, but were never 
more to fee Malacca. The Pirate, who 
was extreamly fuperftitious, refolv’d at 
the fame inftant, to change his Courfe ; 
and in effect, tack’d about, and pafs'‘d his 
time, in going to every Ifle, which was 
in view. Father Xavier was fenfibly 
difpleas'd, that the Devil fhou’d be Ma- 
{ter of, their deftiny, and that all things 
{hou’d be order’d, according to the An- 
{wers of the Enemy of God and Man. 

In cruifing thus leifurely, they made 
the Coaft of Cochin China; and the Tem- 
pefts,. which rofe at the fame time, 
threatend them more than once with 
Shipwrack, The Idolaters had recourfe 
totheir ordinary Superftitions. The Lott 
declar’d, that the Wind fhould fall, and 
that there was no danger. But an impe- 
tuous Guft fo rais’d the Waves, that the 
Mariners were forc’d to lower their Sails, 
and 
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and caft Anchor. The fhog of the Vef- 
fel, threw a young Chinefe (whom Xza- 
vier had Chriften’d, and carry’d along 
with him) into the Sink, which was 
then open. They drew him out half dead, 
much bruisd, and hurt in the Head very 
dangeroufly. Whilethey were dreffing 
him, the Captain’s Daughter fell into the 
Sea, and was fwallowd by the Waves, 
notwithftanding all they cou’d do to fave 
her. 

This difmal accident drove Neceda 
to defpair; Axd it was a lamentable fizht, 
fays Xavier himfelf, in one of his Let- 
ters, to behold the diforder in the Veffel. 
The lofs of the Daughter, and the fear of 
Shipwrack, fill’d all with tears, and how- 
lings, and confufjon. 

Neverthelefs, the Idolaters, inftead of 
acknowledging that their Idol had de- 
ceivd them with a lye, took pains to 
appeafe him, as if the death of the Chi- 
nefe Woman, had been an effect of their 
Gods difpleafure. They facrifisd Birds 
to him, and burnt Incenfe in honour of 
him; aiter which they caft Lotts again, 
to know thecaufe of this difafter which 
had befaln them. They were anfiver'd, 
That if the young Chriftian, who fell 
into the Sink, had dyd, the Captain's 
Daughter had been preferud. Then Ne- 
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ceda, tranfported with fury, thought to 
throw Xavier and his Companions over- 
board. But the Storm ceafing in an in- 
{tant,his mind grew calmer by degrees,he 
weigh’d Anchor, and fet Sail again, and 
took the way of Canton, with intention 
there to pafs the Winter. But the Defigns 
of Men, and Power of Devils, can do 
nothing again{t theDecrees of Providence. 
A contrary; Wind broke all the projects 
of the Captain, conftraining him, in his 
own defpight, toenter with full Sails in- 
to the Ocean of Fapan. And the fameWind 
carry d the Funk of the Pirate, toward 
Cangoxima, the birth-place of Auger, fir- 
nam’d Paul de Sainte Foy, they arriv’d 
there on the fifteenth of Augu/f, in the

Francis Xavier, 


cefs of time, the name of Sama was ad- 
ded to that of Cubo; for Sama in their 
Language fignifies Lord. Thus the Ge- 


neral of Fapan, came to be call'd Cubo | 


Sama. 

Above three hundred years ago, the 
Cubo Sama then being, beholding . the 
Scepter of Fapaz in the hands ofa Dairy, 
who was cowardly and effeminate, re- 
volted from him, and got pofleffion of 
the Regal Dignity. His defign was to 
have reduc'd the whole Eftate under his 
own Dominion: but he was only able 
to make himfelf Mafter of feaco, where 
the Emperour kept his Court, and of 
the Provinces depending on it. The Go- 
vernours of other Provinces, maintain’d 
themfelves in their refpective Jurifdi@tions 
by force of Arms, and fhook off the 
yoke, as well ashe. Infomuch that the 
Monarchy came tobe fuddenly divided, 
into Sixty fix Cantons, which all affum’d 
thenames of Kingdoms. 

Since thefe revolutions, the King of 
Meaco, took the Title of Cubo Sama, and 
he who had been depriv’d of it, ftill re- 
tain‘d the name of Dairy: and, except- 
ing only the Power, there was ftill left 
him all the priviledge of Royalty, in 
confideration of the Blood of the Camis; 
his Defcendants have had always the 
0? ete | fame 
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fame Title, and enjoy’d the fame advan- 
tages. This, in general, was the face of 
theGovernment, in the time of St. Fran- 
cis Xavier: for fome years afterwards, 
Nabunanga, one of the Neighbour Kings 
to him of Meaco, defeated the Cubo Sama 
ina pitch’d Battel, and follow’d his blow 
with fo much fuccefs; that having de- 
{troy d all thofe petty Princes, he reuni- 
ted the whole Empire of Japan, under his 
fole obedience. 
The Religion of | AS to what concerns Religion, all the 
aay Jehonneles Faponiaus, excepting fomefew who make 
ther arriv'd in Profeflion of Atheifm, and believe the 
that Country. Soul mortal, are Idolaters, and hold the 
tranfmigration of Souls,after the Doctrine 
of Pythagoras. Some of them pay Di- 
vine Worfhip tothe Sun and Moon; o- 
thers to the Camis, thofe Ancient Kings, 
of whom we have made mention, and 
tothe Potoques, the Gods of China. There 
are divers of them who adore fome kinds 
of Beafts, and many who adore the Devil 
under dreadful Figures. Befides_thefe, 
they have a certain Myfterious Deity 
whom they call Amida; and fay this God 
has built a Paradife offuch diftance from 
the Earth, that the Souls.cannot reach it 
under a Voyage of three years. But the 
God Xaca, ishe, of whom they report 
the greateft Wonders; who feems to be 
a 
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a counterfeit of the true Mefiah, fet up 


| by the Devil himfelf, or by his Minifters, 


For if one woud give credit to, them, 
Xaca being born ofa Queen, who ne- 
ver had the carnal knowledge of Man, 


reticd into the Defarts of Siam, and there .. 
under-went fevere Penances, to expiate -: 


the Sins of Men: that coming out of his 
Wildernefs, he aflembled fome Ditciples, 
and preach’d an Heavenly Doctrine in 
divers Countries. 

Tis incredible how 


many Temples have 
been built tothe ho- 
nour of Amida and 
Xaca : all the Cittes 
are full of them, and 


The Six Fefuites who were fent to 
Siam in 1685, in their relation of 
the Religion of the Siamois, which much 
refembles this of Japan, gucfs, with 
more probability, that thefe Opinions were 
the Corruptions of the Doétrine preach'd 
in the Indies by St. Thomas. 


their magnificence is 

equal totheir number. Nor is it eafie to 
imagine, how far their fuperftition carries 
the Worfhippers of thefe two Deities. 
They throw themfelves headlong down 


| from Rocks, or bury themfelves alive in 


Caves, and ’tis ordinary to fee Barques, 
full of Men and Women, with Stones 
hanging at their necks, and finging the 
praifes of their Gods, after which, they 
caft themfelves into the Sea. 

For what remains, the Spirit of Lyes, 
has eftablifh’d in fapan, a kind of Hie- 
rarchy, not unlike that of the Catholique 
Church. 
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Church. For thefe People have a Chief 
of their Religion, and a kind of Sove- 
raign Prieft, whom they call Sago. He 
keeps his Court in the Capital City of 
the Empire; and ‘tis he who approves 
the Sects, who inftitutes the Ceremonies, 
who Confecrates, if I may be allow’dto 
fay fo, the Tundi, who refemble our Bi- 
fhops, and whofe principal Funétion, is 
to ordain the Priefts of Idols, by con- 
ferring on them the power of offering Sas 
crifice. Thefe Priefts, who are calld 
Bonzes, part of them living in Defarts, 
the reft in Towns, all affect a rigid au- 
{terity of manners, and are amongft the 
Faponnefes, what the Brachmans are a- 
mongft the Jvdians, unlefs that they 
are yet more impious, and greater Hy- 
pocrites. 

To refume our Hiftory, immediately 
after the arrival of Xavier and his Com- 
panions, Paul de Sainte Foy, whom for- 
merly we call’d Ayger, went to pay his 
duty to the King of Saxuma; on which 
Cangoxima is depending, and whofe Pa- 
Jace is about the diftance of fix Leagues 
from it. That Prince who had hereto- 
fore fhewn great favour to him receivd 
him with much humanity, and with fo 
much the greater joy, becaufe he had 
believ'd himdead. This kind reception 

gave 
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gave Paul de Sainte Foy the confidence 
‘to petition the King for the pardon of 
‘that action, which had occafion‘d his 
departure, and it was not difficult for 
him to obtain it. | 
The King, naturally curious, as the 
Faponians generally are, enquird much 
of him, concerning the Zudies ; as what 
was the nature of the Country, and the hu- 
mour of the People, and whether the Por- 
tuguefes were as brave, and as powerful, 
as they were reprefented by common Pame. 
|When Paul had fatisfy’d him on. thefe 
'and the like Particulars, thedifcourfe fell 
on the different Religions in the Zndies, 
and finally on Chriftianity, which was 
introduc'd by the Portuguefes in India. 
Paul unfolded at large the Myfteries 
of our Faith, and feeing with what plea- 
‘fure he was heard, produc’d a Tablet of 
‘the Virgin, holding the little Fe/us in 
her arms. The Tablet was very curious, 
and Yavier had given it to this Fapon- 
| nefe, that he might thew it, as occafion 
offerd. The fight alone of this excel- 
ent Painting, wrovght fo much upon 
the King, that being touchd with 
thoughts of Piety and Reverence, he fell 
on his knees, with all his Courtiers, to 
honour the Perfons therein reprefented ; 
which feem’d to him to have.an air that 
was more than humane. He 
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He commanded it fhou’d be car- 
ried to the Queen his Mother. She was 
alfo charmd with it, and proftrated her 
felf by the fame inftin&, with all the La: 
dies of her Train, to falute the Mother 
and the Son. But, as the Faponzan'Wo- 
men are yet more inquifitive than the 
men, fhe ask'd a thoufand queftions con- 
cerning the Blefled Virgin and our Sa- 
viour, Which gave Paul the defir'd op: 
portunity, of relating all the Life of 
Fefus Chrift; and this Relation fo much 
pleas'd the Queen, that fome few days 
after, when he was upon his return to’ 
Cangoxima, the fent one of her Officers 
to have a Copy of the Tablet which fhe 
had feen: but a Painter: was not to be 
found to fatisfie her curiofity. She re- 
quird that at leaft fhe might have an 
abridgment in writing of the chief 
Points of Chriftianity, and was fatisfy'd 
therein by Paul. 

The Father overjoy’d at thefe good 
inclinations of the Court, thought ear- 
neftly of making himfelf capable to 
preach in the Language of the Country. 
There is but one Language fpoken 
through all Fapan : but that fo ample, 
and fo full of variety, that in effe@, it) 
may be faid to contain many Tongues. 
They make ufe of certain words, ‘and 
Phrafes, | 
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Phrafes, in familiar Difcourfe ; and of 
othersin ftudied compofitions. The Men 
of quality have a Language. quite differ- 
ing from the Vulgar. Merchants and 
Souldiers have a Speech proper to their 
feveral Profeffions, and the Women {peak 
a Dialect diftin® from any of the reft. 


When they treat on a fublime Subje@, | 


for Example, of Religion, or Affairs of 
State, they ferve themfelves of particu- 
Jar terms; and nothing appears more 
incongruous amonett them , than to 
confound thefe different manners of ex- 
preffion. | 
The holy Man had already. fome light 
notions of all thefe Languages, by the 
communication he had with the three 


| Faponian Chriftians; but he knew not 


enough to exprefs him with eafe and 
readinefs, as himfelf acknowledges in his 
Fpiftles, where he fays, that he and his 
Companions, at their firft arrival, ftood 
like Statues, mute and motionlefs. He 
therefore apply’d himfelf. with all dili- 


gence, tothe {tudy ofthe Tongue, which 
he relates in thefe following words. We 


are return d to our Infancy, fays he, and 
all our bufinefs. at prefent, isto learn the 
firft Elements. of the Japonian. Grammar: 
God give.us the grace toimitatethe fimplicity 
and innocence of Children, aswell as. to pra- 
tlife the exercifes of Children. We 
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We ought not to be aftonith’d, in this 
paflage laft quoted, thata man to whom 
‘God had many times communicated the 
sift of Tongues, fhou'd not fpeak that of 
Fapan, and that he fhoud be put to the 
pains of ftudying it. Thofé favours were 
tranfient,and Xavier never expected them. 
Infomuch, that being to make abode in 2 
Country, he ftudied the Language of it, 





as if he-cou’d not have arrivd to the 


knowledge of it, but by his own induftry. 
But the holy Spirit affifted him after an 
extraordinary manner, on thofe occafi- 
\ons, as we have formerly obferv'd. And 


‘we may fay, that the eafinefs wherewith 
he learnt fo many Tongues, was almoft 
equivalent to the lafting gift of them. 


He baptizesthe While Yavier and his Companions 


whole Family of

were labouring to acquire that knowledge 
which was neceflary for their preaching 
the word of fefus Chrift, tothe People of 
Cangoxima, Paul de Sainte Foy, with 
whom they lodg’d, himfelf inftructed his 
own Family : God gave that Bleffing fo his 
Zeal, that befides his Mother, his Wife 
and Daughter, many of his Relations 
were converted and baptiz'd: by Yavier. 
Within the compafs of forty days, the — 
Saint underftood enough of the Language 
to undertake the tranflation of the Apo-— 


files Creed, and the Expofttion of it, which 
he | 
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he had comipos’d in Zvdia.. As faft as he 
tranflated, he got every parcel of it by 
Heart, and with that help, was of Opi- 
nion, that he might begin to declare the 
Gofpel. But feeing that in Fapan, all the 
Meafures of the Laws and Cuftoms, aré 
to be taken, and obferv’d with great ex- 
actnefs, and nothing tobe attempted in 
publick, without permiffion from the Go- 
vernmient, he woud firft vifit the King of 
Saxuma, and chofe the time, onthe day 
of St. Michaelthe Arch-Angel. He had 
put the whole Empire under the protecti- 
on of that glorious General of the Co:- 
feftial Hoft, who chas’d the Rebellious 
Angels out of Heaven, and recommend- 
ed in his’daily Prayers to him, that he 
woud exterminate thofe Devils from Fa- 
pax, who had ufurp’d the Dominion ‘of 
it, for fo many Ages.

and his Companions, were come from 
another World, and had pafs.d through fo 
many ftormy Seas, not out of an avari- 
tious. defign, of enriching -themfelves 
with the Gold of Fapaz, but only to 
teach the Fapounefes the true way of E- 
ternal Life. From the very firft meet- 
ing, the King caution’d Xavier, to keep 
fately all the Books and Writings, which 
contain’d the Chriftian Dogtrine; For, 
faid he, if your Faith be true, the Demons 
will be fure to fly furioufly upon yous and 
all manner of mifchief i to be expected 
from their Malice. Afterwards he gran- 
ted permiffion to the Saingto preach the 
Chriftian Law, within the whole extent 
of his Dominions; and farther causd 
his. Letters Patents to be expedited, by 
vertue of which, all his Subjects had free 
liberty of being made Chriftians, if they 
fo defir'd. 

He begins 9 | <avier took advantage of this happy 
preach at Can- conjunCture; and deferr'd no longer his 
Bee Bo. preaching, in Cangoxima. He began by 

explaining the firft Articles of the Creed. 
That of the Exiffence of one God, all 
powerful, the Creatour of Heaven and 
Farth wasa ftrange furprife to his Audi- 
tours, who knew nothing ofa firft Being, 
onwhom the Univerfe depended,as onits 
Caufe and Principle. ‘The other Articles 
which 
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which refpect the Zrinity, and Incarnati- 
on, appear'd to them yet more incredi- 
ble: Infomuch, that fome of them held 
the Preacher fora Mad-man, and laugh’d 
him to fcorn. Notwithftanding which, 
the wifer fort, coud not let it fink inte 
their Belief, that a Stranger, who had 
no Intereft to deceive them, fhou’d un- 
dergo fo many hardthips and dangers, 
and come fo far, onfet purpofe, to cheat 
them with a Fable. In thefe confidera- 
tions, they were defirous of clearing 
thofe. doubts, which poflefsd them, in 
relation to thofe Myfteries which they 
had heard. Xavier anfwerd them fo 
diftinétly, and withal fo reafonably, 
with the affiftance of Paul de Sainte Foy, 
who ferv’d him for Interpreter, in cafe of 
need, that the greateft part fatisfy’d 
' with his folutions, came over to the 
Faith. 

The firft who defir'd Baptifm, and re- 
ceivd it, was a man of mean condition, 
deftitute of the goods of Fortune; as if 
God willd, that the Church of Fapan 
fhoud have the fame Foundations, of 
meannefs and Poverty, with the Univer- 
fal Church : the name of Bernard was gis 
ven him, and by his Vertue he became 
in procefs of time Illu{trious. 
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In the mean time, Xavier vifited the 


Bonza’s, and Bonzas, and endeavourd to gain their 
good-will, being perfuaded, that Chri- 


{tianity woud make but little progrefs 
amongit the people, if they opposd the 
preaching of the Gofpel: And on'the o- 
ther fide, judging that all the World 
woud embrace the Law. of the true God, 
in café’they fhou’d’ not openly refift ir. 
His good behaviour, and franknefs im- 
mediately gain’d him the favour of their 
Chief ; he was a man of fourfeore years 
of age, and for a Bonza, a good honeft 
man: in that eftimation of Wifdom, that 
thé’ King of Saxuma, iotrufted him with 
his ‘moft important Affairs, and fo well 
versd in his Religion, that he was fir- 
namvd ‘Ningit, which is to fay, the Heart 
of ‘Eruth. But this name was not alto- 
gether proper to him; and Xavier pre- 
tently perceiv’d, that the Veillard, knew 
not what to believe, concerning the im- 
mortality of the Soul; faying fometimes, 
That our Souls were nothing different from 
thofe of Beafts; at othertimes, That they 
came from Fleaven, and that they had im 
them fomewhat of Divine: 

Thefe uncertainties of a‘Mind, float- 


ring betwixt truth and fallhood, gave Xa- 
f the Bonza’s, vier the occafion of proving the immor- 


tality of the Soul, in the Converfations 
they 
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they had together; and he reafon'd 
ftrongiy théreupon, according to natu- 
ral Principles alone. Yet his Arguments 
had no other effect, than the praifes 
which «were given them. Nivgit com- 
mended the Knowledge of the Euvropeaz 
Bonza, (fo they call'd the Father) and 
was fatisfy’d, that no man had a deeper 
infight into Nature. But he ftill re- 
main’d doubtful on the bufinefs of Reli- 
gion; either out of fhame to change his 
Opinion at that age, or perhaps, becaufe 
thofe who have doubted all their life, are 


—— 


more hard to be convinced, than thofe | 


who have never believ'd at all. 


The efteem which Ningit had for Ya- | 


vier, causd him to be had in great re- 
pute with the reft of the Bovza's. They 
heard him with applaufe, when he {poke 
of the Divine Law, and confefsd open- 
ly, Thata man who was come from the 
other end of the World, through the 
mid{t of fo many dangers, to preach a 
new Religion, cou’d only be infpird by 
the Spirit of Truth, and cou’d propofe 


| nothing, but what was worthy of be- 


lief. 

The Teftimony of the Bowza’s autho- 
risd the preaching of the Gofpel ; but 
their fcandalous way of living, hinderd 
them from following our holy Law. 
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Notwithftanding, before the conclufion 
of the year, two of them of lefs corrupt 
manners than the reft, or more faithful 
to the Grace of Fefus Chriff, embrac’d 
Chriitianity ; and their Example wrought 
fo far upon the Inhabitants of Cangoxima, 
that many of them defir'd to be bap- 
tis d. 





The Bonza’s ‘Thefe firft fruits of preaching promis’d 
rife againft him preater; and the Faith flourifh’d daily 


more and more in Cangoxima; when a 
Perfecution rais’d on a fudden, — ruin’d 
thefe fair expectations, and ftopt the 
Progrefs of the Gofpel. The Bonza’s, 
furpriz‘d to fee the People ready to for- 
fake the Religion of the Country, open’d 
their eyes to their own intereft, and ma- 
nifeftly faw, that if this new Religion 
Were once receivd, as they only fiv’d 
on the Alms and Offerings which were 
made to their Deities, they fhou’d be 
wholly depriv'd of their fubfiftance. They 
judg’d, in confequence, that this evil 
was to be remedy d, before it grew un- 
curable; and nothing was to be fpar’d, 
for the rooting out thefe Portuguefe Prea- 
chers. It was then manifeft, ‘that thofe 
Religious Idolaters, who at firft had been 
fo favourable to Xavier, now made open- 
War againit him. They decryd him in 
all places, and publickly treated him as 
an

an Impoftor. Even fo far they pro- 
ceeded, that one day as he was Preach- 
ing, in one of the publick places of the 
City, a Bonza interrupted him in the 
mid of his difcourfe, and warnd the 
People not to trufthim; faying, hat i 
was a Devil, who {poke to them mthe like- 
nefs of a Man. 7 

This outrageoufnefs of the Bowza’s re Bonza’s 
fail'd of the effect which they defir’d ; fuceed nor in 
the Japonians, who are naturally men of bing Reibaaite 

; é : ing. 
wit, and Plain Dealers, came eafily to 
underftand the motives of their Priefts, 
to change their manner of Behaviour, 
and finding intereft in all they faid or 
did, grew more and more attentive to the 
Doctrine of the Father. 

Some of them upbraided the Bowza’s, 
that their proper concernments had 
kindled their zeal to fuch an heighth: 
that Religion was not to be defended by 
calumnies, and affronts, but by folid Ar- 
suments, ‘That if the Doctrine of the 
European was fale, why did they not,de- 
monttrate clearly the falfhood of it; 
that for the reft, it was of little confe- 
quence, whether this new Preacher was 
a Demon or a Man; and that truth was 
to be receiv'd, whofoever brought it: 
that after all, he liv’d with great au- 
fterity, and was more to be apr: He than 
any of them. Be 4 In 
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In effe@, Xavier for the edification 
of the People, who commonly judge by 
appearances of things, abftain‘d entirely. 
both from Flefh and Fifh, Some bitter 
Roots, and Pulfe boyl’d in water, were 
all his nourifhment, in the midft of his 
continual labours.. So that he practis’d 
rigoroufly, and litterally, that abftinence 
of which the Bonza’s make profeffion, 
or rather that which they pretend to 
practife. And he accuftom’d himfelf to 
this immediately , upon what Paul 
de Sainte Foy had told him, that it 
woud look ill if a Religious Chriftian, 
fhou'd live with lefs aufterity, than the 
Priefts of Idols fhoufd in their courfe of - 
LAE ¢ Sele SAS he gas 


He works adi. _ The wonders which God wrought, by 
vers Miracles. the Miniftration of his Servant, gave 
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farther confirmation to the Chriftian 
Law. The Saint walking out one day up- 
the Sea fhore, met certain Fifhers, who 
were fpreading their empty Nets, and 
complain’d of their bad fortune. He had 
pity on them, and after making fome 
fhort Prayers, he advisd them to Fifh 
once more. They did fo, on his word, 
and took fo many Fifh, and of fuch 
Jeveral forts, that they cou’d hardly 
draw their Nets. They continued their 
Fifhing for fome daysafter, with thé 
Ro." fame 
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1 fame fuccefs ; and what appears more 
) wonderful, the Sea of Cangoxima, Wy bi h 
was {carce of Fith, from that time for- 
} ward had great plenty. 

a A Woman, who had heard rep 

} of the Cures which the Apoftle had made 
} in the Zndies, brought him her little 
} Child, who was fwell’d over all the 
Body, even to deformity. Xavier took 
| the Infant in his arms, look’d on him 
| with eyes of pity, and pronounced thrice 
| over him thefe words, God ble/s thee; 
| after which, he gave the Child back 
to his Mother, fo well, and beautiful, 

| that fhe was tranfported with j joy and ad- 
| miration. 

This Miracle made a noife about the 
Town; and gave occafion to a Leper, 
| to hope a cure for his Difeafe, which he 
| had fought in vain for many years. Not 
| daring - to appear in publick, becaufe his 
uncleannefs had excluded him from the 
Society of men, and made him loath- 
fome to all Companies ; > he fent for Xa- 
| vier, who at that time happen’d to be 
: ingag’d i in bufinefs, and coud not come; 

but deputed one of his Companions to 

vifit him ; giving order to ask him thrice, 
if he was content to believe in Chrift, 
in cafe he fhou'd be heal’d of his Lepro- 
fie; and thrice tomake the fign of the 

Crofs 
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Crofs over him, if he promis’d conftantly 
toembrace the Faith. All things pafyd 
according to the Commiffion of the Fa- 
ther: the Leper oblig‘d himfelf-to be- 
come a Chriftian upon the recovery of 
his health; and the fign of the Crofs was 
no fooner made over him, but his whole - 
body became as clean, as ifhe had never 
been infected with Leprofy. The fud- 
dennefs of the Cure, wrought in him to 
believe in Chrift, without farther: dif 
ficulty, and his lively Faith brought him 
haftily to Baptifm. 

But the moft celebrated Miracle which 
Aavier wrought in Cangoxima, was the 
Refurrection of a young Maid of Qua- 
sity. She died in the flower ofher youth, 
and her Father who lov‘d her tenderly, 
was ready to go diftra@ted with his lofs. 
Being an Idolater, he had no fourfe of 
comfort remaining for his affliction, and 
his Friends, who came to condole with 
him, inftead ofeafing, did but aggravate 
his grief; two new Chriftians, who came 
to fee him,. before the Burial of his 
Daughter, advis'd him to feek his remedy 
from the holy man, who wroughe fuch 
Wonders, and beg her life of him, with 
ftrong affurance of fuccefs.

more increasd in Faith, not exceeding 
the number of an hundred; they found.

Though the Father was nothing doubt- 
ful of their Conftancy, yet he wou'd 
fortifie them by good Difcourfes, before 
he left a Town and Kingdom, where 
there was no farther hope of extending | 
the Chriftian Faith. For which reafon | 
he daily aflembled them; where having | 
read fome paflages of Scripture, Tran- 
flated into their own Language,’ and | 
fuitable to the prefent condition of that | 
Infant Church, he explain’d to them) 
fome one of the Myfteries of our Sa- | 
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fill’d with the interiour Unétions of the 
Holy Spirit, that they interrupted his 
{peech at every moment, with their 
fighs and tears. _ _

more ample Expofition of the Creed, 
and added fundry {piritual Inftructions, 
with the Life of our Saviour, which he 
entirely ‘Tranflated, he caus’d it to be 
Printed in Faponnefe Characters, that ic 
might be fpread through all the Nation. 
At this time the two Converted Bonza’s, 
and two other Baptis’d Faponians, under- 
took a Voyage to the /udies, to behold 
_with their own eyes, what the Father 
had toldthem, concerning the {plendour 
of Chriftianity at Goa; I mean the mul- 
titude of Chriftians, the magnificence of 
the Churches, and the beauty of the Ec- 
clefiaftick Ceremonies. 

At length he departed from Cangoxima, fe ae : re 
at the beginning of September, in the? 
year 1550, with Cozmo de Torrez, and 
Fohn Fernandez, carrying on his back, 
according to his Cuftom, all the necef- 
fary Utenfils for the Sacrifice of the 
Mafs. Before his departure, he recom- 
mended the Faithful to Paul de Sainte 
Foy. “Tis wonderful, that thefe new Chri-

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{tians, bereft of their Paftours, fhou'd 
maintain themfelves in the midft of Pa- _ 
ganifm, and amongft the Perfecuting — 
Bonza’s, and not one fingle man of them _ 
fhou’d be perverted from the Faith, It 
happen’d, that even their exemplary lives, 
{o edify’d their Countrey-men, that they 
gain’d over many of the Idolaters: info- 
much, that in the procefs of fome few 
years, the number of Chriftians was en- 
creas'd to five hundred Perfons; and the 
King of Saxuma wrote to the Viceroy’ of 
the Jndies, to have fome of the Fathers 
of the Society, who fhoud publifh 
through all his Territories, a Law fo 
holy and fo pure. The news which 
came, that the Portuguefe Veflels, which 
came lately to fapan, had taken their 
way to Firando, causd Xavier to go 
thither; and the.ill Intelligence betwixt 
the two Princes, gave him. hopes that the 
King of Firando, wowd give him and his 
two Companions a good reception.

Nothing but 
fearful 
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fearful Precipices on every fide; and the 
Fortrefs approachable by one onely way, 
where a Guard was plac’d both day and 
night. The infide of it was as pleafing, 
as the outfide was full of horrour, A 
{iately Palace compos’d the Body of the 
place, and in that Palace were Portico’s, 
Galleries, Halls, and Chambers, of an 
admirable Beauty, all -was cut in the 
living ftone, and wrought fo curioufly, 
that the works feem’d to be caft within 
a Mould, and not cut by the Chizzel. 

Some People of the Caftle, who were 
returning from Cangoxima, and who had 
there feen Xavier, invited him by the 
way, tocome and vifit their Lord; not 
doubting but Ekandono, wou'd be glad to 
fee fo famous a Perfon. 

Xavier who fought all occafions of 
publifhing the Gofpel, loft not that op- 
portunity. The good reception which 


was made him, gave him the means of ?/eaching. 


teaching immediately the true Religion, 
and the ways of Eternal Life. The At- 
tendants of the Prince, and Souldiers of 
the Garrifon, who were prefent, were fo 
movd, both by the Sandtity, which

From 
thence he took occafion to tell them, Zhat 
as they never had any knowledge of the true 
God, fo they never were able to exprefs his 
name: That the Portuguefes, who knew 
him, call’d bim Deos: and he repeated 
that word: with fo much Adtion, and 
fuch a tone of Voice, that he made even 
the Pagans fenfible, what Veneration was 
due to that Sacred Name. Having pub- 
lickly condemn’d, in two feveral Towns, 
the falfe Sects of fapan, and the enor- 
mous Vices reigning there, he was drawn 
by the Inhabitants without the Walls, 
where they had refolv’d to ftone ‘him. 
But when they were beginning to take 
up the Stones, they were overtaken by 
a violent and fudden ftorm, which con- 
{train’d them all to betake themfelves to 
flight: The holy man continwd in the 
midft of this rack of Heaven, with flafh- 
es of Lightning darting round about him, 
without lofing. his-habitual tranquility ; 
but adoring that Divine Providence,which 
fought fo vifibly in his favour. He 
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his three Companions, in February, 15 54; 


widely fpread, for being the Seatof Em- 
pire and Religion, where the Cabofama, 
the Dairy, and the Sa/o kept their Court, 
fcemd to promife great matters to Fa. 
ther Xavier; but the effect did not an- 
{wer the appearances: Meaco, which in 
the Faponian Tongue, fignifies. a thing 
worth feeing, was no more than the fha- 
dow of what formerly it had been: fo 
terribly Wars and Fires had laid it wafte. 
On every fide Ruines were to be beheld, 
and the prefent condition of Affairs, 
threatnd it with a total deftruciion. All 
the Neighbouring Princes, were com- 
_bin'd together againft the Cubofama, and 
nothing was to be heard but the noife of 
Arms. | 
The Man of God endeavour'd to have 
gaind an Audience from the Cudofama, 
and the Dayré, but he cou’d not compafs 
tt. He coudnot fo much as get admit- 
tance to the Safo, or High Prieft of the 
- Faponian Religion. Yo procure him thofe 
Audiences, they demanded no lefs than 
an hundred thoufand Cazxes, which a-« 
mount to fix hundred. French Crowns ; 
and the Father had it not to give. De- 
{pairing of doing any good, on that fade,

The name of that celebrated Town, fo *nprofitably. 
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he preachd in the publick places, by 
that Authority alone, which the Al- 
mighty gives his Miffioners: As the 
Town was all in confufion, and the 
Thoughts of every man taken up with 
the reports of War, none liften’d to him, 
orthofe who cafually heard him in paf 
fing by, made no reflections on what he

making Converts amidft thedifturbance . 
of that place, he had a {trong impulfe of 
returning to Amanguchi, without giving | 
for loft,all the pains he had taken at Meacos 
not only becaufe of his great fufferings, | 
and fufferings are the gains of Gods A- 
poftles, but alfo, becaufe-at leaft he had 
preachd Chrift Fefus in that place; that 
is to fay, in the moft Idolatrous Town of 
all the Univerfe, and opend the paffage 
for his Brethren, whom God had fores 
appointed in the years following, there 
to eftablith Chriftianity, according to the 
Revelations which had beem'given him 
concerning it. 

He imbarkd on a River which falls 
from the adjoining Mountains,’and wafh- 
ing the foot of the Walls of Meaco difem- 
bogues it felf afterwards into an Arm of 
the Sea, which runs up towards Sacay.

Being inthe Ship, he cou’d not ‘turn off 
his Eyes from the ftately' Town of Mea 
co; and, as Fernandez tells us, often fung 
the beginning of the 1137¢h Pfaim, Ie exi- 
tu Iirael de Agypto, domus Jacob de‘ po- 
palo Barbaro, Sc. whether he confider’d 
himfelf asan J/raelite, departing out of a 
Land of Infidels, by the command of 
God, or that he look’d on that barbarous 
people, as one day deftin’d tobe the 
people of God. As for what remains, 
‘perceiving that Prefents -are of great 
force to introduce Foreigners to the 
Princes of Fapan, he went trom Sacay to 
Firando, where he had left what the 
Viceroy of the Indies, and the Gover- 
nour of Malacca had oblig’d him tocarry 
with him to Fapan, that is to fay, a lit- 
tle ftriking Clock, an Inftrument of ve- 
ry harmonious Mufick, and fome other 
trifles, the value of which confifted on- 
ly in the workmanthip, and rarity. 
Having alfo obferv’d, That his ragged 
Habit had fhock'd the faponnefes, who 
judge by the out-fide of the man, and 
vho hardly vouchfafe to hear a man ill 
cloath’d, he made himfelf a new Gar- 
ment, handfome enough, of thofe Alms 
which the Portuguefes had beftow'd on 
him; being verily perfwaded, that an A- 
poftolick Man, ought to make himéelf all 
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to all; and that to gain over worldly 

men it was fometimes neceflary to con- 

torm himfelfa little to their weaknefs, 
Being veturn'd . Being come to Amanguchi, his Prefents 


to Amangu- ° f 
ENG be aeisten made his way for an Audience from the 


dudience of the King, and procur'd him a favourable Re- 
King. ception. Oxindono, who admir’d the 
workmanthip of Europe, was not fatis- 
fyd with thanking the Father in a very 
obliging manner, but the fame day {ent 
him a large fum of Money, by way of 
gratification ; but Xavier abfolutely re- 
fus'd it, and this very denial gave the 
King a more advantageous Opinion of 
him. Hlow different (Said Oxindono) is 
this European Bonza, from our covetous 
Priefts, who love Money with fo much gree- 
dinefs, and who mind nothing but their 
worldly Intereft / 
He obtains per- On the next morning Xavier prefen- 
miffonto preach ted to the King the Letters of the Gover- 
nour, and of the Bifhop of the Jndies; 
in which the Chriftian Faith was much 
extolld; and defird him, inftead of all 
other favours, to grant him the permifli- 
on of preaching it,-afluring him once a- 
pain, that it was the only motive of his 
Voyage. The King increafing his admi- 
ration at the Father’s Generofity, grant- 
ed him by word of Mouth, and alfo by 
a publick Edi@, to declare the word of 
3 thee God, 
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God. The Edict was fet up at the tura- 
ings of Streets, and in publick places of 
the Town. It contain‘d a free tolerati- 
on forall perfons to profefs the European 
Faith, and forbad on grievous penalties, 
any hindrance, or moleftation tothe new 
Bonza's, in the exercife of their Funct. 
ons. 

Befides this, Oxindono aflign'd them for 


their Lodgings, an old Monaflry of the nies, 


» Bonzas, wich was difinhabited. They 
‘ were no fooner eftablifl’d in it, than great 
numbers of people reforted to them. 
Some out of Policy, and to pleafe the 
King, others to obferve their carriage, 
and to pick faultsin it, many out of Cu- 
riofiry, and to learn fomething that was 
new. Ail in general proposd their 
doubts, and difputed with fo much ve- 
hemence, that moft of them were out of 
breath. The Houle was never empty, 
and thefe perpetual vifits, took up all the 
time of the man of God. 

~ He explains himfelf on this Subject, 
and almoft complains, in the Letters 
which he writes to Father Zrwatius, con- 
cerning his Voyage of Fapay. For after 
he had mark’d out to him the Qualities 
which were requifice in a Labourer of 
the Society, proper to be fent thither, 
Lhat he ought in the firft place to be a 
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perfon of unblamable Converfation, and that 
the Japonnefes wou'd eafily be fcandalizd, 
where they coud find occafton for the leaft 
reproach, that moreover he ought to be of 
no le{s Capacity than Vertue, becaufe Ja- 


| pan zs alfo furnifbd with an infinite num- 
| der of her own Clergy-men, profound in Scie 
ence, and not yielding up any point in dif- 


pute without being firft convined by demon- 
férative reafons; that yet farther it was 
neceffary, that a Mifftoner (bou’'d come pre- 
pard, to endure all manner of wants and 
bardfhips, that he muft be endwd with an 
heroick Fortitude to encounter continual dan: 
gers, and death it felf in dreadful torments, 
zn cafe of need: Having, I fay, fet thefe 
things forth, and added thefe exprefs 
words in one of his Letters, Z write to 
Father Simon, and in his abfence to the 
Retiour of Coimbra, That he fhall fend 
bither ouly fuch men as are known and ap- 
provd by your holy Charity, he continues 
thus ; 

Thefe Labourers in the Gofpel muft ex- 
pect to be much more crofsd in their under- 
taking than they imagine; they will be 
weary d out with vifts, and by troublefome 
Queftions. every hour of the day, and half 
the night. They will be fent for inceffant- 
ly to the Floufes of the Great, and will fome- 
gimes want leifure to fay their Prayers, or 
tO 
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| to make their recollections, Perhaps alfo

they will want time, to fay their. Mafs or 
their Breviary: or not have enough, far 


their repajt, or even for their natural ree. 
pofe. For it is incredible, how importue 
nate thefe Japonians are, efpecially in ree 


-ference to Strangers, of whom they make 
no reckoning, but rather make their {port 


of them, What therefore will become of 


them, when they rife up againft their Seéts, 
and reprebend their Vices? yet thefe jmpore 
tunities became pleafing to Father Xavier, 
and afterwards produc'd a good effect. As the 
Japonnefe are of docible and reafenable 
minds, the more they prefs'd him in dif- 
pute, they underftocd the truth the more. 
So that their doubts being fatisfyd, they 
comprehended eafily, that there were no con 
traditions in our Faith, nothing that wou'd 


uot abide the teft of the moft fevere dif- 


cuffion, 


lt was inthe midft of thefe interpoe 4 anfwers 


gations, with which the Saint was over- 
burthend,: that by a prodigious manner 
of {fpeech, the like of which was {carce- 
ly ever heard, he fatisfy’d with one only 
anfwer, the queftions of many perfons, 
on very different Subjects, and often op- 
pofite to each other: as fuppofe, the im- 
mortality of the Soul, the motions of the 
fleavens , the Eslipfes of the Sun and 

Moon, 
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Moon, the Colours of the Rainbow, Sin and 
Grace, Hell and Fleaven.. ‘The Wonder 
was, that after he had heard all their‘fe- 
veral demands, he anfwerd them in few 
words, andthat thefe words, being mul- 
- tiply’d in their ears, by a vertue all Di- 
vine, gave them to underftand what 
they defir'd to know, asif he had an- 
fwer'd each of them in particular: They 
frequently took notice of this Prodigy, 
and were fo much amazd at it, that 
they look’d on one another like men di- 
ftracted, and regarded the Father with — 
vee admiration, as not knowing what to 
aa || think or fay. Butas clear fighted, - and 
eae ableas they were, for the moft part, they 
La coud not coneive that it was above the 
Wh 2 power of nature. ‘They afcribd it to I 
know not what fecret kind of Science, 
which they imagin’d him only to poflefs. 
a | For which reafon, Father Cozmo de Tor-

a nen | not endu'd with the great knowledge 
if + iy Ve of Father Francis, nor has the art of re- 
a eae folving many doubts with one onely an- 
HW ean wer. 
a The procefs of the Saints Canonifa- 
eat tion, makes mention of this Miracle ; 
a al and Father Avtonio Quadros, who travel’d 
Pa to Japan four years after Father Xavier, 
OE Le writes 
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writes it to Father Diego Moron, Provin- 
cial of Portugal: thefe are his words,‘ A 
“Faponnefe inform’d me, that he had feen 
‘three Miracles, wrought by Father Xu- 
‘vier in his Country. Z¥e made a Perfor 


“walk, and {peak, who was Dumb, and taken 


‘with the Palfey. He gave voice to another 
“mute: And hearing to one that was deaf. 
‘This Fapoxian alfo told me, that Father 
& 


‘moft knowing man of Europe; and that 


“the other Fathers of the Society were 


‘nothing to him, becaufe they cou’d an- 
“fwer but one Idolater at a time; but 
‘that Father Xavier by one only word, 
‘decided ten or twelve queftions. When 
‘I told him, that this might probably hap- 
‘pen, becaufe thofe quettions were alike, 
*he affur'd me it was not fo; but that on 
‘the contrary, they were very different. 
“He added, laftly, that this-was no extra- 
‘ordinary thing with him, but a common 
“practice. 


When Yavier and his Companion ie preaches in 
Fernandex were a little difingag’d from *™"s*s*- 


thefe importunities, they fet themfelves 
on preaching twice a day, in the pub- 
lick places of the Town, in defpight of 
the Bovza’s. There were feven or eight 
Religions in Amanguchi, quite oppoiite 
to each other; and every one of them 
had 


Xavier was efteem'd in Japan, for the | 
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had many Profelytes, who défended their 
own as beft. Infomuch. that thefe Bon- 
zas, who were heads of Parties, had ma- 
ny difputes among{t themfelves; but 
when once the Saint began to publith 
the Chriftian Law, all the Sects united 
again{t their common Enemy. Which 
notwithf{tanding they durft not openly 
declare, againfta man who was favour'd 
by the Court, and who feemd even to 
themfelves to have fomewhat in him, 
that was more than humane. 

| .At this time God reftord to Father 
Xavier the gift of Tongues; which had 
been given him in the Jvdies, on divers 
eccafions; for without having ever learnt 
the Chivefe Language, he preach’d every 
day to the Chinefe Merchants, who Tra- 
ded at 4manguch?, intheir Mother-tongue, 
there being great numbers of them. He 


-preachd inthe Afternoon to the Fapo- 


nians in ther Language, but fo natu- 
rally, and with fo much eafe, that he 
coud not be taken for a Foreigner. 

The force of truth, againft which 
their Doctours cou'd oppofe nothing that 
was reafonablein their difputations ; the 
novelty of three Miracles which we 
have mention’d, and of many others, 
which Xavier wrought at the fame time, 
his innocent and rigid life, the Divine 
| Siprit 
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Spirit which enliven’d his Difcourfes; 
all thefe together made fo great an im- 
prefiion on their hearts, that in lefs than 
two months time, - more than five hun- 
dred Perfons were Baptisd. The greateft 
part, men of quality and learning; who 
had examin d Chriftianity tothe bottom, 
and who did not render up themfeélves 
for any other reafon, than ‘for that they 
had nothing farther to oppofe. 


Tt was wonderful, according to the’, 


report of the Saint himfelf, to obferve 


| that there was no other.fpeech but of 
| Fefus Chrift, through all the Town; and 


that thofe who had moft eagerly fought 
apainit the Chriftian Law in their Dif 


| putes, vvere now the moftardent to\de= 


fend it, and to. practife it» with « moft 
exactnefs. All of them were tenderly 
affeCtionate to the Father, ‘and ‘were es 
ver loath to leave his Company.. ‘They 
took delight in making daily queftions 
to him, concerning the: Myfteries’ of 
Faith, and ‘tis unfpeakable what invvard 
refrefhments they found, in feeing that 
all was Myfierious even in the moft or- 
dinary Ceremonies ; as for example, ‘in 
the manner ‘wherewith the Faithful: fign 
themfelves with the Crofs. | 
The Father on-his. fide:had as ample 
a fatisfaction ; and he confeflesit himfelf,

His joy in obfer- 
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in a Letter, which he directed fome time 
after to the Fefuites in Europe-——T hongh 
my hairs are already become all hoary, {ays 
he to them, J am more vigorous, and ro- 
buft than I ever was: for the pains which 
are taken, to Cultivate a reafonable Natian, 
which loves the Truth, and which covets to 
be favd, afford me matter of great joy. 
I have not, in the courfe of all my life, re- 
ceivd agreater fatisfattion, than at A- 
manguchi; where multitudes of People 
came to hear me, by the Kings permiffion. 
E faw the pride of their Bonzas over- 
thrown, and the moft inflam'd Enemies of 
the Ghriftian Name, fubjected to the humi- 
lity of the Gofpel. I faw the tranfports 
of joy in thofe new Chriftians, when after 
having vanquifh'd the Bonzas in difpute, 
they return'd in Triumph. I was not lefs 
fatisfyd, to fee their diligence in labouring 
to convince the Gentiles, and vying with 
each other in that undertaking ; with the 
delight they took in the relation of their 
Gongquefts ; and by what arguments and 
means they brought them over, and how 
they rooted out the Heathen Superftitions, 
all thefe particulars gave me fuch abundant 
joy, that I loft the fence of my own afflitti- 
ons. Ab, might it pleafe Almighty God, 
that as I call to my remembrance, thofe con- 
folations which I have receivd from the 
Fountain 








“| 
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Fountain of all mercies, in the midft of my 
labours, I might not only make a recital 
of them, but give the experience alfo, and 
caufe them to be felt and confider'd as they 


| ought by our Univerftties of Europe, I am 


alfur'd, that many young men, who fludy 
there, woud come hither to employ all the 


| ftrength of their parts, and vigour of their 


| minds, in the Converftox of an Idolotrous 


| People, hadthey once tafted thofe heavenly 


refrefhments, which accompany our Labours. 


Thefe inward delights of God’s Sere zi sccafons of 
| vant, were not yet fo pure, but that /v70» amongyt 
| fome bitternefs was intermix’d. He was 
| not without forrow for Oxindono King of 


| Amanguchi ; who, though perfwaded of 
| the excellence of Chriftianity, was re- 
|taind in Idolatry by carnal pleafures, 
| And for Neatondono, firft Prince of the 








Kingdom, who having noble and ver- 
tuous inclinations, might have prov’d 
the Apoftle of the Court, if fome trivial 
Reafons had not hinder’d him from be- 


-coming a Chriftian. He, and the Prin- 


cefs his Wife, refpected Xavier as their 
Father, and even honourd him as 4 


‘Saint. They alfo lovdthe Faithful, arid 


-fuccourdthem in all their needs. They 
{poke of our Faith in terms of great ve- 


neration: but having founded many 
Monatteries of Bovzas, it troubled them 
as 


his Spinal 
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as they faid, to lofe the fruit of cha« 


rity ; and thus the fear of being fruftra- 


ted, of I know not what rewards, which 
the Bonza's promisd them, caus'd them 


to neglect. that eternal recompence, of. 


which the holy man affur’d’ them. 

But how powerful foever the exams 
ples. of Princes is ufually in matters of 
Religion, yet on all fides’ Chriftianity 
wasembracd; andan action of Yavier’s 
Companion did not.a little contribute, 


tothe gaining over of the moft ftubborn. 


Fernandez preach'd in one of the moft 
frequented places of the Town: and a- 
mongi{t his. crowd of Auditors, were 


fome Perfons of great wit, ftrongly O-— 
pinion’d of their Sect, who cowd-not 


conceive the Maximes of the Gofpel ; 
and who heard the Preacher with no o- 
ther intention, than to make a fport. of 
him. In the midft of theSermon, a 
man, who was of the skum of thé Rab: 
ble, drew near to Fernandez, asif it 
were to whifper fomething to him, and 
hawking up a.maf{s of naftinefs, {pit it 
full upon his face. Fernandez without 
a word fpeaking, or making the leaft fign 
that he was concern’d, took his hand- 
kerchief, wip'd his face; and continu’d 


his difcourfe. 
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deration of the Preacher; ‘the moré de. 
bauchd,. who had fet. up.a laughter at 
this affront, turn’dall their {corn into 
admiration, ‘and. fincerely acknowledg’d 
that a man who was-fo much mafter of 
his paffions, as‘to conimand them. on 
fuch, an occafion, muft needs be endu’d 
with greatnefs- of Soul, and Heroick 
Courage. One of the chief of the Affem- 
bly, difcover’d fomewhat elfe-in this'un- 
dhaken patience. He.was the mott lear- 
ned amongtt all the Doctours of .Aman- 
guchi; and the moft violent again{t the 
Gojpel. He confider’d that a Law, which 
taught fuch patience, and {uch infenG- 
bility of affronts, cou’d only come from 
Heaven; and argu’d thus within himéelf, 
| Dhefe»;:Preachers, who with fo much con 
“ftancy, endure the vileft of all injuries, 

| cannot pretend to cozenus. It woud co 
them too dear a price ; and no man will de- 
cezve another at his own expence. Efe onem 
ly, who made the heart of man, can place 
it in, fo great Tranquility. The force of 
_ Nature cannot reach fo far ; and this Chris 
| Stian patience muft proceed alone from fome 
| Divine Principle:  thefe People caunot but 
| Fave fome infallible affurance of the Do- 
_ Ctrine they believe, and of the recompence 
which they expect. For, in fine, they are 
ready to fuffer all things for their God:

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He was come to Amanguchi, on purpofe 
tobe made a Bowza, But being inform’d 
that the Sect of Bonza’s, of which he de- 
fir'd to be a Member, did not acknow- 
ledge a firft Principle, and that their 
Books had made nod mention of him, he 
chang'd his thoughts, and was unrefoly’d 
on what .courfe of living he fhou’d fix. 
“Till being finally conyine’d, by the ex- 
ample of the Doctour, and the argu- 
ments of Xavier, he became a Chriftian, 
The name of Laurence was given him; 
and it was he, who being receiv’d by 
Xavier himfelf into the Society of Fefus, 
exercisd immediately, the Miniftry of 
preaching, with fo much fame, and fo 
Great fuccefs, that he converted an innu- 
merable multitude of noble and valiant 
men, who vvere afterwards the. Pillars 
of the Faponiae Church. 

As to what remains,the Monatteries of 
the Bonza’s were daily thinn’d, and Srew 
infenfibly.to be difpeopl’d, by the defers 
tion of young men, who had fome re- 


_ Inainders of modefty and morality. Be- 


ing afham‘d. of leading a brutal life, 
and of deceiving the fimple, they laid: 
by their habits of Bonza’s, together with 
the Profeffion, that coming back into the 
World, they might more eafily be con-. 
verted. Thefe young Borza’s difcover’d 
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to Xavier the Myfteries of their Sects, 
and reveal’d to him their hidden abomi- 
nations, which were coverd with an 

outfide of aufterity. & 
He declares a- The Father who vvas at-open de-., 
eainfi the Bon-Fance with thofe men, vvho vvere the” 
mortal Enemies of all the Faithful, and 
vvhofe onely intereft it was to hinder 
the eftablifhment of the Faith, publifhd 
vvhatfoever vvas told him in relation to 
them, and reprefented them in their pro- 
per colours. Thefe unmask'd Hypocrites, 
became the laughter of the’ people ; but 
A vvhat mortifyd them more,’ vvas, that 
| they who had heard them like Oracles 
Te ay before this, novv upbraided ‘them openly 
a eae with their ignorance. - A Woman woud 
a fometimes challenge them to‘a difputa- 
a en tion; and urge them vvith fuch home 
hi ra | and prefiing arguments, that the more 
WU ys at they. endeavour'd to get loofe, the more 
OE aa they were entangled.

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Fiell, whoreas they cowd do it at their 
pleafure, by their Fafts.and Prayers: That 
eternal punifhments, either prov d the cru 
elty or the weaknefs of the Chriftian God : 
Fis cruelty; if he ‘did not deliver them, 
when he had it in his power; his weakuef;, 
if he coud not execute what he defird. 
Laftly, That Amida ‘and Xaca, were far 
more merciful, and of greater powers but

dinary Bonza’s; even fo far as to fay, 
that it vvou'd be an enormous fin to le- 
vel him vvith them. ‘That for the reff, 
he was not fo poor as his Enemies had 
fugeefted ; thatthe Captains and Portu- 
guefe Merchants vvoud beftow on him 
both their Ship and all their Treafure, 
in cafe he woud accept of them ; and- 
that, properly fpeaking, he vvas not to 
be accounted poor, who poflefsd as 
much as he defir’d.

He receiv'd the Saint with 
great civility ;° and offer'd ‘him a Litter 
to carry him to the Palace: but Yavier 
refusd, and walk’d on foot, with all his 
Train, in this order: Edward de Gama 
went foremoft bare-headed, with’'a Cane 
in his hand, as the Gentleman of the 
Horfe,-or Major domo to the Father. 
Five other Portugue/es follow’d him, who 
were the moft -confiderable ‘perfons of 
the Ship. One of them cafri‘d a Book, in 
a Bag of white Sattin; anothet 4 Cane 
of Bengale, tieaded with Gold ; a third 
his Slippers, which were of fine black

| Thave defcrib'd; with:an air compos‘ 
) betwixt Majefty and Modefty. The reft 
| of the Portuguefes follow'd ; and to .be- 
| hold their countenance, their drefs, and 
| the beauty of their train, they refembled 


rather'Cavallers and Lords, than a Com- 


| pany of Merchants. -‘They pafs‘d in: this 


manner through the:chief Streets of the 
City, with found of Trumpets, Flutes, 


and Hautbois, followd by’ an infinite 
| multitude of People, «without reckoning 
| 4anto the number, thofe who fill'd the 
Windows; “the Balconies, and the tops 


of houfes. Being arriv'd at the great 


_ Placewwhich fronts the Royal Palace, they 
_ found: there. fix hundred of the King’s 


‘Guards, :. drawn up, {ome arm d with 


-Lances, others with Darts, all of them 


with rich Scymiters, hanging by. their 
fides, and coftly Vefts upon their backs. 
Thefe Guards, at the fign given them 


‘by theiroCaptain call’d Finzemmdono, ad-

vane'd in good order towards the Saint, - 


after. which they divided into two 
ranks, and open’d a paflage for the

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Father through~ the» midft. of. +them. 

Being come'to the Palace, the | Portu- 
guefes, who walk'd immediately before 
the Father, turn’d towards him; and fa- 
luted him with great refpect. One pre- 
fented him the Cane,.: and another the 
Velvet Slippers ; he who held the, Para- 
fol, -fpread. it over his head}. and. the 
two: others, who carried the Book and 
Picture plac’d themfelves on each fide of 
him. All this was fo gracefully perform’d, 
and with fo much honour tothe Father, ~ 
that the Lords who vvere prefent,, much 
admir’d the manner of it :.and they were 
heard to fay amongft themfelves, that 
Xavier had been falfly reprefented. to 
them by the: Bowza's: that queftionlefs 
he was a man -defcended from, above, 
to confound their Envy, and abate their 
Pride. 29 

After they had gone through,a long | 
Gallery, they enter'd into a-large Hall, 
full‘of People ; who by their-habit; which 
‘vvas of Damask heighten’d with Gold, 
and diverfify'd with fair Figures, feem’d 


tobe Perfons -of the higheft Quality. 
‘There, a little Child, whoma Reverend 


Old:Man held by the: hand, :coming up 
to the Father, faluted. him» with thefe 
words. May your arrival in thé Palace of 
my Lord the King, be as welcome to him,

in a long and parching drought :. Enter 
without. fear, continu'd he, for, £.affure 
you of the love of all good men; though 
the wicked cannot behold you without me- 
lancholly,. in their faces, which will make 
them appear like a black and ftormy night. 
Aavier returnd an anfwer, fuitable to 
his age whto had made theComplement ; 
but the Child reply'd, in a manner, 
which vvas far above his age... Certaizly 
faid he, you muft be endud with an extras 
ordinary courage, to come from the end 
of all the world, into a ftrange Country, 
liable to contempt, in regard of your Po- 
verty;.and the goodne[s of your God, muff 
needs be infinite, tobe pleasd with that 
Poverty, azainft the general opinion of 
mankind, The Bonza’s are far from do- 
ing any thing of thisnature; they who 
publickiy affirm, and fwear that the 
Poor are no more in a poffibility of Sal- 
Vation.than the Women. | 

May it pleafe the divine goodnefs of 
our Lord, reply'd Xavier, to enlighten 
thofe. dark and wretched Souls, with the 
beams of his Celeftial truth, to the end 
they. may confefs their errour,. both as to 
that. particular, and to the reft of their 
Belief.

The Child difcours’d on other Subjects, 
and {poke with fo much Reafon, ‘and 
with that fublimicy of Thought, that the 
Father doubted not but he was infpir’d 
by the holy Spirit, who when he pleafes 
can replenifh the Souls of Infants with 
Wifdom, and give Eloquence to their 
Tongues, before Nature has ripen’d in” 
them the ufe of Reafon. =” , 
In thefe Entertainments, which were

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Hle is introduc’d 
to an Audience 
of the King of 
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Then the Child, who had hitherto 
been the Mafter of the Ceremonies tothe 


Bungo ; ané Father, left him in the hands of Facha- 


what pafjés in 





randouo, and retir’d apart. They enter’d 
into the Kings Antichamber, where the 
principal Lords of the Kingdom, wereat- 
tending him. After he had been receiv'd 
by them with all poffible civilities, he 
was at laft introduc’d to his Audience in 
a Chamber which glitter'd with Goldon 
every fide. The King, who was ftanding, 
advanced five or fix paces, at the firft ap- 
pearance of the Father, and bow’d hime 
felf even to the ground, thrice fucceffive- 
ly ; at which aétion all the Company 
were in great amazement. Xavier, on 
his fide, proftrated himfelf before that 
Prince, and woud havetouch’d hisFoot, 
according to the Cuftom of the Country, 
but the King woud not permit him; 
and himfelfraisd up the Saint: then ta- 
king him by the Hand, he caus'd. him to 
fit down, by him, on the fame Efrade. 
The Princehis Brother, was feated fome- 
what lower; and the Portuguefes were 
plac'd over againft them, accompany d 
by the moft qualify’ perfons of the 
Court. . The King immediately faid all 
the obliging things to the Father, which 
coud be expected from a well-bred Man. 
And laying afide all the pomp of Maje- 
jefty, 
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Jefty, which the Kings of Fapan are ne- 
ver usd to quit in publick, treated him 
with the kindnefs and familiarity of a 
Friend. The Father anfwer'd all thefe 
Civilities of the Prince with a moft pro- 
found refpest, and words full of defe- 
rence and fubmiffion: after which, ta- 
King occafion to declare Fefus Chriff to 
him, he explain’d in few words, the prin- 
cipal Maxims of Chriftian Morality; but 
he did it after fo plaufible amanner, that 
at the conclufion of his Difcourfe, the 
King cry'd out ina tranfport of admirati- 
on, Flow can any Man learn from God 
thefe profound fecrets? Why has he Sufferd 


us to live in blindnefs, and this Bonza of 


Portugal to receive thefe wonderful iMumi- 
nations >? For, in fine, we our felves are 
Witnelfes of what we had formerly by re- 
port; and all we hear, is maiutain'd by 
proofs fo ftrong and evident, and withal, 
fo conformable to the light of Nature, that 
whoever woud examine thefe DoMtrines, ac- 
cording to the Rules of Reafon, will find, 
that Truth will iffue out, and meet him on 
every fide ; and that no one propofition de- 
ftroys another. "Tis far otherwife with our 
Bonza’s, they cannot make any Difcourfe 
without the clafbing cf their own Principles ; 
and from thence it happens, that the more 
they fpeak, the more they intanzle them- 

| selves. 
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selves. Confus'd in their knowledge, and 
yet more confusd in the explication of what 
they teach; rejecting to day as falfe, what 
yefterday they approv'd for true. Contra: 
ditting themfelves, and recanting their O- 
pinions every moment ; infomuch, that the 
cleareft Flead, and the moft ready Onder- 
Standing can comprehend nothing of their 
Dottrine; and in relation to Eternal 
Flappinefs, we are always left in doubt, 
what we fhouw'd believe. A moft manifeft 
token, that they only follow the extravas 
gancies of their own Fancies, and have not 
for the Rule and Foundation of their Faith, 
any permanent and folid Truth. 

In this manner {poke the King ; and it ~ 
was eafy to judge by the vehemence of 
his action, that he fpoke from the abun- 
dance of his Heart. There was prefent 
a Bonza, very confiderable in his Se&, 
and of good Knowledge, but too prefu- 
ming of his Underftanding, and as much 
conceited of his own Abilities, as any 
Pedant in the World. This Bonza, whofe - 
name was Faxiondono, either jealous of 
the Honour of his Profeffion,: or taking 
to himfelf in particular, what the King 
had faid of all in general, was often 
tempted to have interrupted him; yet 
he mafter’d his Paffion, till the King had 
done ; but then Jofing all manner of re- 
{pect,

{pect, and not keeping any Méafures of 
Decency, FYow dare you, faid he, decide 
Matters relating to Religion, you have ne 
ver ftudied in the Oniverfity of Fianzi- 
ma? the only place where the facred My- 
fteries of the Gods are explicated 2 Lf you 
know nothing of your SeLf,. confult “the 
Learned, I am hear in perfon to inftrudt 
you. . 
_ The Infolence of the Bovza, rais’d the 
indignation of all the Company, the 
King excepted; who {miling, command- 
ed him to proceed, if he had more to fay. 
Faxiondono, growing more arrogant, by 
this moderation of his Prince, began, 
raifing his notes, by extolling the Pro- 
feffion of a Bonza, That nothing was more 
certain, than that the Bonza’s were the Fa- 
wourites of Fleaven; both obferving the 
Law themfelves, and caufing it to be ob- 
Servd by others; that the pafsd the long- 
eft Nights, and the Gacrep Colds, in 


praying for their Benefactours ; that they - 


abjtain'd from all fenfual pleafures ; that 
frefo Filo never came upon their Tables : 
that they adminiftred to the Sick, inftruél- 
ed the Children, comforted the Diftreff, 
reconcil d Enemies, appeas d Seditions, and 
pacify'd Kingdoms ; that which was firtt 
and chiefeft, they gave Letters of Exchange 
for another life, by which the dead became 
rich 
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rich in Eleaven; that, in fine, the Bon: 
zas were the familiar Friends of the Stars, 
and the Conftdents of the Saints; that 
they were priviledg'd to converfe-with them 
by night, to caufe them. to defcend. from 
Fleaven, to embrace them in their Arms, 
and enjoy them as long as they defird. 
Thefe extravagances fet all the Company 
in a laughter; at which the Bouza was 
fo inragd, that he flew out into greater 
paffion, till the King commanded his 
Brother toimpofe filence on him. After 
which, he caus’d his Seat to be taken 
from under him, and commanded him 
to withdraw, telling him, by way of 
raillery, Zhat bis Choler was a convincing 
proof of a Bonza's Flolinefs, and then {e- 
rioufly adding, Zhat a Maz of his Chara- 
éter had more commerce with Hell than 
Fleaven. At thefe words the Bonzacryd 
out with excefs of rage, Zhe time will 
come, when no Man of this World, fhall be 
worthy enough to ferve mes; there is not 
that Monarch now breathing on the face of 
the Earth, but fhall be judg'd too vile to 
touch the Flem of my Garment. He meant, 
when he was to be transform’d into one 
of their Deities, and that God and he 
fhou‘d be mix’d into one Divinity ; which 
is the reward of a Bonza after death. 
Though the King coud not hear his 

| Madnefs 
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madnefs without {miling, yet' he had fo 
much compaffion on his Folly, that he 
took upon him to confute thofe extrava- 
Gant propofitions ; but Xavier deGir'd 
him’to defer it to a fitter time, till he had 
digefted his fury, and was more capable 
of hearing Reafon. Then the King faid 
only to Faxiondono, That he Jhoud go 
and do Penance, for the pride and infolence 
of his Speech, wherein he bad made himfelf 
a companion of the Gods. Faxciondono did 
not reply, but he was heard to mute 
ter, and grind his Teeth, as he withe 





drew. Being at the Chamber Door, and 


ready to go out, May the Gods, faid he 


j aloud, dart their Fire from Heavey to 
| confume thee, and burn to Afbes all thofe 
| Kings, who fhall prefume to Speak like 
| thee 1

| till Dinner-time ; when the Meat was xavier 
| on the Table, the King invited the Fa- 


ther to eat with him. Xavier excusd 


| himfelf with al! poffible refpect, but that 
Prince wou’d abfolutely have it fo, J 
| know well, faid he, my Friend and Father, 
that you are not in want of my Table s but 


if you were a Japanner, as we are, you 


| woud underftand that a K. ing, Cannot give 


thofe be favours a greater fign of his good 
Kk will, 
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will, than in permitting them to eat with 
him + for which reafon-as I love you, and 
am defirous of fhewing it, you muft needs 
dine with me; and farther I affure you, 
that I fhall receive a greater Flonour by 
it, than I beftow. Then Xavier witha 
low reverence, kiffing his Scymitar, 
which is a mark of moft profound refpec, 
much pradtis’d in Japan, faid thus to 
him. J petition the God of Heaven from 
the bottom of my EXeart, to reward your 
Majefty for allthe favours you have heapd 
on me, by beflowing on you the light of 
Faith, and the Vertues of Chriftianity ; to 
the end you may ferve God faithfully du- 
ring your life, and enjoy him eternally af- 
ter death. The King embracd him, and 
defir’'d of God, onhis fide, that he woud 
cracioufly hear the Saints requeft, yet 
on this condition, that they might re- 
main together in Heaven, and never be 
divided from each other, that they might 
have the opportunity of long Converfati- 
ons, andof difcourfing to the full of Di- 
vine Matters. At length they fat to Din- 
ner: while they were eating, the Porzu- 
guefes, and all the Lords of the Court, 


were on. their Knees, together with the | 


chief Inhabitants of the Town, amongft 
whom were alfo fome Bonza's, who were 
inrag’d intheir Hearts, but the late Exam- 
ple 
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ple of Faxiondono, hinder’d them from 
reaking into Paffion. 


Thefe Honours which Yavier receiv’ The Honiar of 


from the King of Bungo, made him {fo 
confiderable, and gave him {0 great a 
Reputation with the People, that being 


at his Lodgings with the Portugue/es, they ; 


came thronging from all quarters to hear 
him fpeakof God. His publick Sermons, 
and his private Converfations, had their 
due effect. Vaft multitudes of people, 
from the very firft, renounc’d their Idols, 
and believ’d in Fefus Chrif?. The Saint 
employd whole days together in bap- 
tifing of Idolaters, or in teaching new Be- 
lievers: So that the Portuguefes cou’d not 
enjoy him to themfelves, for their own 
Spiritual Confolation, unlefs at fome cer- 
tain hours of the night; while he was 
giving himfelf fome breathing-time, af- 
ter his long Labours. Loving him fo 
tenderly as they did, and fearing that 
_ his continual ‘pains might endanger his 
health, they defir’d him to manage it 
with more caution ; and to take at leaft 
thofe refrefhments which Humane Na- 
| ture exacted from him, before he funk 
| at once under fome diftemper. But he 
_ anfwer'd them, Zhat if they truly lou'd 
him, they wou'd trouble themfelves no more 

concerning him: That they ought to look on 
| Kk 2 him, 
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him, as one who was dead to ‘all outward 
refrefbments ; that his Nourifhment, his 
Sleep, and his life it felf, confifted in de- 
livering from the tyranny of the Devil, 
thofe precious Souls, for whofe fake chiefly, 
God had call’d bim from the utmoft limits 
of the Earth. 
He comertsa  Amongft the Converfions which were 
farnows Bonza. made at Fucheo, one of the moft confi- 
derable was that of a famous Bonza, of 
Canafama, call'd Sacay Ecran. This Bon- 
za, who was very” learnd, and a great 
Pillar of his Sect, feeing that none of 
his Brethren durft attempt aver, on 
the matter of Religion, undertook a pup- 
lick Difputation with him. The Confe- 
rence was made in a principal place of the 
Town, in prefence of a great multude. 
Scarcely had Xavier made an end of ex- 
plaining the Chriftian Doctrine, when 
the Bonza grew fenfible of his Errours. 
The Infidel, notwithftanding, went on to 
oppofe thofe Truths, of which he had al- 
ready fome imperfeé glimpfe; but being 
at length convinc'd by the powerful Rea- 
fons of his Adverfary,and inwardly mov'd 
by Gods good Spirit, he fell on his Knees, 
and lifting up his Hands towards Hea- 
ven, he pronounc’d aloud thefe words, 
with Tears trickling from his Eyes; O Je- 
fas Chrift, thea true and only Son of God, 
Selle, I fubmit 
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I fubmit to thee. I confefs from my heart, 
and with my mouth, that thou art God E- 
ternal, and Omnipotent: and I earneftly 
defire the pardon of all my Auditors, that 
L have fo often taught them things for 
truth, which I acknowledge, and at this 
prefent declare before them, were only For- 


_ geries and Fables. 


An action, which was fo furprizing, 
movd the minds of all the affiftants - 
and it was in the. power of Father 1a- 
vier, tohave Baptisd that very day five 
hundred Perfons, who being led by the 
example of the Bonza of Canafama, all of 
them earneftly defir’d Baptifm. Hemighe 
perhaps have done this in the Jndies, 
whiere there were no Learned men, to 
oppofe the Myfteries of our Faith, and 


to tempt the fidelity of the new Con- 


verts by captious queries. But hejudg’d 
thisnot to be practicable in Faparv, where 


| the Bowza's not being able to hinder the 


converfion of Jdolaters, endeavourd af- 
terwards to regainthem, by a thoufand 


| lying artifices, and fophiftications ; and 
| it appear’d neceflary to him, before he 


Baptisd thofe who were grown up to 


| Manhood, to fortifie them well againft 
| the tricks of thofe Seducers, — | 
Accordingly the Saint difposd the ma what man- 
| Souls of thole Geutiles by degrees to this ™” 72 Pepees 
K k 3 fir ft Baptifn. 
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firft Sacrament, and began with the 
reformation of their Manners ; chu: 
fing rather not to, baptife the King of 
Bungo, than to. precipitate his Baptifm, 
Or rather he thought, that his Conver- 
fion wou'd be always {peedy enough, 
provided it were fincere. and. conftant,. 
Thus the great care of Father Xavier, 
in relation to the Prince, was, to give 
him an averfion to tho infamous Vices 
which had been taught him by the Bon. 
zas; and in which he liv’d vvithout 
{cruple, upon the Faith of thof his Ma- 
fters. Now the King, attending -with 
great application to the man of God, 





and having long converfations with him, 


began immediately to change his life, 
and to give the demonttrations of that 
change. From the Very firft, he ba- 
nithed out of his Chamber, a beautiful 
youth who vvas his Minion, and alfo 
forbad him the entry of his Palace. He 
gave bountifully to the Poor, to whom 
he had formerly been hard-hearted, as 
thinking it was a crime to pity them, 
andan act of Juftice to be cruel to them, 
according to the Doétrine of his Bonza's, 
who. maintain’d that Poverty not only 
made men defpicable, and ridiculous, 
but alfo Criminal, and worthy of the 
devereft punihments. According to the 
he 
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Principles of the fame Doctours, Women 
with Child vvere allow’d to. make them- 
felves mifcarry by certain Potions}. «and 
even to murther thofe Children, whom 
they brought into the World againft 
their will. Infomuch that fuch unnatu- 
ral cruelties were daily committed ; and 
nothing was more common in the King- 
dom of Bango, than thofe inhumane 
Mothers. Some of them to fave the 
_ charges of their food and education, o- 
thers to avoid the miferies attending 
Poverty, ‘and many to preferve the re- 
- putation of Chaftity, however debauch'd 
and infamous they were. The King, by 
_ the admonition of the Father, forbad thofe 
_cruelties on pain of death. He made o- 
ther Edi@s, againft divers Pagax Cere- 
monies, which were lafcivious or difho- i 
nett; and fuffer'd not the Bonza’'s to fet i } 
a Foot within his Palace. As to what Hl 
¢emains, he was wrapt in admiration at 4 
the vertue of the hely man, and con- na 
- fefs'd often to his Courtiers, that: when Lit 
he faw him appear. at any time; he a 
_ trembled even to the bottom of his heart, val 
 becaufe he feem'd to fee the Countenance a 
of the man of God, as a:clear mirrour, 
| reprefenting to him the abominations of 
his Life. — |

While Xavier had this fuccefs at the 
Court of Bungo, Cofmo de Torrez, and 
Fohn Fernandez, fufter'd for the Faith at 
Amanguchi. After the departure of the 
Saint, the whole: Nation of the Bowza’s 
rofe againft them; and endeavour'd to 
confound them in regular difputes. Flat- 
tering themfelves' with this Opinion, 
that the Companions of Xavier were 
not fo learned as himfelf; and judging 
on the other fide, that the leaft-advan- | 
tage, which they. fhou'd obtain againft 
them, woud re-eftablifh the declining af- 
fairs of Paganifm. ) 

Tt: happen‘d quite contrary to their ex- 
pectations: Zorrez, to whom Fernandez 
ferv'd inftead ofan Interpreter, anfwer'd 
their queftions, with fuch force of rea- 
fon, that-they were wholly vanquifh’d ; 
not being able to withftand his argu- 
ments, they endeavour’d to decry him 
by their calumnies; fpreading a report, 
that the Companions of the great Ex- 
ropean Bonza,. cut the throats of little 
Children by night, fuck'd their blood, 
and cat their Flefh: That the Devil had 
declar'd by the mouth of an Idol, that 
thefe two Europeans were his Difciples, 
and that it was himfelf who had in- 
{tructed them in’ thofe fubtle anfwers, 
which one of them had return’d in their 
| publick

| publick difputations,. Befides this, fome 
of the Bonza’s made oath, that they had 
feen a Devil darting flakes of fire like 
_ Thunder and Lightning, againft the Pa. 
lace of the King, as a Judgement, {0. 
they calld it, :againft thofe. who had 
_ receiv’d into the Town thefe Preachers 
. ofan upftart Faith. , But perceiving that 
| none of thefe inventions took place ac- 
cording to their defires; and that the 
People inftead of giving credit to their 
projects, made their {port at them, partly 
in revenge, and partly to verify ther 
Vifions ; they engag’d in their Interefts, 
a Lord of the Kingdom, who was a 
sreat Souldier, anda Malecontent : him, 
they wrought to take up arms againft 
the King.

During this confufion, the 
Souldiers animated by the Bonza’s fearch’d 
for Torrez and Fernandez, to have Maf-— 
facred them. And. both of them had 
perifhd without mercy, ifthe Wife of 
Neatondono, of whom formerly we have 
made mention, and who, though con- 
tinuing a Pagan, yet had fo greata kind- 
nefs for Xavier, that for his fake, fhe 
kept them hidden ‘in her Palace, ‘till 
the publick tranquility was reftor'd. For,

Xavier kifs'd his hand witha profound 
reverence, and told him, thathe woud 
return to wait on his Majefty, as foon as 
poffibly he cou’d: that he woud keep 
him inviolably in his heart; and that 
in acknowledgement of all his fayours,. 
he fheu’d continually fend up his Prayers 
to Heaven, that God woud fhower on 
him his cceleftial bleffings. 

The King having taken him afide, as 
to fay fomething in private to him, Xa-

gave him moft important counfel for 
the Salvation of his Soul. He advisd 
him above all things to bear in mind how

Earth, even into his own Palace, a Mi-+ 
nifter of the Gofpel, to difcover to’ him’ 
the paths of happinefs, he fhou’d yet 
continue wilderd and wandring, in the 
diforders of his life. Which the Lord a- 
vert, continu'd Xavier, and may it pleafe | 
him, to hear the Prayers which day | 
and night.I fhall pour out for yourCon- | 
verfion. J wifh it withan unimaginable 
ardour, and aflure you, that wherefoe- 
ver.I fhall. be, the moft pleafing news 
which can be told me, thall. be'to hear } 
that the King of Buugo, is become a Chri-’ | 
{tian; and that he lives according to the 
Maxims of Chriftianity. 

This difcourfe made fuch impreffions 
on the King, and fo melted’ into his 
heart, that the tears came thrice into his 
eyes: but thofe tears were the only pro- 
duct of it at that time; fo much that 
Prince, who had renounc’d_ thofe impu- 
rities, which are abhor’d by. Nature, was 
{till faften'd to fome other fenfual plea- 
fures.

Xavier having taken leave of the

| Bonza's, but the glory of it, was a greae 
abatement to their pleafure. -It appear’d 
to them, that all the honours he had 
| receiv'd, redounded to their fhame; and 


that after fuch an affront, they shou’d 
remain eternally blafted in the opinion

I have neither Knowledge, nor Prefumpti- 
on enough, {ays he, to relate thofe fubtile 
and folid Reafons, with which he confuted 
the mad imacinations of the Bonza.. We 
only have learnt from ths Portuguele, that 
Fucarandono: was. put to frlence upon the 
point in queftion, and that a little to fave 
his Reputation, he chang d the Subject, but 
to no purpofe, for ever there too he was con- 


founded ; for, forgetting thofe decencies, 


which even Nature prefcribesto Men, and. 
common Cuftom has taught us in civil Con- 


verfation, he advancd infamous Propofiti- 
‘ons, which cannot be related without offend- 
‘ing Modefty; and thefe he maintaiv'd. with 


a ftrange impudence, againft the Reajons of 


the Father, though the King and the Noble 
‘Auditory, thought the Chriftian Arguments 
convincing. But the Bonza {till flying out 
into Paffion, and continuing to rail and 
bawl aloud, as if he were rather in a 


‘Bear-garden, than at a folemn Difputa- 


tion, one of the Lords there’ prefent 
faid, {miling, to him, Jf your bufiefs be 
jighting, why did not you go to the King- 
dom of Amanguchi, when they were iu Ci- 
vil-Wars ; there you might have found fome 
one or other, with whom you might have 
gone to hard-heads. What make you here, 
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where all things are at quiet >? But, if you 


came hither to difpute, why do you not car- 


ry on your Argument with milduefs and 
good manners, according to the Copy which 
as fet you by the European Bonza > 
This {harp raillery had no effe@& upon 
Fucarandmo. He reply’d to the Lord, with 
fo much impudence, and haughtinefs, 
that the King, whofe Patience was tird 
with fe much infolence, causd him to be 
put out of the Hall, faying, That his 
Coat of a Bonza, was the only protection of 
his life. The affront which Fucarands- 
no had receiv'd, was interpreted by the 
Bonzas as an injury done to the Gods; 
and as fuch they declard it to the Peo- 
ple, faying, That Religion was profand, 
and that the King, the Court, and the 
whole Nation had incurr'd the wrath of Hea- 
ven. Upon which pretence they thut up 
the Temples, and wou'd neither offer 
‘Sacrifice, noraccept of Alms. ‘The Mul- 
titude, which had already been difpos'd 
to rife, began to get together, and had 
certainly taken Arms, if the King, by 
ood management, had not fomewhat 
calm’d their Spirits. 
In the mean time the Portague/es, not 
believing themfelves to be fecure again

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that the affront which Fucarandono had 
receiv d, might be reveng’d on their per- 
fons, return d with all expedition to their 
Ship, defigning tofet Sail with the bene- 
fit of the firft fair Wind: At their de. 
parture from the Town, they intreated 
Father Xavier to follow them; but he 
coud not refolve to run off like a Fugi- 
tive ; or, to forfake thofe new Chriftians, 
whofe ruine had been {worn by the Hea- 
then Priefts.

If, in conftderation of that Money, which you 
have receiv'd from your paffengers, you think 
your felf oblig’d to fecure them from the dan- 
ger which threatens them, and for that rea- 
fon, have fummon'd them on Board ; ought not 
I by a ftronger motive, guard my Flock, 
and die with them for the fake of a God, 
who is infinitely good, and who has re- 
deemd me at the price of his own life, by 
fuffering for ‘me on the Crofs?

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to feal it with my Blood, and to publifh it 
by my death, that all men are bound to

This generous anfwer, wrought fo 
much upon the Captain, that, inftead of 
doubling his folicitations on Father Xa- 
vier, he refolv'd to partake his Fortune, 
and not toleave him. Having taken up 
this Refolution, without farther care of 
what might happen to his Ship, or what 
became of hisown perfon, and account- 
ing all his loffes for a trifle, while he en- 
joyd the. Company of Xavier; he re- 
turnd indeed to his Merchants, but it | 
was only to declare to them the deter- 
mination of the Father, and.his' own al- 
fo ; that in cafe they wou'd not ftay, he 
gave up his Veflel to them: they were 
fupplyd with Mariners and Souldiers, 
and had plentiful Provifions laid in, both 
of Food and Ammunition for War. They 
might go at their pleafure, wherefoever 
they defign’d, but for hisown particular, 
he was refolv'd to live and die with the 
Man of God.

To what degree did thofe 
fire men fia, to become unworthy of fuch a 
favour? And what has been the moriz of 
their Defcendants, that they fhou'd be more 
favourably treated than their Predecef- 
fours? 

Thefe difficulties did not appear new 
to Xavier, who was very learn’d; and 


their Replies. Who had read Whatfoever the Fathers, 





and School Divines had {aid concerning 
them. 
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them. He anfwer'd without doubt, ac- 
cording to their Doctrine ; but the Por 
tuguefe, who relates the Objections, durft 
not undertake to write the Solutions of 
them, if we will believe himfelf becaufe 
they furpafs’d the Underftanding of a 
Merchant. The Bonza’s made many Re- 
plies, to all which the Father gave the 
proper Solutions in few words, and ac- 
cording to the Rules of the Schools : 
whether it were that they comprehend- 
ed not the Solutions, or were it out of their 
hot-headednefs, or that they feem’d not 
to underftand them, to avoid the fhame 
of being baffled, they yeilded not, but 
cry d out louder than before. As they 
difputed more for Victory than Truth, 
they deny’d all things, even to thofe Prin- 
ciples which are felf-evident ; pretending 
thereby to encumber their Opponent. 
Aavier knew what ufe to make of his ad- 
vantages, he turn’d the Confufion upon 
them, by reducing them to manifeft con- 
tradictions, from whence they coud ne- 
ver difingage themfelves. So that, in- 
{tead of anfwering, they gnafh‘d their 
Teeth, foam’d at Mouth .and ftampd, 
and ftard about like Mad-men. The 
King, whofe Indignation was rais'd, by 
feeing the obftinacy of the Bonza’s, faid 
to them in a kind of Paffion, As for my 


Jelf, 
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Self, as far as I am capable of judging, I 
jind that Father Xavier {peaks good Sence, 
and that you know not what you fay. You 
fhoud either underftand better, or be lef 
violent, than you appear, to judge of thefe 
Truths without prejudice. But if the Di- 
vine Law be wanting to you, make ufe o 
your Reafon, which of zt felf will let you fee, 
that you are not to deny things which areevi- 
dent, nor to bark like Dogs. After thefe 
words he rofe from his Seat, and taking 
Xavier by the Hand, brought him back 
to his own Lodging.

ter, after vvhich they bound the Sloop 
which. follow'd, vvith thick Cables to 
the Ship; but night coming on, vvhile 
they were thus employ’d, and being ve- 
ry dark, abundance of Rain alfo falling 
at the fame time; vvhich increas’d the 
Tempeft, they: cou’d not draw out of 
the Sloop five Porruguefes and ten Ludians, 
as well as Slaves and Mariners, which 
vvere in her. 

Thofe of the Ship had neither com- 
fort nor hope remaining, but in the 
company and affiftance of Father Xavier. 
He exhorted them to lament their Sins, 
thereby to appeafe the wrath of God, 
and he himfelf pour'd forth whole fhow- 
ers of Tears before the Face of the Al- 
mighty. When night was now at the 
darkeft, a lamentable cry was heard, as 
of people juft upon the brink of perifh- 
ing, and calling out for fuccour. The 
noife came from the Sloop, vvhich the 
violence of Winds had torn off from the 
Veflel,-and which the Waves were hur- 
rying away. As-foon as the Captain 
had notice of it, he order’d the Pilot to 
turn towards thofe poor Creatures, with- 
out confidering, that by hisendeavour of 
faving his Nephevv A/phonfo Calvo, vvho 
was one of the five Portuguefés in the 
Sloop, the Ship muft certainly be loft, 
and 
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and himfelf with her. In effect, as it 
vvas difficult to fteer the Ship, when 
they vvou'd have turn‘d her tovvards the 
Sloop, fhe came acrofs betwixt tvvo 
Mountains of Water, which lock’d her 
up betwixt them; one of thofe Waves 
fell upon the Poop, and wafhrd over the 
Deck ; and then it was, that the whole 
7Company thought their. bufinefs_ was. 
\done, and nothing but criesand lamenta- 
tions wereheard.on every fide. Xavier, 
who was at his Prayers in the Captain’s 
Cabin, ran out toward the noife, and 
faw a miferable obje@t, the Veflel ready 
to bulge, the Seamen, the Souldiers, and 
the Paflengers, all tumbling in confufi- 
on on each other, deploring their un- 
happy deftiny, and expecting nothing vat 
but prefent death. Then the holy Man Aa 
lifting up his Eyes and Hands to Hea- ae 
ven, faid thus aloud, in the tranfport of a 
his fervour, O Jefus, thou love of my Soul, nd 
fuccour us! I befeech thee, by thofe five oe 
wounds, which for our fakes thou haft fuf- ae 
_ferd on the Crofs. At that inftant the ) ay 
Ship which already was finking under 
Water, raisd her felf aloft, without any 
vifible affitance, and gain’d the furface 
of the Waves. ‘The Marinersencourag’d 
| by fo manifeft a Miracle, fo-order’d.the 
Sails, that they had. the Wind in Poop, 
and purfu'd their courfe. In

fhe was fwallow'd by the Waves. ‘The 
Captain lamented for his Nephew, the 
reft fhed tears for their loft Cmpanions. 
As for the Father, his greateft affli@ion 
was for two Mahometar Slaves, whom he 
coud not convert to Chriftianity. He 
figh'd, in thinking of their deplorable 
condition, butin the midft of thefe anxi- 
ous thoughts, entring into himfelf, or ra- 
ther wholly recollecting himfelf in God, 
it came into his mind to intercede with 
Heaven for the proteétion of the Sloop, 
in cafe it were not already loft. In this 


he follow'd the infpiration of the holy 


Spirit, and his Prayer was not yet ended, 
when he perceivd that’ it was heard: 
Infonruch, that turning towards Edward 
de Gama, who was opprefs’d with fad- 
nefs ; Afflict not your felf, my Brother, 
faid he, with a chearful Countenance, 
before three days are ended, the Daughter 
will come back, and find the Mother. ‘The 
Captain was fo buried in his grief, that 
he favv too little probability in what the 
Father faid, to found any ftrong belief 
upon it. Which notwithftanding, at 


break of day, he fent one upto the Scut-__ 
tle, to fee if any thing were within ken; 


but nothing was difcover'd, faving the 
Sea, 
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Sea, which was {till troubled, and white 
with foam. The Father, who had been 
in private at his devotions, came out 
| two hours after, with the fame chear- 
| falnefs upon his Countenance ; and ha- 
ving given the good day to the Cap- 
tain and Pilot, and fix or feven. Port

But in cafe that by fome wonder- 
fulaccident, or rather by fome miracle, 
fhe had been preferv’d, the muft of ne- 
ceflity be at fifty leagues diftance from 
the Ship.’Zzs the propriety of Chriftian con 

| fidence to remain unfbaken, and fecure, 
when humane reafon leaves us deftitute of 
hope. ‘The Saint acknowledg’d, the Pi- 
lot to have fpoken judicionfly, and yet 
doubted not but the Chaiop wou'd re- 
turn. He conftantly maintain’d, that 
fhe cou’d not be far off; and prefs'd him 
tofend upto the Scuttle before the dusk. 
The Pilot,lefs out of complaifance to the 
Father, than out of his defire to unde- 

| ceive him, went up himfelf and cou’d 
| difcover nothing. Xavier, without any 
| regard to the affirmation of the Pilot, 
inftantly defir'd the Captain to lower 

| the Sails; that the Chalop might more 
eafily come up with the Ship. The au- 

| thority of the holy man, carri’d it, a- 
| bove the reafons of the Pilot: The Sail- 
| yard was lower’d ; anda ftop wasmade 
for almoft three hours. But at length, 
the Paflengers grew weary, asnot being 
able any longer to bear the rowling of 
the Ship, and one and all cry’d out to 
Sail.

on the Sail-yard, to hinder the Seamen, 
from fpreading the Sails: and leaning 
his head over it, broke out into fighs 
and fobbings, and pour’d-out a deluge 
of tears. 

He raisd himfe'f a little after, and 
keeping his eyes fixd on Heaven, yet 
wet with tears; O Fefus, my Lord and 
my God, {aid he, I befeech thee by thy 
holy Paffon, to have pity on thofe poor 
People, who are coming to us, through the 
midjft of fo many dangers. He composd 
himfelf, after he had utterd this, and 
continu d leaning on the Sail-yard, wholly 
filent, for fome time, as if he had been 
fleeping. 

Then a little Child, who was fitting 
at the foot of the Maft, cryd out on © 
the fudden, a Miracle a Miracle, behold 
the Chalop. All the Company 'gatherd 
together at the cry, and plainly - per- 
ceivd the Chalop within mufquet fhot. 
Nothing but fhouts and exclamations of 
joy were heard, while fhe drew ftil 
nearer and nearer to the Veflel. Inthe 
mean time, the greateft part fell down 
at the Feet of Father Xavier, and, con- 
iefling they were Sinners, unworthy 
the Company of a man fo holy, ask’d 
lim pardon for their Unbelief. But the 
Father, in great confufion, for being 
treated 
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treated in this manner, efcapd out of 
their hands as foon’as poffibly he coud ; 
and fhut himfelf up within the Cabin. 
In conclufion, the Chalop came up with 
the Ship; and it was obfervd, that 
though the Waves were in great agita- 
tion, fhe came right forward, without 
the leaft toffing, and ftopd of her {elf 
Tt was alfo taken notice of, that fhe con- 
_tinud without any motion, ‘till the fif- 
| teen men which fthecarrird, were enter’d 
| the Ship, and that the Seamen had 
faftend her behind the Poop. When 
they had embrac’d thofe men, whom fo 
lately that had given for loft, every one 
was defirous of knowing their Adven- 
tures’; and were much furprisd to 
underftand, that they were comethrough 
the midft of the moft horrible tempeit, 
which was ever feen, without any ap- 
prehenfion, either of drowning, or Ic- 
fing of their way: becaufe, faid they, 
Father Francis was our Pilot, and his 
prefence freed us even fromthe thadow 
ofany fear. When the Ships Company 
affur'd them, that the Father had been 
always with themfelves, thofe of the 
Chalop, who had beheld him conttantty 
{leering it, cou'd not believe what had 
been told them. After fome little df 
F pute, on the matter of fact, both fides 
| Nie concluded, 
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concluded, that the Saint had been at 
the fame time in two places: And this 
evident Miracle, made fuch an impref- 
fion on the minds of the two Saracex 
Slaves, who had been in the Chalop, 
that they abjurd their Mahometifm. The 
impatience of thefe fifteen men, to be- 
hold their miraculous Steerfman, _ who 
had fo happily brought them to the 
Ship, and who vanifh‘d from their eyes, 
at the fame moment, when they joyn’d 
her, oblig’d Xavier to come out, and 
fhew himfelf. They wou'd have faluted 
him as their Protetour, by proftrating 
themfelves before him, but he wou'd not 
fuffer it: declaring to them, that it was 
the hand of the Lord, and not _ his, 
which had deliver'd them from Ship- 
wrack. At the fame time he renderd 
publick thanks to God, for fo eminent 
a favour, and order’d the Pilot to pur- 
fue his Voyage, afluring him, that he 
fhoud have a good wind immediately. 
The Pilots Experience of the Sea, did 
not promife him this fudden change; 
but this late deliverance of the Chalop, 
quicken ‘d his belief in the Fathers words ; 
and it was not long, before he under- 
{tood, that he who.commands the winds 
and Seas,. had authoris‘d the holy man 
to make that Prediction.

fer Shipwrack, were the Tempeft ne- 
ver fo outrageous. d’Aghiar was pot 
fefSd with fo firm a belief of what 
the Father told him, and afterwards 
found the effect of it fo manifeft, on va- 
rious occafions, that without obferving 
either Winds or Seafons, he often put 
to Sea, in an old crazy Veflel, ill pro- 
vided ; infomuch, that they who were 
ignorant of the fecret caufe of this his 
confidence, took_him for a rath prefu- 
ming man, and of little underftanding in 
Sea affairs.

that was, in going from Zenafferim to 
the Kingdom of Pegu, ina light Barque, 
which was quite décay’d, and out of 
order.

Matter Francis has affur’d me, that 1 

fhou’d not dye upon the Seas, in what- 

foever Vetiel I fhou'd go.

{waded both of the truth of the Miracle, 

and of the Chriftian Faith, becaufe they

floating round about it.

and China. ‘The Father told his friend, 
what progrefs the Faith had made in 
little time, in the Kingdoms of Saxuma, 
of Amanguchi, and of Bungo; and what 
hopes he had conceiv'd, to convert all 
thofe Iflands with great eafe, when once 
the Chinefes thowd be brought to ac- 
knowledge Fefus Chri. And on that: 
motive, he had fix’d his refolution to 
go to China; that his return to the Jy- 
dies, was only in order to this intended 
Voyage, after he had regulated the af- 
fairs of the Society at Goa. That on 
this account, he had brought with him 
from Fapan, the Tranflation of his Ca- 
techifm, into the Chine/e Language: by 
the benefit of which he hop’d to over-— 
come the firft difficulties, which in 
matters of Converfion are ftill the great- 
eft. Some Portuguefes who were in the 
fame Veflel; and were well acquainted 
with the Government of China, thought 
this propofition of the Father not a lite 
tle extravagant. They told him, that 
befides the ill underftanding which was 
betwixt China and Portugal, it was for- 
bidden to ftrangers on pain of death,

the Merchants of their Nation, who had 
ftoln thither, for the benefit of trade,

to lye and rott for the remainder of iy 
their lives. They added, notwithftand- i 
|ing, that there was a fafe and certain 
way of entring into China, provided 
| there was a folemn Embafly fent to the 
| Emperour of that Country, from the 
| King of Portugal. But fince that cou’d 
| not be compaisd without a. prodigious 
| expence, if nothing elfe were to be con- 
| fider’'d but only the Prefents for the ae 
| Emperour, and his Minifters of State, ah 
| in all probability the Viceroy of the Jz- 

| dies woud not burden himfelf with the 

| coft of fuch an Enterprize, at a time, 

| when he had enough to do, to defray 

more neceflary expences.

| faddenly they perceiv'd one of thofe ter- 
| rible Hurricanes arifing, vvhich‘ina mo- 
ment fink a Veflel. All the Company 
i gave themfelves for loft; or if they 
i had any hope remaining, it was only in 
| confideration of the Saint; and therefore 
| they earneftly defir’d him, to intercede 
vvith God in their behalf. The holy 
| Man, without replying, retir‘d to his De- 
| votions: he return'd to them not long 
| after vvith his Countenance all on Fire, 
'and gave his blefling to the Ship, pro- 
| nouncing thefe follovving words aloud ; 
| This Veffel of the * Santa Cruz, (for fo "7 holyCrofs. 
| fhe was nam’d) fhall never perifh on the 
| Seas; the place where fhe was built, fball 
| behold her fall in pieces of her felf Might 
| it pleafe Almighty God, continud he, rhat 
| the fame coud be faid, concerning that 
| Velfel which put to Sea with us ! But we foal 
| be witneffes too foon of her unhappy dejiiny ! 
| At that very inttant appeard the figns, 
| which were to begin the verification of 
| the Prophecy ; the Whirlwind vwvas diffi- 
| pated, and the Sea grew calm. Not 
| long afterwards, they beheld the Mer- 
| chandife, and dead Bodies, floating on 
| the Waters, and from thence concluded, 
| that the Hurricane had deftroy‘d the Ship 
| vvhich ° follow’d them. Immediately 
} their Opinion was confirm’d by two Ma- 
: riners, 
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The LIFE of BookV. 
riners, vvho. had gotten on 4 Plank, 
vvhen the Ship vvas foundering; and 
who having aftervvards ftrugel’d vvith 
the Waves, vvere driven by them to the 
Board of Pereyra’s Veflel.. The reft of 
the Navigation was profperous; a cal- 
mer feafon was never known. ‘The Ship 

being landed at the Port of Sincapour, 
avier, vvho knevv certainly that Ay- 
tonio Pereyravvas at Malacca, ready to 

hoift Sail tovvards Cochin, as we have 
faid, vvrote to him by a Frigate which 
went off, to defire, that he vvou’d wait 
for him three days longer. He vvrote

When it was known in the City: that 
avier vvas coming; the joy was fo ges 
neral, that it almoft blotted out the res 
membrance. of all they had fuffer'd in 
the War. The Inhabitants ran crouding 
to the Shore, and at the firft appearance 
of the Saint, nothing was to be heard, 
but acclamations and fhouts of rejoicing 
on every fide. They receiv’d him at his 
landing, with all the tendernefs of af- 
fection, and all the Reverence imaginable.

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Society, they fhew'd him, as he pafs'd . 
along, the Ruines of their Houfes, and 
told him fighing, Zhar if he had uot left 
them, they had Leen preferv'd from the fury 
of the Javans, as they had formerly been 
protected from the Barbarians of Achen.

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of Antonio Pereyra,who attended but their 
company to fet fail. + ai 
The Prediction which the Man of 
God had made in favour of the Ship 
call'd Santa Cruz, gaveit the nevv name 
of the Saints Veffel. And from Malacca, 
from vvhence fhe departed at the fame 
time, when Xavier went on board of 
Antonio, her Reputation was extended 
over all the Ea/f. Wherefoever fhe ar- 
riv'd, fhe was receiv’d vvith Ceremony, 
and faluted by all other Ships with the 
honour of their Canon. All Mercharits 
were defirous of ftowing their Goods in 
her,and willingly paid theCarriageof their 
Wares, and the dues of Cuftom, beyond 
the common price of other Veflels, The 
weight of Lading vvas never confiderd, 
but her Freight was alvvays as much as 
they coud croud into her. As fhe lafted 
very long, and that thirty years after 
the deceafe of the Father fhe vvas in be- 
ing, and was usd for the traffick of the 
Indies, they never fail'd of lading her 
with an extraordinary Cargo, all worn 
and Worm-eaten as fhe was. The Ow- 
ners into whofe hands fhe came, during 
the fpace of thofe thirty years took on- 
ly this one - precaution, vvhich was to 
keep her off from Ghore; fo that 
when fhe was to be refitted; that vvork 
was 
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was conftantly done upon the Sea. -As 
to vvhat remains, ’tis true fhe met with 
many ill accidents and hardfhips; fhe 
was often ingagd vvith Pyrates, and 
combated by Tempefts: but fhe efcap’d 
clear of all thofe dangers, and never a- 
ny one repented of embarking in her. 
One time, ‘tis acknowledg’d, failing 
from Malacca, to Cochin, with an extra- 
ordinary lading, fhe fprunga leak, and 
tookin fo much Water, at the beginning 
of the Voyage, that the Paflengers, who 
were very numerous, were of Opinion 
to unlade her of half her burden, and 
half her Men, and to put them upon o- 
ther Ships, vvhich were in their compa= 
ny. Butthofe Veflels; vvhich had alrea: 
dy their. whole lading, wou’d not con- 
fent to eafe the Santa Cruz; fo that fear 
overpowring the Ships Company, they 
return'd fpeedily into the Port. The 
whole Tovvn' was furpris’d to fee the 
Ship fo fuddenly come back ; and they 
were laugh'd to {hame for apprehending 
Shipwrack: inthe Veflel of the Saint. 


Being tnys pulickly upbraided vvith their 


vvant of Faith, to mend their Errour, 
they took out nothing of the Lading, 
but put again to Sea. And vvhat eve- 
ry one faid to them, concerning the 
good . fortune which perpetually attend- 
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The LIFE of Book V. 
ed that Ship, for two and twenty years 
together, fo much renew'd their Confi- 
dence, that they perform’d their Voyage 
vvithout farther fear. The Santa Cruz 
continu'‘d in this manner, failing over all 
the Seas, and to:every Port:of Afa, till 
fhe came into the pofleffion of the Cape. 
tain, who commanded the Port of Diu; 
who perceiving her to be half rotten, 
and opend in diverfe parts, concluded 
fhe coud ferve no longer, unlefs the 
were brought into harbour, and fet upon 
the Stocks. For which purpofe fhe was 
fent to Cochin, and hald afhore on the 
fame Dock where fhe had been built ; but 
fhe was no fooner there, than ‘fhe fell in 
pieces of her felf; nothing remaining of 
that ‘great bulk, befides Planks and 
Beams of Timber, unprofitable for any 
thing, but forthe Fire. The Inhabitants 
of Cochin, vvho knew the Prediction of 
the Saint,. toevery Circumftance, came 
out to behold its accomplifhment. An 
anconfiderable Merchant, call'd ‘George 
Nugnez, who happend to -be there pre- 
fent, began to think within himfelf, that 
there might be yet remaining an ‘thofe 
Planks, 4omewhat of the Vertue, which 
the bleffing of the Saint shad amprinted 
in them; and thereupon took one ‘of 
them, which he causd to ‘be naild to 
his 
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his own Frigate, out of the perfwafion 
he had, that with this affiftance he fhou’d 
be fecure from shipwrack. Thus being 
fill’d with a lively Faith, he boldly un- 
dertook, fuch long, and hazardous 
Voyages, that Ships of the greateft bur- 
den vvere affraid to make: and without 
confideration of the weather, adventurd 
many times to crofs the moft tempeftu- 
ous Gulphs. When he was told, that it 
vvas not the partof a prudent Man, to 
endanger himfelfin that manner, he an- 
fwerd, Zhat the Winds and Seas were ‘led 
well acquainted with his Frigat, and had a en 
Reverence for the Plank of the Santa 
Cruz: Ineffect, his little Veflel, vvas ever 
fortunate enough, to efcape the greateft 
perils: and vvhat was «moft remarkable, 
was, That having had .the fame deftiny 
vvith the Ship in her Adventures, and | 
Deliverances, fhe ended like her, break- Wh 
ing in pieces of her felf, on the Shoreof 
Coulan, vvhere fhe was brought to be re- 
fitted. |

{tians: The revolt of his Subjeéts, who 
lov'd hin not, or hated the Government, 
fored him for the fafeguard of his life, 
to abandon his Kingdom, and to feek San- 
ctuary amongft the Portuguefes, by 
whom he hop’d to be reftor’d. ‘The Fa- 
thers of the Society receiv’d him into their 
Houfe, and went about to convert him, 
by letting him fee the falfehood of his 
Sect. The ill pofture of his Affairs, 
made him apt to receive the inftructions 
which vvere given him by Father Azfo- 
nio Fleredia, who endeavourd his Con- 
verfion with great Zeal. Bat his fear of 
farther exafperating his Rebellious Sub- 
jects, in cafe he chang’d his Religion, 
causd him to defer that change from 
time to time; and perhaps he had never 
forfaken the Law of Mahomet, if Father 
Francis had not arriv’d to compleat that 
work, which Heredia had begun. The 
holy Apoftle preach’d the word vvith fo 
much efficacy to the King of the Afald- 
vias, that at length he reduc’d him to the 
obedience of Chri, notwithflanding. all 
the motives of worldly intereft to the 
contrary. Having inftru@ted him anew in 
the Myfteries of Chriftianity, he folemn- 
ly baptisd him. In fequel of which, he - 
excited the Portugae/es to replace him on 
the Tbrone, and nominated fome of the 
Fathers 
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Fathers to accompany the Naval Army, 
which fhou’d be fent to the Maldivia's. 
His intention was, that they shoud Ja- 
bour in the Converfion of the whole 
Kingdom, when once the King thou'd be 
eftablifh’'d. But becaufe it was of {mall 
importance to the Crown of Portugal, 
that thofe Iflands, which produce neither 
Gold, nor Spices, nor Perfumes, {hou’d 
be made tributary to it, the Governours 
did nothing for that exil'd Prince; who. 
defpairing to recover his Dominions, 
marrid a Portuzuefe, and livd a private 
life, till the day of his death: Happy 
only in this, that the lofs of his Crown, i 
was made up to him, by the gift of Faith, il 
and the Grace of Baptifm. | Wi 
When the holy Man was ready to de. 7tes int 
part, an opportunity was offerd him aes lt 
writing into Ezrope; which he laid hold | 
on, thereby to render an account of his ay 
Voyage to Fapan, both tothe King of ek i 
Portugal, and to the General of his Ore, 4 
der. Then imbarking for Gea, he hada 1} 
fpeedy Voyage, and arrivd there inthe 
beginning of February. | 
So foon as he was come on fhore, he He cures @ ay. 
vifited the fick in the Town-Hofpitals 57 rn 
and then went to the Colledge of St.Paul, arrival 
which was the Houte of the Society. AF 
ter the-ordinary embracements, which 
ors were 
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were more tender than ever, he enquird 
if none were fick within the Colledge? 
He was anfwer'd, there was-only one, 
who was lving at the point of death: 
Immediately Xavier went, and redd the 
Gofpel over him. At the fight of the 
Father the dying man recover his Spi- 
rits, and was reftor’d to health. The 
Phyficians had given him over, and all 
things" had been orderd for his burial: 
But he himfelf had never defpaird of ‘his 
recovery ; and the day when Xavier ar- 
riv’d, he faid with a dying voice, That 
tf God wou'd grant him the favour of be: 
holding their good Father, he fooud infal- 
libly recover. 

The Relation which Xavier madeé to 
the Fathers of Goa, concerning the Church 
of Fapan, was infinitely pleafing to 
them.: And he himfelf was filld with e- 
qual confolation, in learning from them 
the prefent condition of Chriftianity in 
the Jndies. The Miffioners whom he 
had difpers'd before his departuré, were 
almoft all of them united at his return. 
Some of them were come bv his com- 
mand, and others of their own motion, 





_concerning urgent bufinefs; as it the ho- 


ly Spirit had re-aflembl'd them exprefly, 
that the prefence of the Man of God, 
might redouble in them their Apoftolick 
Zeal, 
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Zeal, and Religious Fervour. God had 
every where bleft their labours. The 
Town of Ormus,. which fell to the lott 
of Father Gafpar Barzaus, had wholly 
chang’d its Countenance: Idolaters, Sa- 
racens, and fews ran in multitudes to 
Baptifm: The Temples of Idols were 
confecrated to Chrift; the Mofques and 
Synagogues were difpeopled, ilt Manners 
were reform’d, and ill Cuftoms totally 
abolifh’d. Chriftianity flourifh’d more 
than ever in the Coaft of Fi/hery, fince 
the death of Father Axtonio Criminal, 
who had cultivated it with care, and in 
that cultivation was maffacred by the 
-Badages. The blood of the Martyr feenrd 
to have multiply’d the Chriftians; they 
were reckon'd to be more than five 
hundred thoufand,all Zealous, and ready 
to lay down their lives for their Reli- 
gion. The Gofpel had not made lefs 
progrefs at Cochin, and at Coulan; at Ba- 
zain and at Meliapore, at the Moluccas, 
and in the Ifles del Moro. But it is al- 
moft incredible, with what profit, the 
Gofpel Labourers preach’d at Goa. All 
the Priefts of Idols had been driven out 
of the Ifle of Goa, by Order from the 
Governour, and at the folicitation of 
one of the Fathers, belonging to the 
Colledge of St. Paw. It was alfo prohi- 
Oo 4 bited, 
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bited, under fevere Penalties, to perform 
any publick action of Idolatry within 
the Diftrict of Goa: and thofe Ordinances 
by little and little, reducd a multitude 
of Gentils. As for the Portuguefes, their 
lives were very regular ; amidft the li- 
berty of doing whatfoever pleasd them, 
they refrain’d from all difhoneft actions ; 
and Concubines were now as {fcarce, as 
they had been common. ‘The Souldiers 
liv'd almoft in the nature of men in Ore 
ders: and even their Piety edify’d the 
People. | 


But nothing was more pleafing to

at Goa. ‘The firit was King’ of Zanor, a 
Kingdom {cituate aiong the Coafts of _ 


Malabar, betwixt Cranganor and Calecut. 
This Prince who was party-per-pale, 
Mabometan and Idolater, ° but’ prudent, 
a. great Warriour,. of a comely fhape, 
and more polite, than was ufual for a 
Barbarian, had. from his youth a ten- 
dency to Chriftianity, without being 
well inftruéted in it. Hes was ena 
mourd of it, after he had been inform’d 
to the full, concerning the Myfteries of 
our Faith, by a Religious of the Order. 
of St. Francis, -who frequented his Pa- 
lace. Inthe mean time, the warswhich 
he 
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he had with other Princes, for ten years 
together, hinder'd him from: receiving 
Baptifm. At length he was Chriftend, 
but very fecretly, fo that in appearance 
he remain’d an Jufidel, to keep the bet: 
ter correfpondence with his People. Yet 
he was not without fome fcruple con- 
cerning the manner of his Life; and in 
order to fatisfie his Confcience, on fo 
nice a Point, he defir’d the Bifhop of 
Goa to fend him an Apoftle: for by that 
name the Fathers of the Society~ were 
call’d, by the Jndiaus, as well as by the 
Portuguefes.. Father Gomez, who. was 
fent to the King of Zanor, told him po- 
fitively, that God wou'd be ferv’d in 
{pirit and in truth; that diflembling in 
Religion, was worfe than irreligion; and 
that Fefus woud difown before his An- 
gels, thofe who difownd him before 
men. TheKing, who preferr’d his Sal- 
vation before his Crown, believ’d Go- 
mez, and refolv’d to declare himfelf fo- 
lemnly a Chriftian, as foon as he had 
made a Treaty with his Enemies. , Ha- 
ving concluded a Peace through the me- 
diation of the Father, who had advisd 
him to it; he came to Goa, in defpight 
of all his Subjeéts, who not being able 
to gain upon him, either by their rea- 
fons, or their defires,. had feizd POR 
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his Perfon, and fhut him up, in one of 
the ftrongeft Citadels of the Kingdom; © 
He efcap‘d out of his Prifon, fwam a Ri- - 
ver,and having found eight Foyfts or half ° 
Galleys belonging to Goa, which were 
purpofely fent to favour his paflage, he 
had the good fortune to arrive fately at 
the Town. The Bifhop and the Vice- 
roy conduéted him to the Cathedral, 
amidft the acclamations of the People; 
and at the foot of the Altar, he made e 
publick profeffion of his Faith ; with 
fuch expreffions of true devotion, as 
melted the Affiftants into tears. 

The other Prince, whofe Converfion 
gave fo much joy toFather Yavier, was 


Trichenamalothe King of Zrichenamalo; who -isone 


of the Soveraigns of Ceylan. ‘This King, 
while he was yet an Infant, was fet up- 
on the Throne, and afterwards difpoffeft 
by an Ulurper, when he was but eight 
years old) The Tyrant not content to 
have taken the Crown from him, woud 
alfo have murtherd him, but was pre- 
vented by a Prince of the Blood Royal, 
who carrid him out of his reach, being 
accompanyd by forty Lords of the loyal 
Party: and fought fandétuary for him, 
on the Coafts of Fifhery. The Paravas 
receivd him with ail the charitable 


-compaflion, which was due to his Illu- 


{trious — 
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{trious Birth, to the tendernefs of his 
years, and to his misfortunes: They al- 
fo promisd his attendants to ferve him, Hi 
what was intheir power. But at the | ce 
fame time advisd them, to procure him | 
a more durable and more glorious Crown: 
and withal inform’d them of what they : 
bad been taught, concerning the adop- i 
tion of the Sons of God, the Kingdom - I 
_ of Heaven; and inheritance of the Saints. | 
Whether chofe confiderations prevail'd up- 
on the Prince of the blood Royal, or that 
the Spirit of God wrought powerfully on eal 
his heart, he confented to what the Para- ee 
vas defir'd, and put himfelf into the hands Wh ie 
of Father Afenriquez to be inftructed. Mi 
The reft of the Lords follow’d his ex- 
ample, and were all Baptisd, together 
with the King, who feem’d at his Baptifm 
to have an underftanding much above 
his years. The Rulers of the Chriftians 
on the Fifhing Coaft, having afterwards 
madeup an Army, fupplyd with what 
Ammunitions of War, and other Provi- 
fions which the Country coud furnih, 
pafs'd over into the Ile of Ceylan, under 
the conduct of the Prince, ana the forty 
Lords: but the Ufurper was fo well e- 
ftablifh’d in his pofleffion, that the Pa- 
 ravas were forc'd to retiré with {peed 
into their own Country. As for the 


young 
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young King, he was brought to Goa, and 
the Portuguefes, who took the conduct 
of him into their hands, put him into 
the Colledge of St. Paul, where he was 
vertuoufly educated by the Fathers of the 
Society. Xavier praisd Almighty God, 
to fee the great Men of the Earth, fub- 
jected to the Empiré of Fe/us Chrift, by 
the Miniftry of the Children of Ignatius : 
and rejoicd with his Brethren fo much 
the more, becaufe the Bifhop of Goa, 
Don Fuan de Albuquerque, was fo well fae 
tisfy’'d of their conduct. 

This wife and holy Prelate, communi- 
cated to the Father, a Letter which he had

fence, to the General of the Society. 
The Letter was in Portuguefe, dated from 
Cochin, Nov. 28. inthe year 1550. And 
is thus tranflated into our Language: 
The great performances of your Children, 
and Subjects, in all the Dominiens of the 
Fatt, the holinefs of their lives, the purity 
of their Dottrine, their Zeal, in labouring

Indeed, the Fathers of your Society are 
admirable labourers in our Lords Vineyards 
and are fo faithfully fubfervient to the Bi- Mi 
fbops, that their endeavours for the good of | 
thofe Souls, with which I am intrufted, | 
give me hope of remaining the fewer years 
gn Purgatory. J dare not undertake the

The man.of God receiv’d intelligence © 
at the fame time, that the Minifters of 
Portugal at Goa, had fent word to Li/- 
boune, of the great progrefs which the 
Society had made; and that in particu- 
lar, the new Viceroy Dou Antonio de No- 
rogna, had written, That the Zvdies were 
infinitely fatisfy'd with the fefuites, that 
none cou'd look on the good effects of 
their labours, without bleffing thename 
of God for them; and that their Lives 
were correfpondent to their Calling. The’ 
Saint alfo was informd, thatthe King of 
Portugal had fent word of all thefe pro- 
ceedings tothe Pope; efpecially the con- 
verfion of the King of Zanor, and the 
Martyrdom of Father Autovio Criminal. 
That he had communicated to his Holi- 
nefs, his intentions of founding many 
Colledges for the Society, to the end, 
the Ea? might be. fill’d with Apoftolical 
Labourers; and that, inthe mean time, 
he had ordain’d, that allthe Seminaries 
eftablifh’d in the Zndies, for the educati- 
on of youth, fhou’d be. put into the 
hands of the Society, in cafe it was not 
already done. Laftly, it was told to Fa- 
ther Xavier, that the Viceroy of the Lz 
dies, and the Captains of the Fortrefles, | 
had Orders from King fobx the Third, 
to.defray the charges of the Miffioners) 
in 
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in all their Voyages; and that this moft. 
religious Prince had difcharg’d his Con- 
{cience of the care of Souls, by impofing 
it on the Society; obliging the Fathers 
in his ftead, to ‘provide for the inftruati- 
on of the Infidels, according to the an- 
cient agreement, which had been made 
with the holy See, when the Conquefts 
of the Ea/?, were granted to the Crown 
of Portugal. 




















Amidft fo many occafions of joy and “ # flied , 


fatisfattion, the ill conduc ‘of Antonio 
Gomez, gave Xavier an exceeding caufe 
of grief. Before his Voyage'to Fapan, he 
had conftituted him 'Rectour of the ‘Col- 
led of St. Paul, according to the inten- 
tion, or rather by the order of Father 
Simon Rodriguez, who had Yent him to 
the Jndies, three years after his Novici- 
at; and who in relation to ‘thefe Miffi- 
ons, ‘had an abfolute authority, as being 
Provincial of Portugal, on which the Zn- 
dies have their dependance. ‘Gomez was 
Matter of many eminent qualities which 
rarely meet in the fame‘perfon: He was 
not only a great Philofopher, Divine and 
Canonift, but alfo'an admirable Preach- 
er, and as well.converfant as any man in 
the management of Affairs: and befides 
all this, was kindled witha moft fervent 
zeal, ‘for ‘the Converfion of ‘Souls; al- 
ways 
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The LIFE of Book Vy 
ways prompt to labour in the moft pains 
ful-employments, and always indefati- 
gable in labour. But wonderfully {elf 
opinion’d, never guided by any judg-- 
ment but hisown; and acting rather by 
the vivacity of his own impetuous fan- 
cy than by the directions of the holy 
Spirit, or the rules of right reafon. As 
he was of a confirm’d age, at his entrance 
into the Society, fo he had not foon e- 
nough endeavour’d to get the maftry of 
thofe headftrong Paffions which ran a: 
way with his Underftanding. And when 
he had once taken upon him the charge 
of Rectour, he began to govern by the 
dictates of his own capricious humour, 
even before the face of Yavier, ere he 
departed from the Zudies for Fapan; and 
the Father,- who eafily perceivd, that 
the Government of Gomez, was not in 
the leaft conformable to. the Spirit of — 
their Inftitute, wou’d at that time have 
withdrawn him from Goa, and fent him 
to Ormaz: But the Viceroy, to whom 
Gomez had been powerfully recommend- 
ed by one of the chief Minifters of Por- 
tugal, wou'd not faffer him to be tranf- 
planted ; or that his Authority fhoud be 
taken from him; fo that all Xavier cowd 
do, was to temper, and draw off from 
his jurifdiction, by eftablifhing so

AVA en and from thence alfo it came to pafs, 
aT ees that many of them, not able to endure 
fo violent a Government, leapt over the 
Walls by night, and fled from out the 
eG Colledge. Gomez, who coud not bal ’ 
Hite the 
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the leaft, contradiction, upon this became 
more afluming,: and fantaftical. So that 
one day, he turn’d out, all the remain- 
ing Scholars of the Seminary ; as if they 
had been uncapable of Difcipline: and 
receiving into their. places, feven and, 
twenty Fortuguefes, who defir'd to be of 
the Society, without having any tincture 
of humane Learning, he chang’d the Se- 
minary. into a Noviciat. As he’ had 
gaind an abfolute afcendant, over the 
mind of George Cabral, at that time Vice- 
roy of the Jvdies, no man durft oppofe 
his mad: enterprifes, not fo much as the 
Bifhop Doz Fuan d’ Albuquerque, who was 
unwilling to difpleafe the Viceroy, and 
feard to increafe the diftemper, by en- 
deavouring to cure it. - Neither was the 
Rectour fo confind to Gea, that he made 
not frequent: fallies into the Country ; 
whether. his natural activity woud not 
fuffer him. to. take repoie, or that his Zeal 
requir'd aJarger fphere; or that, in fine, 
he look’d upon himfelf as Superiour Ge- 


neral. of. the Miffions, and therefore 
» thought it incumbent on him, to have an 


infpection into all Affairs, and to do e- 
very thing himfelf. 


The Town ot Cochin, being willing to The vidlence 
and injuftice of 
Gomez, 


found a Colledge for the Society, he 
went thither to receive the offer; but he

{poil’d a good bufinefs by ill ‘manage- 
ment. The Captain of the Fortrefs, im- 
mediately gave him a Church, calld, 
the Mother of God, againft the'Will of the 
Vicar of Cochin, and in defpite’of a cer- 
tain Brotherhood, to which that Church 
belong’d. The donation being’ difputed 
ia’ Law, Gomez, who had it Rill about 
him, to make 4 falfe ftep, that is, having 
much opiniatreté, great credit, and good 



































intentions, took upon. him ‘to ftand: the 
fuit, and to get the Church upon any 
terms, .This violent procedure exafpera- 
ted the people, who had been hitherto 
much edify’d, by the Charity of the Fa- 
thers, and the publick indignation went 
fo high, that they wrote Letters of Com- 
plaint concerning it, to the King of Por- 
tugal and Father /guatius. 
Xavier repairs This was the. prefent face of things 
biker ih8 when Yavier return’d from’ fapan; and 
mez, at Was partly upon this occafion, that 
the Letters, which he receiv'd at Amanzue 
chi, fo earneftly prets'd his coming back. 
his firft endeavours were to repair the 
faults committed by the Rectour; and 
he began with the bufinefs of Cochin; for 
in his paflage by it, at his return, know- 
ing the violence of Gamez, he aflembled 
in the Choir of the Cathedral, the Magi- 
{trate of the Town, with all the Frater- 
nity 
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nity .of the Mother of God, and in the 
prefence of the Vicar, falling on his knees 
before them, he defird their pardon for 
what had pafsd; prefented to them the 
Keyes .of the Church; which was the 
caufe of the difpute, and yielded it entire- 
ly to them, .. But fubmiffion fometimes 
| gains, that which hapghty carriage goes 
_ without. The Fraternity reftor’d the 
Keys into the hands of Xavier, and of 
_their own free motion, made an authen- 
.tick deed of gift, of their Church, to 
the Colledge of the Society.

It was only remaining to chaftife the 4 expel: Go 
Criminal, who had:made fuch evil ufe (e777 
of his authority; Yavier woud make > 
an example of him; and fo much. the 
rather, becaufe having told him what 
punifhment his faults had merited, he 
found him ftanding on his terms; info- 
lent, and with no difpofition to fabmit.

He judg’d upon the whole, that a man’ 
who was neither humble ‘nor’ obedient, 
after fuch fcandalous mifdemeanours, 
was unworthy of the Society of Fefus ; 
which notwithftanding , ‘he was not 
willing to pull off his Habit at Goa, for. 
fear his departure might make too great 
a noife. But having made the Viceroy — 
fenfible of the juftice of his proceeding, 
he fent him to the Fortrefs of Dia, to- 
wards Cambaya; with Orders, ‘'to the 
Fathers refiding there, to give, him his 
difmiffion ; and to ufe all manner of per- 
{wafions with him, that he wowd return 
into Portugal, by the opportunity, of the 
firft Ship which went away. All was 
perform’d according to the intentions of 
the Holy man. But Gomez embarking 
ona Veflel, which was wreck’d in the 
mid{t of the Voyage, was uniortunately 
drownd. Giving us to underftand by ~ 
fo tragical an end, that the talents of Na- 
ture, and even the gifts of Grace it felf, 
ferve only to the deftruction of a man | 
in Religious Orders, who is not endud 
with ‘the Spirit of Humility and Obe- 
dience. , :

After this, he bent his whole endea- 
vours to procure an Embafly to China, 
The Viceroy,Dox Alphonfo de Norogna, 
with great willingnefs granted to Fames 
Fereyra, that employment, which Xa- 
vier had defir'd for him. He promisd — 
even to favour it, in’ all things depend: 
ing on him; and gave wherewithal to © 
furnifh out Préfents for the Emperour of © 
China. Notwithftanding, the moft mag- 
nificent were made at the charges of the 
Embafladour. He had prepard Cloth 
of Gold, Ornaments for an Altar of Bro- 
card, Pictures of Devotionin rich Frames, 
made by the beft hands of Europe, with 
Copes and other magnificent Church- 
{tuff,. all proper.to reprefent to the Chz- 
nefes, the Majefly of the Chriftiary Reli- 
gion. The Bifhop, Dou Fuan a’ Albuquerque, 
was not lefs favourable to the defigns of 
the Father, than the Viceroy.’ And be- 
ing willing to write to the Emperour of 
China, thereby to give an honourable te- 
{timony to the holy Law of God, he or- 
derd his Letter to be written in Cha- 
racters of Gold, and borderd about with 
Ares curious 
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curious Painting. \ Nothing .more-was 
wanting, than only to makeichoice. of 
{uch Miffioners,’as were to accompany

himfelf, ‘had his dear: Faponians' always in 
his memory, the Ambafladour...of: the 
King of Bungo, who was come with him 
to Goa, requefted fome Evangelical 
Preachers, in his. Mafters name.| ‘The 
man of God had enough to do, to con- 
tent all thofe, who were defirous of that 
Employment. There, were at that time 
thirty of the Society in the Colledge of 
Gea: Some of them had been: in the Z#- 
dies, from the firft-years of Xaviers ar- 
rival in thofe Ports: Others were either 
new comers, or had been lately .admit- 
ted; all of them were of approvd vertue, 
and:well worthy of that vocation, which 
they fo earneftly defird; but there was 
none amongift them, who fought it with 
more eagernefs, nor who more fignally 
deferv’d it than Gafper Barzeus, 
Xavier, before hisV oy ageto F.upan, had 
recall’d him from Ormuz, with defign of 
fending him tothat Country, or elie of ta- 
king him with himfeli to Chiva. Yet he 
-alter’d both thofe intentions; for after 
many ferious debates within himfelf, he 
thought it moft convenient, to leave Bar- 
ZUG 
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zeus at’ Goa, where fince his return from 
Ormuz, -he had labour'd in the Miniftry 
with great fuccefs + but his principal rea- 
fon was, the neceffity of the Colledge of 
St: Paul, whichhad-not yet: thaken off 
all the ill-fymptoms of the government 
of Goméez,and which ftood in need of a” 
Superiour, whofe’conduc& fhou'd be re- 
‘gular.’ On thefe confiderations he made 
him Rector of the Colledge of Goa, arid” 
alfo ‘Vice-Provincial' of the Judies, «by 
the authority which: he had receiv’d 

from the’ General ‘of ‘the Order. «For 

the Saint at his return from Fapan, found 
two Patents waiting for him, which had 

been expedited from Rome, in the year

But when he was nomi- 
nated both Rector and Vice Provincial, 
confounded at the mention of thofe dig- 
nities; he-faid‘aloud, Thar he was not ens 
déd with the Spirit of Government: he 
‘wasready to dye of fhame, when he faw 
the Saint upon his knees before him; 
and with great precipitation, fell alfo on

before you go into the Pulpit, or appear 
in the Tribuné *of Penance: “that you 
cannot prefer the care of Worldly. things, 
before the curé of Souls, without per- 
verting the Order and Rule’ of Charity.

much ardency and unction, that the

ment enough amongtt them for the ex- 
ercife of his Charity. Not a man of 
them, but defir’d to confefs to Father 
Francis ; and to expire in his Arms; acs 
cording to the popular opinion, that 
whoever dy’d in that manner, cou’d not 
fail of being fav'd. He ran from Street 
to Street with his Companions, to ga- 
ther up the poor, who lay languifhing 
on the ground, for want of fuccour. He 
carry d them to the Hofpitals, and to the 
Colledge of the Society, which on this 
occafion he changd into an Hofpital, 
And when both the Colledge and the 
Hofpitals were full, he order’d Cabins to 
be built along the Shore, out of the re- 
thainders of rotten Vefiels, for Lodgings, 
and neceffary ufes of thofe diftrefs'd Crea- 
tures, After which he procurd them 
Food and Medicines, which he begged 
from the devouter fort, and himfelf at- 
tended them both day.and night.

Brains, was foon-exploded by the arrival 
of fome other Portuguefe Veflels, who 
coming from the Ifles of Fava, made 
Oath, that thefe Barsarians being ingag’d 
among{t themfelves in Civil Wars, had 
no thoughts of any’ Forreign Conqueft. 
Don Alvarez not being ‘able any longer 
to fupport the credit of his Tale; pull'd 
off the Mask, and ftood upon no farther 
Ceremonies. Xavier perceiving‘ that 
the love of lucre, was his governing Paf- 
fion, made offers to him by Pereyra, of 
thirty thoufand Crowns in pure gift, but 
the defire of ingroffing all the gain, was 
‘the reafon which prevail'd with Arayda, 
to refufe it.

| prife?Tis incredible, what injurious 
' words he gave him, antl how rudely he 
| treated him, on feveral occafions : Info- 
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john the Third, which exprefly made out 
his intentions, That Father Xavier 
fhou'd extend the Faith, as faras he was 
able, through all the Kingdoms of the 
fafé, and that the Governours thou’d fa- 
vour him on all occafions. Svarez read 
alfo to the Governour, the Letter of the 
Vice King Don Alphonfo de Norogna, in 
which he: declar’d Criminal of State, 
whofoever fhou'd hinder; or oppofe this 
particular Voyage of the Saint. That 
which ought to have reduc’d Dow Alva. 
rex to Reafon, or at leaft to have ‘terri- 
fy'd him, ferv'd only to make him more 
unreafonable, and more audacious.

much) that it .was'the common-talk of 
Malacca, that this Perfecution might pafs 
for the Martyrdom of Father Xavier.

God continually, for giving him 
occafions of fuffering; but he;was ex- 
treamly fenfible of what Religion, and 
the progrefs of the Gofpel fufferd, and 
was often feen to: ‘weep abundantly. 

He ceasd not for a moneth together 
to follicite the Governour : :fometimes be- 
feeching him by the: wounds of -a Gruci- 
fy’d Saviour, fometimessurging him with 
the fatal confequences of a muiferable E- 
ternity, and endeavouring-to det: him — 
underftand, what .a-crime it-was to hin- 
der the publication of the Gofpel; but 
thefe Divine Reéafons prevail’d as Jittle 
with Dow Alvarez, as the Humane. had 
done formerly. This ftrange obduracy, 
quite overwhelm’d the Father, when he 
faw that all thefe ways of mildnefswere 
unfuccefsiul,and that the feafon of Naviga- 
tion pais'd away; after he shad well cone 
fulted God upon it, he concluded, that 
it was time to try the laft remedies. 
Ten years were now expird fince: his 
coming to the Jzdies, and: hitherto no

him one of the Briefs. of Paul the Third,”*" ’”” 
which conftituted him his Nuncio, in all 
the Kingdoms of the Za/?. After this, 
he requefted Svarez to fhew this Brief to 
Don Alvarez, and to explain to him the 
Cenfures which were incurr’d by thofe, 
who fhou’d oppofe the Popes Legats in 
matters of Religion, and to exhort him, 
by what was moft holy in the World, to 
fuffer the Embafly to proceed.

In writing to 
the King of 
Portugal, ‘he 
makes no com 
plaint of the Go- 
wernour of Ma- 
lacca, 
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Since the greatnefs of my fins, Says 
be, have been the reafon, why God Al- 
mighty wou'd not make ufe of us two, 
for the enterprife of China, *tisupon my 
felf that.l ought in confcience to lay the 
fault. They are my offences, which 
have ruin‘d your fortunes, and have 
causd you to. lofe all your expences, for 
the Embafly of China. Yet God is my 
witnefs that I love him, and that I love 
you alfo.. And Iconfefs to you, that if 
my intentions had not been ‘right, I 
fhoud be yet more affli@ed than I am. 
The favour which I defire of you, is that 
you woud not come to fee me; for fear 
left the condition to which you are re- 
duc'd, fhou’d give me too much trouble ; 
and that your forrow might be the occa- 
fion of increafing mine. In the mean time, 
I hope this difgrace of yours may be of 
advantage to you; for I doubt not but 
the King will reward your zeal, as I 
have requefted. of him by my Letters. 
As for theGovernour who has broken our 
Voyage, I have no farther communica- 
tion with him; God forgive him, I pity 
him, and Jament his condition; for he 
will foon be punith’d, and more feverely 
than he thinks, 

_ But though Father Xavier wrote very 
preffing Letters to the King of Portugal, 
in 
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‘a favour of Pereyra, he wrote nothing 
againit Don Alvarez; and Alvarez him- 
(lf was witnefsofit, having intercepted 
the Letters of the Father: In effect, he 
found not the leaft expreflion of com- 
laint againft him; at which he was 
wonderfully furprisd.

Neverthelefs, fomewhat recovering his 
Spirits, for his farther fatisfaction in th¢ 
point, he defir'd his fellow Guefts at 
the Table, to tafte the Wine out of his 
Glafs.

Friends to do him the Jaft kind Office, 
of accompanying his. Corps to burial.

To content him, and to make themfelves 
merry at his folly, they attended him 
into the Church: In their prefence he 
receivd the Viaticum, and the Extream 
Gnttion, without being fick; afterwards 
he laid himfelf upon the Beer, and causd 
them to fing the Mafs for the Dead: - The 
people gather’d in acrowd atthe {trange- 
nefs of the report ; fome drawn by the 
novelty of the fight, the reft to be Eye- 
witnefles how the Predidtion of Father

ed, the Prieft attended by his Inferiours, 
perform’d all the Ceremonies of the 
Church about the Grave, and ar length, 
fung the laft words belonging to a Chri- 
ftian burial, over the old man, who was 
alive, and bore his part in the Refponfes. 
There now remaining no moreto do ; the 
Servant of Veglio coming to help. his 
Matter off the Beer, he found him dead, 
All the Affiftants were witnefles of the 
matter of fact, and every one went home 
full of admiration of Gods Mercy to- 
wards this Merchant, who had been fo 
charitable ; and bleffing the Memory of 
the holy Apoftle of the Zudies. 

This was not the only Prophetical

But the Father affur'd them, they had no 
caufe of fear; andthat the Ship was fafe- 
ly arriv'dat her Port. They kept them- 
felves quiet, upon the affurance of his 
word; till finding that the Ship made no 
return, which was to ftay at Fapan but 
fome few days, they gave her for loit. 
Xavier reprov'd their want of Faith, and 
pofitively told them, that ihe fhoud 
come back before the week were ended. 
In effet, fhe return’d, two days after- 
wards, laden with rich Merchandifes, and 
proud of her efcape from the fury of the

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to attempt thofe difficulties, woud it not 
be incomparably worfe, than all the Evils | 
with which you threaten me >? But, what” 
can the Demons, and their Minifters do a-) 
gainft me > furely no more than what is per- 
mitted them by the Soveraign Lord of all 
the World. Add, that in giving up my Self 
in this manner, I fhall obey my Lord Jetus, 
who declares in his Gofpel, That whofoe- 
ver will fave his life fhall lofe it, and — 
whoever will lofe it for my fake, thall 
find it. Our Saviour alfo fays, That he 
who having put his hand to the Plough, 
fhall look behind him, is not fit for the .

Let all the Powers of Hell break 
loofe upon me, 1 defpife them, provided 
God be on my fide; for if he be for us, 
who fhall be againft us > The Portaguefes 
being, of Opinion, that this fixd inten- 
tion of the Man of God, was partly 
erounded on his ignorance of the dan- 
gers, which he believ’d they magnify’d 
to him, beyond their natural proportion, 
fent 
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ifent fome Chinefe Merchants,with whom 
they traded, to. difcourfe the bufinefs 
calmly with him; but the matter went 
| otherwise than they hadimagin’d. Thofe 
| Chinefes, to whom Xavier tail'd. not to 
fpeak of Chriftianity, and who were 
‘men of underftanding, advis’d him to 
the Voyage, inftead of diflwading him : 
they counfel’d. him only tocarry Books 
which contain’d the Chriftian Do¢trine; 
and added, that not long fince, the Em- 
perour had fent fome learned men into 
the neighbouring Kingdoms, to inform 
themfelves of ituch Religions, as were 
different from the receiv’d opinions of 
the Chinefes That they - believ'd’ the 
Chriftian Doétrine woud be well re- 
ceiv'd at Court ; and that it feemd pro- 
bable to them, that the novelty.of fo 
reaionable a belief, woud make his way, 
who was the firft bearer of it.

jnot but that the Chriftian Religion, 
| coming to be compar’d by judicious men,

Interpreter. For Antonio the Chinefe, 
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whom he had brought from Goa, was) 
wholly ignorant of the Language which) 
is fpoken at the Court, and had almoft) 
forgotten the common Idiome of the’ 
vulgar. He found out another Chinefe, 
who had a perfect knowledge of the 
Language of the Mandarins, and who 
coud alfo write excellently well, in 
which confifts the principal knowledge 
of China. For the reft, he was a man 
well fhap'd, of a good prefence, of great 
natural parts, of a pleafing converfation, | 
and which was above all, he feem‘d en- 
tirely devoted to the Chriftians ; he pro-. 
mis‘d all poffible good Offices, whether | 
he hop’d to make his fortune, by pre-_ 
fenting to the Emperour, one who) 
publifh’d a new Law, or that God had 
infpir'd him with thofe pious thoughts. 
There was more difficulty in finding 
Sea-men, to tranfport the Father, for | 
there. was no lefs venture than that of 
life, for any one who undertook that 
bufinefs. But intereft gives him cou- | 
rage to hazard all, who values money | 
more than life it felf. A Chinefe Mer- 
chant, call’d Capoceca, offer'd himfelf to 
carry Xavier into the Province of Can- 
ton, provided he might be well payd:)

very Land, whither he was commanded 
to conduct the U/raelites. A Fever feiz’d 
on Father Francis, on the zoth: of Nos 
vember; and at the fame time he: was 
endud with a. clear knowledge of the 
day and hour of his death: as he openl 
declar'd to the Pilot of the Veflel, Franz. 
cis d Aghiar, who afterwards made an 
authentique depofition of it, by folemn 
Oath. 

From that moment, ‘he perceiv’d in 
himfelf a ftrange difeuft of ail earthly 
things, and thought on nothing but that 
Ceeleftial Country, whither God’ was 
calling him. Being much weaken’d b 
his Fever, he retir’d into the V effel, 
which was the common Hofpital of the 
fick, that there he might diein Poverty’; 
and the Captain Léwis Almeyda receiv'd 
him, notwithftanding all the Orders of his 
Mafter Don Alvarez. But the toffing of the 
Ship, giving him an extraordinary head- 
ach, and hindring him from applying 
himfelfto God, as he defir'd; the day en- 
fuing he requefted that he might be fet 
on {hore again. He was landed, and 
left upon the Sands, expos to the in- 
jury of the air, and the inclemency of 


the feafon, efpecially to the blatts of a

Piercing North-wind, which then arofe:

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He had there dy’d without relief, had 
not a Portuguefe, more charitable than 
the reft, whofe name was George Alva-

A 
‘Chirurgeon of the Ship, who was, awk- 
ward at his work, and of fmall experi- 
encein his Art, bled him) fo unluckily, 
-that he hurt the Nerves, and the Patient 
fell immediately into {wooning Convul- 
- fions. Yet they drew Blood trom him a 
_ -fecond time ; and that operation had all 
the ill accidents of the former. Befides 
which, it was attended with a horrible 
naufeoufnefs, infomuch that he cou'd 
take no nourifhment : at leait, the little 
which he took, confifted only of fome 
few Almonds, which the Captain of the 
Vellel fent him out of Charity. “The 
difeafe encreas’d hourly, and he grew 
weaker every day. But hisGountenance 
Tt 4 _ was 
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was ftill ferene, and his Soul

perpetual calmnefs. Sometimes he lifted 
up his Eyes to Heaven, and at other 
times fix'd them on his Crucifix, enter- 
taining Divine Converfations with his 
God, and not without fhedding abundant 
tears. He remain’d in this condition, 
till the twenty eighth of November , 
when the Fever mounted into his Head. 
During this delirium, he talk’d of nothing 
but of God, and of his paflage into China, 
but in terms more tender and ardent than 
ever formerly. 

At length he loft his Speech, and re- 
coverd not the ufe of it, till three days 
afterwards: His {trength then left him 
all at once; fothat it was expected eve- 
ry moment that he wou'd pafs away: 
Which notwithftanding he once more re- 
coverd, and having the free exercife 
both of his Reafon and his Speech, he 
renew d his Entertainments with his Sa- 
viour in an audible manner, Nothing 
was to be heard from him but devout 
Afpirations, and fhort Ejaculations of 
Prayer, but thofe full of life and of af 
fection. The Affitants underftood not 
all he faid, becaufe he continually fpoke 
in Latin: And \ Antonio de Sainte Foy, 
who never left him, has only reported, 
That the man of God made frequent Re-

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} petition of thefe words, Fefu, fili Dae 
vid, miferere mei2 and thele alfo, which 

were fo familiar to him, O Sanitifima 
\Trinitas! Befides which, invoking the 
blefled Virgin, he wou'd fay, Monftra te 
elle Matrem!

who have beheld it, have been inform’d 
_by the Inhabitants of the Neighbourhood, 
that fome perfonsof that Country having 
taken away fome of the flakes of that 
clotted Blood, the Bifhop of Pampeluna, 
had forbidden any one from hencefor- 
ward, to diminifh any part of it, under 
‘pain of Excommunication. They alfo 
‘learnt, that it had been obfervd, accor- 
| ding to the news which came from the 
Indies, that at the fame time, when Xa- 
vier labourd extraordinarily, or that he 
was in fome great danger, this Crucifix 
| diftill’d Blood on every fide; as if then, 
when the Apoftle was actually fuffering 
for Fefus Chrift, Fefus Chrift was fufering 
| for him, notwith{tanding thar he is whol- 
lly impaffible.

The whole fqua- 
dron was drawn up into two wings, to 
accompany the Galley, which row’d be- 
twixt them. The Body of the Saint 
was cover'd with Cloath of Gold, which 
was the prefent of Pereyra,and was plac’d 
upon the Stern, under a noble Canopy, 
with lighted Flambeaux, and rich Strea- 
mers waving on both fides of it. 

_ In this equipage, they row’d towards 
Goa, but very foitly, and in admirable 
order. All the Town was gather’d on 
the fhore, in impatient expectation. of 
their loving and good Father. When 
they perceiv'd the Veflel from afar, there 
was nothing to be heard but cries of joy, 
nothing to be feen but tears of devotion.

their Titles, when once the Image of St. 
Xavier was there expos'd: and that the 
people turning all their Devotion towards 
him, were wont to call them the Churches 
Of Father Francis. 

zie braves But what was moft to be admir'd, e- 
hen bith ape ven the profeft Enemies of Fe/is -Chrift, 
fidels, and the pay’d him reverence after his deceafe, as 
fmt hae Well as duritig his life; calling him, #he 
Man of Prodigies, the Friend of Fleaven, 
the Mafter of Nature, and thé God of the 
World. Some of them undertook long 
Voyages, and came to Goaexprefly to be- 
hold his Body exempted from Corrupti- 
on, and which, only excepting motion, 
had all the appearances of life. Fhere were 
amongf{t the Gentiles, who fpoke of rai 
\fing Altars to him; and fome people of 
ithe Se&t of Mahomet, did, in effeét, de 
‘dicate a Mofque to him, on the Weftern 
\Coaft of Comorine. The King of Travan- 
cor, though a Mahometan, built a magni- 
ficent Temple to him; and the Infidels 
had fo great a veneration for that place; 
where the Great Father was ador’d, that 
they durft not {pet upon the ground, if 
we may believe the Teftimony of thofe, 

who were Natives of the Country. 

The Pagans had a Cuftom, that in 
confirmation of a Truth, théy wowd 
hold a red hot Iron in their Hands, with 

other 
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other Superftitions of the like nature : 
but after‘that Father Francis, came to be at 
held in fo great veneration through the vt 
Indies, they {wore folemnly by his th 
name ; and fuch an Oath, was generally H 
receiv d for the higheft atteftation of a | 
truth. Neither did any of them for- i 
{wear themfelves unpunifh’d after fuchan “all 
Oath. And God authoris’d by many 
proofs, this religious practice, even by 
manifeft prodigies. Behold a terrible ex- 
ample of it: An Idolater ow’d a Chrifti- i 
an a confiderable {um of Money. But av 
as he deny’d his debt,- and no legal proof i, 
cou'd be made of it, the Chriftian oblig’d 
him to {wear in the Church, upon the 
Image of St. Francis: The Idolater made 
a falfe Oath, without the leaft fcruple; 
but was {carcely got into his own Houfe, 
when he began to void Blood in abundance 
at his Mouth; and dy’d inva raging fit of 
madnefs, which had the refemblance of a iL 
Man poffeft, rather than of one who was Mh 
diftracted. . a 
either was his Memory lefs honour'd i a 

in Japan, than in the Indies. TheChri- pan, i 
ftians of the Kingdom of Saxuma, kept - wh) 
religioufly a Stone, on which he had of- : 
ten preach'd; and fhew’d itasa precious 
rarity. The Houfe wherein he had lodg’d 
at Amanguchi, was refpected as a facred 
X X. place ; 
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place ; and was always prefervd from 
ruine, amidft thofe bloody Wars, which. 
more than once had deftroy’d the Town.: 
For what remains, the Zzdians and Fapo- 
vians were not the only people which 
honour’d Father Xavier after his deceafe ; 
the Odour of his holy life expanded it 
felf beyond the Seas into other Heathen 
Countries where he had never been. And 
Alphonfo Leon Barbuda, who has tra- 
vell’d over all the Coafts of Africk, re- 
ports, that in the Kingdoms of Sofala, 
beyond the great River of Cuama, and in 
the Ifles about it, the name of Father 
Francis was in high repute, and that 
thofe Moors never mentiond him, but 
with the addition of a wonderful Man. 
So many illuftrious teftimonies, and fo 
far above fufpition, ingag’d the King of 
Portugal anew, to follicite the Canoni- 
zation of the Saint; and in that profpect, 
there was made an ample collection of 
his Vertues, of which I prefent you with 
this following Extract. 

No exteriour employments, how many 
or how great foever, coud divert the Fa- 
ther, from the contemplation of coclefti- 
al things. Being at Goa, his ordinary 
retirement after Dinner, was into the 
Clock-houfe of the Church, to avoid the 
interruption of any perfon, and there, 

during 
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during the fpace of two hours, he had a 
clofe communication with his God. But 
becaufe he was not always Mafter of 
himfelf on thofe occafions, fo as to regu- 
late his time; and that he was fometimes 
oblig’d to leave his privacy, he com- 
manded a young man of the Seminary of 
Sainte Foy, whofe name was Andrew, to 
come and: give him notice, when the 


two hours, to which he was limited, were — 


expird. Oneday, whenthe Father was 
to fpeak with the Viceroy, Andrew, be- 
ing come to advertife him, fourid him 
feated ona little Chair, his Hands acrofs 
his Breaft, and his Eyes fix’d on Heaven. 
When he had look’d on him a while at: 
tentively, he at length call’d him, but 
finding that the Father anfwer'd not, he 
{poke yet louder, and made a noife. All 
this was to no purpofe, Xavier continu’d 
immoveable, and Andrew went his way, 
having fome {cruple to difturb the quiet 
of a Man, who had the appearance of 
an Angel, and feem’d to enjoy the plea- 
fures of the Souls in Paradife. He.re- 
turn’d, neverthelefs, about two hours af: 
ter, and found him ftiil in the fame po- 
fture: The young man fearing that he 
fhou’d not comply with duty, if coming 
the fecond time, he fhou’d not make 
himfelf be heard, began to pull the Fa- 
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ther, and to joge him. Xavierat length 
returning to himfelf, was in a wonder at 
the firft, that two hours fhou’d fo foon 
be flipp’d away ; but coming to know, 
that he had remain‘d in that place beyond 
four hours, he went out with Azdrem, to 
go-to the Palace of the Viceroy. He 
had fcarcely fet his Foot over the Thre- 
fhold, when he feem‘d to be ravifh’d in 
Spirit once again. After he had made 
fome turns, without well knowing whi- 
ther he went, he returnd as night was 
beginning to come on, and faid to his 
Attendant, My Son, we will take another 
time to fee the Governour, ‘tis the Will of 
God, that this prefent day fhoud be whol- 
ly his. 

Another time, walking through the 
Streets of the fame City, his thoughts 
were fo wholly taken up with God, that 
he perceiv’d not a furious Elephant, who 
being broken joofe, causd a general ter- 
rour, and every man made hafte out of 
his way. It was in vain to cry out to 
the Father, that he might avoid him, he 
heard nothing, and the enrag’d beaft 
pafsd very near him, without his know- 
ledge. 

In his Voyages at Sea, he continu’d ear- 
neilly in Prayer, from midnight even to © 
Sun-rifing, and that regularly. From 
thence 
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thence it came almoft to a Proverb. a- 
mongtt the Seamen, Zhat nothing was. to 
be fear'd in the night, becaufe. Father 
Francis watch’d the Veffel, and the Tem- 
pelts durft not trouble them, while he held 
conver {ation with God. | 
Aman of Manapar, at whofe Houfe he 
lodg’d, and who obferv’d him at divers 
hours of the night, found him always.on 
his Knees before a Crucifix,and frequently 
_beheld the Chamber enlighten'd by the 
Rays which darted from his Counte- 
nance. : 
“While he was fojourning among Chri- 
ftians, the fmall repofe he gave to Na- 
ture, was commonly in theChurch; to 
the end he might be near the blefled’Sa- 
crament, before which he pray d all the 
remainder of the night. But in Coun- 
tries, where yet there were no Churches 
built, he pafsd the night in the open 
Air, and nothing fo much elevated his 
Soul to’ God, as the view of Heaven, 
{pangled over, and fowd as it were with 


Stars; and this we have from his own | 


Relation. 

The Pope, had permitted him, incon- 
fideration of his Employments, and A- 
poftolical Labours, to fay a Breviary 
which was fhorter than the Roma, and 
had but three Leflons: It was calld the 
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Office of the Crofs; and was eafily granted 
in thofe times, to fuch, who were over- 
burden’d with much bufinefs. But z- 
vier never made ufe of this ~permiffion, 
what Affairs foever he was prefs‘d withal, 
for the fervice of Almighty God: On the 
contrary, before the beginning of every 
Canonical hour, he always faid the Hymn 
of Veni Creator Spiritus ; and it was ob= 
ferv'd, that while he faid it, his Counte- 
nance was enlightend, as if the Holy 
Ghoft, whom heinvok’d, was vifibly de- 
{cended on him. 

- He daily celebrated the Sacrifice of the 
Mafs with the fame Reverence, and the 
fame Devotion, with which he ‘had faid 
it, the firft time, and moft ordinarily 
performd it at break of day. Thofe 
heavenly Sweets, which overflow’d his 
Soul at the Altar, {pread their mild inun- 
dations even over the Affiftants: And 
Antonio Andrada reported of himfelf, that 
being then a young Souldier, he found 
fuch an inward fatisfa@tion when he fervd - 
the Father, in ferving at Mafs, that in 
that confideration, he fought the occafi- 
ons of performing the Clerks Office. 

In the midft of his Converfations 
with Secular Men, the Saint was often 
call'd afide of God, by certain fudden il- 
luminations, which oblig’d himto retire : 
tO: | And 
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And when afterwards they fought him, 
he was found before the Holy Sacrament, 
in fome lonely place, ingulph’d in deep 
_/ Meditations, and frequently fufpended in 
\ the Air, with Beams of Glory round his 

“Countenance. Many Ocular Witnefles 
have depos'd this matter of Fact; but 
fome have affirm’d, That at firft they 
have found him on his Knees immove- 
able; ‘that they have afterwards obferv d, 
how by degrees he was mounted from 
the Earth; and that then, being feizd 
with a facred horrour, they coud not 
ftedfaftly behold him, fo bright and ra- 
diant was his Countenance. Others have 
protefted, That while he was fpeaking 
to them of the things of God, they coud 
perceive him fhooting upward, and di- 
ftancing himfelf from them, on the fud- 
den, and his Body raifing it felf on high 
of its own motion. 

Thefe extraordinary Ravifhments, 
which bore fome manner of proportion 
to the Glory of the Bleftabove, happend 
to him from time to time, during the Sa- 
crifice of the Mafs, when he came to 
pronounce the words of Confecration ; 
and he was beheld elevated in that man- 
ner, particularly at Meliapore, and at 
Malacca. ‘The fame: was frequently ob- 
ferv’d at Goa, while he was communica- 
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ting the people; and what was remark- 
able, as it was then the Cuftom,: to give 
the Sacrament in kneeling, he appear’d 
to be lifted from the Earth, in that hum- 
ble pofture. jig 

For common Extafies, he had them al- 
moltevery day; efpecially at the Altar, 
and after the Sacrifice of the.Mafs ; in- 
fomuch, that many times.they cou’d not 
bring him to himfelf, with pulling him 
by the Robe, and violently shaking him, 

The delights which he enjoy’d at fuch 
a time, are only to be comprehended by 
{uch Souls, which have receiv'd from 
Heaven the like favours. Neverthelefs, 
fisevident, that if it be poflible for Man 
to enjoy on Earth, the Felicities of Hea- 
ven, tis then, when the’ Soul, tran{por- 
ted out of it elf, is plung’d, and as it 
were loft in the Aby{fs of God. 

But it was not only in thefe Extatick 
Tranfports, that Yavier was intimately 





united to our Lord: In the midft of his 


Labours, he had his Soul recolleéted in 
God, without any diffipation, caus’d by 
the multitude or intricacy of Affairs ; 
infomuch, that he remaind entire in all 
he did, and at the fame time whole in 
him, for whofe Honour he was then em- 
ploy d. | 

his fo clofe, and fo continual an Uni- 
on, 
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on, coud only proceed from a tender 
charity: the divine love burning him up 
in fuch a manner, that his face was com- 
monly on fire; and both for his intee 
/riour and outward ardour, they were 
often forced to throw cold water into his 
_ bofome. 

Frequently in Preaching, and in walk 
ing, he feltin himfelffuch inward {corch- 
ing, that not being able toendureit, he 
was conftrain'd to give himfelfair, by 
opening his Caflock before his breaft ; 
and this he has been feen to do, on’ ma- 
ny occafions, in the publick places, at 
Malacca and at Goa, in the Garden of 
St. Paul's Colledge, and in the fandy 
walks of the Sea fhore. 

Almoft every hour, words of life 
_and fire burft and fally’d asit were from 
out his mouth, which were indeed the 
holy {parkles of a burning heart. As for 
Example, O moff Holy Trinity, O my 
Creatour, O my Fefus, O Fefus the defre 
of my Soul! He fpoke thefe words in 
Latine, that he might not be underftood 
by the Common People: and being on 
the Coaft of Fifhery, at the Kingdom of 
Travancor, and at the Molucca’s, he was 
heard to {peak fo many times every day 
thefe words, O Sanétifima Trinitas ! that 
the mot Idolatrous Barbarians, when 
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The LIFE of BookVI. 
they found themfelves in extream dan- 7 
gers, or that they woud exprefs their] 
amazement at any thing, pronouncd 
thofe very words, without underftanding 
any thing more of them, than that they 
were holy and Mifterious. | 

Fven fleep it felf had not the power 
to interrupt thofe tender afpirations ; and 
all the night long’he was heard to fay, 
O my Fefus, my Souls delight ! or other 
expreffions, as full of tendernefs, which 
fhew’d the inclination of his heart. Be- 
ing out of his fences, by the violence of 
a burning Feaver, both at Mozambique 
and at Saxcian, he fpoke of God, and to® 
God, with more fervency than ‘ever, 
infomuch that his Delirium, feemd only 
to be a redoubling of his love. He was 
fo fenfible. of the interefts of the Divine 
Majefty, that being touch’d to the quick 
with the enormity of thofe crimes, that 
were committed in the new World, “he? 
writ toa Friend of his, in thefe very 
terms. J have fometimes an abhorrence 
of my life, and woud rather chufe to dye 
than to behold fo many outrages done to 
Jefus Chrift, without being able either to 
hinder, or to repair them. 

For the reft, that he might always 
keep alive the fire of Divine Love, he 
had inceflantly before his eyes, the fuf- 
ferings 
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ferings of our Lord. At the fight of the 
wounds and of the blood ofa Crucify’d 
God, ‘he fell into fighsand tears, and 
Jancuifhments, and extafies of love. He 
was confumd with the zeal of returning 
his Saviour life for life’; for Martyrdom 
was his continnal paffion, and his fenti- 
ments area Convincing proof of it. ft 
Sometimes happens, through a fingular fa- 
vour of the Divine Goodnefs ( {ays he in 
one of his Letters.) thar for the fervice 
of God we-run\our felves tato the hazard 
of death. But we ought to bear in mind, 
that we are born mortal: and that a 
Chriftian is bound to defire nothing more 
than to lay down bis Life' for Jefus 
Chrift. 

From thence proceeded that abundant 
joy which he conceiv’d, when the faith- 
ful pourd out their blood for Faith: 
and he wrote to the Fathers at Rome, 
on occafion of the Maflacre of the Bap- 
tisd Manarois. We are oblig’d to rejoyce 
in Jefus Chrift, that Martyrs are ‘not 
wanting, not even in our decaying times; 
and to give him thanks, that, feeing fo 
few perfons make the right ufe of his grace 
for their Salvation, he permits that the 


number of the happy fhall be complested, 


through the cruelty of men. Admirable 


zews (fays he ellewhere ) zs lately come 


from 
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from the Molucca's; they who labour there 
in the Lords Vineyard, fuffer exceedingly, 
and are in continual hazard of their lives. 
L imagine that the Ifles del Moro, will 
give many Martyrs to our Society, and 
they will foon be call'd the Iles of Mar- 
tyrdom. Let our Brethren then, who de- 
fire to fhed their blood for Jefus Chrift 
be of good courage, and anticipate their 
future joy. For, behold at leugth a Semi- 
nary of Martyrdom is ready for thems; and 
they will have wherewithal to fatisfe their 
longings. 

The fame love which: infpir’d him 
with the defire of dying for our Saviour, 
made him breath after the fight and the 
poffeffion of God. He fpoke -not but of 
Paradife, and concluded almoft all his 
Letters, with withing there to meet his 
Brethren. 

But his Charity was not confin’d to 
words and thoughts, it fhone out in his 
works and actions; and extended it 
felf to the fervice of his Neighbour. Ya- 
vier feemd to be onely born for the re- 
lief of the diftrefsd. He lowd the fick 
with tendernefs; and to attend them, 
was what he call’d his pleafure. He 
fought out, not only wherewithal to 
feed them, but to feaft them. And for 
that purpofe begg’d from the Portugue- 
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fes, the moft exquifite Regalio’s, which 
were fent them out of Europe. He was 
not afham’d of going round the Town 
with a Wallet on his back, begging lin- 
nen for the wounded Souldiers : he 
drefsd their hurts, and did it with fo 
much the more affection, when they 
were the moft putriffd and loathfome 
“to the fmell. If ‘he happen’d to meet 
with any Peggar, who was finking un- 
der ficknefs, he took him in his arms, 
bore him to the Hofpital, prepar’d his 
Remedies, and drefs’d hismeat with his 
-own hands. 

Though all the miferable were dear 
tohim; yet he affifted the Prifoners af- 
ter a more particular manner, with the 
Charities which he gather’d for them. 
And, in Goa, which was the common 
Tribunal of the Zzdies, he employ d one 
day in the week, in doing good to fuch 
who were overwhelm’d with Debts. If 
he had not wherewithal, to pay off their 
Creditors entirely, he mollify’d them at 
leaft with his civilities, and oblig’d them 
fometimes to releafe one moyety of what 
was owing to them. ase 

The poor with one common voice 
call’d him their Father, and he alfo re- 
garded them as his Childern. Nothing was 
given him, but what pafsd through his 

hands 
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hands. into theirs, who were members 
of Fe/us Chrift; even fo far as to deprive 
himfelf of neceflaries. He heap’d up, as I 
may call it, a Treafury of Alms, . not 
onely for the fubfiftance of the meaner 
fort, who are content with little,” but 
for the maintenance of honourable Fa- 
milies, which one or two Shipwracks 
had ruin’d all at once: and for the en- 
tertainment of many Virgins of good 
parentage , whom poverty might ne- 
ceffitate to an infamous courfe Of lis 
ving, 

The greateft part of the miracles, 
which on fo many occafions were 
wrought by him, was onely for the res 
medy of publick calamities, or for the 
cure of particular perfons: and it was 
in the fame Spirit, that being one day 
greatly bufied in hearing the Confeffions 
of the faithful at Goa, he departéd ab- 
ruptly in appearance out of the Confet 
fional, and from thence out of the Church 
alfo, tranfported with fome inward mo- 
tion, which hecou'd not poffibly refit: 
after he had made many turns about 
the Town, without knowing whither 
he went, he happen’d upon a Stranger, 
and having tenderly embrac’d him, 
conducted him to the Colledge of the 
Society. There, that miferable creature, 
whom 
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whom his defpair was driving to lay vio- ’ 
lent hands. upon himfelf, having more i 
ferioufly reflected on his wicked refolu- 
tion, pull’d out the Halter, which he 
had fecretly about him, and. with which TH 
he was going to have hangd _himéelf; a 
and gaveit into the Father’s.hands. The i 
Saint, to whom it was reveal'd, that : a 
extream mifery had reducdthe unhappy 
wretch, to this difmal melancholly, 
gave him comfort, retain’d him in -the 
Colledge for fome time; and at length 1 
difmifsd him with a round fum of mo- - Vd 
ney, fufficient for the entertainment of an 
his Family. He recommended without 
ceafing, his Friends and Benefactours to 
our Lord; he pray’d both day. and night 
for the profperity of King Fob the 
third of Portugal; whom he call'd the a 
true Protectour of all the Society: But 1 ie 
the Perfecutors of the Saint had a greater 
{hare in his devotions than any others: 
and at the fame time when he was treat- if 
ed fo unworthily by the Governour of | 
Malacca, he daily offer’d for him the Sa- | 
crifice of the Mafs. He was usd to ae 
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fay, that to render good for evil, was 1 
in fome fort a Divine Revenge: and a) a4 
he reveng’d himfelf in that very fort me 
on the Governour of Comorine; which ie 


in. one of his Letters is thus attefted. 
| My 
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My dear Brother in Fefus Chriff (thus 
he wrote to Father Manfila) T hear 
uncomfortable news, that the Governour’s 
Ship is deftroyd by fire, that his Houfes 
alfo are burnt down: that he is retird in- 
to an Ifland, and has nothing left him, 
even for the neceffary proviftons of life. 
I deftre you, out of Chriftian charity, to 
go with the fooneft to his relief, with your 
Chriftians of Punical: get what Barks 
you can together, and lade them with all 
manner of Provifions ; I have written ear- 
ncfily, to the chief of the people, that they 
furnifo you with all things neceffary, and. 
efpecially with frefh water, which as “you 
know, is very fcarce in thofe defart Iflands. 
L wou'd go in perfon to the affiftauce of the 
Governour, if I thought my prefence might 
be acceptable tohim: but of late he hates 
me, and has written that he coud not Sd, 
without giving fcandal, all the evils T 
have done him. God and man can bear 
me witne/s, if ever I have done him the 


leaft prejudice. 





Hs Zealof His Charity towards his Neighbour, 


has principally appear’, in what he 
did for the Converfion of Souls. Tis | 
difficult to enumerate all his Travels by 
Land, and his Voyages by Sea. And if 
any one wou'd take that pains, it might 
be thought he had fearce the leifure to 
do 
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do any thing but travel. Without men- 
tioning his Journeys from Fran-e to Z- 
taly, and from. Italy to Portugal; he 
went from Lishonué to Mozambique, and 
from Mozambiqueto Melinda, t0 Socotora, 
and in fine to Gog. From Goa he pafs'd 
to Cape Comorine, and to the Fif/hinge 
Coaft, from thence to Cochiz, and re- 
turning to Goa, came back to the Coaft 
of Fi/hery, enter'd far into the Iflands, 
and return’dtothe Fifhery, from whence 
he travell'd to the Kingdom of Zravancor, 


' which is feated to the Weft. 


After he had run over all thefe Coatts, 
he was a fecond time at Cochin ard at 
Goa: from Goa, he took the way of 
Cambaya, and having crofs'd that whole 
Region, which lyes extended from the 
mouth of the River Jvdus, as far as 
Cochin, he made the’ tour of Cape Cort, 
and went to the Iflands of Ceylan, of 
Manar, and that of Las Vaccas. There 
he took Shipping for Negapatan, and 
from thence undertook the Voyage of 
Meliapore, along the Coafts of Caroman- 
del. From Meliapore he fet fail for Mae 
Jacca, from Malacca he defcended towards 
the Equinoctial, which having pafs’d, 
he enter'd into the Southern Hemifphere, 
as far as the Ifle of Bawda, and thofe of 
Amboyna, Nuliager, Vlate, Baranura, Ro 
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The LIFE of Book VI. 


falao, and others without name, un- 
known even toSeamen, and Geogra- 
phers. 

In fequel of thefe Voyages, he turn’d 
towards the Molucca’s, was at Ternata, 
arid pafs'd from thence to the Ifles del 
Moro, Went again to Zernata, and Am- 
boyna, repafs'd the Equator , and re- 
turn’d to Malacca: from thence by Sea, 
he regain’d the Port of Cochin ; but im- 
mediately after his arrival departed for 
the Coaft of Fifhery, and Ceylan. After 
this he return’d to Goa, and drew down- 
ward on the fame Coaft for Bazain; 
from Bazain he return'd once more to 
Goa, and Cochin, He pafsda-new from 
Goa to Cochin, and from Cochin to Goa, 
from thence following the Coaft as far 
as; Cape Comorine, he fet fail towards 
Malacca. Waving there made fome lit- 
tle ftay, he continu’d his courfe North- 
ward, and coafting certain Hfles in fight 
of China, came at length to Fapan. After 
he had made fome courfes there, du- 
ring the {pace of two years, from Can- 
goxima to Firando, from Firando to A- 
manguehi, from Amanguchi to Meaco, from 
Meaco back to Amanguchi, and from 
thence to Bungo; he put once more to 
Sea, touch’d at the Ifle of Sanciaz, and 
was driven by Tempeft on the Mle of 
Mindanao, 
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Mindanao, one of the Pbhilippina’s. Once 
again he went to Malacca, and to Goa: 
from Goa, he repafs'd the fifth time to 
Malacca, and from thence arriv’d at 
Sanczan, where death concluded all his: 
Travels. 

Behold the fequel of the Voyages, of 
the Lndian Apoftle Francis Xavier. I 
have omitted a vaft number of Iflands 
and Regions, where we are fatisfy’d he 
carried the light of the Gofpel; I fay I 
have not mentiond them, -becaufe the 


time is not precifely known, when he — 


made thefe Voyages. For:what rerhains, 


T undertake not to reckon up the leagues __ 


which he has travel'd, the fupputation 
would be difficult to make, and 


computed, they woud be found, to be 


many times exceeding the circumference 


of this World. 

In the mean time, the leaft of his bu- 
finefs in all his Travels, wasto Travel; 
And they who were beft acquainted with 
him, report of him, what St. Chry/foffome 
faid of the Apoftle St. Paul, that he rag 
through the World with au incredible. fwift= 


nefs, and as it were on the wing, yet net- 


¥y a’ without 
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content | 
my {elf to fay in general, that accord- 
ing to the Rules of our Geographers, | 
who have exactly meafur’d the Terte-_, 
{trial Globe, if all his courfes were to be 
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without labour, nor that labour without 
fruit, but Preaching, Baptizing, Con- 
feffing, Difputing with the Gentiles, root-. 
ing out Jdolaters, reforming manners, 
and througiiout eftablifhing the Chri- 
{tian Piety. His Apofolical labours, 
were attended with all the incommodi- 
tics of life; and if thofe people were to 
be credited, who: the moft narrowly ob- 
ferv’'d him, it was’ a continual Miracle 
that he liv’d. Or rather, the greateft mi- 
racle of Yavier was not to have revived 
fo many dead, but not todye himfelf of 
labour, during the inceflant fweat of ten 
years toiling. tf 

His zeal alone fuftain'd him ; but 
how painful foever were the functions of 
his Miniftry, he acquitted: himfelf of 
them, with fo much promptitude ‘and 
joy; that by the Relation of Father Mel. : 
chior Nugnez he feem’d to-do naturally 
all he did. ‘Thefe are the very words 
of Nuguex : The Father, Mafter Francis, 
in labouring for tie Salvation of the Sara- 
cens and \dolaters, feem'd to att not by 
any tafus'd or acquir’d vertue, but by ana-- 
tural motion: for he coud neither live, nor 
take the leaft pleafure but in Evangelical 
Employments; in them he found even his 
repofe: and to him, it was uo labour, to 
conduct others, to the love and knowledge 
of bis God. Thus 
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Thus alfo, whenfoever there was the 
leaft probability, that the Faith might be 
planted in any new Countrey of the Gen- 
riles, he flew thither in defpight of all 
threatning difficulties. Thecertain num | 
ber is not known of thofe whom he con- | 
verted, but the receiv’d opinion mounts | 
it to fever hundred- thoufand Souls, 
Which notwithftanding it ought not to’ 
be believ’d, that he initructed them but 
lightly : for before he chriftend them, 
he gave them a through infight into all 
the Principles of Faith. According to 
their different conditions, his Inftructi- 
ons were alfo different. He had fome 
which were proper to Youth, others for 
Wives, for Widows, for Servants, and for 
Matters. He never chang places till he 


chad left behind him a folid e{tablifhment 


of Faith, and capable of preferving it 
{elf, on its own bafis.

Pedro Martinez protefts to have heard fay, 
Lhat though all the World fhoud arm againft 
bim, they fbou'd never be able to tear out 
of bis Fleart, that perfwafton, which Fa- 
ther Francis had infpir'd into him. 

We know farther, that fome of them 
having been made Captives by the Pa- 
gans, have preferv’d their Faith entire in 
the midft of Heathenifm ; and have cho- 
fen rather to lofe their lives in torments, 
than renounce their Saviour Fe/us Chrift. 
The Saint was accuftom’d to defire ear- 
neftly of God, the Converfion of the 
Gentiles, in the Sacrifice of the Altar = 
and for that very end, faid a moft de- 
vout Prayer, which he compos’d in La- 
tin; and is thus rendred in our Lan-

The Induftry which the Saint employ’d The variaus tr 
in converting the Nations of the Ea/f, or ei of bis 


in ftrengthning their Converfion, was ot 
various forts. In thofe places where he 
preach’d ‘the Gofpel, he erected Crofles 
on the Sea-fhore, on Hills, and in pub- 
lick paflages, to the end, that the view 
of that fign of our Salvation, ‘might give 
the Gentiles the Curiofity to know the 
meaning of it, or infpire them with 
religious thoughts, if they had already 
heard {peak of Fefus Chrift. | 
As it was impoffible for him to preach 
always, or in all places, he writ. many 
Inftructions, relating to Faith, and to 


Good Manners, fome more ample, and 
YY 4 others 
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others more brief, but all-in the Lan- 
guages of the Converted Nations: And 
it was by thefe Inftructions in Writing, 
that the Children learn’d ‘to read. .The 
Saint alfo compos’d devout Hymns,. and 
fet the Lords Prayer in mufical numbers 
to be fung, together with the Angelical 
Salutation, and the Apofiles Creed, By 
thele means he banith’d thofe ribald 
Songs and Ballads, which the new Chri- 
{tians were accuftom’d to fing before they 
had receiv'd Baptifm; for thofe of Ye 
wier Were fo pleafing, to Men, Women, 
and Children, that they fung them day 
and night, both in their Houfes, and in 
the open Fields, 


But amongft all the means which the 


Father us‘d for the Converfion of Infidels, 
| the moft efficacious, was t 
| as he enter’d into 4 Countr 
ters, he endeavour'd to gain to God, 
_thofe perfons who were the moft confi- 
| derable, either for their Dignity, or by

their Birth, and efpecially the Soveraign. 
Not only becaufe the Honour of Fefus 
Chrift requires that Crown’d-heads fhou’d 
be fubject to him, but alfo, that by the 
Converfion of Princes, the people are 
converted. So much Authority there re- 
fides in the Example of a Monarch, over 


his Subjects in every Nation of the 
World. He 
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He was of eafy Converfation to all 
forts of perfons, but more familiar with 
the greateit Sinners ; not feeming to un- 
deritand, that they were keepers. of Mi- 
{trefles, Blafphemers, or Sacrilegious Per- 
fons. He was particularly free in his 


- Converfe with Souldiers, who are greater 


Libertines, and more debaucld in the Zz- 
dies, than elfewhere. For, that they might 
the lefs fufpect him, he kept them com- 


pany ; and becaufe fometimes when they 


faw him coming, they hid their Cards 
and Dice, he toldthem, They were not 
of the Clergy, neither coud they con- 
tinue praying allthe day; that Cheating, 


~Quarreling and Swearing, were forbidto 
- Gamefters, but that Play was not for- 


bidden to a Souldier. Sometimes he play'd 
at Chefs himfelf, out of complyance, 
when they whom he ftudy’d to withdraw 
from Vice, were lovers of that Game; 
And a Portuguefe Gentleman, whole 
name was Don Diego Norogno, had once a 
very ill Opinion of him for it. This 
Cavalier, who had heard a Report of Xa- 
vier, that he was a Saint-like man, and 
defir'd much to have a fight of him, hap- 
pend to be aboard of the fame Galley. 
Not knowing his perfon, he enquird 
which was he; but was much furprisd 
to find him playing at Chefs with a pri- 

vate 
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The LIFE of BookVI. 
vate Souldier. For he had form’d in his. 
imagination, the Idea of a man who was 
recollected and auftere, one who never 
appear'd in publick, but to difcourfe of 
Eternity, or to work Miracles: What, ix 
the name of God, {aid Norogna, zs this 
our Saint! For my part, I believe uot one 
fyllable of his Sanctity, and am much de- 
ceivd if he be not as errant a Prieft as a- 
ny of his fellows. Don Pedro de Cajtro, 
his Camerade, and Coufin, took pains to 
little purpofe, to perfwade Norogna, of 
the wonderful things which had been 
wrought by Yavier: Noregna {till ad- 
her’d to his Opinion, becaufe he always 
found the Father chearful, and in good 
humour. The whole Company going — 
afhore on the Coaft of Malabar, he per- 
ceiv'd Xavier taking a walk by himfelf, 
into a Wood, and fent after him one of 
his Servants, to obferve his Actions: 
The Servant found the Man of God rais‘d 
from the ground into the Air; his Eyes 
fixd on Heaven, and Rays about his 
Countenance. He ran to give notice of 
his difcovery to his Matter; who upon 
the report came thither, and was himfelf ) 
a Witnefs of it. Then Norogua was fa- 
tisfy’d that Xavier was truly a Saint, 
and that his Holinefs was not incompa- 
tible with the gaiety of his Converfation.

By thefe methods the Apoftle of the Z#- 


dies, attracted the Hearts of the Soul-_ 


diery to himfelf, before he gain’d them 
toour Lord. | 

He took almoft the fame meafures with 
the Merchants: For he feem’d to be con- 
cern'd for nothing more than for their 
Interefts: He gave his Benediction to the 
Veflels which they were fending out for 


traflick, and made many enquiries con- | 


cerning the fuccefs of their Affairs ; as if 
he had been Copartner with them. But 
while he was difcourfing with them of 
Ports, of Winds, and of Merchandifes, he 
dextroufly turn’d the Converfation on 
the eternal gains of Heaven: Ffow bent 
are our defires, faid he, on heaping up the 
frail, and perifbable Treafures of this 
World ; as if there were no other life be- 
fides this earthly Being ; nor other riches 
befides the Gold of Japan, the Silks of 
China, and the Spices of the Molucca’s! Ah 
what profits it a Man to gain the Univerfe, 


and lofe his Soul 2. Thefe very words,which | 


Father Jgvatius had formerly us'd to_Xa- 
vier, in order to loofen him from the 
World, were gotten familiar to him, 
and he had them frequently in his 
mouth. In refpect of the new Chrifti- 
ans, his conduct was altogether fatherly. 
He fufferd their rough, and barbarous 
be- 
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behaviour. ‘And requir’d no more from 
them in the beginning, than what might 
be expected then from people of bafe ex: 
traction, and grown inveterate in Vice. 
As they: were generally poot, he took a 
particular care of their Families, and ob- 
taind from the King of Portugal, that 
the Paravas fhou'd be difcharg’d from 
certain exceflive yearly Tributes. Hé 
protected them more than once from the 
fury of their neighbouring Nations, who 
made War again{t them out of hatred to 
the Faith, and induced the Governour of 
the Zudies, to fend a Royal Army totheir 
relief; he fav’d them even from the vio- 
lence. of the Officers, who. defpoil’d 
them of their Goods through Avarice, and 
fet bounds to the unjuft Exa@ions, of 
thofe griping Minifters, by threatning to 
complain of them both to King Jobn the 
Third, and to the Cardinal Jufante,. who 
was Grand Inquifitour. 
The Condefcen- . As the fin of Impurity was the reign- 
eee ing vice in India, among{tthe Portaguefes, 
he apply'd himfelf in a particular man- 
ner, to withdraw them from'their volup- 
tuous living. The firft. rule of his pro- 
ceeding, was to infinuate himfelf into 
the favour, not only of the Concubinari- 
ans, but of their Miftrefles, and hé com- 
paisd this, by the mildnefsof his Afpec;, 
vs by 
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by the obligingnefs of his Words, and 
fometimes by good Offices. Yet we 
cannot think, that the Converfions of 
Sinners coft him only thefe Addrefles, Be- 
fore he treated with them concerning 
the important bufinefs of their Souls, he 
treated with God at the holy 'Altars; 
but to render his Prayers more efficaci- 
ous, he join’d them. with ‘all manner of 
Autterities.’ Having notice, that three 
Portuguefe Souldiers, belonging ‘to the 
Garrifon of Amboyua, ‘had liv'd for five 
years paft, in great debauchery, he got 
their good Wills, by his ingaging carri- 
age, and wrought fo well, that thefe Li- 
bertines, as wicked as they were, lodg’d 
him ‘in their Quarters, during a’ whole 
Lent, fo much they were charm’d with 
his good humour:. But while he appear'd 
thus gay amongft them, in his’ outward 
behaviour, for fear of giving them any 
difguft of his Society, he underwent 
moft rigorous Penances to obtain the 


Grace of their Converfion; and us’d his . 


Body fo unmercifully, that he was lan- 
suifhing for a moneth of thofe feverities. 
When Xavier had reducd his Penitents, 
to that point, at which he aimd; that 
is, when he had brought them to Con- 
feffion, they coft him not lefs pains than 
formerly. He always bege’d of rns 

their 
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The LIFE of Book VL 
their perfeverance, with his tears: and 
frequently, when he had enjoin’d them 
fome light Penance, pay'd for them the 
remainder of their debts, with bloody 
difciplining of his own Body. But when 
he lighted on intractable and ftubborn 
Souls, he left them not off, for their con: 
tumacy ; but rather fought their good 
opinion ;:and on occafion fhew'd them a 
better Countenance than ufual, that 
thence they might begiven to underftand, 
how ready he was for their reception. 

When he went from Zernata to Am: 
oyna, he left but two perfons, who were 
vifibly ingag’d in Vice: The firft oppor: 
tunity which the Veflels had of repaffing 
to Zernata, he writ exprefly to one of his 
Friends, that he fhou'd falute thofe two 
{candalous finners with all tendernefs 
from him; and let them know, that upon 
the leaft fign which they fhou’d make 
him, he wou'd return to hear their Cons 
feffions. 

But thefe Condefcentions, and this 
Goodnefs of the Apoftle had nothing in 
them of meannefs, or of weaknefs; and _ 
he knew well enough, to make ufe of 
feverity, when there was occafion for it. 
‘Thus, a Lady, who had accus‘d her felf 
in Confeffion, to have look’d upon a 
Man, with too alluring an Eye, was thus 
an{werd 
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rd by him, You are unworthy that

ords, that during the reftof her life, 
irft never look any Man in the Face.

: For what remains, though he was e- 
ver forming new defigns, as if he were 
to live beyond an Age, yet he labour’d 
as if he had nota day to live; and fo 
tuge’d at the work which he had in 
hand, that two or three days and nights _ 
pafs'd over hishead,without once thin king 
to take the leaft manner of nourifhment. 
In faying his Office, it often happen’d to 
him, to leave for five or fix times fuc- 
ceffively, the fame Canonical-hour, for 
the good of Souls; and he quittedit with 
the fame promptitude, that . afterwards 
he refum‘d it: He broke off his very 


Prayers, when the moft inconfiderable 


perfon, had the leaft occafion for him; 
and order’d, when he was in the deepeft 
of his retirements, that if any poor Man, 
oreven but a Child fhou’d defire to be in- 
{tructed, he might be call’d from his De- 
Votions. 

No Man, perhaps, was ever known to 
have run more dangers, both by Land 
and Sea; without reckoning into the ac- 
count, the Tempefts which he fuffer’d in 
ten years, of almoft continual Navigati- 
OM 3 - 
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Book VI, Sz Francis Xavier. 
on; ‘tis known, that being at the Mo- 
Jucca's, and paffing from Ifle to Ifle,he was 
thrice Shipwrack’d : though we are not 
certain of the time or places: and once 
he was for three days and nights toge= 
ther, on a Plank, at the mercy of the 
Winds and Waves. The Barbarians have 
often thot. their Arrows at him; and 
more than once, he fell into the hands 
of an inrag’d multitude, One day the 
Saracens purfu'd him, .and endeavour’d to 
have fton’d him: and the Brachmans fre 
quently fought after him, to-have mur- 
therd him; even to that point of mer- 
cilefs barbarity, as to fet Fire on all the 
Houles, where they imagin’d he might 
lie conceal’d. But none of all thefe dan- 
crs, were able to affright him; and 
the apprehenfion.of dying, cou’d never 
hinder him from Performing his, ordina- 
ry Functions: It feem’d, that eVen dan- 
gers fervd tothe redoubling of hisCou- 
rage: and that by being too intrepid, he 
fometimes enter’d into the extream_ of 
rathnefs, Being at Fapan, he reprehend- 
ed the King of Amanguchi, fo feverely, 
for the infamy, and feandal of his Vices, 
that Father JFohy Fernandez, (who ferv’d 
him for Interpreter, as being more con 
verfant than the Saint, in the Language 
of the Court.) was amaz’d, and tremble 
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- The LIFE of Book VI. 
in pronouncing what the Father put in- 
to his mouth; as ‘we are given to under- 
{tand,°in a Letter written by the’ fame 
Fernandez. Xavier, one day perceiving 
the feat of his Companion ;' forbade him 
abfolutely, either to change, © or foften 
any of his words: I obeyd him, fays 
Fernandez; but expected every moment, 
when the.Barbarian fhowd {trike me 
with his Cymetar: and confefs my ap- 
prehenfions of death were as much too 
great , as the concernment. of Father 
Francis was too little. 

In effect, he was fo far from fearing 
death, that he look’d on it, asa moft 
pleafing Obje&. If we dye for. fo good 
a Caufe, (faid Xavier on another oc- 
cafion ) we ought to place it amongft the 
greateft benefits we receive from God, and 
foal be very much obligd to'thofe, who 


“freeing us from a continual death, fuch as 


is this mortal life, fhall put us in poffefion 
of an eternal happinefs. 0, that we are 
refolvd to Preach the truth amongft them, 


-in defpight of all their threatnings, and 


encourag d by the hopes of Divine affftance, 
obey the precept of our Saviour, who com- 
mands us to preferr the Salvation of o- 

thers, above our lives. 
In the moft hazardous undertakings, 
ke hop'd all things from God; and from 
thence

thence drew his affurance of daring all 
things. . Behold, what he fays himéelf, 
concerning his Voyage of Japan. We 
Set out full of confidence in God - and 
hope, that having him for our €onduttor, 
we foall Triumph over all his Enemies 

As to what remains, we fear not to 
enttr into the lifts; with the Doctors 
of Fapan ; for what available knowledge 
can they have, who are ignorant of the 


only true God, and of his only Son our 


Lord Jefus? and befides, what can we 
juftly apprehend, who have no other 
aim than the Glory of God, and Jefus 
Chrift 2 the Preaching of the Gofpel, 
and the Salvation of Souls» fuppofing: 
that we were, not only in a Kingdom of 
Barbarians, but in the very Dominion of 
Devils, and that naked and difarm’d, 
neither the moft cruel barbarity, northe 
rage of Hell cou’d hurt us without God’s 
permiffion. We are afraid of nothing 
but offending God Almighty ; anid pro- 
vided that we offend not him, we pro- 
mife our felves, through his affiftance, an 
affur'd Victory over all our Enemies. 
Since he affords fufficientt ftrength to 
every man, for his fervice, and for a- 
voiding fin, we hope his mercy will 
not be wanting to us. But as the fum 
of all confifts, in the good or evil ule 
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of his benefits, we alfo hope he will give 
us grace to employ our’ felves for: his 
elory, by the prayers of his Spoufe, and 
our holy Mother. the Church; and par- 
ticularly by the interceflion of our So- 
ciety, and thofe who are well affected 
to it. Our greateft comfort proceeds 
from this, that God beholds the fcope 
of this our Voyage, that our.only aim 
js to make known the Creatour of the 
Univerfe to Souls which are made after 
his own Image: to bring thofe Souls to 
give him the Worfhip due to him, .and 
to fpread the Chriftian Religion through 

all Regions. | | 
With thefe encouragements, we doubt 
not but the iffue of our Voyage will be 
‘profperous; and two things efpectally 
{cem to aflure us, that we fhall vanquifh 
all the oppofition of Hell; the one is the 
sreatnefs of our holy enterprife, the o- 
ther is the care of Divine Providence; 
whofe Dominion is of no lefs extent 
over Devils, than overmen. Iacknow- 
ledge, that in this Voyage, I forefee, 
not only great labours, but alfo dangers 
of almoft inevitable death ; and this i- 
magination, is frequently prefented to 
my thoughts, that if thofe of our Soci- 
ety, who are endu’d with the greatefi” 
ftock of knowledge, fhowd come into 
the 
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the Indies, they woud certainly accule 
us of too much rafhnefs, and woud be 
apt tothink, that, in expofing our felves, 
to thefe manifeft dangers, we tempted 


God. Neverthelefs upona more ferious . 


reflection, 1 ceafe to fear: and hope that 
the Spirit of our Lord, which animates 
our Society, will regulate their judge- 


ments concerning it. Formy own pare | 
ticular, I think continually on what I 
have heard. our good Father /gnatius 
often fay, that thofe of our Society, | 
ought to exert their utmoft force in van- 
quifhing themfelves; and banifh from 
them all thofe fears, which'ufually hin- 
der us from placing our whole confidence 


in God. - 7 

For though Divine hope, is purely 
and fimply the grace of God, and that 
_ he difpenfes it, aceording to his pleafure, 
neverthelefs, they who endeavour to o- 
vercome themfelves, receive it more fre- 
quently than others. As there isa ma- 
nifeft difference, betwixt thofe, who a- 
bounding with all things, truft in God ; 
and thofe, who being fufficiently pro- 
vided with all neceflaries, yet bereave 
themfelves of them, in imitation of Je- 
fas Chri? ; fois there alfo, in thofe who 
truft in Gods providence, when they are 
out of danger, and thofe, who with the 
Tae pee afliftance 
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affiftance of his grace, dare voluntarily 
expofe themfelves to the greateft hazards 
which are in their proper choice and 
power to fhun. 
_ It was in the Spirit of this holy confi- 
dence, that the Saint, Writing to Simon 
Rodriguez , {peaks in this manner to 
him. © | | 

Our God, holds in bis hand the T empelts 
which infeft the Seas of China and Japan ; 
the Rocks, the Gulphs, and Banks of Sands, 
which are formidably known, by fo many 
Shipwracks, are all of them wolles his Do- 
minion. Fle is Soveraign over all thofe 
Pyrates, which cruife the Seas, and exer- 
cxfe their cruelties on the Portuguefes, 
And for this reafon I cannot fear them. 


Lf only fear, left God should punifh me 
for being too pufllanimous in his fervice ; 


and fo little capable, theough my own frailty, 


of extending the Kingdom of his Son, a- 
mongft thofe Nations, who know him not. 


He {peaks in the fame Spirit, to the 
Fathers of Goa; in giving them an ac- 
count of his arrival at fapan———We 
are infinitely oblig’d to God, for permit- 
zing us to enter into thefe Barbarous Coun- 
tries, where we are tobe regardle(s, and 
in a mamer forgetful of our felves: for 
the Enemies of the true Religion, being 
Mafters every where, on whom can we re, 
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but onGod alone? and to whom can we have 
recourfe befides him? In our Countries, 
where the Chriftian Faith 1s. flourifbing, it 
happens, I, know not how, that everything 
hinders us from repofing our felves on Gods 
The love of our Relations, the Bonds of 
Friend{hip, the Conveniences of life, and 
the Remedies which we ufe in ficknefs: but 
here, being. diftant from the place of our 
Nativity, and living amonzft Barbarians, 
where all humane fuccours are wanting te 
us, “tis of abfolute neéceffity that our conjt- 
dence in God alone, (how'd be our aid, 
But the Saint-perhaps, never difcours’d 
better on this Subject, than in a. Letter 
written at his return from the Molueca’s, 
after a dangerous Navigation. His words 
are thefe: Jt has pleasd God, that we 
fhoud not perifh: it has. alfo pleas'd bim, 
- to inftruct us even by our dangers, and to 
make us know by our own experience, how 
weak we are, when we rely only on oar 
felves ; or on humane fuccours. For when 
we come to underftand the deceitfulnefs of 
our hopes, and are intirely difident of bu- 
mane helps, we rely on God,who alone can deli- 
ver us out of thofe dangers, into which we 
have ingagd our felves on his account > we 
fhall foon experiment, that he governs all 
things; and that the heavenly pleafures, 
I by FEF" which 
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which he confers on his Servants, on fuch 
occaftons, ought to make us defpife the 
greatest hazards s even death at felf has 
nothing in it, which is dreadful to them, 
who have a tafteof thofe divine delights ; 
and though when we have efcap d thofe pe- 
rils of which we fpeak, we want words to 
exprefs the horrour of thems there re- 
mains tv our heart a pleafing memory of 
the favours which God bas done uss and 
that remembrance excites us day and night, 
to labour in the fervice of fo good a Mafter; 


we are alfo enliven'd by it to honour him, 


during the reft of our lives, hoping, that 
out of his abundant mercy, he will beffow 
on usa new firength, and frefh vigour, to 
Serve him faithfully, and generoufly even 
to our death, 

May it pleafe the Divine goodnefs, (he 
fays elfewhere) shar good meu, whom the 
Devil endeavours to affright in the fervice 
of God, might fear no other thing befides 
difpleafing him, in leaving off what they 
have undertaken for his fake. If they 
woud do this, how happy a life wou'd they 
then lead! how much woud they advance 
we ‘virtue, knowing by their own experience, 
that they can do nothing of themfelves, but 


that they can do alt things by the affiftance 
of bis grace!

| He faid, that our moft fledfaft hold im 


dangers and temptations, was to have a 
noble courage againft the foe of our Sal- 
vation, in a diftruft of our own firength, 
but a firm reliance on our Lord: fo that 
we frou d not onely fear nothing, under the 
conduct of fuch a general, but alfo thouwd 
_ not doubt of Victory. He faid alfo fur- | 
ther, that in thofe dangerous occaftons, the | 
want of confidence in God, was more to be | 
feard, than any affault of the Enemy : and 
that we foowd run much greater hazard, Ne 
in the leaft diftruft of the divine affiftance, | j Ee 
in the greateft dangers, than in expofing ii 
our felves to thofe very dangers. He ad- if 
ded, laftly, that this danger was fo much Yt 
the more formidable, the more it was hid- 
den, and the lefs that we perceivd it. 

Thefe thoughts produc’d in the Soul wis Humility. 
of this holy man, an entire diffidence 
of himfelf, together with a perfect hu- i 
mility. He was the onely difcourfe of a. = 
the new World: Infidels, and Chriftians be 
eave him almoft equal honour; and his 
power over Nature was fo great, that ba 
it was faid to be a kind of Miracle, i, 
when he perform’d no Miracle. But 
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all this ferv'd only to raife confufion in / 
him; becaufe he found nothing in hime i] { 
felf, but his own nothingnefs : and being ee 
nothing in hisown conceit, he cou’d not * : | 
comprehend, | 
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The LIFE of BookVI 


comprehend, how it waspoffible for him 
to beefteem'd. Writing to the Doétor 
of Navarre, before his Voyage to the 
Indies, he told him, that it was a fingue 
dar grace of Fleaven, to know our felves + 
and that through the mercy of God, he 
knew himfelf to be good for nothing. 

Hlumbly befeech our Lord, he wrote from 
the /ndies,to Father Simon Rodriguez, that 
L may have power to open the door of China 
toothers; where I am, I have done but 
fittle. In many other paflages of his 
Letters, he calls himfelf an exceeding e- 
vil man; a great Sinner; and conjures 
his Brethrento employ their interceffions 
to God in his behalf. Bring to pafs by 
your Prayers ({ays he to one of them) 
that though my fins have render'd me un- 
worthy of the Minifterial Vocation, yet 
God may vouchfafe out of his infinite good- 
uefs to make ufe of me. 

J befeech you, (fays he to another ) 
to implore the heavenly affiftance for us; 
and tothe end you may do it, with the 
greater fervency, I befeech our Lord, that 
he word give you to underftand, how much 
4 ftand in need of your interceffion. 

St is of extream importance to my con- 
folation (he writes to the Fathers of Goa) 
that yor underftand, the wonderful per- 
plexity in which I am. As God knows the 
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multitude and ,heynoufnefs of my Sins, 
L have a thought which much torments me s 
‘tis that’ God perhaps may not profper. our 
@ndertakings, if we do not amend our 
lives, and change our manners: Tis ue- 
ceffary on this account, to employ the Pray» 
ers of all the Religious of our Svciety s 
and of all our Friends: in hope, that by 
their means, the Catholick Church, which 
as the Spoufe of our Lord Fefus, will com- 
municate her innumerable merits tous; and 
that the Authour of all good. will accu- 
mulate his graces on us, notwithftanding our 
offences. : ere 

He attributed all the fruits of his Ig- 
bowrs, to an evident Miracle of the Di- 
vitie Power, which made ufe of {0 vile 
and weak an inftrument as himfelf, to 
the end it might appear to be the work 
of God. He iaid, chat they who had great 
Talents, ought to labour with great ciu- 
rage for the fafety of Souls; fiuce he whe 
was wanting in all the qualities, which are 
requifite to fo high a Calling, was not alto= 
gether unprofitable in his Miniftry, 

Ashe hada mean opinion of himfelf, and 
that his own underftanding was {ulfpected 
by him, he frequently, by his Letters, 
requefted his Brethren of /taly, and Por- 
tugal, to inftruct him in the beft method 
of Preaching the Gofpel, profitably. J 
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The LIFE of Book VE 
ans going, faid he, to publifh Fefus Chrift, 
to people who are part \dolaters, and part 
Saracens; J conjure you, ‘by Fefas Chrift 
bimfelf,_ to fend me word, after what man- 
ner, and by what means I may inftrutt 
them, For I am verily perfwaded, that 
God will fuggeft thofe ways to you, 
which are moft proper for the eafte re- 
duction of thofe People into his Fold: And 
af I wander from the right path, while T 
am in expectation of your Letters, I hope 
£ fhall return into it, when I fhall have re- 
ceiud them. 

All. that fucceeded well to his endea- 
vours, in the fervice of our Lord, he 
attributed to the interceffion of his Bre- 
thren. Your Prayers. (he writ to the 
Fathers at Rome) have affuredly obtain'd 
for me the knowledge of my infinite offen- 
ces: and withal the grace of unwearied las 
Louriug, in the Converfion of Idolaters, not- 
withftanding the multitude of my fins. 

But if the defigns which he was al- 
ways forming, for the advancement of 
Religion, happend to be thwarted, he 
acknowledg’d no other reafon of thofe 
crofles than his own fins, and complain’d

By this means ‘you 
will be in condition to bear whatfoever 
troubles {hall happen ‘to you; for God 
Strengthens the humble, and gives him cou- 
rage, he is proof againft the greate/t las 
bours, and nothing can ever Separate him, 
from the Charity of Jefas Chritt: not the 
Devil with his evil Angels, nor the’ Ocean

Nations, with all their barbarity. And if 


God fometimes permits, that the Devil 
put impediments ix his way, or that the 
Elements make war againft him, he is per- 
fwaded, that it is only for the expiation 
of his fins, for the augmentation of his mes 
rits, and for the rendring him more hum 
ble. ‘Pale See al Cagis . 
They who fervently defire to advance 


Gods glory, ought to humble themfelves, 


and be nothing in their own Opinion; being 
difident even inthe fmalleft matters of 
their own abilities; tothe end, that in 
great occafions, becoming much more diff: 
dent of themfelves, through a principle of 
Chriftian humility, they may entirely cou- 
fide in God; and this confidence may give 
them refolution : for he who knows that hé 
is affifted from above, can never degene- 
rate into weakne(s:

Whatever you undertake will be .accep- 
table in the fight of God, if there appear 
in your conduct a profound Flumility; aud 
that you commit the care of your Reputati- 
on into his Hands: For he himfelf wiil not 
Le wanting to give you both Authority and 
Reputation with Men, when they are need- 
ful for yon; aad when he does it not, “tis 
from bis knowledge that ‘you will uot afcribe 
to him, that which only can. proceed from 
him. I comfort my felf with thinking, 
that the fins of which you find your felves 
guilty, and with which you daily upbraid 
your. own Confciences, produce in you ar 
extream horrour of windy Arrogance, and a 
great love of perfection; fo. that humane 
praifes will become your Croffes, and be 
ufeful to admonifb you of your failings. 

Take heed of your felves, my deareft 
Brethren; many Minifters of the Gofpel, 
who have open'd the way of Fleaver to o- 
ther men, are tormented in Flell, for want 
of true Flumility, and for being carry d a- 


| way with a vain opinion of themfelves: On 
the contrary, there is not to he found in 
ell, one fingle Soul, which was fincerely 
| bumble. 


Thefe are the Inftructions, which the 
Saint gave in general to his Brethren, on 


the Subject of Humility; and next be- 4 


hold fome particular Admonitions which 
were

were addrefs'd to fome amongft them: 

LT conjure you to be humble and patient 
towards all the World, fays he to Father 
Cyprian, who preach’d the Gofpel at Me- HA | 
liapore. For, believe me, nothing is to be | 
done by Hlaughtinefs and Choller, when it i i 
cannot be accomplifhd by Modefty and | ie 
Mildnefs. He continues, We deceive our 4 ee 
Selves, in exatting fubmifiion and refpect I fe 
from men, without any other title to a Ie 
than being Members of our Society ; and Ht 
without cultivating that Vertue which has i 
acquir'd us fo great an Authority in the Ve 
World. As if we rather chofe, to recom- i 
mend our felves, by that Credit and ie 
Reputation, than by the prattice of Hlumili- ii 
tyand Patience, and thofe other Vertues, by i. 
which our Society has maintain’d its Digni- 
ty and EZouour with Mankind. ari 

Be mindful, writes he to Father Bar- } iE 
zeus, who was Rectour of the Colledge ee 
of Goa, to read frequently the Inftruttions ae 
which I have left with you; particularly, 7 
thofe which concern Flumility ; and take an i 
e/pecial care, in confidering what God has { 1 
done by you, and by all the Labourers of |i 
the Society, that you do not forget your felf : : 4 
for my: own particular, I fhoud be glad, / 
that all of you woud ferioufly think, how | ie 
many things God leaves undone, becaufe you \) ee 
are wanting to him in your Fidelity, and | 
Aaedee 
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The LIFE of Bock VI. 
I word rather that confideration fhowd 
employ your thoughts, than thofe great 
works, which it has pleasd our Lord to 
accomplifh by your Minifiry; for the firft 
reflection will cover you with Confufton, and 
make you mindfal of your weaknefs ; but in- 
fread of that, the fecond will puff you up 
with Vanity, and expofe you to the danger 
of having thoughts of Arrogance. 

This welf grounded hemility in Xa- 
vier, was the Principle of a perfect Sub- 
miffion to the Will of God. He never 
undertook any thing, without confulting 
him before-hand; and the Divine De- 
crees were his only Rule. Z have made 
continual Prayers, fays he,’ {peaking of his 
Voyage to Macaflar, to know what Heaven 
requires of me; for I was firmly refolvd, 
not to be wanting on my part to fulftl the 
Will of God, whenfoever it fhou'd be made 
known to me. May it pleafe our Lord, 


“faid he on the fame fubject, that our of 


his goodie/s we might underftand what he 
defgns by us, to the end we might entirely 
conform our felves to his holy Will, fo foon 
as it {ball be difcover'd ‘to us: For he 
commands us to be always in areadinefs to 
obey him at the firft fignal,and it becomes us 
to be as ftrangers in this World, always pre- 
pard to follow the voice of our Conductor. 
I wifh, faid he in another place, ve 
Go 
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God word declare to us his moff holy VEL, 
concerning the. Miniftries, and Countries, 
where I may beft employ my labours for his 
glory. Lam ready by his Grace to exechte 
thofe things:which he makes me uiderftand 
to be moft pleafing to him, of whatfoever 
nature they. may be, and undoubtedly, he 
has admirable means of fignifying his good 
pleafure to us; fuch as are our inward Seiz- 
timents, and heavenly Luminations, which 
leave uo remaining fcruple concerning the 
place to which he has” deftgwd us, nor 
what we are to undertake for his Service. 
For we are like Travellers, not fix'd to any 
Country through which we pafs: “Tis our 
duty to be prepard to fly from oue Region 
to another, or rather into oppofite Regions, 
where the Voice of Heaven fhall pleafe to 
callus. Eaftand Weft, North avd South, 
are all indifferent to me, provided I may 
have an opportunity of advancing the Glory 
of our Lord. | 
He fays elfewhere, I coud wifh, that 
you had ever in your mind this Meditation, 
‘that a ready and obedient Will, whichis 
entirely devoted to Gods fervice, is a more 
pleafing facrifice to the Divine Majefty, 
than all the pomp and glitter of our woify 
actions, without that interiour difpofttion. 
Being throughly convined, that the 
perfection of the: Creature confifts in wil- 
Aaa 3 ling 
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ling nothing but the Will of the Crea- 
tor; he fpoke inceflantly of God’s good 
pleafure ; and concluded almoft all his 
Letters, with his defires of knowing and 
fulfilling it. He facrified all to that 
Principle; even his ardent. withes to 
die for Fefus by the hands of the Barba-. 
rians: tor though he breath’d after Mar- 
tyrdom, he well underitood, that the 
tender of our life, is nor acceptable to 
God, when. he requires it not; and he 
Was more fearful of difpleafing him, than 
defirous of being a Martyr tor him. So 
that he dy’d fatisfy’d, when he expird 
in a poor Cabin, of a natural dearh; 
though he was at that very time, onthe 
point of carrying the Faith into the King: 
dom of China: And, it may be therefore 
faid, That he facrifis'd not only his own 
Glory, but even that of Fefus Chrift to 
the good pleafure of God Almighty.

At the time when Xavier dy’d, 
Ignatius had thoughts of recalling him 
from the Zrdies, not doubting, but at 
the firft notice of his Orders, this zea- 
lous Miffioner, wou'd leave all things, 
out of his Obedience. And on this oc- 
cafion he wrote to him, a Letter bear- 
ing date the 28¢h of fune, in the year 
1553. Behold the paflage which con- 
cerns the bufinefs of which we are {peak- 
ing. J add, fays Zznatius in his Letter, 
that having in profpect the Salvation of 
Souls, and the greater fervicé of our Lord, 
L have refolu'd to command you in vertue 
of holy Obedience, to return into Portugal, 
with the firft opportunity; and I command 
you this in the name of Chrift.

Religion iu the Eafk, for the propa= 
gation of it in Guinea, and Brafile : and 
you. can rightly judge, that a Prince fo Re-* 
ligious, as he, will do all things neceffary, 
for the advancement. of Gods Hfonour, and 
the conuverfion of People, if one of your Abi- 
lity.and Experience, {hall perfonally inftrudt 
him... And befides, *tis of great importance, 
that the holy Apoftolical See, fhoud be in- 
formd. of the. prefent feate of India, by | 
Some authentick Witnefs ; to the end, that 
Popes may iffue out Jpiritual fupplies, as 
well to the wew, as to the ancient Chriftianity 
of Afia; without which, ueither the one nor 
the other can [ubfift ; or cannot fubfift without 
much trouble; and uno. body is more proper 
than your felf for this ; both in refpect of your 
knowledge in the Affairs of the new World, 
and of your Reputation in thefe parts. 

Tou know, moreover, of. what confequence 
at is, that the Miffoners who are fent to 
the Indies, fhoud be proper for the end 
proposd: and ’tis convenient, on that ace 
count, that you come to Portugal and 
Rome. For not only many more will be 
deftrous of goinz on thofe Miffions, but you 
will make a better choice of Mifftoners s 
and will fee more clearly to what parts 
Juch and fuch are proper to be fent. Tou judge 
your felf, of what confideration it is, nob) 
to be miftaken in thefe Affairs.

Soever relation you can fend us, your Letters 
are not fufficient to give us atrue notion, of 
what Labourers are fitting for the Indies, 
‘Tis necelfary that you, or fome one, as in- 
telligent as you, fhou'd know and praétice 
thofe who are defigwd for thofe Countries. 
Befides what it will be in your. power to do 
for the common benefit of the Eatt, you will 
warm the Zeal of the King of Portugal, iz 
relation to Ethiopia, which has been under 
confideration for fo many years, but nom» 
thing yet perform d. You will alfobe of no lit- 
tle ufe to the Affairs.of Congo and Brafile, 
on which you can have no influence in In- 
dia, for want of Commerce. betwixt them 
and you. But if you think your  prefence 
may be neceffary, for the Government of 
thofe of the Society who are in the Indies, 
youmay govern them more eafily from Por- 
tugal, than you can from China or Japan. 
For what remains, I remit you to the Fa- 
ther, Mafter Polanque, and recommend my 
felf moft cordially to your good Prayers, 
befeeching the Divine Goodnefs to multiply 
his favours on yous to the end, that we 
may underftand his moft holy Will, and 
that we may perfectly perform it.

The Letter of Ignatius found Xavier! 
dead. But we may judge of what he! 
woud have done, by what he writ. be- 
fore his death to Jgvatius himfelf, who 
had teftify’d fo earneft a defire to {ec 
“him. Your holy Charity, fays he in his 
Letter, ells me, that you have an earneft 
defire to fee me once again, in this prefent 
life: God who looks into the bottom of m 
Fleart, can tell how fenftbly that mark of 
your tendernefs has touch'd me. Truly,’ 
whenever that expreffion of yours returns to 
my remembrance, and it frequently returns, 
the tears come dropping from my Eyes, and 
I cannot reftrain thems while revolve that | 
happy thought ; that once, yet once again it 
may be given me to embrace you. I confe/s, 
at appears dificult to compafs my defres, but 
all things are poffhle to holy Obedience. : 

Undoubtedly, if the Letter of Zguati- 
us had found Yavier alive, he had {oon 
been feen in Europe ; for having offer'd 
of his own free motion, to leave the Jy. 
dies, Fapan, and China, and all the bu- 
finefs which he had upon his hands, 
and having faid, that the leaft beckoning 
of his Superiour fhou’d be fufficient for 
it, what wou'd he not have done, when 
he had receiv’d a pofitive command to 
abandon all, and repafs the Seas.

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His Maxims of obedience thew clearly 
what his own fubmiffion was.

But it is impoffible to relate, with what 
tendernefs he lov’d the Society, nor how 
much he concern'd himfelf in all their 
interefts, though of the {malleft mo- 
ment. Being in Portugal, before his 
Voyage to the Zzdies, he wrote not any 
Letters to Rome, wherein he did not te- 
ftify his great defire to know what pro- 
erefs it made in /¢taly. Writing to the 
Fathers, Le Gay, and Laynez, he fays 
thus: Since our rule is confirm’d, TJ ear- 
neftly defire to learn the names of thofe, 
who are already receivd into our Order, — 
and of fuch as are upon the point of being | 
admitted. He exhorts them, to thank the 
King of Portugal, for the defign which his 
Majefty had to build a Colledge, or a Houfe 
for the Society : and we ought tomake this 
acknowledgement to the King, faid he, toin- 
gaze him thereby, to begin the Building. 

The news which he receiv 'd from Fa- 
ther Zzvatius, and the other Fathers who 
were at Rome, gave him infinite confola- 

tion.

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fapan to Malacca, where he was receiv d 
with fo much honour, he wore on his 
back a torn Caflock, anda rufty old Hat 
on his head. : 

The Portuguefes, beholding him al- 
ways fo ill apparell’d, often defir’d him to 
give them leave to prefent him with a 
new habit: but feeing he wou'd not be 
perfwaded, they once devis'd a way, of 
ftealing his Caffock, while he was afleep. 
The trick fucceeded, and Yavier, whofe 


Soul was wholly intent on God, put on 


a new habit, which they had laid in the 
placeof his old garment, without difco- 
vering how they had fervd him. He 
pafs'd the whole day in the fame igno- 
rance of the cheat, and it was not till 
the evening that he perceivd it. For 
fupping with Francis Payva, and other 
Portuguefes, who were privy to the mat- 
ter; ‘tis perhaps to do honour to our ‘Ta- 
ble, faid one amongft them, that you 
are fo fpruce to day, in your new ha- 
bit. Then, cafting his eyes upon his 
Cloaths, he. was much furpris‘d, to find 
himfelf in fo ftrange an Equipage. At 
length being made fenfible of the prank 
which they had plaid him, he told them 
{miling, that it was uo great wonder that 
this rich Caffock, looking for a Mafter in 
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the dark, coud not fee its way to fome body 
who deferu'd it better. 

As he liv’d moft commonly amongft 
the poorer fort of Indians, who had no- 
thing to beftow, and who for the moft 
part went naked, he enjoy’d his. Poverty 
without moleftation. All his moveables 
were a Matt, on which he lay fome- 
times, and a little Table, whereon were 
his Writings, and fome little Books, with 
a wooden Crucifix, made of that, which 
the Jndians call the wood of St. 7; homas,

At Sea, the Ship tackling ferv'd him 

for a Bed; on LandaMatt, or the Earth 
it felf, He eat fo little, that one of his 
Companions aflures us, that without. a 
Miracle he coud not have liv'd. Another 
tells us, that he feldom, or never drank 
Wine, unlefs at the Tables of the Por- 
tuguefes ; for there, he avoided fingula- 
rity, and took what was given him. But 
afterwards he revengd himfelf on one 
of thofe repafts, by an abftinence of 
many days. 

When he was at Cape Comorine, the 
Viceroy Don Alphonfo de Sofa, fent him 

two Barrels of excellent Wine: He did 
not once tafte of it, though he wasthen 
brought very low, through the labours 
of his Minittry, but diftributed the whole 
amongft the poor. 

His ordinary nourifhment in the Zn- 
dies, wasRice, boyld in water, oF fome 
little piece of Salt-Fifh: but during the 
two yearsand a hall, of his refidence in 
Fapan, he totally ab{tain’d from Filh, for 
the better edification of that People. 
And writ to the Fathers at Rome, that 
he word rather choofe to dye of hunger, 


than to give any man the leaft occafton of 
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the LIFE of Book VI 
scandal. He alfo fays, FI count iz for a 
Signal favour, that God has brought me in- 
vo a Country, deftitute of all the comforts 
of life, and where, if I were So ill difpos'd, 
tt woud be impofible for me, to pamper up 
my Body with delicious fare. He perpe- 
tually travell’d by Land, on foot; even 
in Japan, where the ways are afperous, 
and almoft impaflable: and often walk’d 
with naked feet, in the greateft feverity 
of Winter. | 

The hardthips of fo long a Naviga- 
tion, fays he, fo long a fojourning a- 
mong{t the Gentiles, ina Coun try parch’d 
up with exceflive heats, all thefe incom- 
modities being fuffer’d, ‘as they ought to: 
be, for the fake of Chrift, are truly an 
abundant fource of confolations, For 
my felf, Zam verily perfwaded, that they 
who love the Eros of Jetus Chrift, Jive 
happy in the midft of fufferings ; and that 
zis a death when they have no opportu- 
nities to fuffer. For can there be 4 more 
cruel death, than to live without Jefus 

Chrift, after once we have tafted of him? 

Ls any thing more hard, than toabandon 

him, that we may Satisfy our own inclina- 

tions > believe me, there is no other Crofs, 
which isto be compar'd to that. How 


_ happy ts it, on the other fide, to live, in 
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to fearch after, not our proper interefts, 
but the interefts of Jefus Chritt. 

His interiour mortification was the 
principle of thefe thoughts in this holy 
man; fromthe firft years of his Con- 
verfion, his ftudy was to gain an abfo- 
lute conqueft on himfelf; and he con- 
tinu'd always to exhort others, not to 
fuffer themfelves to be hurried away, by 
the fury of their natural defires, He 
writes thus to the Fathers and Brethren 
of Coimbra, from Malacca; I have al- 
ways prefent in my thoughts, what I have 
heard from our £foly Father \gnatius, that 
the true Children. of the Society of Fefus, 
ought to labour exceedingly in overcoming 
of themfelves. 

Lf you fearch our Lord in the Spirit of 
truth, fays heto the Jefuites of Goa, and 
_ generoufly walk in thofe ways, which conduct 

you to him, the Spiritual delights which 
you tafte in his fervice, will fweeten all 
thofe bitter agonies, which the conqueft of 
your felves will coft you. O my God, how 


grofly fiupid is mankind, not to comprehend | 


that by a faint and cowardly refiftance 
of the affaults of the Devil, they deprive 
themfelves of the moft pure and fincere de- 
lights which life can give them. 

By the daily practice of thefe Maxims, 
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| his paffions, that he knew not what it 


was to have the leaft motion of choler, 


_ and impatience: and from thence pro- 


ceeded partly, that tranquility of Soul, 
that equality of Countenance, that per- 
petual Chearfulnefs, which render’d him 


| (0 eafie and fo acceptable in all Compa- 


nies. 
Tis natural, for a man whois ex- 
treamly mortify'd, to be chafte. And fo 
was Xavier, to fucha degree of per- 
fection, that we have it certify’d from 
his Ghoftly Fathers, and amongft others, 
from the Vicar of Meliapore, that he 
liv'd and dy'd a Virgin. From his youth 
upward he had an extream horrour for 
impurity ; notwithftanding, that he was 
of a fanguine complexion, and naturally 
lov'd pleafure, While he was a Student 
at Paris, and dwelt in the Colledge of 
Sainte Barbe, his Tutor in Philofophy ¢ 
who was a man loft in debauches, an 
who dyed, of a difhoneft difeafe, carried 
his Scholars by night to Brothel-houfes. 
The abominable man did all he coud, 
towards the debauching of Francis Xa- 
vier, who was handfomy and well fhap’d, 
but he cou’d never accomplith his wicked 
purpofe : fo much was the youth eftrang’d 
from the uncleannefs of all flefhly plea- 
fures. 
| For 
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| For what remains, nothing can more 
| clearly make out-his love to purity, than 
what happend to him once at Rome. 
_ Simon Rodriguez being fallen fick, Father 
Ignatius commanded Xavier to take 
care of him, during his diftemper. One 
_ night, the fick manawaking, faw Ya- 
vier, who was afleep at his beds-feet, 
thrufting out his arms in a dream, with 
’ the action of one who violently repells 
an Enemy: he obferv’d him, even caft- 
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ing out blood in great abundane, through 
his noftrils and at his mouth. Xavier 
himfelf awaking, with the labour of that 
ftrugling, Rodriguez enquir'd of him the 
caufe of that extream agitation, and the 
sufhing of his blood. Xavier would 
fot fatisfie him at that time, and gave 
him no account of it, “till he was juft 
upon his departure to the Indies; for 
then being urg’d a-new by Rodriguez, 
after he had oblig’d him tofecrecy, now 
faid he, my Brother, Matter Simon, that wii 
God, out of bis wonderful mercy, has done 1 
me the favour to preferve me even “till | 
this hour, in entire purity: and that very 
night I dreamt, that lodging at an Inn, an 
impudent Woman wou'd needs approach me, 
The motion of my arms was to thruft her 
from me; and to get rid of her: and the = 
blood which I threw out, proceeded from my i 
Agony. But oe 
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But whatfoever deteftation Xavier had, 
even for the fhadow of a fin, he was 
always diffident of himfelf; and withdrew 
from all converfation of Women, ifcha- 
rity oblig’d him not, to take care of 
their converfion. And evenon fuch oc- 
cafions, he kept all imaginable meafures, 
never entertaining them with difcourfe, 
unlefs in publick places, and in fight of 
all the world: nor {peaking with them 
of ought, but what was neceflary, and 
then alfo {paring of his words, and with 
agrave, modeft, and ferious countenance. 
He would fay, That in general converfa- 
zion, we coud not be too circum{pect in our 
behaviour towards them; and that however 
pious the intentions of their Confeffours were, 
there frill remain'd more caufe of fear, to 
the direttours in thofe entertainments, than 
of hope, that any good fhoud refult from 
them, tothe Women Penitents. 

Befides all this, he kept his fenfes 
curb'd, and recollected, examin’d his 
confcience often every day; and daily 
confefs'd himfelf when he had the con- 
venience of a Prieft. By thefe means, 
he acquird fuch a purity of Soul and 
Body, that they who were of his inti- 
mate acquaintance, have declar’d, that 
they coud never obferve in him, ought 
that was not within the rules of the ex- 
actelt decency. ne 
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| In like manner, he never forgave him- 
| .felf the leaft mifcarriage; and ’tis incre- 
| dible how far the tencernefs of his Con- 
|. f{cience went on all occafions. In that 
| Veflel which carried him from Lishoune 
to the /vdies, a Child who was of years 
which are capable of inftruction, one 
day happend to dye fuddenly : Xavier 
immediately enquir’d, if the Child had 
been ufually prefent at Catechifm, to- 
gether with the Ship's Company? It 
was an{werd in the negative; and atthe 
fame moment, the man of God, whofe 
countenance commonly was cheerful, 
appeard extreamly fad. The Viceroy 
Alphonfo de Sofa, foon obferv'd it, and 
knowing the caufe of his affliction, ask'd 
the Father, if he had any former know- 
ledge, that the Child came not to Ca- 
techifm; If I had known it, reply’d Xa- 
vier, 1 had not fail'd to have brought 
him thither: But, why then, faid the 
Viceroy are you thus difquieted for a 
thing you know not, and of which you 
are no ways guilty? Tis, reply d_ the 
Saint, becaufe I ought to upbraid my 
 felf with it as a faule, that I was ig- 
norant that any perfon, who was im- 
bark’d-with me, . wanted tobe taught the 
Chriftian Faith. 
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His devotion to 
the Blefled Vir- 
gin. 
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The LIFE of Book VI, © 

A body fo chafte, and amind fo pure, 
coud not have been, but of one who 
was faithfully devoted to the holy Vir- 
gin. ‘The Saint honour’d, and lov’d her © 
all his life, with thoughts full of refpect 
and tendernefs. It was in the Church of 
Mont Martre, dedicated to the Mother of 
God, and on the day of her Affumption, 
that he made his’ firft vows. It was in 
that of Loretto, that he had his firft in- 
fpiration, and conceiv’d his firft defires 
of going to the Indies. He petition’d 
for nothing of our Lord, but by the in- 
terceffion of his Mother: and in the ex- 
pofition which he made of the Chriftian 
Doctrine; after addreffing himfelf to fe- 
Jus to obtain ithe grace of a lively and 
conftant Faith, he faifd not of addref 
fing himfelf to Mary. He concluded all 
his. inftructions with the Salve Regina, 
he never undertook any thing, but under 
her protection; and in alldangers,he had al- 
ways recourfe to the blefled Virgin, as his 
Patronefs. For the reft, to thew that he 
depended on her, and made his glory of 
that dependance. He commonly wore 
a Chaplet about his neck, tothe end that 
Chriftians might take delight in faying 
the Chaplet ; and made frequent ufe of 
it in the operation of his Miracles. 


When 
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When he pafs'd whole nights at his 
devotions in Churches, it was almoft al- 
ways before the Image of the Virgin, and 
efpecially, the offer'd his vowsto her, for 
the Converfion of notorious Sinners, and 
alfo forthe remiffion of his own offences, 
as himfelf teftifies in a Letter of his,which 
fhews not lefshis humility, than his con- 
fidence in the interceffion of the Blefled 
Virgin. J have taken the Queen of Hea- 
ven for my Patronefs, that, by her Prayers 
I may obtain the pardon of my innumera- 
ble fins. We was particularly devoted 
to her immaculate Conception, and made 
a vow todefend it, to the utmoft of his 
power. 

In conver fation, he frequently {poke of 
the ‘greatnefs of the divine Mary; and 
attracted all men to her fervice. In fine, 
being juft upon the point of drawing his 
Jaft breath, he invok’d her name with 
tender words, and befought her, to fhew 
her felf his Mother. | 

Thefe are the principal vertues, which 
were collected, to be prefented to the 
Holy See. The Archbifhop of Goa, and 
all the Bifhops of Jvdia, feconded the de- 
figns of the King of Portugal, by acting on 
their fide with the Pope, for the canoniza- 
tion of Yavier. But no one, in procefs, of 
time, follicited with more fplendour, than 
the King of Bunga. This

fell into all the diforders of which a Pa-* 
' gan can be capable. He confefs'd the 


Chriftian Law to be the better; but— 
and. that a_ 
young Prince, as he was, born in the 
midft of pleafures, coud not brook it. 
His Luxury hinder'd him not from the 
love of Arms, nor from being very brave, 


faid it was too rigorous, 


and he was fo fortunate in War, that he 


reducd four or five Kingdoms under his 


Obedience. In the courfe of all his Vi- 
tories, the laft words whichFather Fran- 
cis had faid to him, concerning the va- 
nity of the World, and the neceffity of 
Baptifm, came into his remembrance: 
he made ferious reflections on them, and 


was fo deeply mov d by them, that one 
day he appear'din publick, with a Chap- | 
let about his neck, as it were to make an | 


open profeffion of Chriftianity. 

The effects were correfpondent to the 
appearances: he had two Idols in his Pa- 
lace of great value, which he worfhipped 


every day, proftrating himfelf before” 


them, with his forehead touching the 


ground: thefe Images he commanded to ~ 


be thrown intothe Sea. After this, ap- 


plying, | 
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plying himfelf to the exercifes of Piety 
and Penitence, he totally renounc’d his 
fenfual pleafures, and was finally Baptis’d 
by Father Cadira, of the Society of Fe 
fus. At his Baptifm he took the name 
of Francis, in memory of the holy A- 
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poltle Francis Xavier, whom he ac- 4g 
knowledg’d for the Father of his Soul, io 
and whom he call'd by that title, during if 
the remainder of his life. | 
The King of Buxgo had hitherto been 


fo fortunate, that his Profperity pafs'd 
into a Proverb. But God was pleas’d to | 
try him. Two Monthsafter his Baptifm, | 
the moft confiderable of his Subjects, | 
entring into a Solemz League and Cove- 
nant again{t him, out of hatred to Chri- 


{tianity, and joyning with his neighbour- 
ing Princes, defeated him in a pitch’d 
Battle, and defpoyl’d him of all his E- 
{tates. He endurd his ill fortune, with 
great conftancy, and when he was up- 
braided by the Gentzles, that the change 
of his Religion had been the caufe of his 
ruine, he made a Vow at the foot of 
the Altar, to live and dyea Chriftian; 
adding, by a holy tranfport of Zeal, 
that itall Fapan, andall Europe, if the 
Fathers of the Society, andthe Pope him- 
felf fhou’d renounce our Saviour fFefus 
Chrift, yet, for his own particular he 
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woud confefs him to the laft gafp; and 
be always ready, with God's affiftance, 
to fhed his Blood, in teftimony of his 
Faith. 

As the Piety of this Prince diminifh’d 
nothing of his Valour, nor of his Condué&, 
having gather’d up the remainder of his 
Troops, he reftor'd himfelf by degrees, 
partly by force of Arms, and partly by 
amicable ways of Treaty. His principal 
care after his ‘re-eftablifhment, was to 
banith Idelatry out of his Eftates, and to 
reftore the Catholick Religion. His De- 
votion led him to fend a folemn Embafly 
to Pope Gregory the Thirteenth, who at 
that time govern’d the Church. Don Man- 
cio his Embafladour, being arriv dat Rome, 
with thofe of the King of Arima, and the: 
Prince of Omura, was not fatisfy'd with 
bringing the Obedience of the King his 
Matter, tothe Vicar of fefus Chrift, by 
prefenting him the Letters of Dou Francis, 
full of fubmiffion and refpe& to the ho- 
ly See; but he alfo petition’d him, in the 
name of his Sovereign, to place the Apo- 
{tle of Fapan amongtit thofe Saints, whom 
the Faithtul honour, and declar’d to his 
Holinefs, Zhat he cou'd not do a greater fa- 
wour to the King of Bungo. 

In the mean time the Memory of Xa- 
wier,, was venerated more than ever, 

through 
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through all.4/4. An Embafladour from the 
sreat Mogul being come toGoa, to defire 
fome Fathers of the Society might be 
fent to explain the Myfteries of Chriftia- 
nity to that Emperour, ask‘d permiffion 
to fee the Body of Father Francs; but he 
durft not. approach it, till firft himfelf 
and all his train had taken off their Shoes ; 
after which Ceremony, all of them, ha- 
ving many times bowd themfelves to the 
very ground, pay d their refpects to the 
Saint, with as much devotion as if they 
had-not been Mahometans. The Ships 
which pafs'd in fight of Sanciaz faluted the 
place of his death with all their Cannon: 
fometimes they landed on the Ifland, only 
to view the {pot of Earth, where he. had 
been buried for two months and a half, 
and to bear away a turff of that holy 
ground. Infomuch, that the Chinefes, 
entring intoa belief, that there was fome 
hidden treafure in the place, fet guards 
of Souldiers round about it, to hinder it 
from being taken thence. One of the 
new Judiax Converts, and of the moft 
devoted to the Man of God, not content 
with feeing the place of his death, -had 
alfo the curiofity, to view that of his 
Nativity : Infomuch, that travelling 
through a vaft extent of Land, and paf- 
fing through immenfe Oceans, he ar-

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rivd at the Caftle of Xavier : Entring 
into the Chamber where the Saint:was 
born,he fell upon his Knees,and with great 
devotion kifs'd the Floor';’ which he 'wa- 
terd alfo with his tears. After this; with- 
out ‘farther thought, or defire of feeing 
any thing befides in Europe,‘ he’ took his 
way backwards to the the Tadiess and 
counted for a mighty treafitre,a little piece 
of Stone, which he had°doofen’d: from 
the Walls of tlie-Chamber,. anid-carry’d 
away with him, in the nature ofa Relick, 

For what remains, a feries of Miracles 
was blaz’d abroad: in all places, Five or 
fix paflengers,’ who had fet fail from Au: 
lacca towards China, in the Ship of Beve- 
ditt Coeglio, fell fick, even tothe point 
of death. So foon as they were fet on 
fhore at Savcian, they caus'd’ themfelves 
to be carried to the Meadow, where ¥a- 
vier had been firft interr’d; and there 
having cover'd their heads with that Earth 
which once had touch’d his holy Body, 
they were perfectly cur’d upon the fpot, 

Xavier appeard to divers people, on 
the Coaft of Zravancor, and that of F- 
fhery, fometimes to heal them, or to 
comfort them in the agonies of death: 
at other times to deliver the Prifoners, 


and to reduce Sinners into the ways of 
Heaven. 





His 
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His name was propitious on the Seas, 
in the moft evident dangers. The Ship 
of Emanuel de Sylva, going from Cochin, 
and having taken the way of Bengala, 
in the midft of the Gulph, there arofe 
fo furious a Tempeft, that they were 
conftrain’d to cut the Maft, and throw 
all the Merchandifes over-board: when 
nothing lefs than Shipwrack was expect- 
ed, they all implor‘d the aid of the A- 
poftle of the Ladies, Francis Xavier. At 
the fame inftant, a Wave, which was 
rolling on, and ready to break over the 
Ship, like fome vaft Mountain, went back- 
ward on the fudden, and diffipated into 
Foam. The Seamen and Paflengers, at 
the fight of fo manifeft a Miracle, invok'd 
the Saint with loud voices, ftill as the 
Tempeft grew upon them ; and the Bil- 
lows fail’d not of retiring always at the 
name of Yavier: But whenever they 
ceas'd from calling on him, the Waves 
outrageoufly fwell’d, and beat the Ship 
on every fide. 

It may almoft be faid, That the Saint 
in perfon wrought thefe Miracles ; but it 
is unconceivable, how many were per- 
form’d by the Subfcriptions of his Let- 
ters, by the Beads of his Chaplet, by the 
pieces of his Garments; and finally, by 
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every thing which had once been any 
way appertaining to him. 

The Croffes, which he had erected 
with his own hand on fundry Coafts to 
be feen from far. by Mariners and Tra- 
vellers, were loaded with the Vows and 
Gifts, which Chriftians, Saracens, and 
Idolaters had faften’d to them daily, in 
acknowledgment of favours which they 
had receiv'd, through the interceffion of 
the holy Man. But the moft celebrated 
of thofe Crofles, was that at Cotata, 
whereon an Image of Xavier was plac’d. 
A blind man receiv’d fight by embracing 
of that Crofs: two fick men were curd 
on the inftant ; one of which, who was 
aged, had a fetled Palfie, and the other 
was dying of a bloody Flux. Copies 
were made of that miraculous Image at 
Cotata; and Gafper Goncalez brought one 
of them to Cochix. It was eleven of the 
Clock at night, when he enter’d into the 
Port: An hour afterwards, the houfe of 
Chriftopher Miranda, adjoining tothat of 
Gongalez, happen’d to be on Fire. ‘The 
North wind then blowing, and the Build- 
ing being almoft all of Wood, the~burn- 
ing began with mighty rage,and immedi- 
ately a Maid belonging to the houfe was 
burn’d. The Neighbours awaken’d with 
the-cries of Fire, catt their Goods out at 
the

the Windows, in confufion ; there being 
no probability of preferving the houtes; 
becaufe that of Miranda was the higheft, 
and the burning Coals, which flew, out 
on every fide, together with the Flames, 
which were driven by the Wind, fell 
on the tops of the Houfes, that were 
only cover'd with bows of Palm-trees, 
dry, and eafy to take Fire. In this, ex- 
tremity of danger, Goucalex bethought 
himéfelf of the holy Image which he had 
brought, falling on his Knees, accompa- 
ny’d by all his domeftick Servants, he 
held it upwardsto the Flames,and invok’d 
Father Fraacis to his affiftance. At the 
{ame inftant the Fire was extinguifh’d of 
it felf; and the Town in this manner 
preferv’d from defolation, when it was 
ready to be burn’d to Athes. 

A Medal which had on one fide the 
Image of the Saint, and on the other, 
that of the holy Virgin, holding the lit- 
tle fefus, wrought yet more admirable 
effects. It was in the pofleffion of a Ver- 
tuous Widow of Cochin, born at Zamuzay 
in China and nam’d Lacy de Vellanzan, 
who had formerly been inftructed at Ma- 
Jacca in the Myfteries of Faith, by a- 
vier himfelf; and who was aged an hun- 
dred and twenty years, when fhe was 
juridically interrogated, concerning the 
Ccc 4 Miracles 
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The LIFE of Book VI 
Miracles which had been wrought by her 
Medal. All infirm perfons who came to 
Lucy, receiv'd their cure fo foon as fhe 
Bid chide the fign of the Crofs with her 
Medal over them; or when fhe had 
fprinkled them with Water, wherein 
the Medai had been dipt; in faying only 
thefe words: Jn the name of Jetus, and of 
Father Francis, be your health reftor'd. 

I have feen many, fays an Eye-witnels, 
who have been card on the inftant, by bes 
ing only tonch'd with that Medal: Some, 
who being only putrify'd, ejected through 
the Nofe corrupted Flelb, and matter of a 
moft offenfeve {cent ; others who were reducd 
to the meagernefs of Skeletons, by Con- 
Sumptions of many years; but the moff ce- 
lebrated Cures, were thofé of Gonfalvo Ro- 
driguez, Mary Dias, and Emanuel Fernan- 
dez Figheredo. | 


Three remark: — Rodriguez had a great Impofthume on 


the left tide, very near the Heart, which 
had been breeding many Months, The 
Chirurgeons for tear of exafperating the 
malady, by making an Incifion in fo dan- 
serous a part, endeavourd to dry up the 
humour, by applying other Remedies, 
But the Impoflhume degenerated intoa 
Cancer, which gave the Patient intolera- 
ble pains, and made him Heart and Sto- 
mach fick. Rodriguez having notice gi- 
ven 
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ven him, what wonders were wrought 
by the Chinefe Chriftian, by means of the 
Medal of Father Xavier, went immedi- 
ately to her, and kneel'd before her. 
The Chizefe only touch’d him thrice, and 
made the fign of the Crofsover him, ac- 
cording to her Cuftom; and at the fame 
moment, the Cancer vanifh’d; the Fleth 
return d to its natural colour, on the part 
where the Ulcer had been formerly, and 
Rodriguez found himfelf as well, as if no- 
thing had ever ail’d: him. 

Mary Dias was not only blind, but-ta- 
ken with the Palfie over half -her Body, 
on the right-fide of it; fo that her Arm 
hung dead from her Shoulder, and fhe 
had only the ufe of one Leg: defpairing 
of all natural Remedies, fhe caus’d her 
felf to be convey'd to Lucy’s Lodgings. 
The Hofpitable Widow, kept her in her 
Houfe for the fpace of feven days; and 
wafhed her every of thofe days with the 
Water wherein the Medal had been dipt. 
On the feventh day, fhe made the fign of 
the Crofs over the Eyes of the Patient 
with the Medal it felf; and then Dias re- 
cover d her fight: Her Palfie, in like man- 
ner, left her; fo that fhe was ableto walk 
alone, to the Church of the Society, 
where fhe left her Crutches. 

Asfor Emanuel Goncalez Figheredo, both 
his

his Legs for a long time, had been co- 
ver'd with Ulcers, and were become fo 
rotten, that Worms were continually 
crawling out of them. The Phyficians, 
to divert the humours, put in praCtice all 
the fecrets of their Art, but without ef- 
fect: On the contrary, the Sinews were 
fo fhrunk up on one fide, that one Leg 
was fhorter than the other. And for the 
laft addition of misfortunes, Figheredo was 
feiz’d with fo terrible a Lask, that in a >. 
man of threefcore years old, as he was, © 
it was judg’d mortal. In effect, it had 
been fo, but that he had immediate re- 
courfe to the Medal of YYavier: he drank

they gave the Saint, when they interr’d him . 
at Malacca, he faw Blood and Water iflue out © 
of it. The fame experiment happen’d at a- | 


nother time to a Brother of the Society. 
The Saint was one day publickly expos’d, 
with his Feet bare, at the importunity of the 
people, who through Devotion petition’d to 
kifs them. A Woman, who paflionately de- 
fir’d, to have a Relick of Xavier, drawing 
near, as if it were to have kifs’d his Foot: 


faften’d her Teeth init, and bit off a little- 


piece of Flefh. The Blood immediately ran in 
great aburdance out of it; and of fo. pure a 
Crimfon, that the moft healthful = Bodies 
cou’d not fend out a more living colour. The 
Phyficians, who vifited the Corps from time 
totime, and who always depos’d, that there 
coud be nothing of natural in what they faw, 
judg’d, that the Blood which came from a Bo- 
dy depriv’d of heat, and iffw’d from a part fo 
diftant from the heart, as is the Foot, cou’d be 
no other than the effect of a Celeftial Vertue ; 
which not only preferv’d all parts of it from 
putrefaction, but alfo caus’d the humours to 
flow, and. maintain’d them in the motion, 
which only life infufes in them. 


So many wonders, which fpread through zp is beatify’d 
allthe Ea/y and were tran{mitted into every and in fequel 
part of Ezrope, fomov’d the Heart of Paul the Canonix’d. 


Fifth, that he finally perform’d, what his Pre-

men of the Virtues and Miracles, above 
mention’d, he declar’d Beatify’d Francis 
Xavier, Prieft of the Society of Fefia by an 
exprefs Bull, dated the 25th of October, in the 
year 1619, 

Gregory the Fifteenth) who immediately 
Succeeded Pope Paul the Fifth, Canoniz?d 
him afterwards in all the forms, and with 
all the procedures, which the Church obferves 
on the like occafions. The Ceremony was 
perform’d at Rome, on the 12th of March, in 
the year 1622. But as death prevented him 
from making the Bull of the Canonization, it 
was his Sacceflour Urbaz the Eighth, who 
finally accomplifh’d it. 


The Contents of, Lhis Bull, bearing date the fixth of Auguft, 
the Bull of bis i the year 1623, is an Epitome and Panegyrick 
Canonization, of the miraculous life of the Saint. It is there 


faid, That the new Apoftle of the Indies has {pi- 
ritually receiv'd the Bleffing which God vouch{afed 
tothe Patriarch Abraham,. that he was the Fa- 
ther of many Nations, and that he faw his Chit- 
aren in Jelus Chrift multiply’d beyond the Stars 
of Heaven, and the Sands of the Sea. That, for 
the reft, bis Apoftlefhip has had the figns of a Di- 
vine Voeation, fuch as are the gift of Tongues, 
the gift of Prophecy, the gift of Adiracles, with 
the Evangelical vertues in all perfection. 

The Bull reports almoft all the Miracles, 
which we have feenin his Life ; particularly, 
the Refurrections of the Dead; and amonyft 
other miraculous Cures, which were wrought 
after his deceafe, it obferves thofe of Gon/al- 
00 Fernandex, Mary Diaz, and Emanuel Rodri- 
guer 
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guex, Figheredo, \t alfo mentions two famous 
Cures, of which we have faid nothing. - One 
is of a blind man, who having pray’d to God 
nine days fucceflively, by the order of Xavier, 
who appear’d to him, inftantly recover’d his 
fight. The other was of a Leper, who being 
anointed, and rub’d over, with the Oyl of a 
Lamp, which burn’d before the Image of Xa- 
wer, was entirely cur’d. The Pope has ad- 
ded in his Bull, That the Lamps which hung be- 
fore the Image, whith was venerated at Cotata, 
often burn’ with Holy-water, as if they had been 
full of Oyl, tothe great aftonifhment of the Hea- 
thems. Whe other Miracles which we have re- 
lated, and which are omitted in the Bull, are 
contain’d in the Acts of the procefs of the 
Canonization. | im 

Since the time that the holy See, has plac’d The Veneration 
the Apoftle of the Zvdies, in the number of & serra:

ted towards him. Cities have taken him for 
their Patron-and Protectour. Altars have been 
erected, and inceflant Vowa have been made to 
him. Menhave vifited his Tomb, with more 
devotion than ever; and the Chamber where- 
in he wasborn,has been converted intoa Chap- 
pel, to which Pilgrims have reforted in great 
crowds, from all the quarters of the World. 

For the reft, it was not in vain, that they new Miracles 
invok’d him; and if I fhou’d take Upon me to are wrought, 
relate the Miracles which have been lately 4 chiefly in 
done through his Interceffion, they wou’d take !'#!)- 
up another Volume as largeasthis. Neither 

all I go about to make a recital of what 
things were wrought in fucceeding years at 
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The LIFE of Book VI. 
Potamo, and Naples; but fhall content my felf 
to fay, that in thofe places God was pleas’d” 
to honour his Servant by the performance of 
fuch wonders as might feem incredible, if 
thofe which preceded, had not accuftom’d us 
to believe all things of St. Xavier. 

I fall even forbear to fpeak, of the famous 
Father Ada/frili, who being in the agony of 
death, was cur’don the inftant by the Saint ; 
and who going to Fapaz by the Order of the 
Saint himfelf, to be there Martyr’d, built him 
a magnificent Sepulcher at Goa. ?Tis enough 
for us to know, that never Saint has been, per- 
haps, more honour’d, nor more lov’din the 
Church, than St. Francis Xavier: and that e- 
ven the Enemies of the Society of Fe/us, have 
had aveneration, and tendernefs for him. 

But thefe Opinions are not confin’d to Ca- 
tholicks alone : the very Hereticks revere Xa- 
vier, and Baldeus {peaks of him in thefe terms, 
in his Hiftory of the Jvdies. If the Religson of 
Xavier agree’d with ours, we ought to efteem and 
reverence him as another St. Paul: yet notwith 
ftanding. the difference of Religton, bis xeal, hes 
vigilance, and the fanttity of his manners, onght 
to ftir up all good men, not to do the work, of God 
' negligently, for the gifts which Xavier had re- 
ceivrd, toexecute the Office of a Minifter, and 
Ambaffadour of Jefus Chrift, were fo eminent, 
that my Soul is not able to expre/sthem, If 1 con- 
fider the patience and [weetne/s, wherewith he pre- 
fented both to great and {mall, the holy and living 
waters of the Gofpel , of regard the courage where- 
with he fulferd injuries and affronts, I am fore’d 
ro.cry out, with the Apoftle,\W ho is capable like
